The  Grand  Master,  P.  T.  Coupland,  of  St.  Mary's, 
made  a  suitable  reply  on  behalf  of  the  Officers  and 
representatives. 

Following  this  he  was  asked  to  present  prizes  which 
had  been  offered  for  proficiency  in  First  Aid  work. 
Bro.  Jno.  Donogh,  P.G.M.,  president  of  the  Triple 
Link  First  Aid  Association,  had  donated  two  beautiful 
shields,  bearing  the  crest  of  the  Association,  for  com- 
petition—one to  the  Rebekah  classes  and  one  to  the 
Cantons.  Mrs.  Ryan,  P.P.,  had  also  donated  a  cash 
prize  for  the  Rebekahs.  The  shield  was  awarded  to 
Oriole  Rebekah  Lodge  as  first  prize,  and  the  cash  to 
Friendship  Rebekah  Lodge  as  second  prize.  The 
Canton  shield  was  awarded  to  Toronto,  No.  7. 

The  decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  upon  a 
class  of  several  Chevaliers,  and  upon  a  number  of 
Rebekah  members,  by  General  Stocker,  assisted  by 
General  Hermiston,  the  Cantons  and  a  number  of 
ladies.  This  was  followed  by  fancy  drills  by  the 
degree  staffs  of  Friendship  and  Mystic  Link  Rebekah 
Lodges,  and  refreshments  were  served  in  the  banquet 
hall.     This  concluded  the  open  meeting.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

Appended  hereto  we  submit  a  list  of  Representatives  who  appear  to 
have  been  regularly  elected  by  their  respective  lodges  for  this  session  of 
Grand  Lodge,  all  necessary  changes  being  made  in  the  list  as  printed  in 
reports   of   Grand   Officers. 

The  Grand  Master  has  been  anxious  to  strictly  follow  the  laws  regard- 
ing disqualification  of  lodges  not  having  their  returns  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Secretaiy  at  the  proper  time,  but  on  account  of  special  conditions 
he  has  recommended  that  certain  lodges  send  on  their  representatives  this 
year,  and  that  representation  be  allowed  to  all  lodges  whose  reports  are 
now  in.

GRAND   MASTER'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  : 

Brethren  — Another  year  has  passed  and  the 
sixtieth  Annual  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  here. 
In  true  Friendship,  unfeigned  Love  and  simple  Truth, 
I  welcome  you  to  it.  Many  are  here  who  have  at- 
tended for  years,  and  by  their  zeal  and  knowledge  have 
assisted  in  making  our  legislation  such  as  to  make 
every  detail  work  out  smoothly.  The  great  majority, 
however,  are  with  us  for  the  first  time,  and  I  would 
urge  them  to  attend  carefully  to  the  business  before 
them,  to  be  punctual  and  prompt  in  attendance  and 
thus  gain  as  much  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  as  pos- 
sib  e,  that  they  may  impart  much  helpful  information 
to  the  brothers  of  their  respective  lodges. 

We  meet  this  year  again  in  the  Queen  City  of 
Ontario,  Toronto.  Many  important  sessions  have 
been  held  here.  Toronto  is  central,  no  extensive 
entertainment  is  needed  for  the  representatives,  hotel 
accommodation  is  adequate,  and  now  that  this  magni- 
ficent Temple  has  been  erected,  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
offices  so  handy,  with  ample  room  for  all  branches  to 
meet  in  their  annual  sessions,  might  we  not  suggest 
that  as  a  Grand  Lodge  we  might  wisely  arrange  to 
meet   here   from   year   to  year. 

As  we  look  over  the  records  of  the  past  years,  and 
especially  of  19 13- 14,  we  have  cause  for  rejoicing 
because  of  the  excellent  condition  of  our  Order  through- 
out the  world  and  in  our  own  jurisdiction.  Although 
the  year  has  been  one  in  which  there  has  been  con- 
siderable financial  depression,  and  though  we  have 
had  several  marked  instances  where  it  has  affected  our 
lodges,  yet  we  have  a  larger  membership  than  ever 
before.  Our  .financial  strength  is  greater,  the  work 
is  being  done  with  a  greater  degree  of  efficiency,  and 
in  all  branches  we  find  unexampled  zeal  and  energy 
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being  daily  applied  to  the  ennobling  work  of  our  great 
organization  for  the  uplift  of  mankind  and  for  the 
extension  of  our  benevolent  and  fraternal  purposes. 

Let  us  then  unitedly  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe  and  ever 
humbly  invoke  His  divine  blessing  upon  us,  that  He 
may  continue  to  shed  His  benign  influence  upon  us 
and  enable  us  to  live  more  truly  according  to  the 
beautiful  principles  and  tenets  of  our  Order. 

In  the  few  words  I  addressed  to  the  representatives 
at  Belleville  at  the  time  of  my  installation,  I  asked 
that  we  might  have  55,000  members  at  this  time,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  great  loss  by  suspension  for 
N.P.D.,  and  the  financial  stress  which  has  been  world- 
wide, I  feel  confident  that  ideal  would  have  been 
realized.  As  it  is,  reports  show  that  we  have  53,602 
members  and  have  paid  benefits  amounting  to 
$172,169.71    during   the    year    19 13. 

It  now  becomes  my  duty  to  give  an  account  of  my 
stewardship.  I  have  failed  in  many  respects.  The 
more  one  realizes  the  vast  responsibilities  of  the  Office 
of  Grand  Master,  the  more  he  real  zes  his  shortcomings. 
I  have,  however,  g  ven  of  the  best  that  is  in  me  for  the 
advancement  of  our  beloved  Order  and  trust  that  it 
may   meet   with   your    approbation.

To  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  District  No 


Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Your  District  Committee  has  been 
pleased  to  recommend  you  as  its  selection  for  the  honorable  position  of 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  have  pleasure  in 
confirming  the  choice  and  in  having  your  Commission  sent  on  to  you  in 
regular  form,  trusting  that  during  your  term  of  office  you  will  do  all  in 
your  power,  by  example  and  precept,  to  advance  the  interests  of  every 
lodge  in  your  district  and  to  encourage  every  member  to  more  devoted 
service  in  this  respect. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  advance  in  every  branch  of  our 
work,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  one  upon  which  we  are  now  entering 
will  be  equally  successful.  With  the  united  efforts  of  all  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  and  District  Deputies  no  undertaking  would  seen  to  be  too  great. 
I  shall  confidently  rely  upon  you  for  your  full  share. 

Your  duties  and  the  opportunities  before  you,  will  not  be  fulfilled  by 
making  formal  visits  and  installing  officers.  I  shall  have  to  depend  upon 
you  to  look  carefully  into  the  actual  working  conditions  of  the  several 
lodges  under  your  care.  My  predecessor  in  office  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
have  called  attention  to  some  important  matters  to  be  looked  after.

"SOVEREIGN  ODD  FELLOW"  PROCLAMATION 
To,  Whom  These  Presents  May  Come,  Greeting  : 

Whereas,  A.  C.  Veach,  owner  and  editor  of  the  "Sovereign  Odd 
Fellow,"  published  at  Gravette,  Ark.,  has  for  more  than  a  year  past  been 
filling  the  columns  of  said  paper  with  violent  attacks  on  a  prominent 
religious  denomination,  accusing  it  of  being  a  political  organization  whose 
operations  are  injurious  to  the  community  ;   and 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Sire's  attention  having  been  called  to  the 
articles  in  question,  he  wrote  Brother  Veach,  courteously  suggesting  that 
their  publication  in  a  periodical  purporting  to  be  an  Odd  Fellows'  paper 
was  a  violation  of  certain  established  principles  of  our  Order,  and  asking 
that  they  be  discontinued  ;    and 

Whereas,  This  suggestion  was  disregarded  and  the  articles  objected 
to  increased  in  number  and  virulence  ;    and 

Whereas,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  session  in  Minneapolis 
last  September  (Journal,  pp.  336  and  337),  fully  indorsed  and  approved 
the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Sire  ;   and 

Whereas,  The  special  committee  consisting  of  five  Past  Grand  Sires 
and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary  and  Appeals, 
reported  among  other  things,  as  follows  : 

"Every  Odd  Fellow  knows  perfectly  well  that  with  systems  of 
faith  or  sects,  religious  or  political,  our  Order  as  such  has  no  affiliation. 
We  not  only  have  no  controversy  with  any  of  them,  but  we  are  for- 
bidden to  enter  into  controversy  about  them.  Religious  and  political 
debates  under  the  auspices  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  absolutely  pro- 
hibited. On  these  matters  individual  Odd  Fellows  are  entitled  to 
hold  whatever  opinions  they  think  the  evidence  will  justify,  and  they 
have  a  right  to  all  the  freedom  in  expressing  their  opinions  that  the 
laws  of  the  country  in  which  they  live  may  give  them  ; :  but  our  Order 
is  not  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  be  made  responsible  for 
them,  nor  should  they  be  discussed  in  an  Odd  Fellows'paper  any  more 
than  in  an  Odd  Fellows'  lodge. 

' '  To  the  Odd  Fellow  press  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  always 
extended  sympathy  and  encouragement.  Grand  Bodies  have  even 
purchased  copies  for  distribution  in  the  lodges  and  encampments. 
But  this  has  been  done  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  while  of 
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necessity  they  are  to  some  extent  private  enterprises,  yet  they  are 
published  in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship.  We  have  no  desire  to 
curtail  in  the  slightest  freedom  of  utterance  on  the  part  of  our  fraternal 
press,  but  that  freedom  must  be  exercised  in  harmony  with  our  law 
and  with  full  recognition  of  our  authority. 

"Brother  Veach  claims  the  right  to  publish  what  he  pleases, 
without  any  interference  by  the  Grand  Sire  or  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  his  management  of  his  own  private  enterprise.  If  his  paper 
is  a  purely  private  enterprise,  then  he  is  violating  the  law  which  for- 
bids the  use  of  any  titles  or  emblems  of  the  Order  in  connection  with 
a  private  enterprise.  Let  him  change  the  name  of  his  paper,  surrender 
all  claim  to  its  being  an  Odd  Fellows'  paper,  and  cease  using  our  lodges 
to  increase  his  circulation.  Then  he  can  preach  his  favorite  doctrine 
without  any  interference  by  us." 

And  Whereas,  Said  report  was  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice, 
and  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sire  by  the  resolutions  attached 
thereto  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Order  as  to  Bro.  A.  C.  Veach,  and  the 
"Sovereign  Odd  Fellow"  ;    and 

Whereas,  The  said  Veach  in  the  October,  November  and  December 
issues  of  said  "Sovereign  Odd  Fellow"  has  not  only  continued  said  articles 
against  said  church,  but  has  violently  assailed  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
for  its  action  in  the  premises,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee, and  the  brother  whom  he  supposed  made  the  original  complaint 
about  said  articles,  and  has  severely  criticised  the  Grand  Sire  for  per- 
forming his  duty  in  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  through  the  columns  of  his  paper  is  trying  to  spread 
dissension  and  to  incite  the  subordinate  bodies  of  our  Order  to  insubordina- 
tion, and  has,  in  a  few  instances,  induced  lodges,  in  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  Order,  to  discuss  the  subject  of  his  articles  in  the  lodge  sessions, 
and  to  pass  resolutions  condemning  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Grand  Sire  for  enforcing  the  law  ; 

Now,  Therefore,  I,  C.  A.  Keller,  as  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  hereby  enjoin  all  subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order 
from  purchasing  or  subscribing  for  said  "Sovereign  Odd  Fellow"  for  dis- 
tribution in  the  lodges  and  encampments,  and  from  permitting  said  paper 
to  be  received,  read  or  discussed  in  the  lodge  room,  and  call  upon  all  loyal 
Odd  Fellows  to  remember  their  obligations  to  maintain  and  abide  by  the 
laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  to  refrain  from  creating  dissension 
and  insubordination  in  our  ranks. 

The  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs  of  each  Jurisdiction  are 
requested  and  directed  to  promulgate  this  proclamation  to  each  of  their 
subordinate  bodies.

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assemblies: 

Greeting  : — Certain  unprincipled  publishers  of  spurious  rituals  and 
secret  work  of  the  various  Orders  have  recently  become  very  active  in 
sending  out  circulars  concerning  our  Order,  and  are  using  the  mails  freely 
to  carry  on  their  nefarious  business  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  C.  A.  Keller,  Grand  Sire,  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
vested  in  me,  do  hereby  admonish  all  members  of  the  Order  to  refrain  from 
purchasing  or  having  in  their  possession  any  pamphlets  or  documents  pur- 
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porting  to  contain  any  part  of  the  rituals  or  secret  work  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
and  from  doing  anything  directly  or  indirectly  to  encourage  such  illegiti- 
mate and  fraudulent  publications;  and  all  members  of  the  Order  are  notified 
and  warned  that  under  Sections  1962  and  2246  of  Busbee's  Digest  the 
penalty  for  having  any  unauthorized  work,  purporting  to  be  the  written  or 
unwritten  work  of  the  Order,  is  expulsion. 

All  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Presidents  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies,  are  hereby  requested  to  promulgate  this  proclamation  to  their 
respective  subordinate  bodies  and  to  forbid  them,  or  their  members,  from 
purchasing,  attempting  to  use,  or  having  possession  of  such  unlawful  and 
spurious  work  of  every  kind,  and  to  see  that  the  law  is  rigidly  enforced.

Dear  Sir  and  Bro.  : — At  the  recent  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in 
Belleville  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  reported  on  a  subject 
that  had  been  brought  to  its  attention  by  paragraphs  in  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  dealing  with  breaches  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  respecting  private  insurance  enter- 
prises. 

The  Committee  points  out  that  The  Odd  Fellows'  Relief  Associa- 
tion of  Canada  is  the  only  insurance  association  which  is  permitted  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  do  business  under  the  sanction  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  and  to  use  its  name  and  emblems.  This,  combined  with  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  gives  to  the  agents  of  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows' Relief  Association  a  standing  in  the  matter  of  privileges,  which  is 
entirely  different  from  that  of  the  agents  of  any  other  association.  Yet, 
in  spite  of  these  facts,  an  insurance  company  has  been  pursuing  a  vigor- 
ous campaign  for  business  through  representatives  who  have  abused  the 
privileges  accorded  to  visitors  by  canvassing  for  membership  in  our  Lodge 
rooms,  under  the  cover  of  Odd  Fellowship,  on  the  ground  that  only  Odd 
Fellows  are  being  insured. 

While  not  desiring  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  any  business  organ- 
ization the  Committee  very  properly  says:  "But  our  Lodge  rooms  are 
dedicated  to  purposes  more  sacred  than  the  pursuit  of  private  gain  and 
personal  profit.  Further,  the  Committee  points  out  that  the  Noble  Grand 
who  permits  any  member  or  visitor  to  abuse  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of 
a  Lodge  room,  to  canvass  for  a  business  enterprise,  is  either  ignorant  or 
negligent  of  the  laws  of  the  Order,  and  derogates  from  his  own  dignity  as 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  Lodge. 

As  one  means  of  putting  a  stop  to  the  activities  of  these  Associations 
the  Committee  proposed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  resolution: 

"That  Secretaries  of  Lodges  be  prohibited  from  furnishing  lists  of 
members  when  such  lists  are  to  be  used  for  private  business  purposes, 
whether  they  are  asked  for  by  those  who  are,  or  are  not,  members  of  the 
Order."    This  resolution  now  becomes  the  law  in  this  jurisdiction. 
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At  the  1 9 13  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Sire  Keller 
gave  a  decision  to  the  effect  that  while  there  is  no  law  prohibiting  the 
Loyal  Protective  Insurance  Company  from  using  the  phrase  "For  Odd 
Fellows  only,"  in  their  literature,  it  is  not  to  be  construed  that  this  in  any 
way  connects  this  Company  with  the  Order.  He  further  decides  that  it 
is  an  offence  against  the  Order  for  any  official  to  recognize  the  Loyal 
Protective  Insurance  Company  or  allow  his  name  to  be  used  in  any  manner 
that  would  influence  Odd  Fellows  to  join  it,  thinking  it  was  an  Odd  Fellows' 
Association. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Company  concerning  which  the  Grand 
Sire  gave  this  decision  is  a  private  enterprise,  run  for  the  profit  of  the  pro- 
moters, and  is  thus  on  an  entirely  different  basis  from  the  Odd  Fellows' 
Relief  Association,  which  is  a  purely  mutual  organization,  managed  by 
its  certificate  holders,  and  having  the  endorsement  and  approbation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 

In  view  of  the  Grand  Sire's  decision  I  strongly  urge  that  no  Secretary 
or  other  officer  of  a  Lodge,  as  such,  should  sign  any  claim  or  other  papers, 
or  issue  lists  of  members  which  are  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
business  of' any  unauthorized  insurance  association.  For  an  officer  of  a 
Lodge  to  sign  sick  reports  of  such  an  unauthorized  company  is  an  offence 
against  our  laws  and  is  an  underhand  manner  of  securing  recognition  by 
the  Order,  which  is  not  permissible  under  our  laws. 

The  Grand  Sire  further  holds  that  it  is  unlawful  for  a  Brother  to  act 
as  agent  for,  or  to  promote  the  interests  of,  an  insurance  company  which 
uses  in  its  advertisement  matter  official  endorsements  by  members  of  the 
Order,  or  the  name  or  initials  of  the  Order,  or  its  mottoes,  or  an  abbre- 
viation thereof.  And  this  is  being  clone  by  the  officials  of  the  Loyal  Pro- 
tective Company. 

Ontario  Odd  Fellows  have  always  loyally  carried  out  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  and  I  trust  that  in  this,  as  in  all  other  matters,  accepting  the  guid- 
ance of  the  lawfully  constituted  authorities,  our  officers  and  members 
will  see  that  private  gain  and  personal  profit  are  not  permitted  to  secure  a 
foothold  in  our  Order.

3. — STATE    OF   THE    ORDER. 

From  the  report  of  our  Grand  Secretary  you  will 
see  that  a  substantial  increase  has  been  made  in  our 
membership,  and  in  the  assets  and  invested  funds 
during  the  past  year.  This  is  very  desirable,  but  what 
is  more  pleasing  is  the  fact  that  throughout  the  entire 
jurisdiction  there  is  an  increasing  desire  to  have  the 
work  of  the  degrees  more  uniformly  and  perfectly 
given,  and  with  the  entire  absence  of  rituals.  More 
and  more  the  general  public  is  recognizing  that,  not 
only  are  Odd  Fellows  zealous  and  energetic  in  carrying 
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out  the  command  "to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  dis- 
tressed, bury  the  dead,  and  educate  the  orphan,'  but 
that  our  Order  is  one  of  the  strongest  factors  in  the 
social  and  moral  development  of  our  people. 

We  have  now  401  active  working  lodges,  with  a 
membership  of  53,602.  Considering  the  fact  that 
we  have  had  a  year  of  financial  stringency  I  feel 
you  will  agree  with  me  that  this  is  a  very  satisfactory 
showing. 

4. — NEW   LODGES. 

During  the  year  we  have  added  to  our  list,  nine  (9) 
lodges.  A  number  of  others  had  been  considered, 
but,  following  the  example  of  previous  Grand  Masters, 
I  have  endeavored  to  make  sure  that  the  prospects 
would  warrant  the  institution  of  a  lodge  before  pro- 
ceeding. I  have  therefore  endeavored  to  find  out,  by 
referring  to  the  nearest  lodges,  which  would  naturally 
be  affected,  as  well  as  having  a  full  report  from  the 
D.D.G.M.  as  to  what  conditions  were,  before  having 
the  warrants  issued. 

The  new  lodges  are  : 

Massey  Lodge,  No.  444,  Massey,  instituted  Nov. 
25th,  1913,  by  Bro.  Chant,  D.D  G  M.,  assisted  by 
Grand   Secretary   Brooks,    and   others. 

Osgoode  Lodge  No.  443,  Osgoode  instituted  Nov. 
27th,  1 9 13,  by  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  F.  S. 
Evanson,  P.G.M.     Bro.  York,  D.D.G.M.,  and  others. 

Fairview  Lodge,  No.  446,  Toronto,  instituted  Dec. 
3,  1913,  by  Bro.  J.  W  Smuck,  D.D.G  M.,  assisted 
by  Grand  Secretary  Brooks,   and  others. 

Ionic  Lodge,  No.  447,  Toronto,  instituted  Feb.  4, 
19 14,  by  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  Grand  Secre- 
tary Brooks,  D.D.G.M.  Bro.  Tustin,  a  number  of  Past 
Grand  Masters,  Past  D.D.G.M.'s,  and  other  prominent 
members. 

Sioux  Lookout,  No.  448,  Sioux  Lookout,  instituted 
Mar  5,  1914,  by  D.D.G.M.  Hansen,  assisted  by  Grand 
Conductor  G.  Beatty,  and  others 
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Sunnyside  Lodge  No.  449,  Toronto,  instituted  Apr. 
14,  1 9 14,  by  D.D.G  M.  Bro.  Smuck,  Grand  Secretary- 
Brooks  and  Past  Grand  Master  Powley. 

Greenwood  Lodge,  No.  450,  Toronto,  instituted  Apr. 
25,  1 9 14,  by  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  Grand 
Secretary  Brooks,  D.D  G.M.  Weir,  a  number  of  Past 
Grand  Masters  and  prominent  members  of  the  district. 

Hamilton  Lodge,  No.  451,  Hamilton,  instituted  May 
12,  1914,  by  D.D. G.M.  Bro  Smith,  assisted  by  Grand 
Secretary  Brooks,  Past  Grand  Master  Turner,  and 
others. 

Mohawk  Lodge,  No.  452,  Brantford,  instituted  June 
10,  1914,  by  D.D. G.M.  Bro.  Dorland,  assisted  by 
Grand  Secretary  Brooks,  Past  Grand  Master  Oliver, 
Past  Grand  Master  Woodyatt,  Past  Grand  Patriarch 
Spence,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  Mortimore,  and  other 
prominent  members. 

All  regulations  having  been  complied  with  the 
above  lodges  were  instituted  under  dispensations,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  charters  be  now  issued. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  heartily  tendered  to  all 
members  and  lodges  who  so  readily  gave  their  assistance 
in  making  successful  the  institution    of    these  lodges. 

I  feel  that  special  ment  on  should  be  made  of  the 
action  of  Gore  and  Harmony  Lodges  of  Brantford,  who 
were  not  only  enthusiastic  in  the  institution  of  Mohawk 
Lodge,  but  actually  donated  liberally  toward  the 
charter  fee  and  institution  expenses,  and  have  arranged 
free  rental  for  the  lodge  for  a  year.  They  have  also 
practically  suspended  the  acceptance  of  new  members 
till  Mohawk  gets  well  started.  What  a  fine  exhibition 
of  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  !

5  WEAK    AND    DORMANT    LODGES. 

As  will  be  seen  by  circulars  sent  to  D.D.G.M.'s, 
special  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  giving  assistance  and 
encouragement  to  the  weaker  lodges  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

I  personally  visited  Bothwell  Lodge,  No.  74,  had  a 
long  chat  with  Brothers  Hickey,  Bradley  and  others. 
We  went  around  and  secured  a  number  of  names  of 
prospective  candidates,  and  arranged  with  the  London 
lodges  to  go  down  and  confer  the  degrees.  Bro. 
Husband,  D.D.G.M.,  also  visited  this  place  to  see  if 
new  life  could  be  infused  into  it,  but  the  effort  was 
ineffective,  and  Bro.  Husband,  under  instructions  from 
me,  took  up  the  charter  and  effects. 

Under  special  instructions,  Bro.  S.  G.  Chant, 
D.D.G.M.,  proceeded  to  Manitowaning  and  took  up 
the  charter  and  effects  of  Manitou  Lodge. 

Woodbridge  Lodge  has  not  held  a  meeting  for  more 
than  a  year  and  a  half,  and  it  was  impossible  to  get  it 
into  reasonable  working  condition.  Its  charter  and 
effects  have   also  been  taken  up. 

Golden  Link  Lodge,  at  Colborne,  was  mentioned 
last  year  by  Bro.  Evanson  as  being  in  need  of  attention. 
It  and  others  whose  names  will  be  supplied  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  need  special  care. 

Shreiber,  also  mentioned  by  Bro.  Evanson,  is  one 
of  the  brightest  spots  on  the  map  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Ontario  now.  I  was  presented  with  a  photo  of  this 
enthusiastic  lodge  taken  on  Decoration  Day,  and  can 
assure  you  that  it  is  not  now  by  any  means  a  weak 
lodge.

6. DISTRICTS. 

Knowing  that  there  has  been  considerable  dissatis- 
faction in  regard  to  the  present  formation  of  some  of 
our  districts,  I  sent  a  letter  to  our  D.D.G.M.'s,  urging 
that  any  suggestions  or  resolutions  that  had  been 
passed  at  the  respective  District  meetings  should  be 
forwarded  at  once.  However,  owing  no  doubt  to  the 
new  form  of  report  sent  out  by  our  Grand  Secretary, 
and  which  is  to  be  returned  to  him,  these  sug- 
gestions and  resolutions  have  been  forwarded  to 
him.  At  any  rate,  up  to  date  not  a  third  of  the  reports 
from   D.D.G.M.'s  are  in  my  possession. 

However,  as  I  have  been  able  to  visit  some  thirty- 
five  of  our  fifty  districts,  and  have  had  considerable 
correspondence  with  all,  a  number  of  changes  appear 
to  be  necessary.  In  fact,  I  would  suggest  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  special  committee  to  report  at  the  next 
session  regarding  a  complete  re-arrangement  of  our 
Districts.  The  necessity  for  this  re-arrangement  in 
Toronto  was  so  apparent  that  the  three  Toronto  Dis- 
tricts have  agreed  upon  a  new  arrangement  of  their 
lodges,  and  I  commissioned  Grand  Secretary  Brooks 
to  call  a  joint  meeting  of  the  District  Committees  of 
Toronto  East,  Centre,  and  West  to  nominate  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  qualified  brothers  to  act  as  D.D.G.M.'s 
for  the  redrafted  Districts  if  such  arrangement  is 
approved    by    this    Grand    Lodge. 

Renfrew  District,  No.  43,  is  not  at  all  satisfied  with 
the  arrangement  as  made  last  session.  Both  D.D. 
G.M.'s  Taylor  and  Watson  refused  to  act,  and  Bro. 
Walford  of  Renfrew,  who  has  done  yeoman  service 
this  year,  accepted  the  office  with  reluctance  The 
lodges  desire  to  be  left  as  they  were  previously,  that  is, 
Stella  Ivodge,  No.  125,  Carleton  Place,  Alpha  Lodge, 
No.  154  Almonte,  Fraternity  Lodge,  No.  264,  Perth, 
and  Stanley  Lodge,  No.  268,  of  Lanark,  in  Lanark 
District,  No.  42  ;  and  Marion  Lodge,  No.  131,  Ren- 
frew, Vivian  Lodge,   No.    146,  of  Arnprior,   Pembroke 
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Lodge,  No.  203,  Pembroke,  and  Alba  Lodge,  No.  254, 
Pakenham,  m  Renfrew  District,  No.  43. 

Bervie  District,  No.  23,  objected  very  strenuously 
to  having  Lucknow  Lodge,  No.  112,  removed  from 
their  district  to  Wingham  District.  Lucknow  is  the 
mother  lodge  of  the  District  and  a  strong  •  resolution 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  passed  at  their 
District  meeting,  will  explain.  I  would  suggest  that 
the  committee  interview  the  representatives  o  the 
lodges  interested. 

Kemptville  District,  No.  39,  is  too  large  and  wide- 
spread. Last  session  the  lodges  of  Russell ;  Maxville, 
and  Vankleek  Hill  were  added,  and  this  year  Osgoode 
instituted,  making  13  lodges.  I  would  suggest  the 
breaking  of  this  into  two  districts  and  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  the  lodges  interested  be  asked  to  meet 
and  give  suggestions  in  regard  to  same 

7. DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS. 

(a)  I  feel  that  I  cannot  too  enthusiastically  commend 
the  majority  of  my  District  Deputies  for  the  splendid 
service  each  and  every  one  has  rendered  during  the 
past  year.  They  have  seemed  to  grasp  the  respon- 
sibility resting  upon  them  as  the  representative  of  the 
Grand  Master.  Each  has  endeavored  to  carry  out 
the  suggestions  offered  by  Grand  Lodge  from  year  to 
year.  Each  has  attentively  observed  the  instructions 
sent  out  from  time  to  time  by  the  Grand  Master. 
Installations  have  been  promptly  carried  out  in  an 
exemplary  manner,  showing  to  the  lodges  the  desir- 
ability of  not  using  rituals  in  any  part  of  the  work. 
Such  enthusiasm  has  prevailed  and  such  a  standard  has 
been  set  that  the  man  chosen  to  fill  this  office  must  be 
one  capable  and  willing  to  sacrifice  much  time  and 
energy  on  behalf  of  the  District  he  is  to  represent. 

(b)  Some  of  the  District  Deputies  have,  with  good 
results,  followed  the  suggestion  that  instead  of  taking 
a  full  team  for  installation  purposes  from  their  own 
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lodge,  they  request  one  lodge  to  furnish  the  team  for 
installing  at  a  neighboring  lodge,  and  that  one  supply 
the  team  which  should  install  the  officers  in  the  former 
lodge.  This  and  similar  arrangements  work  out  most 
happily,  and  I  desire  to  thank  the  Deputy  of  Royal  City 
District,  No.  17,  for  the  suggestion. 

I  might  suggest  that  more  Districts  should  follow 
the  example  of  this  splendid  District,  in  having  the 
minutes  of  their  annual  meetings  printed  and  sent  to 
the  members. 

(c)  I  feel  confident  that  Grand  Lodge  suffers  mater- 
ially when  any  of  our  District  Deputies  are  not  sent  as 
representatives  of  the  several  lodges.  No  person  in 
the  District  knows  the  condition  of  the  Order  so  well, 
or  is  more  capable  of  legislating  than  they.  It  may 
appear  to  be  a  hardship,  and  to  an  extent  take  the 
choice  from  the  members  of  the  lodge,  but  I  would 
suggest  that  until  we  have  District  representation, 
legislation  be  adopted  ensuring  the  presence  of  D.D. 
G.M.'s  as  representatives. 

My  suggestion  would  be  to  add  to  section  No.  5  of 
the  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge,  after  the  word 
"lodge"  at  the  conclusion  of  the  first  sentence — " Pro- 
vided that  each  D.D.G.M.  shall  be  one  of  the  repre- 
sentatives from  his  own  lodge." 

(d)  I  desire  also  to  commend  to  all  Districts  the  cus- 
tom of  presenting  to  the  outgoing  D.D.G  M.  a  P. D.D. 
G.  M.  jewel.  To  many  it  is  the  only  memento  they  have  to 
show  in  future  years  for  so  much  time  and  energy  spent 
in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  District.  And  while 
on  this  subject  permit  me  to  speak  in  most  emphatic 
terms  against  the  jewels  as  provided  by  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  In  many  jurisdictions  there  is  a  D.D. 
G.M.  for  every  lodge.  His  duties  in  that  case  are  not 
so  burdensome,  but  when  a  brother  gives  of  his  best, 
and  the  district  desires  to  show  its  appreciation  of  it 
by  presenting  him  with  a  jewel,  it  ought  to  be  one 
which  the  brother  will  take  pride  in  wearing.  This  is 
assuredly  not  the  case  with  the  one  furnished  at  the 
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present  time,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  Grand 
Representatives  be  instructed  to  make  another  and 
urgent  request  that  each  jurisdiction  be  allowed  to 
furnish  its  own.  Our  Past  Grand's  jewel,  as  provided 
by  our  Grand  Lodge,  is  neat  and  is  incomparably 
better   than   the    P.D  D.G.M.'s   jewel. 

8. REBEKAH  BRANCH. 

(a)  It  is  indeed  pleasant  to  report  remarkable  activity 
and  progress  in  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  our  Order. 
The  President  and  her  associate  officers  and,  almost 
invariably,  the  D.D.P.,'s  have  shown  splendid  zeal  and 
good  judgment. 

Not  only  have  there  been  many  new  lodges  insti- 
tuted (15  in  number)  and  old  ones  resuscitated,  but 
the  work  has  been  increasingly  well  rendered.  Then 
again  the  "Triple  Link  First  Aid,"  which  must  appeal 
especially  to  the  Rebekahs,  has  already  been  taken  up 
enthusiastically  by  many  lodges.  It  gives  an  addend 
interest  to  members  and  an  additional  talking  point 
for  real  practical  work  in  the  lodges.  I  would  commend 
it  heartily  to  Rebekahs  and  to  subordinates  and  urge 
them  to  assist  in  the  furtherance  of  it. 

(b)  Several  lodges  of  the  Rebekah  Branch  have  been 
closed  and  in  many  cases  the  charters  taken  up,  but 
rituals,  etc.,  have  not  been  gathered  in.  The  Grand 
Secretary  has  made  a  list  of  these  and  forwarded  it  to 
the  President.  In  this  and  the  conduct  of  Lodge  busi- 
ness, I  would  urge  strict  conformity  to  the  Constitution. 
Might  I  add  that  I  believe  some  lodges  are  working 
under  obsolete  by-laws  and  that  the  assembly  should 
urge  the  amendment  of  the  same.

9. — SUSPENSION    FOR   N.P.D. 

This  has  always  been  a  great  problem  to  many  of 
our  lodges,  and  perhaps  this  year,  owing  to  the  money 
stringency  and  shortened  hours,  especially  in  towns  and 
cities,  it  has  been  more  pronounced  than  usual.  I 
believe  the  lodges,  by  appointing  good  membership 
committees,  are  endeavoring  to  overcome  this  vast 
leakage,  but  it  continues  to  increase.  During  the 
year  19 13,  there  were  lost  to  the  Order  in  Ontario  by 
suspension  for  N.P.D.,  1,524  ;  in  1912  there  were  1313, 
and  in  191 1  there  were  1,117.  This  increase  of  some 
200  yearly  necessitates  the  most  serious  and  careful 
consideration  by  this   Grand   Body. 

Almost  invariably  in  my  addresses  I  have  spoken 
of  this  and  the  necessity  of  using  every  means  to  curtail 
this  loss. 

Circular  letters  have  been  sent  to  the  D.D.G.M.'s 
and  secretaries  of  the  lodges.  The  Grand  Secretary 
has  apparently  used  every  available  method  to  bring 
the  matter  before  the  lodges  and  membership.  Per- 
sonally I  feel  that  real  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  and  Membership  Committee  might 
check  it  more  than  has  been  done,  and  would  suggest 
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that  when  the  Noble  Grand  finds  that  his  Membership 
Committee  are  not  working  zealously  in  this  matter  he 
should  appoint  others.  I  have  been  present  when  the 
chairman  of  this  committee  has  called  out  the  names 
of  those  in  arrears  and  individual  members  have  pro- 
mised to  do  their  utmost  in  particular  cases.  I  am 
sure  lodges  would  appreciate  any  suggestions. 

IO. — LODGES    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

More  and  more  the  Districts  are  realizing  the  help- 
fulness of  Lodges  of  Instruction.  It  has  been  my 
desire  to  get  into  every  District  in  the  Jurisdiction 
upon  such  occasions.  I  have  not  quite  accomplished  it, 
but  have  been  able  to  meet  over  70  per  cent,  of  them. 
My  plan  has  been  to  request  the  D.D.G.M.  to  arrange, 
at  a  central  place,  for  a  meeting  to  which  representa- 
tives of  all  the  lodges  in  the  district  would  be  invited. 
It  was  urged  that  among  the  representatives  should  be 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  put  on  the  unwritten 
work  of  the  several  degrees.  I  have  then  urged  that 
one  degree  be  conferred  and  only  the  unwritten  work 
of  the  other  degrees  given.  Then  conferences  have 
been  held,  especially  on  the  unwritten  work,  although 
in  almost  every  instance  other  questions  of  interest 
have  been  mooted  and  discussed. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  the  charges  are 
almost  invariably  given  correctly  and  without  ritual, 
and  in  most  cases  the  floor  work  is  put  on  in  an  exem- 
plary way.  But  in  many  cases  discrepancies  have 
crept  into  the  giving  of  the  unwritten  work,  and  in  this 
particular    was    instruction    necessary. 

It  has  been  my  desire,  then,  to  obtain  more  uni- 
formly perfect  work  in  this  regard,  and  I  trust  that  my 
efforts,  imperfectly  rendered,  may  have  been  of  some 
benefit. 

I  believe  that  the  time  is  past  for  attempting  to 
put  on  several  degrees  at  such  lodges  of  instruction,  if 
there    is    to    be    ideal    instruction    and    lively   interest 
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shown.  I  think  it  more  advisable  to  give  one  team 
ample  time  to  exemplify  one  degree  well  and  have 
instructions  given  in  the  unwritten  work.  In  fact,  I 
believe  the  time  has  come  when  Grand  Lodge  might 
arrange  with  someone  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
work  to  visit  every  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  and  point 
up  and  instruct  and  suggest  along  these  lines. 

II. CONFERRING  OF  DEGREES  AT  GRAND  LODGE. 

One  of  the  features  of  Grand  Lodge  to  which  the 
representatives  look  forward  with  considerable  zest,  is 
the  conferring  of  degrees.  Results  have  been  good,  for 
new  points  have  been  given  and  in  some  instances 
representatives  have  gone  home ,  enthusiastic  over  the 
fact  that  their  lodge  can  do  just  as  well,  and  hustle  to 
improve. 

I  have  had  many  requests  from  lodges  to  arrange 
that  they  confer  the  first  degree.  Feeling  that  this 
degree  is  particularly  well  rendered  in  most  lodges,  I 
have  suggested  that  the  third  degree  be  exemplified 
this  year.  Knowing  full  well  that  the  Committee 
having  this  work  in  charge  in  Toronto  were  quite 
capable  of  making  suitable  arrangements,  I  gave  this 
into  their  hands,  and  Gerrard  Lodge,  No.  424,  has  been 
requested    to    confer    this    degree. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  usual  sum  be  set  aside 
to  provide  a  suitable  banner  or  trophy  for  the  lodge 
thus   putting   on   the   degree. 

12. NEW    TERRITORY. 

As  suggested  by  Past  Grand  Master  Evanson,  I 
requested  my  D.D.G.M.'s  to  carefully  consider  the 
advisability  of  instituting  lodges  at  Reddett,  Sioux 
Lookout,  Massey,  and  Hymers,  and  the  result  is  that 
two  lodges,  Sioux  Lookout  and  Massey,  have  been 
instituted. 
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Both  lodges  are  progressing  nicely  but  the  former 
is  having  some  difficulty  in  regard  to  their  lodge  room, 
Much  praise  is  due  the  members  and  officers  who  so 
kindly  gave  of  their  time  and  energies  in  instituting 
and  conferring  degrees  at  these  places,  as  it  involved 
much  travelling  and  inconvenience  to  accomplish  the 
work. 

Bro.  Charles  Sims,  of  the  O.F.R.A.,  who  was  located 
in  Winnipeg,  spent  some  time  in  Sioux  Lookout  early 
in  June  and  very  kindly  gave  instruction  and  helpful 
suggestions. 

It  was  expected  that  some  representatives  would 
have  been  at  Kenora  when  I  visited,  but  unfortunately 
they  failed  to  appear.  I  would  suggest  careful  atten- 
tion to  new  lodges  on  the  part  of  the  D.D.G.M.'s. 

13. EXTENSION    OF   THE    ORDER. 

Owing  to  the  financial  stringency,  many  of  the 
places  mentioned  in  this  section  of  the  report  of  your 
Grand  Master  of  last  year  have  failed  to  form  lodges. 
I  would  therefore  pass  on  these  names,  Niagara-on-the- 
Lake,  Smithville,  Waterdown,  Richmond,  and  Hymers, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master, 
and  would  add  the  names  of  Tavistock,  Belmont, 
Blackstock,  and  Scotland,  as  places  where  new  lodges 
might  possibly  be  instituted.  Belmont  was  all  ready 
in  March,  but  a  suitable  meeting  place  could  not  be  had. 

We  were  pleased  to  recommend  that  one  hundred 
dollars  be  paid  to  the  Brothers  from  Kenora,  Kee- 
watin,  etc.,  to  assist  in  defraying  their  expenses  to 
Sioux  Lookout  for  institution  of  the  lodge  there. 

Probably  no  lodge  has  done  more  for  the  extension 
of  the  Order  in  days  past  than  has  Arthur  Lodge, 
Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Distances  are  great  between  lodges 
up  in  that  portion  of  our  Jurisdiction,  but  the  enthus- 
iastic brothers  of  the  Soo,  under  the  wing  of  John 
Dawson,  have  never  hesitated,  and  when  calls  were 
made  to  visit  Little  Current,  Manitowaning,  Richard's 
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Landing,  etc.,  they  chartered  a  boat  and  made  the  trip 
and  roused  much  enthusiasm. 

When  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met  in  Winnipeg, 
Arthur  Lodge,  thinking  to  uphold  the  honor  of  Ontario, 
raised  money  by  note  to  take  a  team  to  compete  in 
putting  on  the  first  degree.  The  team  was  not  suc- 
cessful in  gaining  a  prize.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  trip 
waned  and  a  few  men  are  on  the  note  for  payment. 
As  this  did  not  occur  in  my  year,  I  did  not  feel  like 
recommending  a  payment  from  the  funds  set  apart 
this  year,  but  would  suggest  that  this  Grand  Body 
consider  the  granting  of  a  sum  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
District,  No.  46,  to  assist  in  paying  off  the  above- 
mentioned  note. 

14. — TRIPLE   UNK  FIRST  AID   ASSOCIATION. 

At  last  Grand  Lodge  you  were  pleased  to  pass  a 
resolution  authorizing  the  Grand  Master  to  name  four 
to  act  with  members  similarly  appointed  by  the  As- 
sembly, Grand  Encampment,  and  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  in  forming  a  Committee  to  arrange. for  the 
formation  of  a  Triple  Link  First  Aid  Association,  and 
you  also  authorized  the  appropriation  of  $300.00  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same. 

On  this  Committee  I  appointed  Bros.  Donogh, 
Brooks,  Woolner,  and  myself,  and  the  officers  chosen 
at  the  organization  meeting  held  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
Offices  have  endeavored  to  use  the  money  appropriated 
to  the  best  advantage. 

The  Association  and  its  work  must  appeal  to  every 
member  of  our  Order.  Most  of  our  subordinate  lodges 
no  doubt  find  that  most  of  their  time  is  occupied  in 
practising  and  conferring  degrees,  especially  when  they 
confer  all  the  degrees,  as  is  done  by  the  great  majority 
of  them.  In  almost  every  lodge,  however,  a  class  may 
easily  be  formed  for  instruction  in  First  Aid.  But  the 
Rebekah  Branch  will  certainly  find  it  most  beneficial 
and  interesting. 
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15. SPECIAL    CIRCULAR. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  passed  by  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  last  annual  session,  as  contained  in  Report 
No.  16,  page  226  of  Journal  of  Proceedings,  19 13,  I 
had  issued  a  circular  prohibiting  the  secretaries  of 
lodges  from  furnishing  list  of  members.  As  will  be 
seen  by  referring  back  to  it  in  section  2  of  my  report, 
this  circular  was  worded  much  as  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  had  presented  it  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  I  also  had  inserted  a  recent  ruling 
of  Grand  Sire  Keller. 

This  circular  letter,  I  believe,  has  had  a  great 
influence  in  making  the  members  generally,  and  officers 
and  representatives  of  insurance  companies,  etc.,  more 
careful.  Practically  no  reports  have  come  to  me, 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  term,  of  the  wrongful  use 
of  our  lodge  rooms  or  ante  rooms. 

However,  I  would  again  caution  the  representatives, 
asking  them  to  again  bring  the  matter  before  their 
lodges  upon  their  return,  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
"Our  lodge  rooms  are  dedicated  to  purposes  more 
sacred  than  the  pursuit  of  private  gain  and  personal 
profit." 

16. GANANOQUE    LODGE,    NO.     114,    BY-LAWS. 

Early  in  May  a  by-law  to  enable  Gananoque  Lodge 
to  secure  certain  property  and  erect  a  building,  part  of 
which  was  to  be  used  for  lodge  purposes,  was  forwarded 
to  me  by  Grand  Secretary  Brooks. 

This  by-law  had  been  sent  to  Bro.  W.  H.  Hoyle, 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates, 
who  refused  to  approve  the  by-law,  on  the  ground  that 
the  proposition  was  not  sound  financially,  and  who 
suggested  the  formation  of  a  joint  stock  company. 

As  I  believed  the  by-law  conforms  to  our  Consti- 
tution, I  sent  a  letter  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  May 
7th,   in  which  I  said  :     "Clause   130-13 1   permits  the 
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lodge  to  so  invest  its  funds.  How  can  we  prevent  it 
even  though  we  may  believe  it  to  be  an  unwise  invest- 
ment ?  We  have  given  the  lodge  very  wide  powers. 
As  the  by-laws  do  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution 
it  appears  to  me  that  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Sub- 
ordinates has  no  alternative  but  to  approve,  even  in 
the  face  of  its  opinion." 

My  opinion  is  that  in  the  expenditure  of  money,  the 
members  of  a  lodge,  knowing  conditions  so  well,  ought 
to  be  the  best  judges  of  whether  or  not  the  investment 
is  a  wise  one. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  whole  matter  has 
arisen  out  of  an  amendment  to  the  Ontario  Insurance 
Act  in  19 13.  By  this  amendment  we  are  authorized 
to  invest  our  funds  in  buildings  larger  than  are  required 
for  lodge  purposes,  provided  that  we  get  an  Order-in- 
Council  permitting  it  in  each  case.  The  Department 
having  these  matters  in  charge  is  desirous  of  any 
proposed  investment  along  these  lines  being  approved 
by  the  Executive  or  Special  Committee  of  Grand 
Lodge.  An  amendment  to  our  Constitution  or  By- 
laws may  be  necessary,  but  in  any  event  your  special 
attention  to  the  matter  is  requested. 

As  Brother  Hoyle  refused  to  endorse  the  proposition 
the  matter  has  been  held  up.  The  members  of  Ganan- 
oque  Lodge  have  written  urging  action,  but  I  thought 
it  advisable  to  leave  it  over  for  Grand  Lodge  to  consider 
it.  The  lodges  of  Niagara  Falls,  St.  Catharines,  and 
Guelph  are  similarly  situated.  I  have  referred  the 
whole  matter  to  a  special  committee  to  whom  I  have 
handed    all    correspondence    in    connection    therewith. 

17. — NEW    LEGISLATION. 

(a)  Perhaps  nothing  has  so  interested  the  membership 
generally  or  caused  as  many  questions  concerning  the 
actual  working  out  of  it,  as  has  the  new  law  in  regard 
to  examination  of  candidates  previous  to  having 
additional  degrees  conferred  upon  them. 
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Almost  universally  this  has  been  considered  one  of 
the  wisest  bits  of  legislation  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
has  given  for  some  time.  An  interest  has  been  aroused, 
and  a  desire  to  carry  out  the  law  has  prevailed  through- 
out the  entire  Jurisdiction.  Unfortunately,  however, 
the  Grand  Sire  did  not  give  specific  directions  for 
carrying  it  out.  He  will  no  doubt  do  so  at  the  next 
session. 

In  the  absence  of  these  directions  I  have  suggested 
that  the  Lodge  be  opened  in  the  degree  the  brother 
has  received,  and  an  examination  on  the  obligation 
and  unwritten  work  carried  on  in  this  degree  by  the 
Noble  Grand  or  a  competent  Past  Grand.  Then  the 
lodge  shall  be  opened  in  the  third  degree  and  vote  on 
the  proficiency  of  the  candidate.  In  this  way  the 
members  who  know  the  capabilities  of  the  brother  are 
the  judges  of  his  proficiency.  If  the  vote  be  favorable, 
the  lodge  shall  then  be  opened  in  the  degree  to  be 
conferred. 

By  this  means  we  hope  to  find  in  future  all  Odd 
Fellows  knowing  their  obligations  and  the  secret  work. 
I  believe  our  members  will  visit  other  lodges  more 
when  in  other  towns,  and  that  one  source  of  lack  of 
interest  and  subsequent  suspension  for  N.P.D.  will  be 
eliminated. 

(b)  The  new  legislation  permitting  a  lodge  to  set  aside 
10  per  cent,  of  its  receipts  for  contingent  fund  and  to 
use  part  of  it  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  collar  or 
jewel  for  the  retiring  N.G.,  has  also  had  a  beneficial 
effect.  Many  lodges  are  presenting  a  Past  Grand's 
jewel  to  their  retiring  Noble  Grands  if  they  have  shown 
proficiency.  In  many  lodges  the  standard  of  pro- 
ficiency is  set  by  their  having  conducted  the  lodge 
business  in  a  proper  manner  and  having  been  able  to 
give  the  Noble  Grand's  work  in  the  initiatory  and  one 
other  degree.  Different  lodges  have  different  stan- 
dards, but  I  believe  some  standard  should  be  set,  that 
a  jewel  should  be  given,  but  not  merely  for  occupying 
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the  chair  of  Noble  Grand.     It  should  be  for  having 
shown  proficiency. 

In  this  connection  the  Executive  met  and  decided 
upon  a  form  of  Past  Grand's  jewel,  which  can  be  pur- 
chased very  reasonably  from  the  Grand  Secretary's 
office.  It  is  a  neat  jewel,  which,  I  believe,  has  com- 
mended itself  to  all  who  have  seen  it,  and  it  has  been 
a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  been  asked  to  present 
many  of  these  to  Past  Grand's  who  have  done  good 
work  for  their  lodges. 

1 8. — SUGGESTED    LEGISLATION. 

(a)  In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Jurisdiction  has  become 
so  large,  that  the  Grand  Master's  time  is  taken  up  so 
fully  in  visiting  lodges,  etc.,  and  that  some  questions 
submitted  by  the  lodges  entail  a  great  deal  of  reading 
and  careful  study,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some 
rulings  are  given  and  later  set  aside  by*  Grand  Lodge 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Judiciary  Committee, 
after  the  lodge  has  been  working  on  that  decision  of 
the  Grand  Master,  probably  for  ten  or  eleven  months, 
I  would  suggest  that  this  Grand  Body  provide  for  the 
reimbursement  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  who  shall 
act  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  Grand  Master,  to 
whom  he  may  submit  questions  relating  to  the  inter- 
pretation or  construction  of  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Order. 

(b)  Owing  to  the  fact  that  some  lodges,  for  various 
reasons,  do  not  send  as  representative  to  Grand  Lodge, 
the  brother  who  has  been  acting  as  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  because  I  believe  that  these  brothers 
are  most  capable,  from  the  wide  knowledge  they  have 
of  the  needs  and  conditions  of  their  districts,  to  vote 
intelligently  on  questions  before  Grand  Lodge,  I  would 
suggest,  as  we  are  amending  our  Constitution,  that 
section  5  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  " lodge" 
in  the  9th  line  the  words,  "provided  that  each  D.D.G.M. 
shall  be  one  of  the  representatives  from  his  own  lodge." 
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This  would  give  to  Grand  Lodge  the  advantage  of 
District  representation  without  adding  to  the  already 
too  numerous  representation. 

IQ. NOTICES    OF    MOTIONS. 

Your  closest  attention  is  directed  to  the  section  of 
the  Grand  Secretary's  report  dealing  with  the  notices 
of  motion  given  at  last  annual  session. 


20. — INTER-PROVINCIAL    RELATIONS. 

As  a  result  of  the  action  of  last  year,  Bros.  Hoyle, 
Turner  and  Mclntyre  were  re-appointed  on  this  Com- 
mittee. I  am  desirous  of  having  close  relations  be- 
tween our  sister  jurisdiction  in  Canada.  I  have  no 
desire  to  loosen  the  great  fraternal  bond  that  binds 
together  all  the  jurisdictions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  as  now  constituted.  We  welcome  fraternal 
delegates  from  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  the  great 
republic  to  the  south  of  us.  We  feel  that  such  visits, 
and  the  great  bonds  of  fraternity  uniting  the  members 
of  our  own  and  kindred  orders,  have  done  much  to- 
wards making  possible  One  Hundred  Years  of  Peace 
between  these  two  great  nations. 

I  believe  that  the  sending  of  a  fraternal  delegate, 
preferably  the  Grand  Master  if  at  all  possible,  to 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  Canada  is 
most  desirable. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Jurisdictions  of 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Col- 
umbia, and  expect  to  have  a  representative  of  each  of 
these  as  well  as  of  Quebec  and  the  Maritime  Provinces 
here  with  us. 

I  have  requested  the  Grand  Secretary  to  invite 
every  Canadian  Jurisdiction  to  send  a  representative, 
and  also  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  New  York,  and 
Connecticut.

2  1. — GRAND  LODGE  SOLICITOR. 

It  was  a  particular  pleasure  for  me  to  appoint  Bro. 
0.  L.  Lewis,  P.G.M.,  as  Grand  Lodge  Solicitor.  He 
has  always  been  a  regular  and  enthusiastic  member  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  chairman  of  Committee 
on  Appeals  for  many  years  and  was  Grand  Master 
when   I   was  initiated. 

In  all  matters  submitted  to  him,  Bro.  Lewis  has 
been  prompt  in  his  reply  and  has  given  careful  advice 
and  counsel.  My  thanks  are  tendered  for  assistance 
and  encouragement  given. 

22. — IN   MEMORIAM. 

"  Death  is  the  final  broad  road  we  all  must  take, 

Then  let  our  life's  role  be  bright,  under  God's  sun  ; 
And  leave  a  record  of  just  deeds,  hard  to  make, 

To  enrich  all  time,  after  the  race  is  run. 
Truth,  kindness  and  love,  with  principles  of  life — 

To  give  and  do  good,  without  envy  or  hate  ; 
Build  honor  and  glory,  cause  downfall  of  strife, 

Make  haven  of  happiness  for  every  fate. 
Such  heralded  nobleness  of  life,  well  won, 

Tells  history  to  worlds — impossible  lie  : 
Forms  a  record  of  greatness  that  none  should  shun, 

Leaves  love  in  mists  behind  him  which  does  not  die." 

During  the  year  our  Order  has  been  visited  often- 
times by  the  "fell  destroyer."  Many  of  our  members 
prominent  in  their  own  lodges  and  districts  have  been 
called  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above.  Among  the  many 
were  some  we  had  met  and  known  well.  Some  of  these 
were  : 

Bro.  McKenzie,  of  Guelph,  who  had  been  Secre- 
tary of  Royal  City  District,  No.  17,  for  over  twenty 
years.  The  funeral  was  private,  but  Bro.  Geo.  Zeigler, 
the  D.D.G.M.  of  the  District,  was  invited  to  be  present 
and  represented  the  Odd  Fellows. 
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Bro.  Thos.  Thomson,  P.G.,  of  Riverdale  Lodge, 
No.  350,  one  of  the  brightest  of  the  brothers  in  Toronto 
District,  No.  19  East,  passed  away  on  March  12th  of 
this  year.  His  death  was  very  sudden  and  unexpected. 
Many  Odd  Fellows  attended  the  funeral,  and  a  beau- 
tiful "memorial"  was  prepared  and  presented  to  his 
widow. 

Bro.  James  R.  Oliver,  P.G.,  formerly  of  London, 
Ontario,  and  one  who  frequently  visited  in  my  old 
lodge,  St.  Mary's,  No.  36,  died  in  Saskatoon  on  January 
30th.  The  pallbearers  at  his  funeral  were  :  Grand 
Master  Sillers,  Grand  Secretary  Geo.  Baird,  D.D.G.M. 
E.  McLaughlin,  P. D.D.G.M.  W.  Powe,  John  Telfer, 
P.G.,  and  Major  Geo.  E.  Embrey  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Hughes,  P.D.D.G.M.,  P.D.D.G.P.,  died 
in  Newmarket,  April  29th.  The  funeral  was  largely 
attended  on  May  1st.  Among  the  prominent  Odd 
Fellows  at  it  were  :  Geo.  C.  Mortmore,  P.G.P.;  John 
A.  MacDonald,  Grand  Scribe  ;  R.  H.  Hudson,  P.D.D. 
G.M.;  S.  C.  Parks,  P.D.D.G.M.;  M.  Sinclair,  P.D.D. 
G.M.;    E.  Tustin,  D.D.G.M.,  and  others. 

Bro.  John  Muirhead  was  one  of  Brantford's  oldest 
and  best  known  residents,  and  a  prominent  member  of 
the  Order.  For  over  29  years  he  was  an  active  member 
of  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34.  He  was  a  P  D.D.G.M.  of 
Brant  District  and  was  for  a  number  of  years  Degree 
Master  of  the  lodge.  He  died  on  Sunday,  December 
7th,  1 9 13.  The  City  Council  of  Brantford  attended 
the  funeral  in  a  body  and  upwards  of  300  Odd  Fellows 
were  in  attendance. 

One  of  our  revered  Past  Grand  Masters,  Rev.  T.  W. 
Jolliffe,  of  Colborne,  passed  away  on  January  22nd, 
1 9 14.  Bro.  Jolliffe  was  Grand  Master  in  the  year  1892 
and  served  the  Jurisdiction  well. 

Bro.  Simon  Obendorfer,  of  Kingston,  has  also 
passed  to  the  great  beyond.  While  he  was  not  an 
active  member  of  Grand  Lodge,  he  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  O.F.R.A.,  and  was  intensely  interested

in  the  Association  since  it  was  organized.  He  served 
continuously  on  the  Board  of  Directors  until  his  death.

Robert  J.  Spofford.  Since  writing  my  report  I  have 
been  shocked  to  hear  of  the  sudden  death  of  Bro.  R.  J. 
Spofford,  of  Port  Arthur.  Bro.  Spofford  devoted  two 
full  days  of  his  time  to  entertaining  me  while  visiting 
Thunder  Bay  District,  and  right  royally  did  he  do  it. 
Bro.  Spofford  has  been  for  years  one  of  the  most  ener- 
getic Odd  Fellows  of  Port  Arthur,  a  Past  D.D.G.M., 
several  times  representative,  and  at  all  times  laboring 
unstintingly  for  the  Order. 

You  can  hardly  understand,  I  am  sure,  how  pained 
I  was  to  read  on  Monday  morning  that  on  Sunday, 
while  in  the  act  of  decorating  a  grave  at  the  Odd 
Fellows'  memorial  service,  he  had  suddenly  passed 
away. 

Odd  Fellowship,  especially  in  this  District,  has 
sustained  a  great  loss,  and  I  hope  for  the  bereaved 
widow  and  family  that  they  may  be  sustained  in  their 
hour  of  loss  by  the  great  Grand  Master. 

These  men  and  many  others  of  our  Order,  beloved 
and  honored  in  their  homes,  lodges  and  committees, 
have  passed  from  life's  labors  to  the  rest  prepared  for 
them.  They  exemplified  the  principles  of  the  Order 
in  their  daily  life  and  in  death  may  we  not  say  of  each  : 

"His  memory  is  the  shrine  of  pleasant 
Thoughts,  soft  as  the  scent  of  flowers  ; 
Calm  as  the  windless  eve,  the  sun's  decline  : 
Sweet  as  the  song  of  birds  among  the  flowers  ; 
Rich  as  a  rainbow  with  its  hues  of  light  ; 
Pure  as  a  moonbeam  of  an  autumn  night — 
Weep   not  for  him  !  " 
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23. — THE    HOME. 

Most  important  was  the  legislation  passed  at  its 
last  session  by  this  Grand  Lodge  with  reference  to  the 
Home.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of 
Odd  Fellowship  in  Ontario — one  of  the  many  features 
of  our  grand  old  Order  that  gives  complete  satisfaction. 
As  the  Trustees  are  practically  the  same  brothers  who 
composed  the  old  Home  Board,  and  are  thoroughly 
conversant  with  every  detail  of  the  work,  the  year  has 
shown  good  results. 

Among  the  pleasant  features  of  my  year  are  visits 
to  the  Home.  I  am  glad  arrangements  are  being  made 
to  make  it  possible  for  every  one  in  attendance  at  this 
session  to  visit  the  Home,  to  see  the  splendid  improve- 
ments made,  the  beautiful  gifts  of  prominent  members 
of  our  Order,  and  to  know  for  themselves  how  complete 
the  arrangements  are  to  make  our  beloved  aged  and 
children  happy. 

Permit  me  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Trustees, 
who  have  so  wholeheartedly  and  unreservedly  given  of 
time,  energy  and  means  in  making  successful  this 
benevolent  enterprise.  May  I  also  thank  the  Rebekahs 
who  have  furnished  a  piano,  etc.,  and  the  many  who 
have  donated  furnishings  for  several  of  the  rooms. 

24. — PATRIARCHS    MILITANT. 

Probably  no  other  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is 
showing  greater  optimism,  enthusiasm  and  pro- 
portionate increase  than  we  find  in  the  Patriarchs 
Militant.  Department  Commander  General  Hermiston 
is  a  real  live  wire.  He  has  enthusiasts  on  his  staff.  His 
able  adjutant,  Major  Foster,  is  steadily  on  the  job,  and 
positive  results  are  obtained.  My  thanks  are  tendered 
to  Dr.  Hermiston  for  appointing  me  on  his  staff  with 
the  rank  of  captain.  This  is  a  branch  of  our  Order 
which  does  much  to  foster  the  self-sacrificing  spirit,  and 
to  advertise  Odd  Fellowship.     Almost  invariably  when 
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I  have  visited  a  lodge  and  a  Canton  was  located  near, 
the  captain  and  his  men  turned  out  to  form  a  guard  of 
honor.  My  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  them  for 
this  courtesy  and  for  showing  their  interest  in  the 
promotion  of  the  Order  in  every  way  possible. 

I  cheerfully  recommend  that  the  usual  sum  of  $500 
be  granted  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  Can- 
tons visiting  Grand  Lodge  this  year.  One  of  the  out- 
standing features  of  the  session  of  Grand  Lodge  in 
Belleville  was  the  attendance  of  the  P.M.  army,  and 
as  it  is  hoped  that  General  Stocker  may  be  here,  the 
Cantonment  in  Toronto  should  be  even  larger  and 
more  imposing. 

25. APPEALS    AND    GRIEVANCES. 

(a)  As  has  been  the  experience  of  my  predecessors, 
many  contentious  questions  have  been  placed  before 
me,  most  of  them  in  an  informal  way,  and  in  almost 
every  case  a  satisfactory  solution  has  been  arrived  at. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  respect  with  which  my 
expression  of  opinion  has  been  received,  and  the  har- 
mony that  prevails  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction. 

A  question  arising  in  Uxbridge  Lodge  which  has 
been  before  the  Grand  Officers  for  years  and  which 
was  referred  to  me  by  this  Grand  Body  last  year,  has 
been  settled  with  entire  satisfaction  to  all  parties 
concerned.  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  I  was  treated  when  I  visited  Uxbridge 
and  of  the  letter  I  received  from  the  Noble  Grand  later, 
thanking  me  for  the  assistance  rendered. 

(b)  One  case,  however,  has  not  been  so  happily  settled 
and   an   appeal  has   been   made   against   my   decision. 

One,  Bro.  McConnell,  of  Mountain  Lodge,  was 
accused  before  his  lodge  of  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow,  in  using  indecent  language.  The  charge 
being  duly  laid,  the  brother  was  found  guilty  and 
ordered  to  apologize  to  the  father  of  the  young  ladies 
who  were    insulted  or  be  suspended  for  three  months. 
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As  no  apology  was  forthcoming,  the  brother  was  sus- 
pended. 

Bro.  John  Anderson,  of  South  Mountain,  acting 
for  McConnell,  appealed  to  the  District  Committee 
against  the  decision  of  the  lodge.  The  District  Com- 
mittee sustained  the  action  of  the  lodge.  Whereupon, 
Bro.  Anderson,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  McConnell,  appealed 
to  me  against  the  action  of  the  District,  claiming  the 
the  proceedings  were  irregular.     I  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Bro.  Anderson  now  appeals  to  this  Grand  Body. 
The  correspondence,  along  with  the  records  of  trial  and 
District  meeting,  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee  on  Appeals.  , 

26. DOMINION    INDEPENDENT    ODD    FELLOW. 

When  Bro.  W.  S.  Johnston,  P.G.M.,  is  not  over- 
seeing some  alteration  at  the  Home,  he  is  editing  what 
is  conceded  by  all  to  be  one  of  the  cleanest,  neatest, 
newsiest  and  most  practical  journals  in  Odd  Fellowship, 
the  D.I.O.  Every  branch  in  this  great  Brotherhood 
is  enlarging;  its  principles  assuredly  teach  the  extending 
of  our  usefulness.  True  to  this,  the  paper  known  as 
The  Independent  Odd  Fellow  for  years,  and  read  with 
such  interest  by  practically  all  enthusiastic  Odd  Fel- 
lows, has  enlarged — has  taken  on  a  new  name — a  name 
worthy  of  the  paper. 

In  all  the  five  Canadian  Jurisdictions  I  have  visited, 
the  D.I.O.  is  much  thought  of,  and  I  could  wish  that  it 
might  be  found  in  the  home  of  .every  Odd  Fellow.  It 
is  well  informed,  and  tends  to  keep  our  lodges  and 
members  informed  about  the  movements  of  their 
officers,   and  the  Order  generally. 

The  catalogue  of  lodges,  names  of  secretaries,  etc., 
is  quite  complete,  and  I  have  found  it  most  helpful. 
I  am  sure  Grand  Lodge  made  no  mistake  in  entering 
into  this  arrangement  with  the  D.I.O.  at  last  session, 
and  would  suggest  that  a  similar  plan  be  followed  this 
session. 
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Bro.  Johnston  has  been  enabled  by  this  to  give  a 
better  paper  to  the  Order,  and  if  the  membership  gen- 
erally would  subscribe  for  it  no  doubt  a  greater  and  a 
better  paper  would  be  the  result. 

27. — ELECTION    OF    OFFICERS. 

At  the  last  session  a  change  was  made  in  the  form 
of  our  elections.  This  year  at  three  o'clock  on  Thurs- 
day, if  there  is  no  election  by  the  ballots  cast  by  Past 
Grands  in  their  various  lodges,  we  shall  proceed  to 
ballot.  Only  representatives  shall  vote,  and  as  the 
nominations  are  numerous,  I  would  urge  all  to  be  as 
attentive  as  possible  to  the  business  in  hand,  and 
expedite  matters  to  the  greatest  possible  extent. 

In  the  election  of  Grand  Representatives  there  is 
also  a  change  from  former  years.  This  year  you  will 
elect  a  Senior  Grand  Representative  to  serve  two  years 
in  attending  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  You  will  also 
elect  a  Junior  Grand  Representative  to  serve  one  year. 

28. TABLET  AT  ROYAL  ARTHUR  INSTITUTE. 

(a)  On  November  9th  and  10th  of  last  year,  fierce 
storms  raged  over  Lakes  Superior,  Huron,  and  Erie. 
The  toll  demanded  by  old  Neptune  of  our  brave  sailors 
was  235,  and  13  staunch  vessels  were  wrecked.  Among 
these  235  brave  men  were  many  Odd  Fellows,  some 
from  our  neighboring  Jurisdictions,  many  from  our 
own,  Collingwood  alone  losing  several. 

When  the  veteran  sailors'  missionary,  Rev.  James 
Potter,  suggested  that  someone  erect  a  tablet  to  the 
memory  of  these  valiant  men  it  impressed  me.  I  had 
suggested  that  Odd  Fellowship  meant  more  than  mere 
relief  to  its  own  members,  that  it  stood  for  all  that  is 
best  in  mankind,  and  here  I  thought  was  one  way  of 
tangibly  expressing  it. 

I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Board  on  General 
Purposes,    who    unanimously    agreed    with    me,    and 
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arrangements  were  made  to  erect  a  bronze  tablet,  five 
feet  long  and  two  and  a  half  feet  wide.  It  was  my 
great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  unveil  this  tablet  in 
the  Royal  Arthur  Institute,  or  vSnug  Harbor  for  Sailors, 
at  Port  Arthur,  on  June  25th. 

(b)  You  will  all  remember  the  Newfoundland  shipping 
disaster  and  the  tremendous  loss  of  life  connected  with 
it.  A  very  large  percentage  of  the  earning  population 
of  the  Island  was  lost.  Subscriptions  were  solicited 
from  all  quarters  for  the  relief  of  dependent  relatives, 
and  to  this  fund  we  forwarded  $300.00.  I  ask  your 
approval  of  the  action  taken. 

29. ODD    FELXOWS'    REUEF   ASSOCIATION. 

I  again  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  O.F.R.A.,  held  in  Kingston  on  July 
21st  and  22nd.  This  Association  is  controlled  solely 
by  and  for  its  members  and  must  appeal  to  all  Odd 
Fellows.  To  those  attending  year  after  year,  and 
watching  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  throughout  the  year, 
as  I  have  done,  the  efficiency  and  comparative  frugality 
with  which  the  business  is  conducted  are  marked.  The 
Grand  Lodge  has  repeatedly  endorsed  and  recommend- 
ed the  Association  to  its  members.  I  heartily  concur 
in  this.  In  this  age  it  is  a  crime  for  a  young  man,  or 
older  one  either,  to  go  through  life  with  no  protection 
for  those  near  and  dear  to  him,  and  I  would  recommend 
as  sane,  safe  and  cheap  insurance  that  of  the  O.F.R.A. 

During  the  past  year  the  Association  paid  on 
account  of  mortuary  benefits  $275,180.83,  and  still  the 
fine  sum  of  $158,293.23  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Reserve  Fund,  making  the  total  of  this  fund  $1,280,- 
600.46. 

Here  again,  as  in  years  past,  we  found  a  fine  repre- 
sentative body  of  men.  Among  those  present  were 
representatives  from  all  Canadian  jurisdictions.  And 
I  might  add  that  in  visiting  these  jurisdictions  on  my 
trip  West,  I  found  the  O.F.R.A.  universally  com- 
mended, endorsed  and  recommended  to  the  members. 
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30. — HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

At  its  last  session  this  Grand  Body  honored  itself 
by  bestowing  upon  our  esteemed  brother,  Dr.  CI.  T. 
Campbell,  Past  Grand  Sire,  the  office  of  Historio- 
grapher to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Than  he,  no  one  is  more 
fitted  for  the  work  he  has  in  hand.  I  fear  he  has  not 
had  the  amount  of  co-operation  on  behalf  of  his  work 
from  the  membership  generally  he  should  have  had.  We 
have  in  our  Past  Grand  Sire  an  Odd  Fellow  whom  we 
have  rightfully  honored  in  the  past.  May  he  continue 
for  years  to  be  with  us  and  aid  us  with  his  advice  and 
delightful  addresses,  and  may  he  continue  to  meet  here 
his  old  friends,  our  dearly  loved  John  Gibson,  P.G.M., 
Bro.  Cole,  P.G.M.,  and  others.  These  men,  who  did 
valiant  work  for  the  Order  in  trying  days,  are  an  in- 
spiration to  us  younger  men.  I  desire  personally  to 
bear  testimony  to  the  helpful  advice  and  kindly  assist- 
ance given  by  them. 

31. — DISPENSATIONS. 

Many  requests  have  been  made  for  dispensations, 
and  under  authority  vested  in  me  I  granted  such  to 
wear  regalia  at  anniversary  services  and  on  other 
public  occasions,  to  hold  public  and  joint  installations, 
picnics,  concerts,  dances  and  other  entertainments 
under  the  adspices  and  name  of  the  lodges.  When 
granting  dispensation  I  have  always  urged  that  nothing 
should  be  permitted  that  would  in  any  way  reflect 
upon  the  Order  or  bring  discredit  to  the  lodge,  and  I 
am  assured,  and  fully  believe,  that  the  privileges  granted 
have  not  been  abused. 

Some  dispensations  asked  for  were  refused.  Among 
these  were  to  have  degree  teams  photographed  and 
placed  in  homes  of  brothers  comprising  the  team,  to 
wear  the  emblems  on  the  sweaters  of  football  teams, 
etc.  As  so  much  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
the  emblems  I  have  endeavored  to  guard  as  carefully 
as  possible  in  this  respect. 
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32. VISITATIONS. 

In  visiting  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  I  have 
endeavored  to  meet  representatives  from  every  lodge. 
As  it  is  impossible  to  visit  every  lodge,  I  requested  of 
my  District  Deputies  that  they  arrange  at  the  most 
central  place,  if  possible,  a  meeting  where  representa- 
tives of  all  the  lodges  in  their  District  could  assemble. 
My  desire  waa  to  get  to  every  District  and  there  meet 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  giving  the  unwritten 
work  of  the  degrees.  I  have  found  that  this  has 
worked  out  splendidly.  I  have  taken  up  the  unwritten 
work  in  my  visits,  have  given  it,  had  questions  asked, 
etc.,  and  believe  have  accomplished  something  towards 
gaining  uniformity  in  this  throughout  the  Jurisdiction. 

Everywhere  I  have  been  received  most  courteously, 
no  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  my  visits  enjoyable, 
and  I  desire  to  tender  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the 
brothers  who  so  energetically  and  successfully  assisted 
in  accomplishing  this. 

I  could  not  be  everywhere.  Some  lodges,  of  course, 
have  not  been  visited,  but  I  have  unreservedly  given 
of  my  time  and  energies  in  advancing  better  and  bigger 
Odd  Fellowship. 

August  20th. — The  brothers  of  my  own  lodge,  St. 
Mary's,  No.  "36,  enthusiastically  supported  by  the 
lodges  of  Perth  District,  No.  16,  and  other  nearby 
lodges,  held  a  monster  picnic  in  honor  of  their  Grand 
Master.  We  were  favored  by  having  with  us  many 
men  prominent  in  our  Order,  among  them  being  Past 
Grand  Sire,  Dr.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Masters  John 
Gibson,  Joseph  Oliver,  F.  R.  Blewett,  and  W.  S. 
Johnston  (who  ably  acted  as  chairman),  Grand  Secretary 
Brooks,  Major  S.  C.  Parks,  representing  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  Branch  of  our  Order,  Past  Grand  Herald  A. 
Abraham  and  others,  while  letters  of  regret  at  inability 
to  be  present  were  received  from  many  others. 

The  brothers  arranged  a  fine  procession  to  the  Col- 
legiate Institute  grounds  where  an  illuminated  address 
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was  presented  to  me.  Our  distinguished  visitors  ad- 
dressed the  large  assembly  of  citizens  present  after 
which  races,  games,  etc.,  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  honor  conferred  on  me  by  this  Grand  Body  is 
great,  but  I  prize  most  highly  the  esteem  of  the  brothers 
with  whom  I  have  labored  and  trust  to  labor  with 
renewed  vigor  for  years  to  come. 

I  most  heartily  thank  those  who  at  inconvenience 
and  expense  to  themselves  attended,  and  the  splendid 
committee  who  had  the  picnic  in  charge. 

July  24th. — On  invitation  from  Olive  Branch  and 
Woodstock  Lodges,  I  visited  Woodstock  and  assisted 
the  brethren  in  the  beautiful  ceremony  of  decorating 
the  graves  of  the  deceased  brethren.  Having  assem- 
bled in  the  Woodstock  lodge  room,  brief  instructions 
were  given  by  Bro.  Brown,  who  for  years  has  acted  as 
marshal  on  this  occasion.  The  brethren  then  filed  out 
after  the  fine  City  Band,  making  an  imposing  proces- 
sion indeed.  Arriving  at  the  cemetery,  and  the  opening 
services  having  been  performed,  the  groups  were  sent 
to  place  the  beautiful  bouquets  on  over  fifty  graves. 
This  being  reverently  accomplished,  all  re-assembled 
at  the  monument  of  the  late  Marshall  MacKenzie. 

Here  a  short  programme  of  selections  by  the  band, 
solo  by  Bro.  Calder  and  the  oration  by  the  Grand 
Master  were  heard.  The  procession  then  re-formed 
and  marched  to  the  lodge  room  of  Olive  Branch  Lodge, 
where  short  speeches  were  given  by  your  Grand  Master, 
Bros.  Brown,  Parker,  Packert,  Butler,  Winters,  Trout, 
Scofield,  Watford  and  others,  and  a  most  enthusiastic 
ceremony  was  brought  to  a  close.  These  lodges  were 
already  into  active  work  for  the  year,  several  candi- 
dates being  in  line,  and  great  enthusiasm  prevailed. 

Sept.  1  st. — The  Odd  Fellows  of  Essex  County  met 
in  Harrow.  Past  Grand  vSire  Campbell,  acting  for  your 
Grand  Master,  was  present,  and  presented  a  flag  to 
Canton  No.  5,  of  Windsor.     I  regret  much  that  I  was 
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not  able  to  be  present  myself,  but  was  fortunate  in 
having  one  of  the  best  informed  and  most  highly 
honored  Odd  Fellows  in  our  jurisdiction  act  for  me  on 
that  occasion. 

I  myself  went  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  there  joined 
with  the  brothers  of  Arthur  Lodge,  of  the  Soo,  and 
Bessemer  Lodge  of  Steelton  in  their  excursion  to 
Richard's  Landing.  Another  excursion  brought  the 
members  of  New  Ontario  Lodge,  Thessalon,  and  Vic- 
torian Lodge,  Bruce  Mines,  and  St.  Joseph's  Lodge,  of 
Richard's  Landing,  gave  a  hearty  reception  to  these. 
All  lodges  of  the  Soo  District  were  thus  represented  by 
very  large  crowds,  inaugurating  their  first  annual  field 
day  at  the  Landing. 

The  road  leading  to  the  dock  was  beautifully  de- 
corated with  arches,  bunting  and  flags,  while  three-link 
designs  in  evergreen  hung  here  and  there. 

The  five  hundred  or  more  excursionists  from  the 
Soo  landed  first,  and  being  joined  by  the  throng  from 
the  Island,  waited  till  the  Bruce  Mine  excursionists 
came  into  dock,  when  a  most  enthusiastic  reception 
was  given  them.  Then,  headed  by  the  brass  band  from 
Bruce  Mines,  the  youthful  John  Dawson  and  his  ardent 
followers  throughout  the  District  marched  up  through 
the  streets  to  the  Town  Hall,  where  refreshments  were 
served. 

At  two  o'clock  the  band  again  led  the  procession  to 
the  park,  which  the  Women's  Institute  of  that  enter- 
prising town  had  secured  and  fitted  up  splendidly. 

Here  a  fine  programme  of  band  music  and  speeches 
was  given.  Bro.  White,  of  Bruce  Mines,  D.D.G.M. 
of  Soo  District,  acted  as  chairman,  and  all  the  lodges 
of  the  District,  from  Thessalon,  Bruce  Mines,  Richard's 
Landing,  Steelton,  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  were  ably 
represented  by  Bros.  Batson,  Watson,  White,  Hylands, 
Owens,  Wade,  Maggenson,  Dawson,  Caven,  and  others. 
Your  Grand  Master  also  gave  an  address  on  Odd 
Fellowship,  and  we  believe  a  profitable  and  assuredly 
enjoyable  time  was  had. 
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Sept.  7th. — Samaritan  Lodge,  No.  35,  of  Ingersoll, 
held  their  decoration  services,  and  a  large  number  of 
the  brethren  turned  out.  The  day  was  fine,  and  a 
great  throng  of  citizens  were  present.  Headed  by  the 
S.A.  band,  the  members  of  Subordinate  lodges  and 
Encampment  marched  to  the  cemetery.  Here,  joined 
by  the  members  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge,  the  beautiful 
ceremony  was  performed,  some  eighty  graves  being 
decorated.  Your  Grand  Master  addressed  the  large 
crowd,  and  the  brethren  marched  back  to  the  lodge 
room,  where  I  gave  a  short  talk,  which  was  followed 
by  brief  remarks  from  Bros.  Phillips,  Nelson,  Gardner, 
Johnston,  Fish,  and  others. 

Sept.  9th. — I  visited  my  mother  lodge,  St.  Mary's, 
No.  36,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  the  Noble 
Grand's  part  in  the  initiatory  degree.  I  enjoy  getting 
into  the  harness  and  keeping  bright  on  the  degree  work, 
and  apparently  my  good  brothers  of  my  own  town 
intend  seeing  that  I  don't  get  rusty.  They  had  a  fine 
class  of  candidates  coming  along,  and  were  into  the 
fall  work  with  zest. 

Sept.  14th. — I  joined  with  the  brothers  of  Freestone 
Lodge,  No.  215,  Beamsville,  in  the  decoration  service. 
Besides  a  large  turnout  from  their  own  lodge,  the  beau- 
tiful day  enabled  many  from  the  lodges  in  the  district, 
Grimsby,  Hamilton,  etc.,  to  be  present.  Cantons  No. 
4  and  5,  of  Hamilton  and  Brantford,  were  also  there, 
and  added  much  to  the  proceedings  of  the  day.  Among 
those  present  were  Past  D.D.G.M.'s  Bros.  Miller, 
Doidge,  Ogilvie,  Riggins,  and  the  present  D.D.G.M., 
Bro.  George  Smith,  of  Hamilton.  The  splendid  Odd 
Fellow  Band  of  Hamilton  led  the  procession,  and  merited 
much  praise  for  their  appearance  and  efficiency.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  delivering  the  oration  at  the  ceme- 
tery and  afterwards  giving  a  few  words  of  commenda- 
tion and  congratulation  to  the  lodge  and  committee. 
Bros.  Linder,  Shepherd,  Trevelgan,  Riggins,  Clause  and 
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Jimlike  were  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
day's  proceedings. 

Sept.  28th. — It  was  a  perfect  autumn  day,  an  enor- 
mous crowd  of  citizens  were  present,  and  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  Stratford  and  surrounding  towns  turned  out 
in  full  force,  when  the  Stratford  brothers  saw  the  con- 
summation of  an  ideal  upon  which  an  active  committee 
had  been  working  for  years.  This  was  the  unveiling 
of  the  beautiful  monument  erected  in  the  Odd  Fellows' 
plot  in  Avondale  cemetery.  Fully  five  thousand  people 
and  about  eight  hundred  Odd  Fellows,  representing 
Avon  Lodge,  No.  41,  Romeo  Lodge,  No.  164,  Charity 
Encampment,  No.  5,  Canton  Stratford,  No.  15,  Ruth 
Rebekah  Lodge,  and  other  lodges  in  the  district,  were 
present  when  the  beautiful  memorial  was  unveiled. 
Mayor  Greenwood  was  chairman  of  the  day,  the  gowned 
choir  of  the  Central  Methodist  Church  provided  excel- 
lent music,  and  addresses  were  given  by  Rev.  Bro. 
Rowland,  of  St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian  Church,  Strat- 
ford ;  Bro.  John  Welsh,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  who 
was  the  first  chairman  of  the  first  Memorial  Committee, 
Past  Grand  Master  F.  R.  Blewett,  and  the  Grand 
Master.  The  ceremony  was  simple  but  beautifully 
impressive,  and  marks  another  landmark  in  District 
No.  16  in  Odd  Fellowship  circles.  Time  and  space 
will  not  permit  me  to  write  of  this  as  I  should.  How- 
ever, the  Dominion  Independent  Odd  Fellow  of  October, 
1 9 13,  gave  a  splendid  picture  of  the  monument  and  a 
good  write-up  of  the  ceremony  and  day's  proceedings. 

On  Monday,  October  6th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
visiting  the  flourishing  District  of  Toronto,  No.  19, 
Centre.  The  occasion  was  the  installation  of  Bro. 
E.  J.  Tustin  into  the  office  of  D.D.G.M. 

A  large  number  of  members,  including  about  all  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Masters 
residing  in  Toronto,  as  well  as  the  District  Deputies 
from  the  East  and  West  Divisions  of  Toronto,   were 
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present  and  a  most  enjoyable  and  profitable  time  was 
spent. 

For  Monday,  October  20th,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
there  were  many  invitations  to  your  Grand  Master  to 
attend  lodges  of  instruction.  My  associate  Grand 
Officers  visited  some  of  these,  while  I  visited  Bervie 
District,  No.  23,  in  Kincardine.  Here  Bros.  Armitage, 
Grand  Messenger,  Anderson,  and  many  others  gave 
me  a  cordial  reception. 

Degree  work  was  exemplified  in  a  most  efficient 
manner,  the  unwritten  work  being  especially  good  and 
topics  of  interest  thoroughly  discussed. 

One  of  the  points  that  roused  much  discussion  and 
feeling  was  the  fact  that  Lucknow  Lodge,  the  mother 
of  the  district  practically,  had  been  shifted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  from  Bervie  to  Wingham  District.  A 
resolution  was  passed  with  which  I  will  deal  in  another 
portion  of  my  report.     It  was  a  most  successful  meeting. 

On  October  21st,  22nd,  23rd,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  was  held,  and  I  am  sorry  I  was  prevented 
from  attending.  Bro.  Brooks,  our  genial  Grand  Secre- 
tary, was  present,  however,  and  extended  the  greetings 
of  Ontario  Odd  Fellowship.  He  had  a  pleasant  visit 
and  I  was  deeply  grateful  to  him,  as  I  have  been  on  so 
many  occasions,  for  representing  me  and  helping  me  out. 

On  Wednesday,  Nov.  5th,  I  attended  the  organi- 
zation meeting  of  the  Triple  Link  First  Aid  Association, 
Grand  Secretary's  Office,  Toronto.  There  were  present 
Grand  Secretary  Brooks,  P.G.M.  Donogh,  Past  Grand 
Sire  Dr.  Campbell,  Brig. -Gen.  Dr.  Hermiston,  D.D. 
G.M.  Dr.  Smuck,  Major  S.  C.  Parks,  P.P.  Mrs.  L.  E. 
Ryan,  Miss  Violet  Pearce,  Mrs.  Ralston,  Mrs.  Brooks 
and  myself. 

The  officers  elected  were  :

The  Association  started  off  with  vigor  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  much  benefit  may  be  derived 
from  the  instruction  given. 

As  this  Association  is  as  yet  in  its  pioneer  stage,  I 
would  suggest  that  some  appropriation  be  made  at 
this  session  to  assist  it  in  becoming  firmly  established. 

On  November  6th  I  attended  a  meeting  of  Samar- 
itan Encampment  at  Berlin  and  witnessed  Charity 
Encampment,  No.  5,  exemplify  degrees,  as  they  always 
do,  in  fine  style.  As  this  was  the  first  occasion  upon 
which  the  Stratford  Patriarchs  had  used  some  new 
paraphernalia,  they  entered  into  the  work  with  added 
zest.  Grand  Patriarch  Ketcheson,  of  Belleville,  offi- 
cially presented  the  Reed  Trophy,  and  the  presence  of 
the  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand 
Master  McBride,  Grand  Junior  Warden  Tames  Tockie, 
D.D.G.P.'s  J.  K.  Shinn,  of  Waterloo,  Henry  Miller,  of 
Stratford,  Wm.  Henry,  of  Newton,  Patriarchs  A. 
Dennis  and  D.  Wilson,  of  Gait,  and  many  others  from 
the  Royal  City  District,  along  with  Canton  Stratford, 
No.  15,  as  a  guard  of  honor  for  the  Grand  Officers, 
tended  to  make  this  meeting  a  grand  success. 

November  nth. — I  visited  St.  Clair  District  at 
Sarnia,  and  met  many  old  friends.  D.D.G.M.  Bro. 
John  D.  Williams  and  others  gave  me  a  splendid  time. 
We  had  a  conference  on  the  unwritten  work,  and  all  felt 
the  evening  had  been  enjoyably  and  profitably  spent. 

November  12th. — Essex  District,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  D.D.G.M.  Bro.  Hazen,  met  in  Frontier  Lodge, 
Windsor,  and  after  the  initiatory  degree  was  conferred, 
a  conference  on  and  exemplification  of  the  unwritten 
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work  of  all  degrees  was  held.  Representatives  were 
present  in  Windsor  from  Harrow,  Wheatley,  Essex, 
Amherstburg,  Walkerville,  Ruthven  and  Woodslee, 
and  a  profitable  time  was  spent.  At  the  close  of  this, 
Grand  Representative  James  R.  Thomson  took  the 
chair,  and  speeches,  rousing  and  interesting,  were 
given. 

November  13th. — I  visited  Both  well  Lodge,  No.  74, 
and  spent  the  day  endeavoring  to  rouse  interest  among 
the  few  members  still  residing  in  Bothwell,  and  also 
hunting  up  new  material.  Hopes  were  fairly  good  for 
a  new  lease  of  life  here,  but  as  there  was  no  real  progress 
shown  there  was  nothing  left  but  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  take  up  the  charter.  In  Bros.  Hickey,  Bradley, 
Graham,  Scott,  and  others,  Bothwell  Lodge  had  good 
men,  and  all  that  was  needed  was  new  blood  to  make 
things  boom.  However,  D.D.G.M.  Husband  visited 
them  later,  and  as  no  real  effort  seemed  to  have  been 
made,  the  charter  and  effects  were  taken  up  by  him  and 
sent  in  to  the  Grand  Secretary's  office. 

November  13th. — I  met  a  large  and  enthusiastic 
representation  of  London  District,  No.  12.  Glencoe, 
Mount  Brydges,  Newbury,  Dorchester,  Ilderton,  as 
well  as  the  four  city  lodges,  Eureka,  Forest  City, 
Dominion  and  Chorazin  were  well  represented,  and 
thorough  study  of  the  unwritten  work  was  indulged  in. 
Bro.  Art  Borland,  D.D.G.M.,  is  an  enthusiast,  and  with 
the  able  assistance  of  P. D.D.G.M.  Crawford,  R.  Pearce, 
etc.,  a  new  era  was  confidently  looked  for  in  London. 
The  representatives  here  promised  that  if  Bothwell 
would  get  a  number  of  candidate  they  would  go  and 
with  the  assistance  of  Florence  and  nearby  lodges  put 
on  the  work  and  infuse  new  life  and  enthusiasm  in  old 
74- 

November  14th. — At  the  urgent  invitation  of  the 
enthusiastic  James  Lockie,  Grand  Junior  Warden  and 
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boomster  of  Newton  (the  only  place  where  an  encamp- 
ment exists  and  no  subordinate  lodge),  I  visited  Charity 
Encampment  in  Stratford,  and  had  the  pleasure  of 
witnessing  the  beautiful  Patriarchal  degree  and  the  joy 
of  presenting  to  Patriarch  H.  Miller,  a  P.D.D.G.P. 
jewel. 

November  18th. — Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  88,  of 
Woodstock,  one  hundred  strong,  visited  Romeo  Lodge, 
No.  164,  Stratford,  and  gave  an  impressive  exempli- 
fication of  the  first  degree.  The  work  was  beautiful 
and  the  class  of  candidates  (nine  stalwarts)  excellent. 
Romeo  hopes  to  add  forty  this  term.  After  the  degree 
work  came  a  splendid  banquet  and  addresses  by  your 
Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Master  Blewett,  D.D.G.M. 
Herb.  Baker  and  others.  Canton  Stratford,  No.  15, 
met  the  special  train  and  also  provided  an  escort  for 
the  Grand  Lodge  Officers.  May  such  fraternal  visits 
become  more  and  more  frequent. 

November  19th. — I  met  our  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
Brooks,  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  Bro.  D.  M.  Mc- 
Intyre,  in  Toronto,  and  discussed  many  matters  of 
importance  and  planned  the  work  for  the  next  two 
weeks.  Bro.  Brooks  outlined  a  plan  for  his  visits  to 
the  institution  at  Massey  and  the  lodges  at  Webbwood, 
Espanola,  Parry  Sound,  Midland,  Orillia,  etc.  Bro. 
Brooks  is  an  enthusiast  and  a  worker  of  the  type  that 
makes  Odd  Fellowship  a  power  in  the  jurisdiction. 

November  25th. — I  met  Kingston  District,  No.  36, 
in  Kingston.  J.  H.  Donovan,  D.D.G.M.,  had  arranged 
for  the  representatives,  especially  those  members  in  the 
several  lodges  of  the  District  who  are  accustomed  to 
giving  the  unwritten  work,  to  meet  with  Cataraqui 
Lodge,  No.  10,  on  their  regular  meeting  night.  Almost 
every  lodge  was  represented,  and  after  a  candidate  was 
initiated  and  the  routine  work  was  completed,  a  con- 
ference on  the  secret  work  was  held.      Then  a  splendid 
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supper  followed,  and  with  Bro.  Sanders,  P.D.D.G.M. 
in  the  chair,  your  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Repre- 
sentative Robert  Meek  and  many  others  addressed  the 
enthusiastic  gathering.  During  the  evening  it  was  my 
pleasure  to  present  Bro.  Meek,  P.G.R.,  with  the  jewel 
of  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  which  degree  had 
been  conferred  on  him  in  Belleville  at  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faith- 
fulness of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  wherever  anything 
can  be  done  to  advance  the  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
Here  the  Kingston  Canton  formed  a  splendid  escort  of 
nineteen  swords,  adding  much  to  the  evening. 

November  26th. — I  visited  St.  Lawrence  District  No. 
37,  in  Brockville.  I  was  met  by  Past  Grand  Masters 
Lyman  and  Derbyshire  and  Past  Grands  Coates,  Kyle 
and  Monahan,  and  given  a  delightful  drive  through,  this 
beautiful  city.  Certainly  the  Brockville  brothers  know 
well  how  to  entertain.  In  the  evening  representatives 
from-  the  two  lodges,  Brock  and  St.  Lawrence,  also  from 
Mallorytown,  Merrickville,  Delta,  Lyn,  Westport  and 
Newboro  lodges  met,  and  after  witnessing  the  exempli- 
fication of  the  initiatory  degree  in  a  most  impressive 
manner,  entered  into  a  discussion  and  review  of  the 
secret  work.  This  profitable  work  being  done,  we 
adjourned  to  the  banquet  hall,  where  D.D.G.M.  John 
More  and  his  able  committee  of  helpers  had  arranged  a 
sumptuous  supper.  Addresses  were  given  by  your 
Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Masters  Cole,  Lyman  and 
Derbyshire,  Grand  Herald  C.  Postelwaite,  of  Merrick- 
ville ;  P.D.D.G.M.'s  Scott,  Reynolds,  Mallory,  Cham- 
berlain, Kelly,  Clow  ;  Bros.  Couthier,  Derbyshire, 
Kyle,  and  Rev.  Burns,  Rev.  Shelley  and  others,  the 
position  of  toastmaster  being  ably  filled  by  ex-Mayor 
Patterson,  P.G.  During  the  evening  it  was  our  pleasure 
to  present  a  veteran's  jewel  to  Bro.  Ernest  Hudson  on 
behalf  of  Gananoque  Lodge,  No.   114. 

November  27th. — I  proceeded  to  Osgoode,  and  ably 
assisted  by  Past  Grand  Master  F.  S.  Evanson,  D.D. 
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G.M.,  Bro.  J.  C.  York,  P.D.D.G.M.'s  T.  K.  Allan, 
Merle,  Adams,  Elliott,  J.  Anderson  and  others,  insti- 
tuted Osgoode  Lodge,  No.  445.  In  the  afternoon  this 
lodge  of  promise  was  instituted,  and  in  the  evening 
North  Gower  Lodge  (Derby,  No.  410)  conferred  the 
initiatory,  and  Kemptville  the  first,  second  and  third 
degrees.  These  degree  teams  did  splendid  work,  and 
the  twenty-one  candidates  were  much  impressed  with 
the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  nine  card  members 
(who  are  charter  members)  had  formed  a  most 
enthusiastic  committee,  and  not  only  was  the  work  of 
institution  and  installation  carried  on  with  promptness 
and  dispatch,  but  a  magnificent  supper  was  prepared 
in  another  hall  in  the  town.  After  the  work  of  instal- 
lation had  been  neatly  done  by  D.D.G.M.  Bro.  York, 
of  More  wood,  all  adjourned  to  the  banquet,  and  Bro. 
R.  R.  Carter  as  toastmaster  carried  through  an  inter- 
esting programme.  Addresses,  inspiring,  congratula- 
tory, and  teeming  with  good  wishes  for  this  new  lodge, 
which  had  been  instituted  under  such  happy  auspices, 
were  delivered  by  Past  Grand  Master  Evanson,  Bros. 
York,  Merle,  Adams,  Elliott,  Allen,  Boyde,  Burchill, 
Whaley,   myself,   and  others. 

November  28th. — I  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  enthu- 
siastic receptions  that  a  Grand  Master  could  receive. 
Eastern  District,  No.  38,  turned  out  in  full.  Every 
lodge  was  represented  by  a  large  contingent,  and 
headed  by  the  Prescott  band  formed  a  monster 
procession.  In  the  carriage  with  me  were  :  Bro.  F.  S. 
Evanson,  P.G.M.,  Bro.  Harry  M.  Perault,  D.D.G.M 
Bro.  Cooke,  P.G.,  and  Bro.  Elliott,  P.G.  and  ex-mayor. 
The  red  lights  carried  and  used  as  torches  on  posts,  etc., 
made  a  very  imposing  spectacle. 

Arriving  at  the  town  hall  where  the  degree  work  was 
exemplified,  we  soon  were  at  work,  and  to  say  the  work 
was  well  done  is  hardly  doing  justice  to  it.  Connaught 
Lodge,  No.  440,  of  Brinston,  the  baby  lodge  of  the 
district    and   only  instituted  the  preceding  year,  gave 
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a  splendid  rendition  of  the  initiatory  degree.  Amity, 
No.  80,  with  Bro.  Evanson  as  King,  gave  an  excellent 
interpretation  of  the  first  degree.  Matilda,  No.  423, 
of  Dundela,  conferred  in  a  most  perfect  manner  the 
second  degree,  and  Amity  the  third  degree. 

After  the  degree  work  we  repaired  to  Amity  lodge 
room  where  a  sumptuous  banquet  was  prepared.  Here 
after  the  presentation  of  a  number  of  veteran  jewels,  a 
fine  programme  of  speeches  was  given.  The  committee 
having  the  arrangements  in  hand  must  have  felt  most 
satisfied,  as  every  detail  was  excellently  handled.  Only 
one  thing  marred  the  proceedings,  the  fall  of  Bro. 
Ransom  when  leaving  the  Town  Hall. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  with  a  brother  whose 
sight  has  failed  him,  but  whose  zeal  and  knowledge  of 
Odd  Fellowship  have  not  failed  one  whit.  Taking  all  in 
all  this  was  one  of  the  pleasantest  visits  of  the  year. 
Bro.  Evanson  being  very  kind,  and  Bro.  Perault  leaving 
no  stone  unturned  to  make  the  occasion  a  success,  as  he 
has  indeed  labored  incessantly  for  the  Order  in  District 
No.  38  this  year. 

Dec.  1st.— I  visited  Marion  Lodge,  Renfrew.  Bro. 
Waif  or  d,  the  energetic  D.D.G.M.,  had  invited  the  other 
lodges  of  the  District  to  send  representatives  and  most 
of  them  had  one  or  more  members  present.  There  had 
been  considerable  trouble  and  correspondence  over  the 
amalgamation  of  Lanark  and  Renfrew  Districts,  and 
Bro.  Walford  had  been  extremely  kind  in  taking  over 
the  larger  District.  He  has  met  with  fine  success  in  it. 
As  this  difficulty  was  not  altogether  healed,  I  was  glad 
of  the  opportunity  of  meeting  representatives  from  the 
lodges  interested.  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Pembroke,  who  had 
been  a  most  aggressive  D.D.G.M.  the  past  year,  was 
there,  also  Dr.  MacGregor  of  Almonte,  and  many  other 
enthusiastic  Odd  Fellows. 

Bro.  Quartermain,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  and  Bro. 
Walford  were  extremely  kind  in  showing  me  about  the 
town  and  through  the  many  progressive  factories.     I 
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was  entertained  at  the  home  of  Bro.  Quartermain,  and 
desire  to  thank  my  host  and  hostess  for  the  splendid 
time  given  me.  Bro.  Quartermain  is  interested  in  every 
good  work,  but  especially  in  the  Children's  Aid,  and  as 
we  are  mutually  interested  in  this,  I  enjoyed  being 
shown  through  the  splendid  Shelter  in  Renfrew. 

After  degree  work,  splendidly  exemplified,  we  had 
a  conference  on  the  unwritten  work  of  all  degrees,  and 
fine  addresses  were  given  by  many  present.  It  was  a 
very  successful  meeting  and,  we  felt,  helpful  in  many 
ways. 

Dec.  2nd.— Bro.  Merkel,  the  efficient  D.D.G.M.  of 
Ottawa  District,  No.  40,  assembled  a  very  representa- 
tive group  of  Odd  Fellows  from  the  several  lodges  in  his 
District  at  Rockliffe  Lodge  meeting.  Many  prominent 
members  were  present,  including  P.G.M.  John  Reii 
and  P.G.P.  A.  H.  Blackeby.  A  very  instructive  meet- 
ing was  held  at  which  we  had  a  conference  on  the  un- 
written work  of  the  Order  and  other  matters  especially 
of  interest  to  Ottawa  District. 

During  that  day  and  the  next,  Bros.  Merkel,  Salters, 
Wolfe,  Younghusband  and  others  were  extremely  kind 
in  showing  me  about  the  beautiful  city,  taking  in  its 
drives,  parks,  the  mint,  the  museum,  the  Parliament 
Buildings,  etc. 

On  Dec.  3rd,  I  attended  the  delightful  banquet  given 
annually  by  Ottawa  Lodge,  No.  224.  The  late  Bro. 
Geo.  Bell,  who  had  for  years  acted  as  chairman,  was 
missed,  but  his  place  was  ably  filled  by  Captain  Geo. 
Powers,  Past  Grand  Conductor.  The  addresses  de- 
livered were  of  a  very  high  order  indeed.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  one  of  a  large  number  of  Veteran 
jewels  to  members  present. 

On  Dec.  3rd,  Fairview  Lodge  was  instituted  and  I 
was  expected  to  have  been  present.  I  was  sorry  to 
learn  afterward  that  my  old  friends  of  Canton  No.  10 
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waited  patiently  to  form  an  escort  for  me.  I  had  no 
knowledge  that  I  was  expected  as  it  was  quite  incidental- 
ly that  Bro.  Brooks  in  a  letter  from  Espanola  informed 
me  that  it  had  been  arranged  for  that  night.  The 
Ottawa  lodge  had  made  all  plans,  however,  for  me  to 
be  with  them.  But  had  I  known  that  I  was  expected  I 
should  have  wired  my  regrets  at  not  being  able  to  be 
present. 

The  institution  ceremony  was  most  ably  performed 
by  the  D.D.G.M.,  Dr.  Smuck,  and  the  lodge  is  pros- 
pering. 

Dec.  4th  I  spent  with  Bro.  Brooks,  our  Grand  Secre- 
tary, in  his  office.  Was  pleased  to  learn  of  the  success 
of  the  institution  at  Massey  and  his  other  visits  north, 
and  I  reported  concerning  my  visits.  We  planned  for 
active  work  after  the  holiday  season.  He  kindly  con- 
sented to  attend  Broadview  Lodge,  294,  on  the  occasion 
of  their  At  Home,  Monday,  Dec.  8th,  as  I  was  feeling 
rather  tired. 

On  Dec.  10th,  Dr.  H.  Baker,  the  zealous  D.D.G.M. 
of  Perth  District,  No.  16,  arranged  for  a  meeting  of  the 
representative  members  of  the  District  with  Avon 
Lodge,  No.  41,  Stratford.  Here  again  the  secret  work 
was  taken  up  fully  and  a  profitable  meeting  held. 

On  Dec.  19th  I  went  to  London,  where  Bro.  Art 
Borland,  the  D.D.G.M.  of  London  District,  No.  12,  met 
me.  He  provided  an  auto  and  we  had  a  pleasant  drive 
of  22  miles  in  the  fine  winter  air  to  Melbourne.  Here 
a  very  large  gathering  had  assembled  from  Mt.  Brydgrs, 
Strathroy,  etc.  A  splendid  exemplification  of  the  first 
degree  was  given,  after  which  the  unwritten  work  was 
taken  up.  We  then  adjourned  to  the  basement  of  the 
Methodist  Chruch  where  a  magnificent  banquet  was 
spread.  The  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  presented 
me  with  a  beautifully  worded  address  of  welcome,  after 
which  we  sat  down  to  the  sumptuously  laden  tables. 
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After  this  fine  spread  had  ample  justice  done  it,  P.D.D. 
G.M.  Bro.  Robinson,  as  toastmaster,  called  on  many 
for  addresses,  ladies  and  all,  and  as  fine  speeches  as 
one  could  desire  were  given  that  night. 

A  delightful  drive  back  in  the  frosty  air  brought  me 
to  London  in  time  to  catch  the  six  o'clock  train  for 
home,  and  though  that  night,  as  with  many  others  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  I  did  not  get  to  bed  at  all,  I  enjoyed 
very  much  my  visit  to  Melbourne. 

On  Dec.  29th  I  journeyed  to  Princeton  to  officiate 
at  the  dedication  of  their  beautiful  new  Hall.  I  was 
ably  assisted  by  Past  Grand  Marshall  Roger  Crocker, 
of  Toronto,  D.D.G.M.  Geo.  Craik,  of  Crampton,  Bro. 
Watford,  Bro.  Davis,  Dr.  Sutherland,  Bro.  Parker,  and 
others.  The  interesting  ceremony  being  completed, 
Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No.  88,  of  Woodstock,  gave  a 
splendid  interpretation  of  the  first  degree.  We  then 
adjourned  to  the  hall  below  where  a  fine  spread  had 
been  prepared,  and  with  Dr.  Sutherland  as  chairman,  a 
splendid  lot. of  speeches  were  given.  My  thanks  are 
duly  tendered  Bro.  Roger  Crocker  for  assistance  given, 
1  making  quite  easy  this  beautiful  ceremony. 

On  the  last  night  of  the  old  year,  when  Father  Time 
was  ringing  out  the  old  and  ringing  in  the  new,  it  was 
my  pleasure  to  visit  Sovereign  Lodge,  No.  401,  and 
officiate  at  the  dedication  of  their  new  Hall — Sovereign 
Hall — on  Dovercourt  Road.

I  was  sorry  I  could  not  spend  the  next  night  with 
my  old  friends  in  Sarnia,  but  nature  cannot  stand  too 
much  and  I  had  been  ordered  to  go  easy. 

On  Feb.  25th,  I  visited  Sauble  District,  No.  25. 
assembled  at  Wiarton.  Here  all  the  lodges  had  been 
invited  by  D.D.G.M.  Richardson,  of  Hanover,  to  send 
representatives.  A  special  train  brought  a  couple  of 
hundred  from  Owen  Sound,  Shallow  Lake,  etc.,  and  a 
really  representative   meeting   was   held. 

Bro.  McDonald,  of  Tara,  who  has  been  District 
Secretary  for  years,  and  an  enthusiast  in  every  sense  of 
the  word,  took  me  in  tow  and  I  had  a  splendid  time. 
Owen  Sound  brothers  gave  a  splendid  exemplification 
of  degree  work  in  the  first.  The  unwritten  work  was 
then  taken  up  and  afterwards  a  splendid  banquet  with 
inspiring   addresses  delivered.

2,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  him.  Of  the 
members  of  Florence  Lodge  present,  Bro.  Webster, 
P. D.D.G.M.,  and  Bro.  Unsworth  were  old  friends. 
Bro.  Isaac  Unsworth  is  in  his  80th  year  and  has  been  a 
member  for  over  38  years.  He  is  hale  and  hearty  and 
very  active  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He  takes 
great  pride  in  chatting  about  the  late  Grand  Secretary 
King,  his  visits  with  Bro.  Lewis,  P.G.M.,  and  the  way 
he  had  the  unwritten  work  down  pat.  He  is  a  remark- 
able man  for  his  years — enjoys  an  outing  with  the  boys 
still  and  was  particularly  pleased  that  night  to  find  that 
his  prodigy  in  the  Noble  Grand's  chair  made  scarcely 
a  mistake.  I  was  entertained  at  the  home  of  an  old 
St.  Mary's  member,  Bro.  Robt.  Pye,  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed  my  visit  in  every  particular. 

On  the  same  night,  March  5th,  the  Past  Grands  of 
Progress  Lodge,  No.  158,  Guelph,  conferred  degrees, 
and  I  was  very  sorry  I  could  not  accept  the  kind  invi- 
tation forwarded  by  the  grand  old  Secretary,  Bro.  Wm. 
Sunley.  I  had  " caned"  Bro.  Sunley  the  previous  year 
and  should  have  been  pleased  to  have  been  with  the 
Past  Grands  that  night. 

On  March  9th  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Home 
Board  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  W.  S.  Johnston, 
P.G.M.  Bros.  John  T.  Hornibrook,  P.G.M.,  J.  B. 
Turner,  P.G.M.,  A.  H.  Blackeby,  P.G.P.,  Sister  Ryan, 
P.P.,  and  others  were  present.     It  is  gratifying  indeed 
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to  witness  such  whole-souled  interest  and  tireless 
energy  exercised  on  behalf  of  the  ''Home"  by  these  to 
whom  we  have  intrusted  this  work.  Bro.  Buchanan 
gave  a  good  report  and  much  routine  and  special  busi- 
ness was  transacted. 

On  March  ioth  I  visited  the  new  offices  in  the  new 
Temple,  College  street.  Bro.  Brooks  was  a  busy  man 
straightening  things  out,  but  took  time  to  show  me 
through.  We  arranged  several  matters,  including 
visits  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  make. 

On  March  nth  I  visited  Beaverton  Lodge,  No.  249, 
where  Bro.  Snelgrove  had  arranged  a  District  meeting. 
To  say  that  it  was  a  success  is  drawing  it  mild.  No 
fewer  than  28  lodges  were  represented,  a  special  train 
bringing  full  contingents  from  Lindsay,  Cannington, 
etc.  The  Lindsay  train  got  in  just  before  the  one  I 
travelled  to  Beaverton  on,  and  the  brothers  paraded 
to  meet  me.

I  jour- 
neyed home  with  the  Lindsay  boys  (and  the  goat,  a  real 
butter-in,  specially  procured  for  the  occasion). 
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I  didn't  get  to  bed  that  night  for  I  had  to  catch  an 
early  train  for  Uxbridge.  Here  Nipissing  Lodge,  No. 
79,  had  had  trouble  for  years.  I  got  together  Bros. 
O'Hara,  Harvey,  Willis,  Vickers,  Gould,  Shier,  King 
and  others,  and  fortunately  was  able  to  settle  the  whole 
matter  quite  amicably. 

March  12th  thus  witnessed  one  real  bit  of  work  for 
Odd  Fellowship  in  this  matter  if  in  no  other.  A  letter 
since  received  from  the  Noble  Grand,  Bro.  O'Hara,  who 
has  continuously  been  interested  in  getting  a  settle- 
ment, is  one  of  the  pleasant  features  of  my  year. 
Everything  looks  most  promising  in  Uxbridge  after 
some   ten   years   of   misunderstanding. 

When  I  called  in  at  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  I 
was  so  completely  done  out  that  Bro.  Brooks  tele- 
phoned to  Bro.  Mclntyre,  our  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
who  kindly  consented  to  go  and  represent  me  at  the 
fine  meeting  of  Empire  Lodge,  No.  87,  in  St.  Cath- 
arines on  Friday,   March   13th. 

I  was  sorry  to  disappoint  them  as  I  had  not  yet 
visited  Niagara  District,  but  I  couldn't  make  the 
grade.  Bro.  Mclntyre  reports  a  splendid  gathering 
and  enthusiastic  meeting. 

March  17th  was  a  memorable  one  for  my  home 
lodge,  St.  Mary's,  No.  36.  The  officers  and  members 
of  J.  B.  King  Lodge,  No.  439,  Toronto,  accompanied  by 
Canton  Queen  City,  No.  10,  and  the  Metropolitan 
degree  team  bugle  band  and  a  host  of  others,  paid  them 
a  fraternal  visit.  There  were  representatives  present 
that  night  from  30  subordinate  lodges,  7  encampments 
and  3  cantons.  The  initiatory  degree  was  faultlessly 
conferred  on  nine  fine  young  men.  The  speeches  after 
supper  were  of  a  very  high  order.  The  pleasure  was 
unalloyed  and  to  say  that  the  heart  of  your  Grand 
Master  was  filled  with  joy  and  gladness  is  drawing  it 
mild. 
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On  March  18th,  Bro.  Brooks  again  kindly  relieved 
me  and  visited  the  District  meeting  at  Parry  Sound.

All  financial  officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges  must 
now  be  bonded,  arrangements  for  same  having  been 
completed  by  Grand  Lodge.  One  of  the  interesting 
features  was  the  institution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  June  3rd.  At  the  invitation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
of  Manitoba  performed  this  function  in  a  most  exem- 
plary manner.

In  the  evening  the  Grand  Lodge  resumed  its  session 
adjourning  at  nine  o'clock  for  a  short  time  to  allow  the 
representatives  to  witness  the  beautiful  illuminated  run 
of  the  Victoria  City  Fire  Department. 

The  election  of  Officers  took  place  at  this  time, 
resulting  in  the  following:  H.  White,  Cranbrook,  Grand 
Master;  P.  W.  Dempster,  Victoria,  Deputy  Grand 
Master;  H.  W.  Brown,  Vancouver,  Grand  Warden; 
F.  Davey,  Victoria,  Grand  Secretary  for  thirty-first 
time;  J.  H.  Glass,  Penticton,  Grand  Treasurer;  Wallace 
Law,  Grand  Representative. 

Reports  of  the  Officers  showed  that  there  are  fifty- 
six  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  7,026  members,  receipts 
$153,969,  payments  for  relief  $42,734;  payments  for 
current  expenses  $44,915.  The  assets  of  the  subordinate 
lodges  are  $1,160,282.  There  has  been  paid  in  relief 
since  1874,  $626,603.  Two  new  lodges  were  instituted 
in  19 14,  one  at  Mission  and  one  at  South  Vancouver. 
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It  was  interesting  to  note  the  way  Grand  Lodge 
was  conducted :  the  committees  meet  in  the  same  room 
and  transact  the  business  before  them  while  the  session 
proceeds. 

We  met  many  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Representatives  prominent  in  the  Order,  among  whom 
were  P.G.M.'s  Law,  McKenzie,  Johnston,  Weber, 
Simpson,  Hogg,  Cleland,  Waller,  Emberton,  Crossin, 
Cullin  and  the  esteemed  Grand  Secretary  Davey,  who 
is  the  watch-dog  of  legislation,  he  having  held  the 
position  of  Grand  Secretary  for  thirty-one  years. 

Competitions  were  held  in  Rebekah,  Royal  Purple 
and  Initiatory,  First  and  Third  degrees,  all  of  which 
were  well  contested. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  British  Columbia  and  Mrs.  Patterson  gave 
a  garden  party  to  the  Odd  Fellows  and  their  families  in 
the  grounds  of  Government  House.  In  the  evening  a 
grand  ball  was  given  after  the  conferring  of  the  Decora- 
tion of  Chivalry.  On  Friday  the  sessions  of  the  Assem- 
bly and  Grand  Lodge  closed  with  a  monster  outdoor 
picnic  at  the  Gorge,  and  in  the  evening  His  Worship  the 
Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria gave  a  civic  reception  in  the  ball  room  of  the 
Emperor  Hotel. 

Here  again  all  Canadian  jurisdictions  but  two  were 
represented,  and  the  ardent  hope  was  expressed  that  in 
future  all  jurisdictions  may  be  represented  at  each 
Grand  Lodge  session. 

On  Sunday,  June  14th,  I  had  the  great  pleasure  of 
attending  memorial  services  in  the  beautiful  and  pro- 
gressive city  of  Edmonton.  Bro.  Richards  took  me  in 
and  introduced  me  to  Bro.  Cummings,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  Alberta,  who  with  the  other  Brothers  from 
the  Lodges  of  the  city,  were  extremely  kind.  After 
Bro.  McDonald  had  given  the  oration  of  the  day,  your 
Grand  Master  also  gave  a  short  address.  The  Brothers 
here  were  anxious  that  I  should  remain  over  and  be 
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entertained  by  them  on  Monday,  the  Rebekahs  also 
urging  me  to  meet  them  and  explain  more  fully  the 
work  of  the  Triple  Link  First  Aid  Association  which  I 
had  outlined  to  them.  However,  as  time  was  limited, 
I  left  that  night  for  Saskatoon. 

On  Monday,  June  15th,  Saskatoon  was  reached,  and 
Past  Grand  Master  Sellers,  whom  I  had  enjoyed  meet- 
ing at  Regina,  and  who  is  expecting  to  be  with  us  at 
our  Annual  Session  as  Saskatchewan's  representative, 
was  very  kind.  He  came  to  the  hotel  with  his  auto 
early  in  the  afternoon  and  gave  me  a  most  interesting 
and  pleasant  drive  about  this  beautiful  city.  In  the 
evening,  accompanied  by  Past  Grand  Master  Sellers, 
and  other  prominent  members  of  our  Order  in  Saskat- 
chewan, I  visited  Saskatoon  Lodge  No.  29,  and  enjoyed 
it  thoroughly. 

On  June  16th,  17th,  18th  I  visited  Lemburg,  Bran- 
don and  Carberry,  and  then  rushed  on  to  Kenora, 
where  the  Brothers  from  our  own  jurisdiction  most 
splendidly  did  honor  to  their  Grand  Master. 

Arriving  at  Keewatin,  Friday  morning,  June  19th, 
I  was  met  by  D.D.G.M.  Nelson  Hansen,  Grand  Con- 
ductor George  Beatty,  Mayor  Bro.  McLeod,  of  Kee- 
watin, Bro.  Holmes,  N.G.  of  Minnetonka  Lodge,  Bro. 
Cherry  of  Lake  of  the  Woods  Milling  Co.,  and  Bros. 
Armstrong,  Ord,  Geddes,  Bunchley,  Reynolds,  and 
Swan,  and  was  shown  through  the  large  plant  of  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods  Milling  Co.,  which  grinds  9,500 
barrels  per  day.  I  was  also  interested  in  being  shown 
the  barrel  factory,  lumber  mills,  etc.  We  then  enjoyed 
luncheon  at  Keewatin,  and  were  afterwards  taken  in 
launches  to  Kenora. 

Here  some  250  Odd  Fellows  from  Kenora,  Keewatin, 
Dryden,  and  Sioux  Lookout  assembled  and,  headed  by 
the  town  band,  marched  through  the  principal  streets 
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to  the  wharf.  Keewatin  and  Kenora  had  each  arranged 
its  civic  holiday  for  the  occasion,  and  the  streets  were 
beautifully  decorated  and  everything  had  a  gala  appear- 
ance. At  the  wharf  a  large  number  of  launches  were 
waiting,  and  we  were  soon  sailing  up  the  beautiful  Lake 
of  the  Woods,  to  a  point  seven  miles  away,  where  a  fine 
picnic  was  held.  The  Odd  Fellows  and  their  wives  and 
friends  had  a  most  enjoyable  time  and  made  it  most 
pleasant  for  me.  In  the  evening  at  the  lodge  meeting 
the  first  degree  was  beautifully  exemplified,  the  brothers 
of  Minnetonka  Lodge  No.  292,  Keewatin,  taking  the 
dramatic  work,  and  Gold  Hill,  No.  261,  the  charges  and 
unwritten  work.  The  ladies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
had  prepared  a  sumptuous  banquet  in  the  lodge  room, 
and  although  the  members  seemed  to  have  emptied  the 
baskets  at  the  picnic  in  record  time,  they  were  again 
able  to  do  ample  justice  to  this  magnificent  spread. 
Then  we  reassembled  in  the  lodge  room,  where  fine 
addresses  were  given.  Brother  Wm.  Armstrong,  P.G., 
acted  as  toastmaster,  and  in  this  capacity,  as  in  enter- 
taining at  his  home  and  as  an  all  round  good  Odd 
Fellow,  he  excels.  This  visit  will  long  be  remembered 
by  me,  and  one  feature  particularly,  that  so  many  of 
the  Dryden  brothers  came  so  far  to  participate  in  the 
day's  enjoyment. 

On  Saturday,  June  20th,  I  travelled  back  to  Winni- 
peg, and,  after  calling  on  Bro.  Deering,  the  esteemed 
Grand  Secretary,  in  the  afternoon,  visited  Sovereign 
Lodge  at  night.  I  had  a  most  interesting  chat  with 
Bro.  Deering.  He  showed  me  his  forms  for  returns,  his 
method  of  bookkeeping,  his  equipment  for  fyling,  stock- 
keeping,  etc.,  and  gave  me  much  information  in  regard 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  Manitoba,  the  great  session  of 
Sovereign  Lodge  there,  etc. 

In  the  evening  he  and  Bro.  Rose,  P.G.M.,  and  Bro. 
Andrews,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  others,  accompanied 
me  on  my  visit  to  Sovereign  Lodge.  The  lodge  room  is 
most  beautiful,  the  equipment  of  the  Temple  through- 
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out  is  splendid,  the  furnishings  and  all  most  complete. 
I  enjoyed  the  lodge  meeting  and  gave  a  short  address. 

After  lodge  meeting  I  attended  a  meeting  of  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  several  lodges  of  Winnipeg,  where 
a  Relief  Board  was  being  instituted,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  many  Past  Grands,  among  whom 
were  many  old  Ontario  boys.  Probably  no  town  is 
more  perfectly  represented  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  Mani- 
toba than  is  Cobourg,  Ont.,  which  has  given  no  less 
than  five  Grand  Masters  to  Manitoba,  while  the  small 
town  of  Forest  has  given  two.  Many  inquiries  were 
made  for  Jim  Brush  and  other  brothers  back  in  Ontario. 

On  Monday,  June  22nd,  through  the  energies  of 
Grand  Secretary  Deering,  a  splendid  dinner  was  given 
at  Fort  Garry  in  honor  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  Ontario.  It  was  a  most  representative 
meeting,  and  a  delightful  time  was  spent.  The  brothers 
present  were:  Judge  Myers,  chairman;  Fred  C.  Hamil- 
ton, Grand  Warden;  B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary; 
H.  B.  Andrews,  Grand  Treasurer;  Rev.  R.  A.  Scarlett, 
Grand  Chaplain;  W.  T.  Devlin,  P.G.M.,  P.G.R.; 
H.  B.  Rose,  P.G.M.,  P.G.R.;  J.  D.  Conklin,  P.G.M., 
P.G.R.;  H.  E.  Turner,  P.G.M.,  Grand  Representative; 
J.  Orr,  Grand  Patriarch;  W.  H.  MacLearn,  Grand  Jr. 
Warden;  Jabez  Miller,  P.G.P.,  Grand  Representative; 
A.  MacCormick,  P.G.M.,  P.G.P.,  P.G.R.;  Johnston 
Douglas,  P.G.P.,  P.G.R.;  W.  J.  McKearn,  P.G.P., 
P.G.R.;  W.  F.  Ross,  P.G.P.,  P.G.R.;  John  Thompson, 
P.G. ;    and  Alderman  Wallace. 

This  in  itself,  the  bright  conversation,  the  references 
to  old  Ontario  and  the  splendid  work  done  by  Odd 
Fellowship  there,  the  references  to  brothers  honored  by 
all  of  us  here,  would  have  made  for  me  a  most  memor- 
able and  happy  occasion.  But  after  short  speeches,  we 
were  taken  around  in  automobiles  and  shown  Kildonan 
and  other  beautiful  parks,  and  the  municipal  and  other 
buildings  and  places  of  interest  in  the  beautiful  and 
progressive  city  of  Winnipeg. 
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And  then  nearly  all  who  were  present  accompanied 
me  as  I  visited  Miriam  Rebekah  Lodge  and  Fort  Rouge 
Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  evening.  At  Miriam  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  again  meeting  Sisters  McKinnon,  Kenny, 
Simpson,  Stewart,  and  others  who  had  instituted  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  at  Regina.  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
addressing  the  members  and  urged  them  to  take  up  the 
work  of  First  Aid. 

At  Fort  Rouge  Lodge  I  met  a  most  numerous  and 
enthusiastic  band  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  word  had  been 
spread  broadcast  that  Ontario's  Grand  Master  was  to 
be  present,  and  I  had  many,  many  questions  to  answer 
about  the  home  lodges  and  brothers  prominent  in  the 
Order  in  our  jurisdiction.  I  addressed  the  brothers  in 
lodge  meeting,  where  Bro.  Deering  gave  many  facts 
about  Manitoba  and  Winnipeg.  Of  course  he  didn't 
try  to  boost  the  West,  he  never  does ;  he  simply  "stated 
facts,"  and  most  enthusiastic  facts  they  were.  All  were 
sorry  that  Bro.  Deering  had  to  leave  early  owing  to 
the  illness  of  his  wife. 

Fort  Rouge  Lodge  had  arranged  a  fine  banquet  in 
their  dining  hall,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  again  giving 
some  facts  and  figures  regarding  Ontario  Odd  Fellow- 
ship, and  the  great  pleasure  of  listening  to  fine  addresses 
by  Bros.  Hamilton,  Douglas,  Orr,  Turner,  Rose,  Ross, 
Conklin,  Thompson,  and  others. 

I  was  more  than  delighted  with  my  visit  and  the 
royal  entertainment  offered  me  in  this  great  city  of 
Winnipeg,  and  felt  that,  as  I  had  met  the  representa- 
tive men  of  our  Order  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Columbia,  if  I 
could  bear  some  message  back  to  my  own  jurisdiction 
that  would  be  helpful  I  would  be  glad  and  would  feel 
that  some  little  had  been  done  to  make  stronger  the 
bonds  uniting  our  sister  jurisdictions  in  Canada.  The 
message  is,  Brothers,  that  as  here,  so  in  all,  these  juris- 
dictions, men  are  embued  with  the  same  lofty  principles 
and  teachings.  There,  as  here,  they  are  seeking  to 
make  men  better  citizens,  better  men,  and  to  make  this 
great  nation  truly  great  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term. 
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On  Tuesday,  June  22nd,  I  took  the  C.N.R.  from 
Winnipeg  to  Rainy  River.  I  was  met  here  by  my  old 
friend  H.  G.  Gorham,  P.G.,  and  taken  to  his  home, 
where  we  were  right  royally  entertained  during  our 
stay  in  this  fine  town.  Brothers  Young  and  Jackson  were 
also  on  hand  to  greet  us.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  fine 
meeting  of  Hiawatha  Lodge  No.  395.  I  took  up  the 
unwritten  work  in  full,  and  we  had  a  good  conference  on 
it  and  other  features  of  lodge  work.  Then  the  ladies, 
who  had  been  invited  and  were  waiting  in  the  fine 
Masonic  Hall,  were  ushered  in  to  a  sumptuous  banquet. 
The  s'pread  was  complete,  and  every  detail  splendidly 
carried  out,  and  the  speeches  given  under  the  direction 
of  the  able  toastmaster,  Dr.  McBane,  were  of  a  very 
high  order.  Mrs.  Coupland  was  here  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  the  wives  and  friends  of  the  brothers, 
and  in  every  particular  a  most  enjoyable  and,  we  trust, 
a  profitable  time  was  spent. 

At  Fort  Frances,  on  Wednesday,  June  23rd,  Bro. 
McGregor,  our  energetic  D.D.G.M.,  met  us,  drove  us 
all  around  this  fine  progressive  town,  showing  us  the 
fine  lumber  mills,  pulp  and  paper  mills,  etc.,  and  then 
to  his  own  home,  where  he  and  Mrs.  McGregor  were  so 
kind  in  entertaining  us  during  our  stay  there. 

The  lodge  meeting  was  somewhat  broken  up,  owing  to 
death  occurring  in  the  next  room  of  the  building,  in  the 
family  of  our  esteemed  Bro.  Johnston,  who  represented 
Cascade  Lodge  at  Belleville  last  year.  However,  a 
large  number  from  Cascade  Lodge,  Golden  Anchor,  No. 
406,  Emo,  International  Falls,  and  others  were  present, 
and  after  taking  up  the  unwritten  work  of  the  several 
degrees  and  having  a  series  of  questions  and  answers 
on  general  working  of  lodge  and  the  Order,  I  addressed 
those  present.  Afterwards  at  the  home  of  one  of  the 
Brothers,  the  Rebekahs  had  arranged  a  fine  luncheon 
and  entertainment,  and  a  very  enjoyable  evening  was 
spent.  I  believe  this  was  the  first  visit  of  a  Grand 
Master  to  Rainy  River  District,  and  I  was  delighted  to 
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find  the  officers  and  brothers  so  enthusiastic  and  well 
versed  in  the  work  of  our  Order. 

On  Thursday,  June  24th,  we  had  the  extreme 
pleasure  of  unveiling  at  the  Port  Arthur  Institute  or 
Snug  Harbor  for  Sailors,  at  Port  Arthur,  a  beautiful 
brass  Tablet,  a  memorial  to  the  235  brave  men  who 
found  a  watery  grave  in  Lakes  Huron,  Superior  and 
Erie  during  the  fierce  storms  of  November  9th  and  10th, 
1913- 

We  were  met  at  the  station  by  Bros.  Evans,  Spof- 
ford,  Russell  and  others,  and  taken  to  the  Avenue 
Hotel.  Then  in  the  afternoon  Sisters  Ross  and  Camp- 
bell very  kindly  entertained  Mrs.  Coupland  to  a  drive 
about  the  Twin  Cities,  while  the  brothers  representing 
both  Algoma  and  Port  Arthur,  as  well  as  Schreiber 
lodges,  similarly  entertained  their  Grand  Master. 

At  three  o'clock  the  brothers  assembled  at  the  Port 
Arthur  lodge  room  and  marched  to  the  Royal  Arthur 
Institute,  where  the  ceremony  of  unveiling  took  place. 
D.D.G.M.  Evans  presided,  and  after  Rev.  James  Pot- 
ter, the  venerable  sailors'  missionary,  had  outlined  the 
steps  leading  to  the  event,  Rev.  A.  P.  McDonald  led  in 
prayer,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Morgan  sang  beautifully  "The 
Sailor's  Home."  Your  Grand  Master  then  addressed 
the  large  assembly  and  unveiled  the  Tablet.  Addresses 
were  also  given  by  Mayor  Oliver,  of  Port  Arthur,  Rev. 
Canon  Hedley,  Rev.  G.  K.  B.  Adams,  and  others.  Miss 
Hesson  and  Mr.  Morgan  then  sang  a  beautiful  duet 
after  which  Rev.  A.  D.  Reid  closed  with  prayer.  The 
ceremony  was  most  impressive  and  we  believe  will  do 
much  to  show  the  interest  Odd  Fellows  take  in  every 
effort  for  the  making  of  strong  Christian  citizenship. 

The  lodge  room  at  Algoma  Lodge  No.  267,  Fort 
William,  was  taxed  to  its  full  capacity  to  hold  the  large 
number  from  Port  Arthur,  Schreiber,  and  their  own 
members  on  Thursday  night,  June  24th.  The  lodge 
gave  a  splendid,  snappy  and  correct  exemplification  of 
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the  first  degree.  We  took  up  the  unwritten  work  as 
usual,  and  had  a  very  interesting  and  helpful  meeting. 

Then  all  adjourned  to  the  large  Y.M.C.A.  building, 
where  the  ladies  were  waiting.  Here  a  few  minutes  were 
spent  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  wives  and  sweet- 
hearts of  the  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellows  of  Thunder  Bay 
District,  after  which  we  were  called  to  the  banquet 
hall,  where  a  magnificent  spread  was  prepared  and 
enjoyed  by  all. 

Bro.  W.  D.  Hamilton,  acting  most  ably  as  toast- 
master,  then  introduced  a  fine  toast  list  and  addresses 
of  a  high  order  indeed  were  given.  Nothing  that  could 
be  thought  of  was  overlooked  by  the  active  and  thought- 
ful committee  who  had  the  arrangements  for  our  enter- 
tainment in  hand.  We  enjoyed  every  minute  of  our 
visit,  and  our  only  regret  was  that  we  could  not  have 
visited  Port  Arthur  Lodge  in  their  lodge  room  and 
have  gone  to  visit  the  enthusiastic  bunch  of  Odd  Fellows 
at  Schreiber.  I  was  presented  with  a  fine  photograph 
of  the  Schreiber  brothers  taken  on  Decoration  Day,  and 
a  more  representative  group  of  men  could  not  be 
desired. 

On  Friday  morning  Bro.  Spofford,  who  was  kindness 
personified  in  all  our  visit,  brought  an  old  schoolmate 
of  mine,  Bro.  McGolrick,  who  took  us  about  to  see  old 
friends  and  they  then  escorted  us  to  our  boat  and  saw 
us  safely  on  the  Keewatin  and  bound  for  home. 

On  Saturday,  June  26th,  as  we  were  passing  through 
the  locks  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Bros.  John  Dawson, 
Dr.  McLurg,  P.G.M.,  A.  Best,  and  J.  Alyard,  drove  up 
in  the  Doctor's  auto  and  drove  me  about  their  beautiful 
city.  They  took  me  to  see  Bro.  Jas.  Shaw,  of  Bessemer 
Lodge,  Steelton,  and  others,  and  gave  me  a  most  cheery 
and  promising  report  of  the  year's  work  in  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  District  No.  46.  All  were  loud  in  their  praise  of 
the  work  of  D.D.G.M.  White,  of  Bruce  Mines,  and  are 
extremely  anxious  that  the  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  present  with  them  at  their  field  day  in 
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September.  Then  they  brought  me  to  Government 
Dock,  where  I  boarded  the  steamer  and  was  soon 
sailing  for  Port  McNicoll,  Toronto  and  home. 

On  Sunday,  July  5th,  I  attended  the  beautiful 
ceremony  of  decorating  the  graves  of  deceased  brothers 
with  my  own  lodge,  St.  Mary's  No.  36.  This  is  one  of 
the  events  of  our  town,  and  very  many  citizens,  besides 
members  and  friends  of  our  Order,  attend.  The  brothers, 
led  by  the  Maxwell  Maple  Leaf  Band,  marched  to  the 
cemetery,  where,  after  countermarching  and  assembling 
about  the  carriage  containing  the  resident  ministers  and 
the  Grand  Master,  the  opening  ceremony  was  con- 
ducted. 

After  planting  a  flower  on  each  grave,  Bro.  Fred 
Cardwell  read  the  statement  showing  when  the  brother 
was  initiated  into  the  Order  and  when  he  passed  away, 
after  which  Bro.  Milton  Salvage,  N.G.,  read  a  fitting 
verse.  The  brothers  then  reassembled  about  the  auto, 
the  band  played  ''Safe  in  the  Arms  of  Jesus,"  and 
addresses  were  given  by  Bros.  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Mallott  and  myself.  The  procession  then 
reformed  and  marched  to  the  lodge  room. 

On  July  14th  I  visited  my  own  lodge,  No.  36,  and 
was  requested  to  instal  into  their  respective  chairs  the 
officers  of  the  lodge.  With  the  assistance  of  Past  Guards 
present,  this  was  quietly  done. 

On  July  17th  I  visited  Simcoe  Lodge  No.  161, 
Simcoe.  The  occasion  was  the  burning  of  a  mortgage 
which  the  lodge  had  placed  upon  its  building  some 
twenty-eight  years  ago.  Bro.  Henry  Johnston,  P.G., 
acted  as  chairman,  and  congratulatory  addresses  out- 
lining the  progress  of  the  lodge  from  institution  up  to 
the  present  were  given.  The  speakerswere  Commodore 
Ellis,  of  Toronto,  who  had  come  to  Simcoe  solely  for  the 
purpose;     Bro.    Donly,    P.G.,    editor    of    the    Simcoe 
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Reformer;  Bro.  Wm.  Sutton,  who  has  been  Treasurer 
for  over  25  years;  and  your  Grand  Master.  During 
the  evening  I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  a  veteran 
jewel  to  Bro.  Jas.  Dell.  The  addresses  were  inter- 
spersed with  solos  and  selections  by  the  orchestra,  and 
one  of  the  pleasantest  of  evenings  was  enjoyed  by  the 
brothers,  the  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge,  and  the 
wives  and  daughters  of  the  members. 

The  banquet  prepared  by  the  Rebekahs  was  excep- 
tionally fine,  and  I  enjoyed  every  moment  of  my  visit. 

I  regretted  that  Bro.  Mead,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  has 
done  so  much  for  Long  Point  District,  No.  6,  and  Bro. 
Howard,  of  Hagarsville,  the  present  D.D.G.M.,  were 
unable  to  be  present,  but  I  met  with  many  I  knew 
from  a  previous  visit  and  found  new  acquaintances. 
That  Simcoe  Lodge  may  continue  to  thrive,  and  at  the 
same  time  heed  the  words  of  caution  expressed  by  Bro. 
Sutton,  and  the  other  speakers,  is  our  earnest  wish. 

On  July  21st  and  22nd,  I  attended  in  Kingston  one 
of  the  best  and  most  enthusiastic  meetings  of  the  Odd 
Fellows'  Relief  Association.  This  is  always  a  very 
representative  meeting,  probably  more  of  the  Past 
Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  the  various 
jurisdictions  meeting  here  than  in  any  other  one  place. 

This  meeting  was  unique  in  that  every  jurisdiction 
under  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Canada  had 
representatives  present.  Each  and  every  member 
thought  it  a  good  thing  and  the  wish  was  expressed  that 
such  representation  might  be  at  each  and  every  one  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  sessions  of  each  Jurisdiction. 

President  Minnes  and  the  able  board  of  directors, 
as  well  as  Bro.  Meek,  and  Bro.  Blackeby,  were  given 
merited  praise. 

The  O.F.R.A.  has  made  substantial  progress  even 
in  this  period  of  depression,  and  as  Bro.  Blackeby  ex- 
pressed it,  merits  the  title  it  has  earned  of  the  O.F.R.A. 
of  Canada. 

Congratulatory  addresses  were  given  by  Past  Grand 
Master  Johnston,  of  British  Columbia,  P.G.M.  Shera, 
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of  Alberta,  Grand  Warden  Dr.  Cameron,  of  Saskat- 
chewan, P.G.P.  Johnston  Douglas,  of  Manitoba,  P.  T. 
Coupland,  Grand  Master  of  Ontario,  Grand  Master 
Dodderidge,  of  Quebec,  P.G.M.  Allen,  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  Bro.  D.  M.  Mclntyre,  D.G.M.  of  Ontario, 
and  others. 

On  the  way  home  Bro.  Brooks  and  I  reviewed  my 
report  and  discussed  matters  appertaining  to  the  session. 
The  Grand  Secretary  informed  me  that  as  usual  many 
lodges  are  delinquent  in  sending  in  their  returns,  and  I 
have  directed  that  this  year  the  law  shall  be  enforced  in 
regard  to  Clause  10  of  Constitution,  which  provides  that 
"  should  the  first  half-yearly  returns  not  be  forwarded 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the  20th  day  of  July  the 
lodge  shall  be  debarred  for  representation  at  the  next 
ensuing  session  of  Grand  Lodge." 

33. — decisions. 

All  decisions  marked  with  *  are  approved  by  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee. All  marked  f  are  revised  and  amended  as  shown  by  Report  of 
Judiciary  Committee. 

No  one  but  one  who  has  gone  through  the  chairs  of 
Grand  Lodge,  can  appreciate  the  amount  of  corres- 
pondence and  the  number  of  questions  to  be  answered 
and  decisions  given  which  the  office  of  Grand  Master 
demands.  When  at  home  from  visiting  I  frequently 
spend  evenings  on  into  the  wee  sma'  hours  of  the  morn- 
ing of  almost  every  week,  reading  Digest  and  endeavor- 
ing to  give  the  proper  interpretation  to  the  law.  I  have 
endeavored  to  answer  promptly,  but  have  not  always 
been  able  to  do  so.  I  have  decided  in  all  cases  as  in  my 
judgment  would  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  lodges 
and  Order,  and  in  accordance  with  my  interpretation  of 
the  laws. 

May  I  state  that  it  is  easy  to  say  that  all  questions 
should  be  submitted  to  the  D. D.G.M.  first,  but  it  is  not 
carried  out,  in  fact  it  is  sometimes  desirable  that  it 
should  not  be,  especially  where  Districts  are  not  well 
organized  and  District  Committees  are  not  active  in 
advising  with  the  D. D.G.M. 
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Statement  :  We  have  a  brother  who  has  gone  in- 
sane. At  the  time  he  was  first  taken  sick  he  was  in 
arrears  to  the  extent  of  $3.00.  His  wife  has  since  paid 
up  his  arrears  and  he  is  now  in  good  standing. 

1.  Question  :    Is  our  lodge  liable  for  sick  benefits  ? 

*  Answer  :    No. 

2. — Question  :  Can  a  veteran  of  our  Order  appear  in 
lodge  with  no  other  regalia  than  a  veteran  jewel  ? 

*  Answer  :    Yes. 

3. — Question  :  An  applicant  cannot  raise  his  right 
arm  to  his  head,  and  claims  he  was  born  with  this 
infirmity  and  therefore  must  follow  out  his  instructions 
with  his  left  hand.  Is  he  eligible  for  membership  or 
not,  providing  his  doctor's  certificate  is  right  ? 

*  Answer  :  Clause  887,  Busbee's  Digest,  I  think  will 
answer  your  question.  It  prohibits  the  initiation  of  a 
person  whose  physical  deformity  prevents  a  compliance 
with  requirements  and  laws  of  the  Order.  But  the 
decision  of  the  question  is  left  to  the  subordinate  lodge. 

4. — Question  :  A  brother  allows  himself  to  become 
in  arrears  of  dues  for  eight  months.  Is  taken  sick  with 
anaemia.  Sends  a  cheque  for  his  dues  some  time  after 
he  has  taken  sick.  Is  he  or  his  beneficiaries  entitled  to 
any  benefits,  or  have  they  any  legal  claim  ? 

*  Answer  :    No. 

5. — Question  :  Has  a  Past  Grand  who  is  not  a 
District  representative  a  right  to  enter  into  any  dis- 
cussion at  a  meeting  of  the  District  Committee  without 
the  permission  of  the  representatives  present  ? 

*  Answer  :    No. 

6. — Question  :  Can  a  Past  Grand,  who  is  not  a  dis- 
trict representative,  be  elected  secretary  of  the  District 
Committee  ? 

*  Answer  :   Yes,  though  not  generally  advisable. 

7. — Question  :  The  by-laws  of  a  District  read  that 
each  lodge  shall  have  one  representative  for  each 
fifty  members.  How  many  District  members  would  a 
lodge   have,    having    155    members   or    199    members  ? 
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Also  would  a  lodge  having  less  than   fifty   members  be 
entitled  to  a  representative  on  the  District  ? 

*  Answer  :  (a)  Lodge  having  155  is  entitled  to  four 
representatives. 

*(b)  Lodge  having  199  is  entitled  to  four  represen- 
tatives. 

*(c)  Yes. 
8. — Question  :  When  a  lodge  is  satisfied  that  a 
brother  was  justly  entitled  to  sick  benefits,  although 
he  does  not  report  to  the  lodge,  or  sick  committee,  or 
apply  for  benefits,  would  the  lodge  be  justified  in 
granting  him  a  small  percentage  of  what  he  could 
have  drawn  had  he  complied  with  the  law  ? 

*Answer  :    No. 

9. — Question  :  What  procedure  would  it  be  neces- 
sary for  a  member  of  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Scotland 
to  take  to  become  a  member  of  our  Lodge  ? 

*  Answer  :  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
have  no  connection  with  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Scot- 
land, and  a  member  of  that  Order  would  have  to  follow 
the  same  procedure  as  any  other  initiate. 

10. — Question  :    Is  it  compulsory  that  we  present 
every  member  who  has  paid  his  dues  to  this  lodge  for 
25  years  with  a  Veteran  Jewel  ? 
*Answer  :    No. 

11. — Question  :  A  member  of  our  lodge  reported 
himself  sick  to  us  on  July  31st.  He  was  behind  in  his 
dues  for  quarter  ending  June  30th.  On  August  4th  he 
paid  up  to  September  30th.  He  had  been  duly  notified 
that  he  was  in  arrears.  We  refused  to  pay  him  benefits. 
He  now  threatens  us  with  an  action  at  law.  Are  we 
liable  for  benefits  ?  And  will  our  Constitution  stand 
law  ?  If  action  is  taken  who  will  defend  the  suit,  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  subordinate  lodge  ? 

*  Answer  :  (a)  No  ;  you  are  not  liable  for  sick 
benefits. 

(b)  Yes  ;  our  Constitution  will  stand  law. 

(c)  The  subordinate  lodge  will  defend  the  suit. 
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12. — Statement  :  Brother  A  of  B  Lodge  appeals  to 
the  District  Committee  against  the  action  of  B  Lodge. 
As  usual,  the  evidence  is  taken  and  the  witness  retires. 

Question  :  Is  it  compulsory  for  the  legally  elected 
representatives  of  B  Lodge  on  said  District  Committee 
to  retire  also,  under  Clause  109  of  Grand  Lodge  By- 
laws ? 

*Answer  :  Yes.  Clause  109,  Grand  Lodge  By-laws, 
refers  to  the  person  appealing  or  any  member  of  the 
lodge  interested. 

13. — Question  :  Is  it  constitutional  to  purchase 
shares  in  Royal  Bank  stock  with  the  money  we  do  not 
require  for  immediate  use  ? 

f  Answer  :  Yes.  A  lodge  may  invest  its  surplus 
funds  in  the  stock  of  a  bank,  loan  and  trust  company,  or 
other  moneyed  enterprise  which  it  may  deem  to  be  a 
paying  concern. — Busbee's  Digest,  554. 

14. — Question  :    Does  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario 
stand  responsible  for  the  Odd  Fellows'  Relief  Associa- 
tion while  doing  business  in  Ontario  ? 
*Answer  :    No. 
15. — Question  :    Why  is  their  report  inserted  in  th3 
Journal  of  Proceedings  every  year  ? 

*  Answer  :    It  is  not. 

16. — Question  :  Is  it  lawful  for  lodges  to  make 
donations  to  charitable  organizations  such  as  W.C.T.U., 
Children's  Aid,  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  etc.  ? 

*  Answer  :  No. — Busbee's  Digest,  528. 

17. — Question  :    What  is  Contingent  Fund  for  ? 

*  Answer  :  Clause  127,  Constitution  of  Subordinates, 
outlines  this,  referring  to  Busbee's  Digest,  section  503 
and  574. 

18. — Question  :  Has  a  non-beneficial  member  a 
vote  on  the  spending  of  money  ? 

*  Answer  : — Yes. — Clause  71,  Constitution  of  Subor- 
dinates. 

19. — Question  :  Is  a  non-beneficial  member  qualified 
to  be  a  representative  to  Grand  Lodge  ? 

*  Answer  :    Yes,  if  a  Past  Grand. 
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20. — Statement  :  Brother  D.,  a  first  degree  member, 
met  with  an  accident  in  October,  19 13.  He  was  duly 
reported  and  visited  by  committee  ;  was  always  in  good 
standing  ;  now  able  to  get  around,  but  unable  to  work. 
He  applied  on  Jan.  13,  19 14,  for  his  second  and  third  de- 
grees, which  were  granted  and  conferred  on  Jan.  15th 
and  20th   respectively. 

Question  :  Is  he  entitled  to  benefits,  and  from  what 
time  ? 

t Answer  :  Yes,  from  Jan.  20th,  19 14.  His  sickness 
prior  to  Jan.  20th  constitutes  the  first  week. 

21. — Question  :  What  members  are  entitled  to  the 
Annual  Travelling  Password  ? 

*Answer  :  All  members  who  have  paid  their  dues  in 
advance. 

22. — Question  :  If  a  brother  is  sick  10  days,  how 
many  days'  benefits  should  he  receive  ? 

*  Answer  :  Three  days. — Clause  94,  page  35,  Con- 
stitution of  Subordinates.  No  benefits  are  paid  for 
first  week  of  sickness. 

23. — Question  :  Is  it  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  Order  to  accept  a  candidate  with  membership  with 
one  arm  ? 

*Answer  :  This  is  left  with  the  judgment  of  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  to  which  admission  is  asked. — Busbee's 
Digest,  888. 

24. — Question  :     Have    candidates    for    degrees    to 
commit  to  memory  the  obligation  of  the  last  degree 
before  they  can  be  advanced  to  a  higher  degree  ? 
*Answer  :    Yes. 

25. — Question  :  We  had  two  applications  in  for 
membership  into  this  lodge,  which  were  duly  accepted 
and  referred  to  committee  on  character.  The  com- 
mittee appointed  on  character  signed  the  book  on  one 
application,  three  being  unfavorable,  and  on  the  other 
two  being  unfavorable,  and  N.G.  accordingly  rejected 
the  candidates  on  strength  of  committee's  report. 
Was  he  right  in  making  such  declaration  then,  or  should 
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the  application  have  gone  on  to  ballot  to  be  finally 
decided  there  ? 

*Answer  :  A  ballot  must  be  taken  after  report  of 
committee  on  character.  This  report  is  for  the  guid- 
ance of  the  brothers  in  balloting. 

26. — Question  :  Is  it  unlawful  to  wear  members' 
badges  at  a  funeral  that  is  not  conducted  by  I.O.O.F.  ? 

*  Answer  :    No. 

27. — Question  :    Is  it  unlawful  to  wear  members' 
badges  in  attending  the  funeral  of  an  Odd  Fellow's  wife, 
or  at  the  funeral  of  an  Odd  Fellow  who  is  holding  his 
card  and  not  a  member  of  any  lodge  ? 
*Answer  :   No. 

28. — Question  :    Is  it  unlawful  to  put  flowers  made 
in  the  three  links  on  the  coffin  of  the  wife  of  an  Odd 
Fellow  who  is  not  in  good  standing  or  not  a  member  ? 
*Answer  :    No. 

29. — Question  :  Is  it  unlawful  for  members  to  wear 
badges  and  march  to  service  without  consent  of  Grand 
Master  ? 

*Answer  :    No. 

30. — Question  :  Can  any  of  the  above  be  done  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master  ? 

*  Answer  :    Yes. 

3 1 . — Question  :  Can  matters  be  discussed  without  a 
motion  being  before  the  lodge  ? 

*Answer  :  Properly  speaking,  no  ;  but  if  the  lodge 
so  desires  a  brother  or  brothers  might  give  some  expla- 
nation in  presenting  a  subject  such  as  might  lead  to 
the  framing  of  a  proper  motion  to  put  before  the  lodge. 

32. — Question  :  Is  the  Junior  Past  Grand  for  term 
January  ist,  19 14,  to  July  31st,  19 14,  eligible  for  elec- 
tion as  representative  to  Grand  Lodge  for  19 14  session  ? 

*  Answer  :   Yes. 

33. — Question  :  Can  a  brother  who  has  only  the 
initiatory  degree  transfer  to  our  lodge  before  he  receives 
his  degrees  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes. — Journal  of  Proceedings,  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  19 10,  page  538.

34. — Question  :    Can  a  member  appealing  from  the 
decision  of  his  own    lodge   to    the  District  Committee 
introduce  new  evidence  at  the  trial  before  the  District 
Committee  ;

| Answer  :    Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  Clause  265. 

37. — Question  :  Was  the  lodge  justified  in  cutting 
the  members,  who  asked  for  withdrawal  cards  and 
being  refused  tendered  their  resignations,  off  from  any 
benefits  or  protection  until  said  members  had  connected 
themselves  with  another  lodge  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes.  Withdrawal  or  resignation  severs 
connection  with  the  lodge. 

38. — Question  :  Can  a  new  lodge  be  inaugurated 
and  hold  meetings  in  same  hall  as  lodge  that  members 
withdrew  from  to  start  the  new  one,  and  which  might 
be  detrimental  to  the  older  lodge  ? 

| Answer  :  Yes.  In  such  a  case  I  would  expect  my 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  be  extremely  careful, 
and  to  consider  the  matter  from  every  standpoint, 
before  recommending  a  petition  for  a  charter  for  my 
approval. 

39. — Question  :  Is  it  necessary  to  have  medical 
papers  right  in  lodge  after  the  Committee  have  worked 
on  them  ? 

jAnswer  :    No. 

40. — Question  :  A  brother  in  good  standing  in  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  in  making  application  for  the 
Rebekah  degree,  would  it  be  legal  for  the  said  brother 
to  be  blackballed  without  first  notifying  or  asking  him 
to  withdraw  his  application  ? 

*Answer  :    Yes. 
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41. — Question  :  Is  the  Junior  Past  Grand  of  a  lodge 
eligible  for  nomination  and  election  as  representative 
to  Grand  L/odge  ? 

*  Answer  :   Yes. 

42. — Question  :  Can  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Vice  Grand  personally  solicit  votes  for  the  same  ? 

*Answer  :  Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  section  1390,  page 
382. 

43. — Question  :  Can  I  be  reinstated  as  a  social 
member  in  the  I.O.O.F.  at  the  local  branch?  I  have 
been  told  that  my  being  in  an  hotel  does  not  permit  me 
to  carry  insurance  ? 

*  Answer  :  There  are  no  social  members  in  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows. — Clause  52,  Consti- 
tution of  Subordinates. 

44. — Question  :  Is  Clause  14  re  "  nominee  signifying 
his  willingness  to  accept"  to  be  enforced  by  the  Noble 
Grand  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes. 

45. — Question  :    Should  the  nominee  attend  lodge 
and  signify  his  acceptance  in  the  lodge  room  ? 
*Answer  :    Not  necessarily. 

46. — Question  :  Can  a  lodge  legally  use  money  from 
its  general  fund  in  paying  for  the  service  of  a  band,  the 
service  consisting  in  accompanying  the  procession  of 
members  from  their  lodge  room  to  the  church  where 
they  are  to  attend  divine  service  as  a  body  in  com- 
pliance with  the  proclamation  of  the  Grand  Sire,  on 
Sunday  morning,  April  26th,  or  on  any  other  date  ? 

*  Answer  :    On  26th  of  April  only. 

47. — Question  :   Can  a  lodge  legally  use  money  from 
its  Contingent  Fund  for  the  purpose  ? 
*Answer  :    Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  503. 

48. — Statement  :  There  are  three  lodges  in  this 
place.  Each  appointed  a  Committee  of  three  to  meet 
and  make  arrangements  for  the  holding  of  the  annual 
church  service,  in  compliance  with  the  proclamation  of 
the  Grand  Sire,  the  committee  to  report  back  to  the 
lodges  with  their  recommendations.     The  joint  Com- 
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mittee  met,  selected  its  officers,  made  some  plans, 
among  others  appointed  two  of  their  numbers  to  en- 
quire as  to  the  procuring  of  a  band, — whether  it  could 
be  obtained  and  at  what  cost — and  to  report  to  a  later 
meeting.  Nearly  two  weeks  later,  and  before  a  second 
meeting  was  held,  two  members  of  the  Committee  from 
our  lodge  submitted  a  report  informing  the  lodges  as 
to  the  arrangements  proposed  so  far,  and  recommend- 
ing their  adoption,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 
One  of  the  members  then  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the 
lodge  as  to  having  a  band  in  connection  with  the 
matter,  when  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried 
that  the  lodges  do  not  have  a  band  this  year.  The 
joint  Committee  met  a  few  days  later  when  the  re- 
port of  the  members,  who  were  to  enquire  regarding 
the  availability  and  the  terms  of  a  band,  was  presented, 
showing  that  one  could  be  secured  and  the  cost  of 
same.  The  Committee  by  a  majority  vote  passed  a 
resolution  adopting  the  report  that  a  band  be  pro- 
cured, part  of  the  Committee  protesting  as  two  of  the 
lodges  concerned  had  expressed  themselves  against  it. 
At  the  following  meeting  of  our  lodge  a  further  report 
was  presented  by  our  section  of  the  joint  committee 
informing  the  lodges  of  its  action.  After  discussion, 
during  which  it  was  pointed  out  and  admitted  that  the 
second  report  had  no  force  except  as  to  giving  further 
information,  it  was  received  and  adopted.  A  resolu- 
tion was  then  introduced  that  an  order  be  drawn  on 
the  treasurer  for  a  sum  of  money,  to  assist  in  paying 
for  a  band,  when  it  was  called  for.  The  person  who 
presented  the  resolution  and  the  one  who  seconded  it 
were  not  present  at  the  previous  meeting,  which  adopt- 
ed the  resolution  not  to  have  one,  and  were  very  much 
opposed  to  not  having  it.  Upon  the  point  of  order 
being  raised  that  the  resolution  appropriating  the 
money  was  out  of  order  until  the  former  one  was 
rescinded,  the  Noble  Grand  so  ruled,  when  the  mover 
appealed  from  his  decision  to  the  lodge  which  did  not 
sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair. 
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Question  :  Was  the  Noble  Grand  correct  in  ruling 
the  motion  out  of  order  ? 
*Answer  :  Yes. 

49. — Question  :  The  majority  of  the  members 
present  having  voted  against  sustaining  the  chair's 
decision,  what  should  be  the  course  of  the  Noble 
Grand,  if,  as  he  believes,  the  action  of  the  lodge  was 
illegal  ? 

*Answer  :  Appeal  to  the  D.D.G.M.  which  would 
stay  proceedings  pending  his  decision. 

50. — Question  :  Is  a  non-beneficial  member  who 
has  filled  the  Vice-Grand's  chair  eligible  for  election 
to  the  office  of  Noble  Grand  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes. — Constitution  of  subordinate  71. 

51. — Statement  :  (a)  A  member  of  a  lodge  having 
been  sick  for  about  two  years  died,  leaving  no  widow  or. 
children  under  2 1  years  of  age.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  drawing  $1.00  per  week  sick  benefits  with  no 
other  income.  His  son  now  makes  application'  for 
the  widow's  benefits  which,  as  per  clause  106  of  the 
constitution,  is  the  amount  paid  by  this  lodge. 

Clause  29  of  By-laws  reads — "On  the  decease  of  a 
member  if  he  leaves  no  widow  or  orphan  children 
under  the  age  of  21  years,  and  a  claim  be  made  under 
clause  106  of  the  constitution  on  behalf  of  dependent 
relatives  upon  whom  he  was  dependent  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  the  Noble  Grand  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
investigate  the  validity  of  such  claim  shall  report 
thereon  when  the  lodge  shall  proceed  to  deal  with  the 
matter." 

The  Committee,  not  being  clear  on  the  meaning  of 
the  word  dependent,  reported  that  he  was  not  de- 
pendent on  any  person  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The 
report  was  adopted  by  the  lodge,  after  which  a  motion 
was  made  that  it  be  paid,  which  carried.  It  was  then 
appealed  to  me  and  having  given  my  decision  it  was 
appealed  through  me  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Question  :  (a)   Should  this  claim  be  paid  ? 
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(b)  Some  of  the  Brothers  would  like  to  know  what 
the  word  dependent  means,  whether  physically  de- 
pendent or  financially  dependent.  If  financially  de- 
pendent, what  would  the  amount  of  income  be  to  be 
dependent  ? 

*  Answer  :  (a)  It  seems  rather  difficult  to  decide, 
in  that  your  committee  who  are  right  there,  knowing 
the  circumstances,  etc.,  decided  that  the  claim  should 
not  be  paid.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  the  fact  that  the 
report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the  lodge,  I 
cannot  see  why  the  lodge  voted  the  money.  The  proper 
thing  to  do  would  have  been  to  have  had  the  resolu- 
tion adopting  the  report  of  the  committee  re-considered 
and  rescinded.  Then  the  whole  matter  would  have 
been  reopened  for  discussion,  the  validity  of  the 
claim  discussed,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  lodge  the 
father  was  dependent  upon  the  son  for  his  living,  the 
motion  to  pay  the  claim  would  have  been  in  order. 

(b)  There  is  no  question  about  the  meaning  of  the 
word  "dependent"  where  it  appears  in  our  constitu- 
tion. In  this  case  it  would  mean,  of  course,  that  the 
father  was  dependent  upon  his  son  for  his  living. 

52. — Question  :  Can  a  lodge  accept  a  brother  by 
reinstatement  without  getting  a  physician's  certificate 
filled  out  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or 
will  it  be  lawful  to  accept  a  candidate  in  just  merely 
one  something  like  this  one: 

"  I  have  this  day  examined  Mr 

and  find  him  free  from  any  disease  of  any  kind." 

Signed  by  Physician. 
*Answer  :  Yes. 

53. — Statement  :  A  Brother  who  was  paid  up  to 
Dec.  31st  was  taken  sick  on  the  26th  of  January.  The 
doctor  told  him  it  would  be  but  a  few  days  until  he 
would  be  all  right.  After  being  a  week  in  the  house, 
sick,  the  doctor  told  him  he  could  go  to  work.  He 
worked  one  day  and  he  went  back  to  bed  again.  When 
he  was  able  to  get  out  again,  the  doctor  told  him  he 
had  better  go  home,  so  he  came  home  and  notified  the 
lodge  and  paid  two  quarters'  dues  up  to  June  30th. 
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*Answer  :  The  Brother  was  in  good  standing  on 
Jan.  26th  when  he  took  ill,  and  was  therefore  entitled 
to  benefits.  He  would  be  entitled  to  benefits  from  the 
date  on  which  he  notified  his  lodge. 

54. — Question  :  Is  it  lawful  for  regalia  to  be  used 
to  present  a  tableau  or  in  enacting  a  drama,  etc.,  in 
public  ? 

*Answer  :  No. — Busbee's  Digest,  Section  1582. 

55. — Question  :  Can  I  use  a  third  degree  member 
(who  is  not  a  past  Grand)  for  D.D.G.  Marshal  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  Clause  1402. 

56. — Question  :  Can  a  person  of  good  health  and 
character  over  60  years  of  age  join  a  lodge  as  a  non- 
beneficial  member  ? 

*  Answer  :  No. — Busbee's  Digest,  Section  893. 

57. — Question  :  Is  a  man  driving  a  brewery  wagon, 
who  is  a  fine  young  man,  eligible  to  become  a  member 
of  our  Order  ? 
*Answer  :  Yes. 

58. — Question  :  Must  a  committee  on  character  be 
appointed  openly  in  open  lodge,  so  that  every  one  pre- 
sent knows  who  the  committee  are  ? 

*  Answer  :  Yes. 

59. — Question  :  Is  it  legal  for  a  lodge  to  pay  a 
nurse  or  watcher  out  of  its  nurse  fund,  when  the  nurse 
or  watcher  is  the  sick  Brother's  wife  ? 

*  Answer  :  No. — Busbee's  Digest,  Section  164. 

60. — Question  :  Is  it  legal  for  a  lodge  to  pay  a 
nurse  or  watcher,  out  of  its  nurse  fund,  when  the 
nurse  or  watcher  is  the  sick  Brother's  daughter. 

*  Answer  :  Yes.  Providing  the  daughter  is  not  a 
minor. — Busbee's  Digest,  166. 

61. — Question  :  Is  it  legal  for  a  lodge  to  pay  a 
nurse  or  watcher  out  of  its  nurse  fund,  when  the  nurse 
or  watcher  is  the  sick  Brother's  sister  ? 

*Answer  :  Yes.  Providing  the  sister  is  not  a  minor. 
— Busbee's  Digest,  Section  166. 

62. — Question  :  A  Brother  Odd  Fellow,  working  on 
Hydro   Electric  line  fell,   and   our  lodge  looked   after 
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him  so  well  that  two  other  members  of  the  gang  of 
workmen,  the  foreman  and  superintendent,  desire  to 
join  our  lodge.     What  is  necessary  for  us  to  do  ? 

*  Answer  :  You  must  get  sanction  of  lodge  where  the 
person  requesting  admission  resides. 

63. — Question  :  A  Brother  was  taken  sick 
when  in  arrears  for  dues  to  the  extent  of  $3.00.  Is  our 
lodge  liable  for  sick  benefits  ? 

*Answer  :  No. 

64. — Statement  :  A  Brother  in  good  standing  takes 
ill  three  weeks  ago,  and  is  not  able  to  work  for  two 
weeks.  At  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  his  illness  he 
returns  to  work,  the  doctor  stating  that  in  ten  days' 
time  he  must  be  examined  and  possibly  submit  to  an 
operation.  The  Brother  in  question  worked  for  one 
week  and  was  not  able  to  stand  pain  any  longer,  and 
was  sent  to  Toronto  to  undergo  an  operation.  He 
received  benefits  for  the  second  week  of  his  illness. 

Question  :  Is  it  necessary  for  this  Brother  to  be 
two  more  weeks  ill  before  he  is  entitled  to  benefits  ? 

*Answer  :  If  it  was  a  continuation  of  the  same  sick- 
ness of  the  Brother  you  mentioned,  it  is  not  necessary 
for  another  week  to  elapse  after  he  had  to  give  up  work 
before  benefits  are  paid. 

65. — Question  :  May  a  Junior  Past  Grand  in  a  Re- 
bekah  Lodge  also  act  as  Rec.  Secretary  ? 

*Answer  :  Yes. 

66. — Question  :  We  have  a  Brother  belonging  to 
our  lodge  who  was  in  arrears  three  quarters  and  paid 
up.  A  few  days  after  he  had  paid  his  dues  in  full  he 
was  taken  sick  and  was  sick  about  8  weeks.  Now  he 
claims  his  sick  benefits  in  full,  and  our  lodge  claims 
that  he  should  have  been  paid  up  four  weeks  before  he 
is  entitled  to  any  sick  benefits.     Are  we  right  ? 

*Answer  :  The  contention  of  the  lodge  is  right. 

67 . — Statement :  We  have  a  lodge  of  2 5  7  members  and 
with  the  manifold  diseases  which  infest  mankind,  we 
have  felt  that  we  would  like  to  furnish  a  bed-room 
complete  in  our   hospital  for  the   use   of   any   of   the 
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Brethren   who   may   be   stricken   down.      There  is   no 
place  that  they  can  be  cared  for  as  well  as  there. 

Question  :  Can  we  use  some  of  our  contingent  fund 
i  1  this  way  ? 

*Answer  :  Yes. — See  Clause  507,  Busbee's  Digest. 
68. — Question  : 

*Answer  :  If  notification  is  not  sent,  Brother  main- 
tains his  standing.     Suspension  is  not  legal. 
Rebekak's   Decisions. 
1. — Question  :  Is  a  Sister  of  the  Rebekah  Degree, 
who  has  served  a  term  as  Past  Noble  Grand,  eligible 
for  Vice  Grand  ? 

*Answer  :  No.     Unless  she  has  filled  some  qualify- 
ing office  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  the  end  of  the  term. 

2. — Question  :  Is  a  member  eligible  for  nomination 
for  more  offices  than  one  ? 
*Answer  :  Yes. 

3. — Question  :  Is  a  widow,  who  has  not  any  one 
belonging  to  her  connected  with  the  Order,  eligible  for 
membership  in  Rebekah  Lodge. 

*Answer  :  Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  Section  2598. 
4. — Question:  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary to  place  the  rank  or  title   of  the   member   after 
the  name? 

*Answer  :   Yes. — Busbee's  Digest,  241  and  207. 
5. — Question  :  Was  Clause  63  of  the  Rebekah  Con- 
stitution changed  at  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  Belleville  ? 

Clause  63  of  Constitution  reads:  ''If  less  than 
three  blackballs  be  found  the  candidate  shall  be  ac- 
cepted, but  if  three  or  more  appear  shall  be  rejected." 
*  Answer  :  Clause  101  of  Grand  Lodge  By-laws 
reads:  "If  not  more  than  three  black  balls  appear  the 
candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  admission." 

There  was  no  change  in  August  of  the  By-laws  you 
refer  to. 

34. — conclusion. 

And  now,  Brethren,  I  have  freely  and  conscientious- 
ly given  of  my  time,  energy  and  ability.     I  feel  more  and 
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more  that  in  many  things  I  have  failed,  but  I  believe 
good  work  has  been  done  generally  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction.  The  year's  record  is  before  you.  If  it 
meets  with  your  approval  I  shall  be  indeed  thankful; 
wherein  I  have  failed  I  trust  you  will  be  lenient. 

Every  member  of  our  beloved  Order,  especially 
my  District  Deputies,  my  Associate  Grand  Officers 
and  Past  Grand  Masters,  have  been  as  kind  as  could 
be.  I  desire  to  thank  them  one  and  all  for  assistance 
so  readily  given  and  courtesy  shown. 

I  have  found  that  the  lodges  generally  desire  the 
Grand  Master,  but  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Warden  have  been  very  kind  and  helpful  and 
our  Grand  Secretary  has  always  been  on  the  job. 
May  he  continue  for  a  very  long  time  to  give  of  his 
zeal  and  energy  to  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

I  thank  one  and  all  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon 
me.  I  trust  the  experience  gained  may  aid  me  in 
giving  even  more  in  the  future  for  the  Order  I  dearly 
love.

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The  Deputy  Grand  Master  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
tribution : 

DEPUTY    GRAND    MASTER'S    REPORT 
Dr.  P.  T.  Coupland,  Grand  Master,  I.O.O.F.,  Ontario  : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  a 
report  of  the  work  which  I  have  been  able  to  do  as 
Deputy  Grand  Master.  I  regret  that  other  demands 
on  my  time  prevented  my  extending  my  visitations  as 
I  could  have  wished. 

23rd  October,  19 13. — On  the  invitation  of  Parkdale 
Lodge,  No.  365,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  this  lodge, 
when  a  degree  team  from  Excelsior  Lodge  of  Hamilton 
exemplified  the  initiatory  degree.  This  lodge  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  fine  Assembly  Hall  in 
Lansdowne  Avenue  was  filled  to  overflowing  by  enthu- 
siastic Odd  Fellows,  including  many  Past  Grands,  Past 
D.D.G.M.'s,  Dr.  Smuck,  D.D.G.M.,  J.  A.  Weir, 
D.D.G.M.,  and  Bro.  Jos.  Powley,  P.G.M.  The  work 
of  the  initiatory  degree  was  put  on  in  a  manner  to  elicit 
hearty  applause  from  all  present.  After  the  lodge 
closed  the  brethren  adjourned  to  the  banqueting  hall, 
where,  with  Past  Grand  Master  Bro.  Joseph  Powley  in 
the  chair,  they  partook  of  the  good  cheer  provided  by 
the  brothers.  A  short  toast  list  followed  with  brief 
speechmaking  and  song  singing,  when  a  most  enjoyable 
gathering,  pervaded  by  the  spirit  of  genuine  fraternity, 
broke   up   about    1.30   a.m. 

6th  March,  19 14. — On  the  invitation  of  Gerrard 
Lodge,  No.  424,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  that  lodge  on 
the  evening  of  6th  March,  19 14,  in  their  beautiful  hall 
at  No.  793  Gerrard  street.  The  initiatory  degree  was 
put  on  in  an  admirable  manner.  This  lodge,  though 
only  instituted  in  December,  19 10,  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  having  now  a  membership  of  upwards  of  200. 
On  the  evening  of  my  visit  four  candidates  were  ini- 
tiated. 

13th  March,  19 14. — The  Grand  Master  asked  me 
to  represent  him  at  the  anniversary  of  Empire  Lodge, 
No.  87,  St.  Catharines,  on  Friday  evening,  13th  March, 
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to  which  he  himself  had  accepted  an  invitation  and  at 
the  last  moment  found  himself  unable  to  attend.  I 
had  much  pleasure  in  complying  with  the  request  of 
the  Grand  Master.  On  my  arrival  at  St.  Catharines 
I  found  a  record  gathering  of  Odd  Fellows  from  the 
Niagara  peninsula,  representatives  being  present  from 
Hamilton,  Grimsby,  Welland,  Niagara  Falls,  etc.  The 
degree  team  of  Harmony  Lodge,  No'.  115,  Brantford, 
was  in  attendance  with  a  large  number  of  brothers  from 
that  city,  and  exemplified  the  work  of  the  first  degree, 
ten  initiates  being  advanced  to  that  degree.  A  more 
enthusiastic  body  of  Odd  Fellows  it  has  never  been  my 
good  fortune  to  meet.  The  lodge  is  41  years  old,  but 
it  has  all  the  vigor  and  cheerful  optimism  of  youth. 
Past  Grand  Masters  Mclntyre  of  St.  Catharines  and 
Woodyatt  of  Brantford  were  present.  After  closing 
the  lodge  the  brothers  to  the  number  of  600  adjourned 
to  the  Masonic  Hall  where  substantial  refreshments 
were  served  and  a  programme  of  music,  recitations  and 
speeches  pleasantly  occupied  the  time  till  the  wee  sma' 
hours  of  mornin',  when  the  brothers  dispersed  well 
pleased  with  this  demonstration  of  the  strength  and 
vitality  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  St.  Catharines  and 
vicinity. 

19th  May,  1 9 14. — On  the  invitation  of  Oak  Leaf 
Lodge,  No.  159,  of  Hamilton,  I  attended  at  that  city 
on  the  above  date.  Sovereign  Lodge,  No.  401,  of 
Toronto,  exemplified  the  work  of  the  initiatory  degree. 
The  Toronto  brethren  journeyed  to  Hamilton  by 
special  train.  Arriving  at  8.20  p.m.,  they  were  met  by 
the  Odd  Fellows'  Band  and  the  Canton  of  the  Patri- 
archs Militant  and  escorted  to  the  Odd  Fellows'  Temple. 
A  large  gathering  of  Hamilton  Odd  Fellows  were 
present,  as  well  as  a  number  from  lodges  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. The  degree  work  as  put  on  well  sustained 
the  high  reputation  of  Sovereign  Lodge.  Afterwards 
an  adjournment  was  had  to  the  dining  hall  where  re- 
freshments were  served  and  some  interesting  addresses 
were  delivered,  the  brothers  dispersing  on  the  stroke 
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of  two  o'clock,  at  which  hour  the  Toronto  delegation 
took  train  for  home. 

I  was  accompanied  by  Grand  Secretary  Brooks,  and 
was  glad  to  meet  Past  Grand  Master  Turner,  as  enthu- 
siastic as  ever  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  D.D. 
G.M.  Smith,  of  District  No.  9,  was  also  present  and 
delivered  an  interesting  address  which  showed  that 
he  was  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  work  of  his 
District,  and  that  the  outlook  for  the  future  was  most 
encouraging. 

3rd  June,  1 9 14 — At  the  request  of  the  Grand 
Master  and  on  the  invitation  of  Pyramid  Lodge,  No. 
156,  I  attended  at  Newmarket  on  the  above  date.  The 
.occasion  was  the  dedication  of  a  new  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
recently  erected.  The  weather  was  fine  and  the  day 
being  a  public  holiday — the  King's  Birthday — this 
nourishing  town  was  in  gala  dress  and  crowds  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  citizens  thronged  the  streets.  A  large 
number  of  brothers  from  points  without  the  town  were 
present,  notably  Grand  Secretary  Brooks,  Grand 
Treasurer  McCormick,  Grand  Chaplain  Cummer,  Past 
Grand  Master  Johnston,  and  D.D. G.M.  Dr.  Smuck. 
Cantons  Nos.  7  and  10  of  Toronto  were  also  in  attend- 
ance and  formed  a  guard  of  honour  to  the  Grand 
Officers.  At  half-past  one  o'clock  the  Grand  Officers 
and  visiting  brothers  were  tendered  a  reception  at  the 
Town  Hall  by  N.  G.  Young,  on  behalf  of  local  Odd 
Fellows,  and  by  His  Worship  Mayor  Allen  on  behalf 
of  the  citizens.  After  the  reception  a  procession  was 
formed,  headed  by  a  brass  band,  which  marched  to  the 
new  hall  where  the  ceremony  of  dedication  was  pro- 
ceeded with  in  accordance  with  the  solemn  and  im- 
pressive form  of  the  Order.  The  building  is  a  hand- 
some structure  of  brick,  conveniently  situated  on  a 
leading  street  and  contains  a  spacious  assembly  room 
with  suitable  ante-rooms  admirably  adapted  to  the 
purposes  of  the  lodge.  Below  is  a  well-lighted,  roomy 
basement  which  may  be  used  as  a  refreshment  room. 
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A  pleasant  episode  was  the  presentation  of  Veteran 
jewels  by  Pyramid  Lodge  to  Bros.  Atkinson  and 
Brimson,  of  whom  many  kind  and  complimentary 
things  were  said.  Altogether  the  day  marked  a  dis- 
tinct stride  forward  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Newmarket.  The  balance  of  the  afternoon  was 
devoted  to  games  and  amusements  in  the  town  park.

GRAND  WARDEN'S  REPORT 
To  P.  T.  Coupland,  Grand  Master,  I.O.O.F.,  Ontario: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — In  presenting  my  report 
for  the  year  just  closing,  I  regret  not  being  able  to  show 
better  results  from  this  office. 

The  demands  on  your  Grand  Warden  have  been 
very  light,  but  where  my  services  have  been  required, 
I  have  done  all  I  possibly  could  to  advance  the  interests 
of  our  beloved  Order  and  assist  in  the  arduous  duties 
which,  as  Grand  Master,  you  have  been  called  on  to 
perform. 

It  is  largely  due  to  your  activity  and  zeal  as  Grand 
Master,  assisted  by  our  energetic  Grand  Secretary, 
that  the  duties  of  your  associate  officers  have  been 
materially  reduced. 

Sunday,  September  27th,  accompanied  by  Past 
Grand  Masters  Donogh,  Hornibrook,  Johnston,  Past 
Grand  Patriarch  Clapp  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  to  the  Odd  Fellows'  Home. 

Since  my  former  visit  I  was  gratified  at  the  marked 
improvement  everywhere  apparent.  Additions  had 
been  made  to  the  buildings,  the  grounds  beautified,  and 
a  general  appearance  of  order  and  happiness  among  the 
inmates  was  in  evidence. 

During  our  stay  church  service  was  conducted  and 
much  enjoyed  by  those  present. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  his 
estimable  wife,  for  a  very  pleasant  time  spent  at  their 
home  on  that  occasion. 

Monday,  September  28th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
attending  an  executive  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers,  held  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
where  a  few  hours  were  spent  in  discussing  matters 
in  the  interest  of  the  Order. 

Thursday,  January  8th,  I  attended  the  joint  instal- 
lation of  Belleville  and  Mizpah  Lodges.     The  officers 
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were  installed  by  the  D.D.G.M.,  Bro.  T.  E.  Whattem, 
assisted  by  local  brethren. 

The  D.D.G.M.  had  his  work  perfect  and  received 
hearty  congratulations  from  those  present. 

At  the  supper,  Bro.  James  Duckworth  acted  as 
chairman,  and  a  short  programme  was  provided. 
Addresses  by  the  D.D.G.M.,  Grand  Patriarch  Ketch- 
eson,  Bro.  Dr.  Piatt,  your  Grand  Warden, and  others 
brought  a  most  pleasant  evening  to  a  close. 

Friday,  April  3rd,  was  a  red  letter  day  with  the 
brethren  of  Royal  Lodge,  286,  Havelock.  This  was 
the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  their  splendid  new 
hall  and  no  pains  or  expense  had  been  spared  to  make 
this  event  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

On  my  arrival  I  was  met  at  the  station  by  Bros. 
Savigny,  D.D.G.M.,  and  Robinson  of  Peterborough, 
and  was  shortly  after  joined  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Acting  for  the  Grand  Master  and  assisted  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  members  of  Royal  Lodge,  I 
dedicated  their  new  hall  to  the  usages  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship. 

I  must  compliment  the  Havelock  brethren  on  the 
complete  arrangement  of  every  detail,  everything 
passing  off  without  a  hitch.  After  the  dedication 
ceremony,  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  D.D.G.M.  Savigny,  Bro.  Robinson,  your 
Grand   Warden,    and   others. 

An  elaborate  banquet  had  been  provided  by  the 
sister  Rebekahs  for  about  three  hundred,  who  did 
ample  justice  to  the  good  things.  After  a  somewhat 
lengthy  programme  we  bid  the  brothers  and  sisters 
goodbye,  feeling  that  we  had  spent  a  most  delightful 
evening.

Sunday,  April  26th,  the  95th  anniversary  of  the 
Order  was  celebrated  by  divine  service  in  John  Street 
Presbyterian    Church,  Belleville. 

There  was  a  large  turnout  although  the  weather 
was  bad.  The  church  was  filled  to  the  doors  and  an 
able  and  instructive  sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curry. 

Sunday,  May  3rd,  with  the  members  of  Canton 
Belleville,  No.  8.  Patriarchs  Militant,  I  attended 
church  service  at  Picton. 

As  is  always  the  case  in  this  lively  town,  there  was 
a  good  turnout  of  the  members.  An  able  sermon  was 
delivered  by  the  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church. 

Wednesday,  July  22nd,  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Relief  Association  held  in  the 
city  of  Kingston.  This  meeting  was  unique  in  its 
character,  every  province  in  the  Dominion  being  repre- 
sented. 

The  various  reports  submitted  show  the  Association 
to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  your 

successful   term   as    Grand    Master.     Your   labors    on 

behalf  of  our  great  Order  will,  I  trust,  meet  with  the 

hearty  approval  of  every  member  of  the  Jurisdiction.

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Bro.  W.  S.  Johnston,  P.G.M.,  presented  the  follow- 
ing report  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Distribution  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  BOARD. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Trustees,  to  whom  have  been  entrusted  the  care  and  management 
of  the  Ontario  Odd  Fellows'  Home,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  incorporated  as  the  Ontario  Odd  Fellows'  Home  Association, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer,  audited  and  certified  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Auditors, 
showing  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  general  revenue  account, 
Home  Maintenance  Account,  and  Balance  Sheet,  for  the  year  19 13. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  work  on  the  new  Home  building,  although 
commenced  a  year  previously,  was  not  completed  until  June,  19 13.  During 
building  operations  considerable  extra  responsibility  was  put  upon  the 
Trustees,  but  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  all  contracts  completed 
and  satisfactorily  closed  before  the  1st  of  July,  19 13,  as  well  as  additional 
contracts  for  electric  fixtures  for  all  the  rooms,  and  new  blinds  for  the 
windows,  the  cost  of  which  is  included  in  the  Home  Furnishings  Account. 

Some  improvements  were  made  to  the  grounds,  especially  in  regra  ding 
the  driveway  and  the  construction  of  a  concrete  sidewalk,  with  concrete 
curb,  and  a  curb  of  the  same  material  on  the  opposite  side  of  driveway,  lead- 
ing from  the  entrance  on  Davenport  Road  to  the  Home  Building,  a  much 
needed  improvement,  and  one  which  adds  to  the  value  and  appearance  of 
the  property  as  well  as  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  parties  visiting 
the  Home.  The  cost  of  this  work,  which  is  included  in  the  Home  Per- 
manent Improvements  Account,  amounted  to  $401.60. 

A  very  substantial  board  fence  has  been  erected  by  the  Toronto  Board 
of  Education  across  the  north  end  of  the  Home  property  on  the  line  dividing 
it  from  the  public  school  which  adjoins  it,  and  which  is  attended  by  the 
Home  children. 

A  settlement  has  not  yet  been  arrived  at  between  the  Home  Board  and 
the  City  of  Toronto,  for  the  land  expropriated  for  the  extension  of  Tyrrel 
Avenue  to  Ossington  Avenue,  causing  a  severance  of  about  one  acre  from 
what  is  now  the  main  portion  of  the  land.  This  necessitated  the  erection 
of  a  new  high  board  fence  across  the  property  on  the  south  side  of  Tyrrel 
Avenue,  which  was  done  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $1 17.50. 

No  loss  has  occurred  through  delay  in  effecting  a  settlement.  The 
city  has  offered  $3,300.00  for  the  land  taken  for  the  street,  with  interest 
from  the  date  of  the  by-law,  but  your  trustees  are  holding  out  for  a  larger 
sum  and  for  damages  for  severance,  and  a  court  of  arbitration  may  be 
resorted  to.  It  may  be  found  advisable  to  dispose  of  the  acre  of  land 
referred  to  as  having  been  severed,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  grant  permission  to  the  Trustees  to  sell  this  parcel  if  an  advanta- 
geous offer  can  be  secured. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  fencing  around  other  parts  of  the  pro- 
perty requires  renewing,  and  this  it  is  proposed  to  have  done  as  circum- 
stances will  permit.  This  year  the  old  fence  across  the  front  facing  on 
Davenport  Road,  has  been  taken  down  and  the  contract  let  for  a  substan- 
tial iron  fence,  with  brick  piers  for  the  entrance  gates  and  at  intersections 
of  20  feet.  The  cost  will  amount  to  $775.00,  and  it  is  expected  to  have  the 
work  completed  before  the    session  of  Grand  Lodge. 
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Other  improvements  were  made  with  a  view  to  adding  to  the  value 
of  the  property  and  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  residents.  Among 
these  were  the  placing  of  portable  wardrobes  in  the  bed  rooms — 18  in  all — 
at  a  cost  of  $180.00,  but  as  the  contract  was  not  closed  until  this  year 
this  expenditure  does  not  appear  in  the  accounts  for  19 13. 

A  very  important  as  well  as  gratifying  part  of  the  year's  work  was 
the  furnishing  of  so  many  of  the  rooms  by  voluntary  donations  by  lodges 
and  individual  members  of  the  Order,  and  by  the  Rebekah  Lodges  and 
Assembly  of  Ontario,  the  value  of  the  furnishings  provided  in  this  way 
in  1 9 13,  including  a  fine  piano,  amounting  to  $1,413.20. 

A  list  of  these  donations,  and  a  statement  snowing  the  cost  of  the 
several  branches  of  the  work  on  the  Home  building,  are  given  by  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  on  another  page. 

Immediately  on  the  completion  of  the  new  building  and  in  view  of  the 
increasing  number  of  residents  and  the  growing  importance  and  require- 
ments of  the  institution  as  a  Home  for  our  aged  and  indigent  Brothers  and 
Sisters,  and  the  orphan  children  of  deceased  members,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee felt  that  the  time  had  arrived  when,  if  suitable  persons  could  be 
secured,  the  Home  should  have  a  resident  Superintendent,  who,  with  his 
wife  as  Matron,  could  take  charge  of  the  management  and  care  of  the 
Home  and  grounds,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee 
or  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Matron  then  in  charge  had  intimated  her 
desire  to  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility,  and  in  June  applications  from 
Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing  to  take  charge  of  the  Home  and  the  wards 
of  the  Order  were  asked  for,  circulars  setting  forth  the  necessary  quali- 
fications for  both  Superintendent  and  Matron  being  sent  to  all  the  Lodges, 
Encampments  and  Rebekah  Lodges  in  Ontario. 

Later,  advertisements  containing  similar  information  were  published 
in  two  of  the  Toronto  dailies.  As  a  result  several  applications  were  re- 
ceived, the  appointment  of  Bro.  J.  Buchanan  and  wife  being  finally  made 
by  the  Board,  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buchanan 
accordingly  took  charge  as  Superintendent  and  Matron  on  the  18th  of 
November. 

During  the  year  there  was  considerable  sickness  and,  we  regret  to  say, 
two  deaths  in  the  family  at  the  Home. 

Bro.  J.  B.  Clark,  mentioned  in  our  last  report  as  having  lost  a  leg, 
although  enjoying  fairly  good  health  is  still  unable  to  move  about  without 
the  aid  of  a  wheel-chair,  in  which  he  takes  some  pleasure  as  well  as  exercise 
in  the  sun  room  and  corridors  adjoining  his  bed-room. 

Bro.  D.  Mahoney,  another  aged  resident,  who  had  not  enjoyed  good 
health  for  some  time,  passed  away  to  his  last  resting-place  on  the  25th  of 
September,  his  remains  being  interred  at  Hamilton  by  the  members  of  his 
lodge — Oak  Leaf  No.  159. 

It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  after  his  death,  that 
while  a  resident  of  the  Home  Bro.  Mahoney,  unknown  to  the  Board,  had 
an  insurance  policy  for  $1,000,  payable  to  his  widow,  who  had  resided 
with  him  at  the  Home,  and  also  funds  amounting  to  $1,000  to  his  credit 
in  a  bank  at  Hamilton,  which  he  had  willed  to  relatives,  the  Executive 
made  a  demand  upon  the  executors  of  the  estate  and  upon  Mrs.  Mahoney 
for  an  assignment  of  the  amount  of  the  insurance  to  the  Home,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  regulations  applicable  to  parties  admitted  to  the 
Home. 

The  rules  of  the  Home  require  that  where  an  applicant  for  admission 
has  private  means  the  same  must  be  assigned  to  the  Home.     Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Mahoney  were  admitted  in  the  earlier  days  of  the  Home  and  possibly 
under  some  misapprehension,  and  as  they  had  then  been  maintained  for 
six  years  without  any  remuneration,  the  Board  felt  that  they  would  be 
imposing  on  the  generosity  of  the  brotherhood  in  Ontario  if  they  continued 
to  maintain  one  who  had  both  means  and  relatives  to  provide  for  her 
support.  They  accordingly  decided  that  the  rules  of  the  Home  must  be 
carried  out  or  the  widow,  who  was  the  beneficiary,  be  removed.  Both 
Mrs.  Mahoney  and  the  executors  declined  to  comply  with  the  demand  for 
a  transfer  or  assignment  of  the  insurance,  and  Mrs.  Mahoney  was  taken 
out  of  the  Home  by  relatives  on  the  20th  of  December. 

Bro.  David  Newman,  a  new  resident  admitted  on  the  8th  of  August, 
19 13,  a  member  of  Cataract  Lodge,  No.  103,  of  Niagara  Falls,  came  to  us 
in  poor  health,  but  spent  the  last  few  months  of  his  life  happily  at  the 
Home,  buoyant  with  the  hope  that  he  would  regain  health  and  strength. 
His  heart  failed  him,  however,  and  he  was  taken  to  the  General  Hospital 
on  the  5th  of  November,  where  he  died  just  a  week  later, — on  the  12th. 
His  remains  were  interred  by  his  lodge  at  Niagara  Falls,  the  members  of 
which  expressed  to  the  Board  by  resolution  their  high  appreciation  of  the 
kind  and  generous  treatment  accorded  their  late  brother  while  a  resident  of 
the  Home.

They  are  all  doing  well,  but  as  they  advance  in  years  our 
responsibility  increases  and  serious  problems  as  to  their  future  and  their 
preparation  for  it,  confront  us.  Some  of  them  are  nearing  the  age  of  man- 
hood and  womanhood,  and  that  they  may  go  from  the  Home  qualified  to 
meet  the  battles  of  life,  with  a  knowledge  of  some  trade  or  calling  to  enable 
them  to  provide  for  themselves,  is  engaging  the  serious  thought  and  atten- 
tion of  your  Trustees.  Already  Blanche  Lasha,  our  oldest  girl,  aged  16,  is 
learning  the  dressmaking,  her  choice  of  occupation,  and  a  position  is 
expected  soon  for  Walter  "Moulds,  aged  15,  at  machine  work,  for  which  he 
has  expressed  a  preference.  Neither  have  been  very  apt  students  and 
school  life  to  them  has  become  a  decided  displeasure.

Bodies  this  year  may  have  an  opportunity  to  view  the  Home  and  grounds, 
and  anticipating  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adjourn  for  the  occa- 
sion, the  Board  of  Trustees  have  arranged  to  hold  a  reception  at  the  Home 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  August  13th,  from  4  to  6  o'clock,  when  light 
refreshments  will  be  served  and  a  short  programme  carried  out.  A  most 
cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  officers,  representatives  and  visitors 
to  attend.  The  Home  is  easily  reached  by  street  car  from  any  point  in  the 
city  by  transferring  to  the  Bathurst  car  line,  and  connecting  with  the 
suburban  line  at  Christie  street  at  a  quarter  to,  or  a  quarter  after  any  hour 
of  the  afternoon.  From  the  end  of  the  Bathurst  car  line  at  Christie  street 
it  is  less  than  10  minutes'  walk  to  the  Home.

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The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  report  as  follows, 
and  same  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Distribution : 

GRAND  SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

To    the    Grand    Master    and    Grand    Lodge    of   Ontario, 
I.O.O.F.:— 

Brethren, — It  is  only  four  years  since  we  last  met 
in  Toronto  in  annual  session,  but  in  that  time  much 
has  been  done  and  good  progress  has  been  made.  We 
now  have  the  privilege  of  welcoming  you  back  to  the 
Queen  City  of  the  premier  province  of  the  Dominion, 
where  we  can  boast  of  having  a  splendid  new  Temple 
to  which  you  may  come.  Our  membership  in  Toronto 
is  larger  than  any  one  of  several  of  the  other  Canadian 
jurisdictions,  while  it  is  almost  equal  to  the  one  or  two 
exceptions.  We  have  37  Subordinate  Lodges,  9  En- 
campments, 13  Rebekah  Lodges,  and  2  Cantons,  and 
all  of  these  have  united  in  an  endeavor  to  make  your 
brief  stay  in  Toronto  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

It  is  now  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  my  annual 
report  for  your  consideration.  The  statistical  infor- 
mation and  financial  statements  will  give  you  a  correct 
idea  of  our  actual  condition,  and  you  are  asked  to  give 
these  and  all  other  matters  placed  before,  you  careful 
thought,  and  to  take  such  action  upon  them  as  will 
insure  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  being  served. 

That  our  Order  has  been  richly  blsesed  and  abun- 
dantly prospered  is  shown  by  its  splendid  growth  and 
wonderful  accomplishments,  and  while  we  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  never-failing  guidance  and  protection 
of  the  Divine  Father,  let  us  not  forget  the  spirit  of  true 
fraternity  as  we  come  together  for  mutual  counsel 
and  deliberation.  Let  your  every  action  redound  to 
the  credit  of  the  great  institution  you  represent,  and 
you  may  be  well  assured  that  your  efforts  will  be 
crowned  with  success.  I  trust  that  when  the  session 
is  over  and  your  labors  are  completed  you  may  return 
to  your  homes  with  a  consciousness  of  having  given 
faithful  and  valuable  service,  and  that  you  will  carry 
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back  to  your  several  lodges  something  of  the  spirit  of 
optimism  and  enthusiasm  which  will  inspire  them 
with  higher  ideals  of  usefulness  and  activity.  May 
you  also  carry  home  with  you  pleasant  recollections  of 
an  enjoyable  time  spent  in  association  with  old  and 
new  friends  in  this  great  convention  city. 

2. IN    MEMORIAM. 

The  year  which  is  now  under  review  has  been  no 
exception  to  the  rule  in  losses  sustained,  and  we  are 
being  constantly  reminded  of  the  uncertainty  of  life. 
Many  valued  members  have  been  called  to  the  sphere 
of  higher  service,  and  while  we  mourn  their  loss  we 
rejoice  in  the  fact  that  in  life  they  were  privileged  to 
contribute  to  the  good  of  humanity  through  member- 
ship in  the  Order,  and  that  now  their  loved  ones  will 
have  the  tender  care  and  loving  attention  of  those 
who  remain. 

A  complete  list  of  deaths  for  the  past  year,  as  reported 
to  me,  will  be  found  in  the  statistics  appended  hereto. 
It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  make  special  mention 
of  each  and  every  case,  or  to  give  adequate  recognition 
thereto,  because  of  the  fact  that  I  have  not  enjoyed  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  all  these  members.  The 
Grand  Master  and  the  Committee  on  Necrology  will 
make  more  extended  reference  to  those  who  have  gone. 
Some  have  been  taken  off  in  the  prime  of  manhood, 
while  others  had  reached  the  allotted  span  of  life,  but 
in  every  case  some  home  has  been  bereaved  or  some 
circle  broken.  I  trust  that  the  members  of  every 
lodge  concerned  have  done  everything  possible  to 
lessen  the  sorrow  of  the  bereaved  ones  and  to  bring 
comfort  and  relief  to  them.  Our  deepest  sympathy 
goes  out  to  them. 

May  I  suggest  that  in  cases  where  deceased  mem- 
bers have  been  particularly  active  in  their  lodges,  and 
where  they  have  at  any  time  occupied  official  positions 
in  Subordinate  or  Grand  Lodge,  full  particulars  should 
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be  brought  in  by  the  representatives  so  that  the  Com- 
mittee may  be  in  a  position  to  give  each   case   proper

attention. 


3. — STATE    OF    THE    ORDER. 


(a)  You  will  see  by  the  summary  for  19 13  and 
for  the  last  six  months,  that  the  past  year  has  been  one 
of  continued  prosperity  and  marked  advance.  This  is 
very  gratifying  to  all  the  lodges  and  to  Grand  Lodge, 
but  if  we  could  reduce  our  losses  by  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues  the  results  would  be  much  more 
favorable.  The  N.P.D.  problem  is  one  that  is  not 
peculiar  to  Odd  Fellowship.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we 
compare  very  favorably  with  other  institutions  in  this 
respect.     We  hope  to  improve  upon  present  conditions. 

(b)  In  view  of  the  money  stringency  which  has  been 
felt  more  or  less  keenly  in  all  parts  of  the  continent 
for  the  past  few  months,  and  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  many  members  of  fraternal  orders  have  felt  the 
pinch,  it  is  not  surprising  that  these  things  should  be 
reflected  to  some  extent  in  our  membership  records. 
Perhaps  a  brief  review  of  the  figures  for  the  Juris- 
dictions directly  under  S.G.Iy.  will  be  of  interest.  The 
totals  for  1 9 13  are  not  yet  available  so  we  will  deal 
with  the  figures  of  191 2.  In  that  year  there  were 
152,294  members  added  to  the  Order,  while  through 
suspensions  alone  we  lost  86,005,  the  loss  by  this  route 
being  more  than  5J/2  per  cent,  of  the  entire  membership 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  Right  here  we  may 
point  out  that  two  jurisdictions  lost  over  6,000  each, 
one  lost  over  4,500,  one  over  4,000,  four  over  3,500 
each,  two  over  3,000  each,  six  over  2,500  each,  two  over 
2,000  each,  two  over  1,500  each,  and  three  over  1,000 
each,  while  the  remaining  loss  was  scattered  over  the 
others.  Of  all  the  jurisdictions,  17  suffered  a  net  loss, 
and  18  others  had  a  very  narrow  margin  of  gain.  The 
increase  for  the  year  was  made  up  almost  entirely  by 
the  other  22  jurisdictions.  In  the  matter  of  increase 
Ontario  had  third  largest,  although  there  are  many  of 
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the  jurisdictions  numerically  much  stronger.  In 
19 1 2  our  loss  by  suspension,  as  compared  with 
membership  at  first  of  the  year,  was  2^  per  cent. 
Only  three  other  jurisdictions  had  a  lower  percentage 
of  loss.  In  1 9 13  the  percentage  was  slightly  over  3. 
It  is  hoped  that  membership  committees  and  financial 
secretaries  will  make  a  united  effort  to  improve  upon 
this. 

(c)  Unfortunately,  we  have  been  obliged  to  take  up  the 
charters  and  effects  of  three  lodges  during  the  year. 
These  are  reported  by  the  Grand  Master.  We  still 
have  a  number  of  lodges  in  a  weak  condition.  I 
cannot  report  fully  upon  them  at  this  time  as  the 
desired  information  is  not  found  in  the  Semi-Annual 
Returns  and  the  Special  Report  has  not  come  in  from 
quite  a  number.  I  trust  that  by  the  date  of  Grand 
Lodge  meeting  I  may  have  received  all  reports,  and  we 
will  then  be  in  a  position  to  so  arrange  matters  that 
particular  attention  may  be  given  where  required.  In 
some  places  there  is  very  little  material  left  upon  which 
to  work,  while  in  others  there  is  ample  opportunity  to 
increase  the  membership  without  any  apparent  effort 
being  made  by  the  lodges.  In  the  great  majority  of 
cases  the  lodges  have  been  particularly  active,  and 
satisfactory    results     are    shown. 

For  the  ensuing  year  I  am  hopeful  of  seeing  in- 
creased activity  by  reason  of  our  D.D.G.M.'s  having 
more  time  to  give  to  fewer  lodges  in  their  Districts. 
We  have  been  handicapped  in  the  past  by  lack  of 
information  as  to  actual  conditions.  It  is  next  to 
impossible  to  give  any  particular  lodge  special  attention 
unless  we  have  definite  information  regarding  it. 
When  we  know  the  facts  we  can  deal  with  them.  My 
constant  aim  will  be  to  direct  our  efforts  along  the 
most  helpful  lines,  and  to  take  such  advance  steps  as 
may  be  fully  warranted  by  circumstances.  All  things 
considered,  I  feel  that  we  are  in  a  very  commendable 
condition  and  that  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  comparing  most  favorably  with  other  juris- 
dictions.

4. EXTENSIONS. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Master  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  work  of  extension  of  the 
Order  in  Ontario.  '  {Journal  IQ13.  p.  218). 

The  appropriation  for  extension  work  being  under 
the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  is  used  from  time  to 
time  as  required. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  nine  new  lodges  insti- 
tuted and  in  most  of  these  we  had  no  charge  whatever 
against  the  fund,  so  that  the  amount  has  been  available 
for  such  purposes  as  commended  themselves  to  the 
Grand  Master.  This  fund  will  be  used  where  deemed 
advisable   in   assisting   weak   lodges. 

We  are  depending  very  largely  upon  increase  in 
membership  in  existing  lodges  rather  than  to  any  great 
influx  of  members  through  new  lodges. 

5. — NEW   LODGES. 

As  stated  in  the  preceding  section,  nine  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted  and  we  have  had  some  work  done 
with  others  in  view.  Extreme  care  is  being  exercised 
in  regard  to  new  centres  of  operation  and  I  have  no 
doubt  this  policy  will  be  followed  by  the  incoming 
Grand  Master.  The  present  condition  of  a  very  few 
weak  lodges  will  emphasize  the  necessity  and  desir- 
ability of  this.  It  has  become  a  definite  understand- 
ing that  we  cannot  look  to  the  newer  areas  for  any 
material  increase  in  membership  for  a  time. 

In  the  new  centres  the  Grand  Master  will  be  gov- 
erned entirely  by  existing  local  conditions  and  by  the 
condition  of  lodges  in  adjacent  territory.  It  seems  to 
me,  however,  that  before  a  dispensation  is  granted  for 
the  institution  of  a  new  lodge  where  we  already  have 
a  number  of  lodges  with  concurrent  jurisdiction,  it 
would  be  well  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  from 
these  lodges,  and  if  that  opinion  is  in  favor  of 
it  then  we  may  go  ahead,  otherwise  the  matter  should 
be  deferred  for  a  time.  At  any  rate  in  the  larger  cities 
this  would  surely  be  advisable. 
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Generally  speaking,  the  same  should  apply  to 
Rebekah  lodges.  Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  to 
obtain  the  consent  and  active  co-operation  of  the 
subordinate  lodge  before  proceeding  to  institute  a 
Rebekah  Lodge  where  none  exists  ? 

An  important  matter  in  connection  with  instituting 
new  lodges  is  to  see  that  sufficient  care  is  given  them 
to  insure  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  lodge, 
and  reasonable  proficiency  in  degree  work. 

6. UNIFORM    RATES    WITH    CONCURRENT    JURISDICTION. 

A  great  many  perplexing  circumstances  have  arisen 
in  connection  with  rates  of  admission,  rates  of  dues 
and  rates  of  sick  benefits.  In  some  centres  the  variety 
in  amount  of  these  is  only  limited  by  the  number  of 
lodges  having  concurrent  jurisdiction.  The  admission 
fee  will  vary  from  the  minimum  under  our  Constitution 
up  to  $25.00,  while  dues  and  benefits  are  equally 
variable.  It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  an  applicant  to 
find  that  within  the  boundaries  of  the  same  town  or 
city  the  admission  fee  is  so  different  in  the  several 
lodges,  while  the  dues,  benefits  and  special  privileges 
may  be  approximately  the  same.  Or  it  may  be  that 
dues  may  be  much  less  in  one  lodge  than  in  another 
while  benefits,  etc.,  and  admission  fees  may  be  prac- 
tically  the   same. 

With  these  conditions  existing  the  prospective 
member  will  probably  look  upon  the  whole  matter  as 
constituting  a  kind  of  competition  among  the  lodges 
in  the  race  for  numerical  increase.  Not  a  few  instances 
have  been  reported  to  me  in  which  lower  admission 
fees  and  dues,  with  equal  or  even  greater  benefits,  have 
been  used  as  inducements  to  secure  members.  This 
is  surely  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  Would 
it  not  be  well  to  consider  the  adoption  of  some  plan  by 
means  of  which  we  may  have  uniform  admission  fees, 
dues  and  benefits  where  we  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction ?  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  lodges  may  claim 
the  right  to  govern  themselves  in  this  respect,  but  I 
believe  the  difficulty  is  not  an  insurmountable  one. 
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7. BY-LAWS    GOVERNING   DUES. 

Since  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  in  19 12,  and 
the  consequent  revision  of  By-laws,  I  have  had  a  great 
many  expressions  of  opinion  upon  the  question  of  rates 
of  dues.  In  lodges  having  a  flat  rate  the  difficulty  is 
not  found,  but  where  a  graded  rate  is  in  use  there  are 
marked  differences  of  opinion.  In  some  cases  members 
will  advance  the  remarkable  argument  that  a  lodge 
cannot  raise  the  rate  of  dues  for  present  members,  and 
that  any  advance  in  rates  will  apply  only  to  those  who 
come  in  after  the  change  is  made.  In  some  lodges 
charter  members  take  the  position  that  as  they  were 
responsible  for  the  existence  of  the  lodges  their  dues 
should  not  be  increased  under  any  circumstances.  On 
the  other  hand  those  who  come  in  after  the  charter 
members  claim  that  if  it  were  not  for  their  membership 
the  lodges  could  not  continue  to  exist  with  the  charter 
members  only,  and  that  to  exempt  charter  members 
from  the  operation  of  a  by-law  advancing  rates  would 
be  an  unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  said  charter 
members.  A  lodge  is  instituted  in  January  with  a 
membership  of  60  and  with  a  flat  rate  of  dues.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  membership  is  more  than  doubled. 
After  five  years  the  lodge  decides  to  adopt  a  graded 
rate  of  dues  and  the  original  60  members  insist  that 
they  shall  not  be  governed  by  the  graded  rate,  but  that 
all  other  members  of  the  same  year,  and  subsequent 
years,  should  be  subject  to  the  new  rate.  Many  other 
instances  of  a  somewhat  similar  character  are  con- 
stantly arising  and  I  am  requested  to  get  an  expression 
of  the  opinion  of  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  whole  question. 

8. ARRANGEMENT    OF    DISTRICTS. 

The  satisfactory  arrangement  of  our  Districts  will 
always  be  a  difficult  matter,  and  under  the  most  favor- 
able conditions  the  distribution  of  lodges  as  finally 
decided  upon  will  be  regarded  by  some  as  being  un- 
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workable  and  impracticable.  I  believe  it  will  be 
agreed  by  all  that  some  changes  are  now  imperative. 
The  Grand  Master  in  his  report  has  called  attention 
to  specific  cases  and  has  requested  that  the  matter  be 
carefully  considered.  I  have  learned  by  visits  made 
and  through  correspondence  that  the  majority  of  our 
Districts  are  too  large,  and  in  the  best  interests  of  all 
concerned  we  must  see  to  it  that  no  D.D.G.M.  shall  be 
given  too  much  to  do.  Our  most  capable  members  are 
busy  men  and  in  order  to  encourage  them  to  accept 
appointments  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and 
to  give  the  work  proper  attention,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  adjust  districts  in  such  a  way  as  to  have  distances 
reasonable   and  transportation  convenient. 

Since  the  last  general  distribution  of  lodges  there 
have  been  many  changes  in  transportation  facilities 
and  in  local  conditions.  Some  little  time  ago  I  re- 
quested our  D.D.G.M.'s  to  send  along  any  suggestions 
they  and  their  committees  might  wish  to  present.  All 
that  have  come  in  will  be  handed  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee at  the  sessions.  I  would  now  suggest  that  in 
cases  where  officers  or  members  of  lodges  desire  more 
or  different  attention  from  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  the  representatives  should  be  instructed  to 
state  their  cases  to  the  Committee  on  Districts.  I 
trust  that  a  great  deal  may  be  accomplished  this  year, 
but  if  it  be  necessary  for  the  Committee  to  continue  its 
labors  and  report  next  year,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  co- 
operate with  it  in  every  possible  way.  With  our 
Districts  more  advantageously  arranged  we  may  con- 
fidently look  to  the  officers  to  do  all  that  is  expected 
of  them. 


9. — DISTRICT   DEPUTY    GRAND    MASTERS. 

As  a  rule  our  D.D.G.M.'s  are  well  qualified,  earnest 
and  hard-working  officers,  although  there  are  some 
exceptions.  It  has  been  customary  for  Grand  Masters 
to  give  their  Deputies  unstinted  praise  and  it  is  a  great 
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pleasure  to  see  this  usually  well-merited  tribute  paid 
to  these  brothers.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  par- 
ticularly grateful  to  the  majority  of  the  brothers  who 
have  served  in  this  office,  for  devoted  services  rendered. 

Two  years  ago  the  Grand  Master  in  his  report 
suggested  legislation  governing  qualifications  of  D.D. 
G.M.'s.  Grand  Lodge  did  hot  approve  of  the  sugges- 
tion and  the  matter  was  dropped.  It  is  rather  difficult 
to  make  a  regulation  that  could  be  strictly  enforced 
in  every  case,  but  the  importance  of  selecting  well 
qualified  brothers  who  can  make  it  convenient  to  give 
proper  attention  to  the  work  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasized.  It  sometimes  happens  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  a  brother  will  render  it  absolutely  impossible  for 
him  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  the  work,  and  in  all 
such  instances  surely  it  would  be  much  better  to  select 
someone  else.  Then  again  some  districts  will  cling  to 
the  old  idea  of  selecting  the  D.D.G.M.  from  the  several 
lodges  in  turn.  As  an  instance  of  how  this  works  out, 
I  may  refer  to  one  particular  case  this  year.  Some 
little  time  after  the  session  last  year  a  brother  who  had 
been  recommended  by  his  district,  and  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Master,  called  at  my  office  for  information, 
etc.  After  a  brief  conversation  he  frankly  admitted 
that  he  coulcl  not  identify  himself  as  a  member  of  the 
Order  by  giving  a  single  proof  or  test  in  any  one  of  the 
degrees.  He  knew  nothing  whatever  of  the  unwritten 
work.  In  the  face  of  this  he  was  expected  by  virtue 
of  the  office  to  interpret  properly  the  laws  of  the  Order 
when  required,  to  instruct  lodges  in  unwritten  and 
other  work  where  necessary  and  to  supervise  and  give 
direction  to  the  work  of  his  district.  The  brother  was 
a  splendid  fellow,  occupying  a  good  position  in  busi- 
ness, and  if  he  had  waited  a  while  longer  to  qualify  in 
the  work  before  accepting  office  how  much  better  it 
would  have  been.  He  had  a  hard  place  to  fill.  I  am 
glad  to  know  he  had  splendid  assistance  and  support 
from  his  predecessor  in  office  and  I  am  now  awaiting 
his  report. 
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I  trust  that  the  re-arrangement  of  the  Districts  will 
make  it  possible  for  every  D.D.G.M.  to  follow  along 
the  lines  suggested  by  the  new  report  form  which  I 
have  sent  out,  and  if  Grand  Lodge  approves  of  the 
Grand  Master's  suggestion  regarding  representation  at 
Grand  Lodge,  I  believe  we  shall  take  a  big  step  forward. 
In  my  report  of  19 12  I  suggested  representation  by 
D.D.G.M.'s  but  not  on  the  basis  now  proposed. 

IO. — DECISIONS    OF    DISTRICT    DEPUTY    GRAND    MASTERS. 

After  making  somewhat  extensive  inquiries  I  find 
that  many  rulings  and  decisions  of  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  have  never  been  reported  to  the  Grand 
Master  for  review.  A  number  of  instances  have  been 
brought  to  my  notice  where  the  decisions  given  have 
been  incorrect,  but  the  lodges  have  accepted  them 
rather  than  have  any  further  trouble  for  the  time. 
The  acceptance  of  these  improper  rulings  may  lead  to 
a  great  deal  of  trouble  later  on  when  similar  questions 
arise.  It  is  surely  not  expecting  too  much  if  every 
D.D.G.M.  be  required  to  submit  all  rulings,  decisions 
and  dispensations  to  the  Grand  Master  for  review, 
when  those  of  the  executive  head  of  the  Order  must 
necessarily  be  passed  upon  by  Grand  Lodge.  This 
should  be  a  matter  of  instruction  from  this  Grand  Body 
to  the  officers  concerned,  so  that  they  may  know  what 
is  expected  of  them.  Perhaps  it  would  simplify  mat- 
ters and  keep  the  District  Deputies  in  closer  touch 
with  the  Grand  Master  if  they  were  to  send  on  all 
decisions  shortly  after  they  are  given  rather  than  to 
wait  until  July  when  he  is  so  busy  preparing  his  report. 

II. DECISIONS    OF    THE    PRESIDENT    OF    REBEKAH 

ASSEMBLY. 

Quite  recently  I  have  discussed  with  the  President 
the  whole  question  of  decisions  and  interpretations  of 
the   laws   of   the   Order.     Although   at   one   time   the 
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decisions  of  the  President  were  passed  upon  by  the 
Judiciary  Committee  of  Grand  Lodge,  the  practice  has 
been  discontinued.  It  would  appear  to  be  inconsistent 
and  rather  absurd  to  require  the  official  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master  to  be  reviewed  by  Grand  Lodge,  while 
those  of  the  President  of  the  Assembly,  which  is  sub- 
ordinate to  Grand  Lodge,  are  not  similarly  dealt  with. 
The  laws  of  the  Order  in  all  its  branches  are  the  out- 
growth of  custom,  practice,  precedent  and  decisions, 
and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  will  be  best  for 
both  Rebekah  and  Subordinate  lodges  if  we  have  some 
common  judicial  authority  in  such  matters.  The 
President  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  for 
the  Rebekah  decisions  to  be  reviewed  by  our  Judiciary 
Committee  the  same  as  those  of  the  Grand  Master. 

12. REBEKAH    QUESTION    BOX. 

I  am  sure  the  members  of  the  Assembly  will  not 
think  we  are  considering  matters  upon  which  we  should 
be  silent,  and  I  know  they  will  realize  that  it  is  only 
by  hearty  co-operation  we  can  get  the  best  results. 
Another  matter  which  has  had  the  attention  of  the 
President  and  the  writer  is  the  "Question  Box,"  which 
is  now  a  regular  feature  of  the  Assembly.  It  is  felt  that 
as  most  important  questions  are  liable  to  appear  in  the 
box  at  any  time,  the  position  of  the  Rebekah  Committee 
answering  them  would  be  greatly  strengthened  if  the 
answers  were  submitted  to  our  Judiciary  Committee 
before  being  given  to  the  Assembly.  We  believe  that 
this,  together  with  the  matter  dealt  with  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  will  be  considered  with  a  view  to  working 
out  that  which  will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  both 
branches,  and  that  some  satisfactory  plan  will  be  put 
into  operation. 

13. AN    ADVISORY    JUDICIAL    COMMITTEE. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  reports  of  our  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary,    as   contained  in   the  Journal  of 
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Proceedings  from  year  to  year,  will  reveal  the  fact  that 
there  is  scarcely  a  year  in  which  some  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master,  have  not  been  reversed  or  amended. 
The  Grand  Master  who  escapes  a  considerable  number 
of  changes  in  this  respect  may  consider  himself  exceed- 
ingly fortunate.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  where  any 
alteration  is  necessary  the  lodge  affected  has  usually 
accepted  the  improper  decision  and  has  acted  upon  it. 
The  reversal  or  amendment  may  consequently  have 
quite  serious  and  very  inconvenient  effects,  or  on  the 
other  hand  the  incorrect  decision  may  constitute  a 
precedent  for  the  lodge  or  district  when  the  change 
made  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  has  been  overlooked 
or  ignored  by  the  lodge. 

While  not  disputing  the  right  of  the  Grand  Master 
to  give  rulings  and  decisions  upon  questions  of  law,  I 
have  no  doubt  that  any  Grand  Master  would  greatly 
appreciate  the  opportunity  of  submitting  many  ques- 
tions to  a  Committee  of  Past  Grand  Masters  or  other 
members  well  posted  on  such  matters  and  to  obtain 
from  them  some  suggestions  and  advice.  Would  it 
not  be  possible  to  have  our  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
or  some  Special  Committee,  continue  to  serve  through- 
out the  year  in  an  advisory  capacity  and  to  assist  the 
Grand  Master  in  this  respect  ?  Some  such  plan  would 
surely  reduce  the  number  of  reversals  or  alterations  of 
decisions  to  a  minimum,  or  even  to  the  vanishing  point. 
I  trust  that  the  matter  will  be  fully  considered. 

14. — NEW    FORMS    OF    REPORT. 

A  short  time  before  the  close  of  last  term  I  drafted 
new  forms  of  report  for  the  D.D.G.M.'s,  as  well  as  for 
the  officers  of  lodges.  These  lodge  reports  will  contain 
a  great  deal  of  useful  information  which  is  not  found  in 
the  semi-annual  returns  but  which  will  enable  us  to 
get  a  much  more  accurate  knowledge  of  the  actual 
condition  of  the  lodges.  I  was  hopeful  of  having  this 
special  report  from  all  the  lodges  so  that  I  might  present 
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a  summary  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order.  I  find,  however,  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  secretaries  have  not  reported,  and  any  summary 
of  the  reports  in  hand  would  be  incomplete  and  un- 
satisfactory. Information  is  to  hand  indicating  that 
a  number  of  lodges  require  special  attention,  and  as 
soon  as  the  sessions  are  over  I  shall  confer  with  the 
Grand  Master  as  to  how  we  may  best  help  them. 

The  form  of  report  sent  out  to  the  D.D.G.M.'s  will 
convey  an  idea  of  what  I  think  may  reasonably  be 
expected  of  them  after  the  adjustment  of  districts. 
The  information  contained  in  them  will  be  of  inestim- 
able value  to  us,  and  will  help  us  to  direct  our  energies 
along  the  most  helpful  lines.  Some  reports  are  not  yet 
in,  but  all  in  hand  at  the  time  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
meeting  will  be  handed  to  the  Committee  on  State  of 
the  Order,  or  any  other  committee  designated. 

My  aim  in  preparing  these  reports  was  to  obtain  a 
greater  degree  of  efficiency  in  our  work,  a  better  knowl- 
edge of  actual  conditions,  and  a  greater  realization  of 
the  importance  of  our  obligations  and  undertakings  all 
along  the  line.  I  trust  that  the  forms  may  be  approved 
and  that  next  year  we  may  have  one  from  every  lodge 
and  D.D.G.M. 

15. — SUBORDINATE    CONSTITUTIONS. 

Nearly  all  the  lodges  have  ordered  the  revised 
Constitution,  and  we  hope  to  hear  from  the  rest  at  an 
early  date.  Our  issue  of  70,000  copies  is  completely 
exhausted  and  I  have  been  obliged  to  hold  up  some  two 
or  three  orders  until  after  this  session  so  that  our  new 
issue  may  embody  any  amendments  made.  Only  a 
comparatively  small  number  will  be  required  to  be 
printed. 

16. — by-laws. 

It  is  now  two  years  since  we  had  our  Constitution 
of  Subordinates  revised,  and  at  that  time  resolutions 
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were  passed  requiring  all  lodges  to  have  their  By-laws 
revised  and  brought  into  conformity  with  it.  Not- 
withstanding this  we  now  find  that  a  large  number  of 
lodges  do  not  appear  to  have  given  the  matter  any 
attention.  It  is  most  important  that  special  care 
should  be  exercised  in  keeping  by-laws  in  accord  with 
the  Constitution  and  general  law.  It  is  hoped  that  we 
may  have  everything  in  this  line  cleared  up  at  an  early 
date. 

Since  last  session  some  85  lodges  have  had  their 
by-laws  revised  and  sent  in,  but  this  leaves  more  than 
100  unattended  to.  The  following  is  a  list  of  those 
not  yet  revised  :

1 7 . INCORPORATIONS. 

Only  a  few  lodges  have  applied  for  incorporation 
since  last  session,  although  it  is  of  such  importance  to 
all.  According  to  my  list  the  following  few  lodges  have 
been  incorporated  since  last  report  :

This  leaves  more  than  one  fourth  of  our  lodges  still 
unincorporated.  The  matter  will  be  followed  up  and 
the  remaining  lodges  will  be  urged  to  comply  with 
Grand  Lodge  requirements  as  soon  as  possible. 

18. GRAND    MASTER'S    JEWEL. 

"  Resolved^That  the»Committee  on  General  Purposes  be  instructed 
to  procure  each  year  a  Past  Grand  Master's  jewei  for  the  retiring  Grand 
Master." — Report  Finance  Committee,  Journal,  1909,  page  224. 

The  usual  custom  has  been  followed  and  the  regu- 
lation jewel  has  been  ordered  for  the  retiring  Grand 
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Master.  Brother  Coupland  has  been  particularly  busy 
during  his  entire  year  and  every  member  will  be  de- 
lighted to  know  that  the  P.G.M.  Jewel  is  in  readi- 
ness for  him.  We  trust  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to 
wear  it,  and  to  attend  our  annual  sessions  and  other 
functions  from  time  to  time. 

19. PAST    GRAND'S    JEWEIv. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  Grand  Lodge  last 
year  we  have  selected  and  approved  a  design  for  the 
uniform  Past  Grand  jewel  and  it  is  now  kept  in  stock 
in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office.  The  design  is  neat 
and  attractive  and  is  protected  by  registration  in  the 
regular  way. 

The  jewel  is  made  up  of  sterling  silver  and  solid 
gold  with  five  garnets  between  the  arms  'of  the  five- 
pointed  star.  The  wisdom  of  our  move  in  this  connec- 
tion and  the  general  acceptability  of  the  design  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  we  have  already  supplied  140  jewels 
to  the  lodges  for  presentation  to  their  Past  Grands. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  own  the  dies,  and  that  we 
order  in  quantities,  we  are  supplying  the  jewel  at 
$7.00,  a  price  which  could  not  be  equalled  or  even  ap- 
proached where  the  lodges  ordered  jewels  singly  or  in 
lots  of  two  or  three.  It  is  therefore  hoped  that  Grand 
Lodge  will  confirm  the  action  of  the  Executive  and 
direct  that  this  shall  be  our  Official  Past  Grand's  Jewel. 
As  the  question  has  sometimes  been  raised  it  may  be 
stated  that  this  jewel  cannot  be  worn  in  lieu  of  regalia. 

20. — VETERAN  JEWELS. 

According  to  the  reports  of  S.G.L.  for  last  year, 
Ontario  still  leads  all  jurisdictions  for  the  number  of 
Veteran  jewels  presented.  The  records  for  this  year 
will,  I  fancy,  keep  us  to  the  front.  A  complete  list  of 
those  issued  since  last  August  will  be  found  in  another 
part  of   this  report.     Quite  recently   I   had   an   order 
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from  one  lodge  for  no  less  than  forty-three  jewels. 
The  Veterans  will  please  accept  our  heartiest  con- 
gratulations in  this  honorable  distinction  among  their 
brethren. 

21. THE    FRATERNAL    PRESS. 

It  is  very  generally  conceded  that  the  Fraternal 
Press  constitutes  a  strong  factor  in  the  forward  movement 
of  all  fraternal  institutions.  In  keeping  us  informed 
of  what  is  being  done  throughout  our  wide  domains 
they  are  of  inestimable  value.  For  some  reason  or 
other  the  number  of  these  papers  reaching  our  office  is 
gradually  diminishing.  It  may  be  that  the  publishers 
are  not  any  too  well  supported  and  from  the  economic 
point  of  view  the  complimentary  subscriptions  are  cut 
off.  I  would  suggest  that  in  order  to  have  this  liter- 
ature always  on  our  Board  Room  table  we  should 
subscribe  and  pay  for  all  the  best  and  most  newsy  of 
them. 

22. — THE  d.  1.  o. 

This  is  the  new  designation  (in  brief)  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Odd  Fellow.  It  has  taken  on  a  new  name,  and 
to  be  up  to  date,  has  taken  a  new  dress  as  well.  Then 
its  contents  and  make-up  are  improving  so  much  that 
the  editor  is  hopeful  of  having  a  reasonable  subscription 
list  in  a  short  time.  He  is  giving  it  more  time  and 
attention  for  the  benefit  of  its  readers,  and  I  am  told 
in  different  quarters  that  it  is  the  "best  fraternal 
journal"   being  published  to-day. 

A  copy  of  the  paper  is  regularly  addressed  to  every 
secretary  and  I  am  sure  its  contents  will  be  read  with 
interest  by  those  who  see  it.  I  learn  from  our  own  and 
other  publishers  that  the  chief  difficulty  experienced 
is  in  securing  an  adequate  number  of  subscriptions. 
A  great  many  members  seem  to  have  an  idea  that  the 
list  is  large  Bro.  Johnston  is  likely  to  tell  you  it  is  not 
large   enough   without   YOU.

23. BOOKS    FOR    LODGES. 

It  is  a  considerable  time  since  the  books  now  sup- 
plied by  Grand  Lodge  were  approved  and  recommended 
for  use.  Quite  a  number  of  lodges. have  taken  up  other 
systems  and  methods  of  keeping  their  records  with  the 
result  that  it  increases  the  cost  for  all  lodges  on  account 
of  the  smaller  number  supplied.  I  am  desirous  of  having 
a  uniform  system  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  It 
must  be  simple  and  yet  sufficiently  comprehensive  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  large  as  well  as  small  lodges. 
I  am  not  wedded  to  any  particular  style  of  books  and 
am  open  to  receive  and  consider  suggestions  from  any 
source;  then  when  we  decide  upon  what  may  be  con- 
sidered best  I  hope  we  may  find  every  lodge  ready  to 
use  the  choice.  It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  meet 
the  wishes  of  every  one.  My  views  may  not  be  wholly 
acceptable  to  the  other  fellow  and  it  might  be  well  to 
refer  the  matter  to  a  special  committee  and  our  auditors 
for  investigation  and  approval.  If  your  lodge  has  a 
good  suggestion  along  these  lines  bring  it  along  with 
you,  and  if  possible  bring  sample  pages  of  books. 

24. BONDING    OF    SUBORDINATE    LODGE    OFFICERS. 

Our  present  plan  for  the  bonding  of  our  officers  is 
to  carry  a  blanket  or  schedule  policy  covering  all  officers 
according  to  the  list  supplied.  Under  the  regulations 
of  Grand  Lodge  the  minimum  amount  permissible  is 
$100.00  for  the  Financial  Secretary  and  $200.00  for  the 
Treasurer.  The  total  amount  of  our  bonds  on  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  Officers  at  present  is  $186,580,  and  this 
costs  us  about  $600.00  per  year.  In  the  last  ten  years 
bonding  charges  cost  the  lodges  nearly  $6,000.00, 
while  the  losses  sustained  and  covered  by  the  Guaranty 
Company  were  less  than  $500.00.  In  case  of  loss  it  is 
usually  found  that  the  amount  of  the  bond  is  much  less. 

Some  months  ago  I  discussed  with  some  of  our 
officers  the  feasibility  of  bonding  our  own  officers,  and 
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after  giving  it  considerable  thought  I  am  convinced 
that  the  scheme  is  a  good  one.  The  bonding  can  be 
carried  at  no  advance  in  cost  and  in  case  of  loss  the  full 
amount  can  be  paid  to  the  lodge.  In  addition  to  this 
the  accumulated  fund  will  in  a  comparatively  short 
time  be  productive  of  sufficient  interest  income  to 
materially  reduce  the  cost.  I  have  learned  from 
reliable  sources  that  this  plan  is  successfully  operated 
in  other  Orders,  and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the 
whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Solicitor 
and  the  Executive  Committee  with  authority  to  put  it 
into  force  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  if  they  deem 
it  advisable. 

25. TRANSPORTATION. 

The  usual  arrangements  have  been  made  regarding 
transportation  and  a  special  letter  of  instructions  has 
been  sent  out  to  all  secretaries.  If  not  already  familiar 
with  the  conditions  required  representatives  will  please 
ask  their  secretaries  for  full  information  as  contained 
in  the  letter. 

Be  sure  to  buy  single  fare  tickets  and  at  the  same 
time  ask  the  agent  for  a  standard  certificate  which  you 
will  bring  along  with  you  to  the  sessions.  This  certi- 
ficate when  properly  vised  will  entitle  you  to  a  free 
return  ticket  over  the  same  route  travelled  when 
coming.  Failure  to  obtain  the  certificate  will  neces- 
sitate your  paying  full  fare  both  ways.  Special 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  having  the  certificates 
vised  in  the  Odd  Fellows  Temple  where  the  sessions 
are  held. 

2  6 . CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  correspondence  of  the  year  has  been  much  as 
usual.  My  aim  has  been  to  give  attention  each  day 
to  all  letters  and  orders  reaching  the  office,  so  that  an 
accumulation  of  them  may  be  overcome  and  delays 
avoided.  Occasionally  I  have  been  criticized  for 
sticking  to  regulations  where  a  less  close  observance  of 
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the  law  might  have  resulted  in  a  better  feeling  for  the 
time  being  at  the  other  end.  We  are,  of  course,  all 
human  and  errors  of  judgment  may  be  discovered,  but 
my  constant  aim  is  to  serve  every  lodge  just  as  carefully 
and  faithfully  as  if  it  were  the  only  one  with  which  I 
had  to  deal. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  not  been  a  single 
case  where  there  has  been  a  breach  of  fraternal  rela- 
tions, or  where  reason  and  courtesy  have  not  prevailed. 
I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  several  secretaries  for 
their  loyal  support  and  co-operation,  as  well  as  for  kind 
and  courteous  treatment. 

27. — GRAND   SECRETARIES'    ASSOCIATION   AND   S.G.L. 

I  must  again  express  my  gratitude  for  the  provision 
made  for  my  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  above- 
named  Association  as  well  as  the  sessions  of  S.G.L. 
As  in  former  years  I  had  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
of  attending  all  the  sessions  of  both  bodies  in 
Minneapolis  in  September  last.  I  very  greatly 
appreciate  the  opportunity  which  has  thus  been 
afforded  me  for  keeping  in  close  touch  with  all  legis- 
lative changes  made  by  this  our  highest  governing 
body. 

Here,  too,  I  met  other  Grand  Secretaries  and  repre- 
sentatives from  nearly  every  jurisdiction  on  the  con- 
tinent, and  in  this  way  became  acquainted  with  cus- 
toms and  conditions  as  found  in  most  of  them.  These 
conferences  help  us  very  materially  in  dealing  with 
matters  affecting  the  different  jurisdictions,  and  at  the 
same  time  they  have  a  strong  tendency  to  draw  us 
closer  together  and  to  improve  our  office  methods  and 
systems. 

28. — NEW   OFFICES. 

Acting  under  instructions  from  last  session  we 
completed  arrangements  for  a  suite  of  offices  in  the  new 
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Odd  Fellows  Temple  and  we  moved  in  on  March  ist 
of  this  year.  It  was  some  little  time  before  we  got 
reasonably  settled  but  little  or  no  delay  was  experi- 
enced in  sending  out  orders  and  attending  to  corres- 
pondence. Our  new  quarters  have  been  fitted  up  with 
a  view  to  making  you  all  feel  comfortable  and  at  home 
when  you  call.  I  hope  that  we  are  now  permanently 
located  and  that  all  representatives  and  visitors  will  feel 
so  much  at  home  that  they  will  want  to  return  to  the 
city  at  an  early  date.  A  most  cordial  welcome  will 
always  await  you. 

29. PLACE    OF    MEETING. 

From  many  points  outside  the  city  I  have  had  an 
expression  of  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  time  has 
come  when  Grand  Lodge  should  meet  continuously  in 
Toronto.  Our  annual  sessions  bring  together  such  a 
large  number  of  persons  that  the  question  of  proper 
accommodation  is  an  important  one.  It  is  claimed 
that  Toronto  and  Ottawa  are  about  the  only  two  cities 
in  the  province  in  which  we  can  meet  with  reasonable 
comfort.  Ottawa,  however,  is  not  sufficiently  central 
to  make  it  desirable.  Toronto  is  central,  has  ample 
accommodation  and  affords  unlimited  opportunities 
for  the  holiday  features. 

Let  no  one  suppose  that  the  Toronto  members  are 
urging  this.  They  are  not.  They  would  prefer  to  go 
somewhere  else,  but  they  are  sufficiently  interested  to 
consider  the  general  good.  It  will  mean  a  great  deal  of 
work  and  worry  for  them,  but  they  will  not  shrink  from 
that.  You  are  meeting  this  year  for  the  first  time  in 
our  new  Odd  Fellows  Temple.  It  is  not  only  the 
centre  of  Odd  Fellowship  for  Toronto,  but  with  our 
offices  here  it  becomes  the  centre  for  the  whole  juris- 
diction. By  meeting  in  Toronto  a  substantial  financial 
saving  will  be  effected  in  mileage  alone.  This  will 
enable  us,  as  occasion  may  require,  to  have  special 
meetings   in    other    centres,    where,    at    comparatively 
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small  cost,  we  can  have  the  elective  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  with  officers  and  members  of  districts.  At 
these  meetings  by  proper  arrangement  we  could  confer 
Grand  Lodge  degree  on  all  qualified  Past  Grands, 
exemplify  the  secret  work  and  introduce  other  features 
which  would  stimulate  and  enthuse  the  whole  district 
at  a  minimum  of  cost.  The  expenditure  would  cer- 
tainly be  very  small  as  compared  with  a  Grand  Lodge 
session,  but  much  more  effective  impetus  and  encour- 
agement could  be  given  to  the  work. 

30. — EXPENSES   OF  THE   SESSION. 

It  seems  to  be  pretty  generally  felt  that  Grand 
Lodge  should  undertake  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses 
of  the  session  regardless  of  the  place  of  meeting.  For 
the  local  lodges  to  undertake  it  becomes  a  burden,  and 
in  the  past  it  has  been  felt  by  some  places  for  years. 
In  towns  and  smaller  cities  a  Grand  Lodge  meeting  is 
usually  considered  by  merchants  and  others  as  a  good 
business  proposition.  For  this  reason  it  has  been 
customary  for  them  to  subscribe  to  an  entertainment 
fund,  and  municipal  grants  have  been  obtained,  thus 
lessening  the  burden  for  the  local  lodges.  In  the 
larger  cities,  where  we  naturally  have  more  lodges, 
these  things  are  impossible.  In  this  respect,  therefore, 
there  is  little  difference  between  the  two.  I  believe 
that  the  General  Purpose  or  the  Finance  Committee 
should  pass  upon  the  expenditure  to  be  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  sessions  and  upon  their  approval  the 
amount  be  paid  by  Grand  Lodge. 

31. — TENT   AT   EXHIBITION. 

This  year  we  are  arranging  for  a  larger  tent  at  the 
Exhibition  so  that  we  may  more  reasonably  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  case.  For  some  years  past  it  has 
been  under  the  care  of  the  Toronto  Districts,  but  last 
year    a    desire    was    expressed    that    its    management 
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should  be  undertaken  from  our  office.  I  am  therefore 
making  necessary  arrangements,  and  as  it  will  be  on  a 
larger  scale  than  ever  before  an  increased  grant  is 
requested. 

Last  year  we  had  a  very  large  number  of  visitors,  to 
the  tent,  no  less  tean  651  lodges  being  represented  in 
the  registered  list.  These  callers  came  from  all  the 
Canadian  jurisdictions  as  well  as  from  twenty-three  of 
the  American  jurisdictions.  This  will  give  you  some 
idea  of  the  popularity  of  this  fraternal  resting  place  in 
our  great  National  Exposition. 

32. — FRATERNAL   VISITS. 

Since  our  last  session  we  have  paid  fraternal  visits 
to  several  other  jurisdictions.  We  were  unable  to 
make  arrangements  to  go  to  New  York  or  Quebec  as 
their  sessions  are  held  in  the  week  following  ours.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi- 
gan in  company  with  Bro.  Gibson,  P.G.M.  Connecti- 
cut was  visited  by  Bros.  Oliver,  P.G.M.,G.R.,  and  W.  S. 
Johnston,  P.G.M.,  P.G.R.  Manitoba  was  visited  by 
Bro.  F.  S.  Evanson,  P.G.M. ;  Saskatchewan  by  Bro. 
Donogh,  P.G.M.,  P.G.P.,  P.G.R.,  and  our  Grand 
Master,  and  British  Columbia  by  our  Grand  Master. 

In  each  and  every  case  we  were  right  royally  wel- 
comed and  splendidly  entertained.  This  year  we  hope 
to  have  representatives  from  all  the  Canadian  juris- 
dictions, as  well  as  from  Michigan,  New  York,  and 
'Connecticut. 

33. — VISITATIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  numerous  visits  to  our 
own  lodges.  My  object  has  been  to  assist,  encourage, 
enthuse  and  inspire  all  of  them  to  higher  and  greater 
effort.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  visits  were 
greatly  appreciated  and  I  hope  to  some  reasonable 
extent  helpful.     I  have  not  spared  myself  in  any  in- 
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stance  when  it  was  possible  for  me  to  be  present  or 
where  I  could  serve  some  helpful  purpose.  On  all 
occasions  the  members  have  given  me  a  warm  and 
cordial  welcome  and  have  endeavored  to  make  the 
meetings  most  pleasurable.  May  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  grateful  appreciation  to  the 
brothers  and  friends,  and  at  the  same  time  to  assure 
them  that  I  shall  endeavor  to  faithfully  serve  their  best 
interests. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  my 
extended  trips  east,  west,  or  north,  but  I  shall  content 
myself  with  directing  your  attention  to  the  records  of 
the  visits  of  our  esteemed,  energetic  and  enthusiastic 
Grand  Master,  and  saying — "Them's  my  sentiments." 

34. EXECUTIVE    MEETINGS. 

Our  Order  is  extending  and  our  work  increasing. 
It  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  Grand  Master  to 
cover  the  whole  field.  When  I  suggested  appropriations 
for  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Warden  I 
had  in  mind  a  systematic  division  of  work  among  the 
Grand  Officers.  With  a  proper  distribution  of  duties 
we  can  reach  every  district  through  some  one  or  more 
of  the  Grand  Officers  without  undue  burden  to  any  of 
them.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  have  Executive  meetings  at  stated  or 
regular  times  so  that  we  may  arrange  to  carry  into 
operation  whatever  plans  may  be  considered  best. 
This  will  also  enable  us  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with 
D.D.G.M.'s  and  to  give  some  direction  to  their  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  weaker  lodges. 

35. — PRESS   NOTICES. 

The  Grand  Master  will  doubtless  follow  our  usual 
custom  and  appoint  an  official  reporter  for  our  sessions, 
and  arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  papers  in  this 
connection.  I  understand  that  all  the  papers  will  be 
invited  to  be  present  at  all  the  general  functions,  recep- 
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tions,  etc.,  as  announced  in  the  printed  programme 
which  is  to  be  issued.  The  usual  arrangement  for 
official  notices  will  be  made. 

36. — THE   O.F.R.A. 

I  had  the  satisfaction  of  being  in  attendance  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  O.F.R.A.  held  in  July,  and  as  we 
have  a  special  committee  to  advise  us  regarding  the 
Association,  I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  you  a  review 
of  the  splendid  financial  reports  presented.  The  affairs 
of  the  Association  are  being  carefully  conducted  by  a 
very  capable  Board  of  Directors  in  whom  our  entire 
confidence  may  be  placed.  The  net  assets  of  the 
Association  at  present  amount  to  about  $1,342,900.00. 
and  all  investments  have  been  confined  to  municipal 
debentures  of  the  highest  class.  The  amount  carried 
to  Reserve  Fund  at  the  annual  meeting  was  $158,293.23. 

Most  cordial  relations  have  existed  between  the 
O.F.R.A.  and  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years,  and  we  are 
now  requested  to  give  expression  to  our  approval  of  a 
continuance  of  these  conditions.

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37. — NOTICES    OF    MOTION. 

The  following  notices  of  motion  were  submitted  at 
last  session  of  Grand  Lodge: 

Rep.  Wm.  Phillips  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  ses- 
sion of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  would  be  moved  to  amend 
Section  5  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  so 
that  when  amended  it  will  read  : 

Sec.  5. — Every  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  shall,  at  its  last  meeting 
in  the  month  of  May,  annually  elect  by  ballot  from  amongst  its  Past 
Grands  in  good  standing,  a  representative  or  representatives  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say  :  One  representative  where  the  number  of  members  to  be 
returned  in  the  semi-annual  report  of  the  current  term  shall  be  200  or  less  ; 
201  or  more,  two  representatives,  which  shall  be  the  maximum  number 
for  any  lodge.  Any  lodge  not  having  in  membership  a  properly  qualified 
Past  Grand  may  choose  one  so  qualified  from  any  other  lodge  in  the  juris- 
diction as  its  representative. 

Rep.  A.  G.  Corscadden  gave  notice  that  it  would 
be  moved  at  the  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge  to  amend 
Section  5  of  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  so  that 
when  amended  it  will  read  : 

Sec.  5. — Every  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  shall,  at  its  last  meeting 
in  the  month  of  May,  annually  elect  by  ballot  from  amongst  its  Past 
Grands  in  good  standing,  a  representative  or  representatives  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say  :  One  representative  where  the  number  of  members  to  be 
returned  in  the  semi-annual  report  of  the  current  term  shall  be  150  or  less  ; 
151  or  more,  two  representatives,  which  shall  be  the  maximum  number  for 
any  lodge.  Any  lodge  not  having  in  membership  a  properly  qualified  Past 
Grand  may  choose  one  so  qualified  from  any  other  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction 
as  its  representative. 

These,  together  with  the  proposed  Constitution  of 
Grand  Lodge,  as  submitted  last  year,  were  sent  out  to 
all  the  lodges  more  than  three  months  ago. 

38. OHIO    FLOOD    FUND. 

Last  year  we  sent  a  contribution  to  the  fund  which 
was  raised  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  in  the  flood  disaster 
in  Ohio,  as  reported  at  last  session.  This  fund  assumed 
such  magnitude  that  the  committee  in  charge  of  it 
found  that  they  had  an  unexpected  balance,  and  a  few 
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days  ago  I  received  a  cheque  for  $53.50  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  as  our  pro  rata  share  of  this  balance. 

The  cheque  was  duly  acknowledged  and  a  receipt 
sent  for  it. 

39.— THE    REBEKAH    BRANCH. 

The  Rebekahs  have  continued  to  prosper.  The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  as  shown  by 
the  large  number  of  lodges  instituted.  The  President 
and  officers  have  been  well  supported  by  the  general 
membership  with  good  results. 

Wherever  possible  I  have  been  pleased  to  co- 
operate with  the  Assembly  officers  in  their  efforts  to 
advance  and  improve  this  most  commendable  branch 
of  the  Order,  and  I  have  had  many  interviews  with  the 
President  when  we  discussed  matters  of  mutual  interest. 
The  greatest  good  can  only  be  accomplished  when  all 
branches  of  the  Order  are  working  harmoniously  to- 
gether, and  whether  it  be  in  the  lodges  or  larger  govern- 
ing bodies,  I  trust  that  this  will  continue  to  be  kept  in 
view.  Where  we  have  Rebekah  Lodges  working  side 
by  side  with  the  Subordinates,  each  may  be  a  source 
of  strength  and  encouragement  to  the  other. 

Last  year  we  reported  that  there  were  several  in- 
stances where  the  rituals,  books  and  other  effects  of 
defunct  lodges  had  not  been  properly  returned  or  taken 
up.  A  number  of  these  have  since  come  in,  but  as  the 
matter  is  of  the  utmost  importance  I  trust  that  the 
incoming  President  will  closely  follow  up  the  efforts  of 
the  present  occupant  of  the  office  in  this  respect. 

A  summary  of  the  Rebekah  statistics  will  be  found 
on  another  page  with  similar  reports  from  the  other 
branches. 

40. SEMI-ANNUAL   RETURNS. 

The  semi-annual  returns  for  the  term  ending  Dec. 
31,  19 13,  were  received  in  January  by  the  required  date 
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with  but  few  exceptions.  I  believe  that  our  experience 
in  this  respect  was  the  best  we  have  had  for  years.  The 
delinquent  lodges  were  fined  for  the  delay  as  directed 
by  our  laws,  but  I  trust  that  we  may  soon  have  such 
co-operation  from  the  lodges  as  will  insure  the  receipt 
of  all  returns  in  time. 

I  very  much  regret  the  fact  that  there  are  some  of 
last  term's  returns  still  out.  Under  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  and  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  I  sent 
notice  to  the  delinquent  lodges  to  the  effect  that  they 
were  debarred  from  representation  at  this  session  of 
Grand  Lodge.  This  is  unfortunate  for  the  lodges 
concerned  and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  accept  any  sug- 
gestions that  will  help  us  to  arrive  at  more  satisfactory 
results.

Dear  Sir  §and  Brother, — At  a  regular  meeting  of  Bervie  District 
No.  23,  held  in  Kincardine,  on  October  20th,  19 13,  the  following  was 
adopted  : 

Moved  by  P.D.D.G.M.'s  Patterson  and  Armitage,  that  the  District 
Secretary  have  the  following  resolution  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
have  him  forward  same  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Whereas,  by  some  error  or  miscarriage  of  the  mail,  the  certificates 
of  the  Representatives  from  Lucknow  Lodge,  No.  112,  did  not  reach 
the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  reports  of  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary, 
etc.,  were  therefore  not  mailed  to  the  Representatives  of  Lucknow  Lodge, 
and  the  representatives  or  members  of  the  Lucknow  Lodge  had  no  know- 
ledge, before  or  during  the  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  of  any  intention  to 
transfer  them  from  Bervie  District,  No.  23,  to  Wingham  District,  No. 
22,  and  were  given  no  opportunity  to  object  to  such  transfer; 

And  Whereas  the  Representatives  of  other  Lodges  in  Bervie  District, 
hearing  from  the  report  that  the  Committee  had  carefully  considered  all 
matters  and  had  heard  Representatives  from  the  several  Districts  con- 
cerned, could  not  object,  as  the  impression  was  given  that  Lucknow 
Lodge  was  satisfied  to  have  the  transfer  made ; 

And  Whereas  such  change  had  been  contemplated  before,  and  Luck- 
now Lodge  and  the  several  Lodges  of  Bervie  District  had  at  that  time 
objected  in  no  indefinite  terms; 
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And  Whereas  the  said  Lucknow  Lodge  and  Bervie  District  are  very 
desirous  that  no  change  be  made  in  Bervie  District,  which  is  working 
so  harmoniously  and  effectually  for  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  its  territory:

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved  : 

(1)  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  Stouffville  Lodge,  I.O.O.F., 
No.  384,  Stouffville,  Ont.,  the  clauses  of  constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges, 
as  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  session  held  in  Hamilton,  August, 
19 12,  relating  to  arrears  of  members  and  widows'  benefits,  as  they  now 
stand,  are  unfair  to  the  beneficiaries  of  said  members  in  event  of  their 
death  while  in  arrears  for  dues,  yet  not  under  suspension. 

(2)  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Lodge,  a  member  of 
the  I.O.O.F.  is  an  Oddfellow  until  he  stands  suspended  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  or  other  cause,  or  has  been  expelled  from  the  Lodge,  but 
in  event  of  disability  while  in  arrears,  he  is  not  entitled  to  benefits  other- 
wise than  as  provided  in  Clause  114  of  the  above  Constitution. 

(3)  But,  in  the  event  of  the  decease  of  an  Odd  Fellow  (within  the 
meaning  of  the  foregoing  clause),  it  is  the  firm  conviction  of  each  member 
of  this  Lodge  present  that  the  Lodge  of  which  the  deceased  Brother 
was  a  member  should  immediately  pay  to  the  widow  or  other  beneficiaties 
the  amount  which  would  have  been  due  them  had  the  deceased  Brother 
not  been  in  arrears,  less  amount  of  arrears. 
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(4)  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Lodge  present  that  the 
non-payment  of  the  mortuary  benefits,  as  above  described,  assumes  the 
nature  of  a  penalty  imposed  upon  innocent  parties.  The  withholding  of 
benefits  from  the  deceased  member,  while  alive,  is  a  penalty  upon  that 
member  incurred  through  non-payment  of  dues,  which  we  concede  is 
just,  but  when  he  is  dead,  he  does  not  suffer  the  penalty  inflicted  through  the 
withholding  of  mortuary  benefits,  but  the  innocent  ones  he  has  left  behind, 
who,  as  we  are  taught  to  believe,  "are  the  sacred  objects  of  our  fraternal 
care.'.'  The  best  expressions  of  true  fraternity  are  acts  of  love  and  kind- 
ness, and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Lodge,  the  refusal  to 
meet  the  conditions  herein  contained  are  characteristic  of  neither. 

(5)  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  Wm.  Brooks, 
Esq.,  Grand  Secretary,  Toronto.

45. PEACE    AND    WAR. 

While  the  two  great  English-speaking  nations  repre- 
sented in  the  old  land  and  on  this  continent  have  been 
making  elaborate  plans  for  the  celebration  of  One 
Hundred  Years  of  Peace,  and  we  greatly  rejoice  in  the 
realization  of  this  happy  condition  of  international  rela- 
tionships, it  is  apparent  that  war  clouds  have  been 
gathering  in  other  parts.  We  have  grown  accustomed 
to  the  unfortunate  and  unhappy  conflict  in  Mexico, 
but  the  whole  world  was  shocked  with  the  news  of  the 
Austro-Servian  trouble.  At  the  time  of  writing  every 
possible  effort  is  being  made  through  diplomatic  chan- 
nels to  avert  a  general  European  conflagration.  Let  us 
all  hope  that  peaceful  councils  will  prevail  and  that 
individuals  and  nations  may  be  brought  to  realize 
the  horrors  of  war  and  to  arrive  at  some  basis  of 
mutual  understanding  with  justice  to  all. 

46. — CONCLUSION. 

In  any  progressive  institution  new  problems  are 
continually  demanding  attention,  and  for  this  reason 
thorough  and  effective  organization  is  essential.  Im- 
provements or  alterations  in  our  methods  may  be 
brought  about  as  the  result  of  suggestions  from  any  one 
of  our  lodges  or  members.  May  I  therefore  urge  upon 
all  representatives  to  come  prepared  to  give  prompt 
and  careful  attention  to  all  matters  placed  before  them, 
to  submit  any  recommendations  or  directions  their 
lodges  may  desire,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  officers 
in  dealing  as  expeditiously  as  possible  with  all  com- 
mittee reports,  etc.  We  have  a  great  deal  to  do  in  a 
limited  time. 
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During  the  year  I  have  kept  many  appointments 
with  lodges  near  and  far,  and  I  have  tried  as  far  as  my 
strength  would  permit  to  give  attention  in  this  way  to 
work  outside  of  the  office  itself.  At  times  it  has  been 
impossible  to  keep  up  with  requests  to  attend  lodges 
of  instruction,  special  meetings  and  other  functions. 
To  have  the  privilege  of  serving  the  Order  officially  or 
personally  is  a  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction. 

In  closing  my  report  permit  me  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  lodge  secretaries  and  other  officers  whose 
loyal  support  and  hearty  co-operation  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated. The  rank  and  file  of  the  membership  delight 
to  honor  their  Grand  Officers  at  all  times,  and  my  ambi- 
tion is  to  be  to  some  extent  worthy  of  their  trust  and 
confidence. 

In  Grand  Master  Coupland  the  Order  has  had  an 
energetic,  enthusiastic  and  tireless  worker.  The  time 
he  has  given  to  the  work  must  have  meant  great  per- 
sonal sacrifices  in  the  way  of  business  and  comfort. 
I  am  sure  all  the  members  will  join  with  me  in  tender- 
ing him  our  hearty  thanks.  My  thanks  are  also  due

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The  following  communication  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Take  notice  that  the  undersigned  hereby  appeals  from  the  action  of 
this  Lodge  taken  on  the  8th  day  of  October,  19 13,  and  also  of  District 
Lodge,  No.  40,  in  March,  19 14,  whereby  these  bodies  declined  to  grant  to 
the  dependent  relatives  of  the  late  Bro.  J.  M.  Doran,  mortuary  benefit  of 
$100.00  as  provided  in  clause  106  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
Earnscliffe  Lodge,  No.  283,  I.O.O.F.,Art.  4,  Section  2,  under  heading 
"Benefits." 

The  grounds  of  such  appeal  are; — 

(1)  That  the  children  of  the  deceased  brother,  J.  M.  Doran,  or  one  or 
more  of  them,  was  dependent  relative  of  the  deceased  within  clause  106  of 
the  Constitution  and  said  section  2  of  Article  4  under  heading  "Benefits" 
of  the  By-laws  of  said  Earnscliffe  Lodge.  Since  the  board  of  H.  W.  Doran, 
one  of  the  sons  of  the  deceased  brother,  J.  M.  Doran,  was  paid  by  the  said 
deceased  brother  until  his  final  illness  and  that  said  son  of  said  deceased 
brother  lived  with  his  father  ccnstantly  until  his  father's  death. 

(2)  That  the  sons  of  the  said  deceased  brother,  J.  M.  Doran,  or  one 
of  them,  are  relatives  upon  whom  the  deceased  was  dependent  at  his  death. 

The  error  complained  of  was  in  refusing  to  grant  the  benefits  to  the 
sons  of  the  deceased,  or  one  of  them,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  made  in 
said  clause  106  of  the  Constitution  and  by  Article  4,  section  2,  under 
heading  "Benefits"  of  the  by-laws  of  Earnscliffe  Lodge,  No.  283, 
I.O.O.F. 

And  I  also  further  contend  that  the  action  of  the  lodge  is  not  con- 
ducive to  the  welfare  of  the  Order  in  the  action  of  the  same,  as  when  we 
canvass  a  person  to  become  a  member  of  the  Order,  he  is  told  that  at  death 
his  relatives  are  entitled  to  the  sum  of  $140.00,  sufficient  to  defray  all 
funeral  expenses,  and  in  refusing  to  carry  out  such  contract,  we  are  mis- 
representing the  financial  part  of  the  Order,  as  the  lodge  took  control  of 
the  funeral  arrangements  and  conducted  same  at  the  house  and  also  at  the 
cemetery,  therefore  holding  them  financially  liable  for  funeral  expenses 
of  the  late  Bro.  J.  M.  Doran,  according  to  the  teachings  of  the  Order,  the 
lodge  refusing  to  carry  out  such  contract  as  promised  in  the  ritual,  "bury 
the  dead,"  etc.,  which,  according  to  the  ritual,  is  imperative  on  our  Lodge 
whether  he  or  his  relatives  are  dependent  on  the  deceased  or  not.  Such 
actions  as  Earnscliffe  Lodge  have  taken  in  order  to  avoid  payment  is  not 
Odd  Fellowship  nor  is  it  going  to  help  our  Order  here  or  anywhere  else 
Hoping  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  settle  this  matter  without  having 
resort  to  court  proceedings,  I  remain,

P.  T.  Coupland,  Esq.,  Grand  Master  (or  Patriarch),  Grand  Lodge  (or  En- 
campment) of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  (or  Patriarch)  : 

You  are  no  doubt  aware  that  for  a  great  number  of  years  a  very 
important  question  affecting  the  future  growth  of  our  Order  has  annually 
engaged  the  attention  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  :  and  on  each  suc- 
cessive occasion  is  relegated  to  the  background,  only  to  be  re-introduced 
the  following  year.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  "Eighteen  Year  Old  Amend- 
ment." 

I  was  honored  this  year  in  being  elected  to  represent  my  Grand  En- 
campment at  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  years  19 13- 19 14,  and 
therefore  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  session  held  in  Minneapolis, 
September  last. 

I  was  very  much  interested  in  the  discussion  that  took  place  on  this 
important  question,  but  if  one  is  to  judge  by  the  result  as  indicated  by 
the  vote  taken,  its  final  solution  is  no  nearer  a  settlement  than  at  its  early 
introduction.  Nevertheless  it  will  not  down,  but  will  come  up  again 
next  year. 

It  is  something  that,  if  adopted,  will  make  or  mar  the  future  success 
of  the  Order.  If  the  former  would  be  the  result,  legislation  along  that 
line  should  not  longer  be  delayed. 

Viewing  it  from  that  standpoint,  it  seems  to-  me  that,  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  intelligence  of  the  members  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
with  which  body  I  have  the  honor  to  be  at  present  associated,  I  believe  a 
grave  error  was  committed,  when  the  resolution  recommending  that  the 
question  be  remitted  to  our  Subordinate  Grand  Bodies  for  an  expression 
of   opinion   was   voted   down. 

I  recognize  the  fact  that  in  many  matters  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
is  supreme  in  itself,  and  its  dignity  must  be  respected  and  maintained  ; 
but  when  it  comes  to  an  important  and  far-reaching  question  such  as  the 
lowering  of  our  age  limit,  the  Grand  Representative,  who  considers  he  is 
a  law  unto  himself,  and  will  not  seek  counsel  with  the  Subordinate  Grand 
Body,  who  placed  him  in  the  honorable  position  he  now  occupies,  has  yet 
to  learn  the  lessen  "that  many  are  stronger  than  a  few,"  and  that  the 
wisdom  possessed  by  the  Order  extends  beyond  the  confines  of  the  Sover- 
eign Grand  Lodge. 

"When  in  doubt,  consult  the  people,  and  you  will  usually  find  them 
right,"  is  a  truism  that  can  well  be  applied  to  the  rank  and  file  of  our 
Order  ;   that  is  my  apology  for  addressing  you  at  this  time. 

You  have  probably  heard  the  stock  arguments  that  have  been  made 
for  and  against  a  change,  some  of  them  being  as  follows  : 
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Those  favorable  say  : — 

(i)  With  the  advance  in  educational  facilities  over  fifty  years  ago 
the  boy  of  eighteen  years  old  to-day  is  as  fully  matured  in  his 
ideas  and  a  knowledge  of  the  world,  as  his  forefathers  were  at 
twenty-five. 

(2)  That  eighteen  is  the  age  when  the  character  of  the  youth  is  in  the 
formation,  and  where  can  it  better  be  developed  than  between 
the  walls  of  a  lodge  room  ? 

(3)  That  the  man  who  makes  a  companion  of  his  boy  from  early 
youth  to  manhood,  is  a  true  parent  and  should  not  be  debarred 
from  taking  that  boy  over  the  threshold  of  his  lodge  at  the 
earliest  moment  that  he  is  capable  of  understanding  and  grasping 
the  truths  our  Order,  through  its  peerless  ritual,  seeks  to  in- 
culcate. 

Those  opposed  tell  us  : — 

(1)  That  the  laws  of  the  land  make  the  legal  age  21  years,  and  until 
that  is  amended,  our  Order  should  go  slow.  (As  a  part  answer 
to  this,  it  might  be  said,  what  have  the  laws  of  our  land  got  to  do 
with  any  obligation  we  as  Odd  Fellows  assume  ?) 

(2)  That  at  least  one  fraternal  order  has  tried  the  experiment,  and 
found  it  a  failure. 

There  are,  I  fear,  many  Orders  professing  to  be  great  fraternal  bodies, 
but  who  appeal  largely  for  support  on  the  ground  of  the  financial  gain  to 
be  derived  from  membership  in  said  organizations,  and  when  one  becomes 
closer  acquainted  he  finds  the  fraternal  spirit  practically  nil.  Would  it 
be  anything  to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  infusion  of  youth  into  their  courts 
or  tabernacles  has  not  been  a  success? 

While  I  am  on  this  thought  let  me  say,  I  wish  every  member  of  the 
Order  could  have  been  present  at  the  reception  given  by  the  good  brothers 
of  St.  Paul,  Minn  ,  to  the  members  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  last  Sep- 
tember, and  heard  the  eloquent  appeal  made  by  Bro.  F.  L.  Power,  P.G.R., 
when  he  spoke  on  the  question  of  fraternity,  and  that  we  should  be  ever 
on  our  guard  to  prevent  commercialism  creeping  into  the  Order,  to  the 
exclusion   of  fraternalism. 

Whether  we  should  let  down  wide  the  bars,  or  for  a  time  have  the 
amendment  apply  to  the  sons  of  Odd  Fellows  only,  is  a  question  that 
might  well  be  debated  ;  but  let  us  at  least  give  our  individual  members 
an  opportunity  of  expressing  themselves  on  this  important  question. 

I  do  not  know,  my  dear  Grand  Master  (or  Patriarch) ,  where  you  stand 
individually  ;  personally  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  say  that  until  the 
will  of  the  majority  says  otherwise  I  am  for  the  amendment  ;  I  believe 
you  to  be  willing  to  give  those  in  your  immediate  charge,  a  chance  to 
voice  their  opinion. 

I  trust  that  it  will  be  your  judgment,  that  the  subject  is  one  worthy 
of  submitting  to  every  Subordinate  Lodge  in  your  jurisdiction  for  an 
expression  of  opinion  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  ;  then  report  the  result 
at  the  next  session  of  your  Grand  Lodge  in  order  that  action  may  be  taken 
on  same  and  your  Grand  RepresentativesJiave  definite  instructions  as  to 
how  you  would  like  them  to  vote  when  said  amendment  comes  up  for 
consideration  at  the  session  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September, -19 14  ; 
and  when  the  vote  is  then  taken,  whatever  may  be  the  result,  it  will  be 
the  expressed  opinion  of  a  large  body  of  the  members  vitally  interested. 
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This  is  the  only  way  we  will  ever  know  whether  it  meets  with  favor 
in  the  eyes  of  our  Order. 

Let  us,  for  argument's  sake,  say  that  the  majority  of  the  Order  at 
large  says  "No."  Is  there  not  a  possibility  of  it  being  foisted  on  the 
Order  by  a  snap  verdict  ?  And  in  favor  of  that  view,  let  me  say,  that  I 
have,  with  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal  and  data  available,  gone  back 
in  the  records  of  S.G.L.  from  1890  to  date,  and  where  the  vote  has  been 
recorded  on  this  amendment  in  the  different  forms  in  which  it  has  been 
introduced,  the  essential  part  being  the  reduction  of  the  age  limit,  the 
vote  has  been  as  follows  :  1890 — Two  votes  :  no  for,  55  against  ;  109 
for,  54  against.  1891 — Two  votes  :  107  for,  56  against  ;  106  for,  55 
against.  1892 — 83  for,  76  against.  1893 — 80  for,  96  against.  1894— 
73  for,  55  against.  1900 — 80  for,  92  against.  1902 — 118  for,  59  against. 
1906 — 124  for,  70  against.  1908 — 95  for,  73  against.  A  majority  in 
almost  every  case,  but  lacking  the  necessary  three-fourths  vote. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  S.G.L.  Journal  of  1887,  and  ask 
you  to  read  the  expression  of  opinion  given  by  our  then  Grand  Sire,  John 
H.  White  (now  deceased),  on  the  eighteen  year  old  amendment.  I  refrain 
from  quoting  at  length,  as  this  letter  has  lengthened  out  far  more  than  I 
anticipated  at  the  outset,  but  not  more  than  the  importance  of  the  subject 
demands.  He  concluded  his  remarks  by  saying  :  "Allow  me  to  repeat, 
that  after  a  most  careful  and  painstaking  examination  and  consideration 
of  the  subject,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  amendment  ought 
to,  and  I  trust  it  will,  be  adopted.  The  growing  sentiment  of  the  Order 
will  compel  it  ultimately,  and  there  are  many  reasons  why  now  is  the 
accepted    time." 

Those  were  the  concluding  words  of  one  of  the  able  members  of  our 
Order,  to  whom  was  accorded  the  honor  of  compiling  the  Digest  previous 
to  the  one  we  now  have  in  use. 

If  there  was  truth  in  his  utterance  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  is  it 
not   doubly  true   to-day  ? 

I  have  it  on  good  authority  that  all  the  Grand  Bodies  located  in  the 
northern  half  of  the  North  American  Continent,  or  in  other  words,  "Can- 
ada," have  at  some  previous  time  pronounced  in  favor  of  the  eighteen 
year  old  amendment. 

I  have  before  me  the  Journal  for  1887  of  the  oldest  Canadian  juris- 
diction, known  then  as  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  Lower  Provinces  of 
British  North  America,"  but  in  recent  years  changed  to  the  more  euphon- 
ious name  of  "The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada." 
And  this  is  the  record  of  the  action  then  taken  : — 

MEMORIAL. 


To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.O.O.F.: 

This  Memorial  fraternally  submits,  as  the  opinion  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  I.O.O.F.,  of  the  Lower  Provinces,  British  North 
America,  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  would  be  served,  and 
its  prosperity  advanced,  if  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Order 
might  be  received  of  eighteen  years  of  age. 

This  Grand  Lodge,  therefore,  respectfully  asks  of  the  Sover- 
eign Grand  Lodge,  that  such  necessary  legislation  be  had  as  will 
give  to  its  subordinate  bodies  power  to  establish  by  local  enact- 
ment the  age  at  which  (not  less  than  eighteen)  candidates  for 
admission  to  the  Order  may  be  received. 
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I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  every  Grand  Master  and  every 
Grand  Patriarch  on  the  North  American  Continent. 

There  will  be  at  least  71  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
meet  previous  to  next  session  S.G.L.  In  the  case  of  the  other  Grand 
Bodies,  any  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Patriarch  that  has  the  interest  of  the 
Order  at  heart,  can  place  the  matter  before  his  subordinate  Lodges  or 
Encampments  and  receive  their  views,  and  submit  the  result  to  their 
respective  Grand  Representatives  for  their  information. 

I  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  at  an  early  date  as  to  how  this 
question  appeals  to  you,  and  to  know  if  you  propose  doing  anything  in 
the  premises. 

If  we  press  this  to  a  conclusion,  whatever  may  be  the  final  result,  I 
believe  that  both  you  and  I  will  be  doing  the  Order  a  good  service.

Bro.  W.  H.  Hoyle,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee  on 
Laws  of  Subordinates,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  beg  leave  to  report  that 
during  the  past  year  we  have  carefully  examined  85  sets  of  by-laws  from 
different  lodges  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Also  several  amendments 
to  the  by-laws  of  lodges  requiring  the  same. 

We  have  found  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  getting  a  large  number  of 
lodges  to  frame  their  new  by-laws  according  to  the  Constitutional  pay- 
ments they  are  authorized  to  make  re  sick  benefits.  A  careful  perusal 
of  the  Constitution  would  have  plainly  indicated  to  them  the  basis  upon 
which  these  benefits  are  to  be  paid.  The  lodges  will  please  note  that  they 
cannot  pay  a  larger  sum  (after  the  first  week's  illness)  than  the  minimum 
amount  set  forth  in  the  Constitution,  unless  a  financial  statement  is  pre- 
sented showing  the  assets  of  the  lodge,  which  should  include  the  amount 
of  money  invested  and  the  interest  received  thereon,  with  the  average 
amount  of  dues.  We  trust  that,  having  directed  the  attention  of  the 
lodges  to  this  important  matter,  no  further  difficulty  is  to  be  anticipated 
from  this  source  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  sick  benefits. 

The  compulsory  duty  devolving  upon  every  lodge  of  providing  for 
a  Contingent  Fund,  and  also  the  payment  of  Widows'  Benefits,  is  another 
matter  to  which  we  direct  the  attention  of  the  lodges. 

The  investment  of  the  fuuds  of  the  lodges  for  building  purposes  is  a 
matter  that  requires  the  approval  of  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario,  arid  the  Committee  desire  that  this 
requisite  be  complied  with  before  any  sums  are  expended  without  the 
approval   of   the   above   named    Department. 

Generally  speaking,  the  lodges  have  to-day  a  more  uniform  code  of 
by-laws,  and  it  can  be  reasonably  expected  that  during  the  ensuing  year 
still  further  advance  will  be  made  to  comply  with  the  Constitution. 

Lodge  Committees  on  By-laws  are  not  required  to  sign  the  proposed 
by-laws  of  the  lodge.  The  Constitution  calls  for  the  signatures  of  the 
Noble  Grand  and  the  Recording  Secretary,  with  the  -seal  of  the  lodge 
attached  thereto.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a  lodge  to  repeat  in  its  by- 
laws any  clause  of  the   Constitution.

Report  No.  5. 

Rep.   W.   G.   R.   Bartram,   from  Special   Committee 
No.   1,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  re- 
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ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  Solicitor  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Special  Committee  No.  1  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

Re  Clause  16  of  Grand  Master's  Report.  We  would  suggest  that 
action  be  taken  at  this  session  to  amend  Clause  130  of  the  Constitution 
of  Subordinates,  and  also  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  dealing  with  the 
investment  of  the  funds  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "Lodge"  in  line  9  of  the  said  clause,  "where  incorporated."  After 
the  word  "purposes"  in  line  14  of  the  same  clause?  "by  having  a  by-law 
passed  to  comply  with  the  same  so  as  to  conform  with  the  provisions  of 
Clause  160  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  and  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario." 

That  Clause  160  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  "subor- 
dinates" in  line  9  of  the  said  clause,  the  words,  "and  by  the  Committee 
on  Investment  of  the  Funds  of  Subordinate  Lodges." 

And  that  the  By-laws  of  Grand  Lodge  be  so  amended  as  to  provide 
for  an  additional  committee  to  deal  with  the  investment  of  the  funds  of 
Subordinate  Lodges,  to  consist  of  three  members,  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Grand  Lodge  Solicitor,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  of 
Subordinates. 

We  also  recommend  that  such  committee  encourage  Subordinate 
Lodges  to  build  or  acquire  and  own  their  lodge  rooms,  wherever  the  local 
conditions  will  warrant  the  same. 

We  also  unanimously  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master 
with  regard  to  Gananoque  Lodge,  No.  114,  and  trust  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  our  good  brothers  in  Gananoque  have  a  home  of  their  own. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted. 

Moved  that  the  foregoing  be  adopted.

Bro.  Joseph  Oliver,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following  report,  all  of  which 
was  approved  except  section  5,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Legislation  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

1st — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  General  Purposes  to  provide  a  suitable 
trophy  for  Gerrard  Lodge,  No.  424,  who,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Grand 
Master,  are  to  confer  the  3rd  degree. 

2nd — Re  Clause  18,  Grand  Master's  Report,  suggesting  that  a  grant 
be  made  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. — Your  Committee  cannot  see  their 
way  clear  at  present  to  recommend  that  this  course  be  adopted  and  would 
therefore  not  recommend  the  grant. 
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3rd — We  fully  endorse  the  action  of  the  Board  on  General  Purposes 
in  showing  the  sympathy  of  this  Order  in  the  great  disaster  which  occurred 
on  Lakes  Superior,  Huron,  and  Erie,  in  which  so  many  lost  their  lives, 
including  a  number  of  our  brothers  of  this  Order,  in  placing  a  suitable 
tablet  in  the  Royal  Arthur  Institute,  or  Snug  Harbor  for  Sailors,  at  Port 
Arthur,  on  June  25th.  We  also  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  same 
Committee  in  forwarding  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  assist  in 
the  relief  of  the  Newfoundland  shipping  disaster. 

4th — Re  Clause  4,  Grand  Secretary's  Report — -We  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  work  of  extension  of  the  Order  in  Ontario. 

5th — Re  Clause  24,  Grand  Secretary's  Report — Your  Committee  ap- 
prove of  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  bonding  of  lodges 
be  done  by  this  Grand  Body,  on  the  basis  that  the  same  fees  be  paid  as  at 
present,  until  the  fund  reaches  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  when 
further  assessments  on  the  lodges  shall  cease,  unless  they  find  the  interest 
will  not  pay  the  losses  ;  and  further,  that  this  system  include  the  sub- 
ordinate encampments,  but  not  to  include  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

6th — Re  Clause  27,  Grand  Secretary's  Report — Your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  usual  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  our  Grand  Secretary,  that  as  in  former  years  he  may  attend  the 
session  of  Grand  Secretary's  Association  at  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

7th — Re  Clause  30,  Grand  Secretary's-  Report — Your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Temple  in  this  city  ;  and  further, 
that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  General  Committee 
of  the  City  to  assist  in  defraying  expenses  of  this  Grand  Lodge  meeting. 

8th — Re  Clause  31,  Grand  Secretary's  Report — We  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  be  granted  to  the  Toronto  District 
Committee  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  tent  at  the  Canadian  National 
Exhibition. 

Qth — Clause.  35,  Grand  Secretary's  Report — Your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  usual  custom  of  appointing  an  official  reporter  be  continued 
and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  allow  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  diem. 

10th — Your  Committee  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  two  letters 
thanking  this  Grand  Body  for  their  donation  to  the  sufferers  of  the  New- 
foundland   marine    disaster. 

nth — We  wish  to  congratulate  this  Grand  Lodge  on  its  present 
financial  condition  as  shown  by  the  Financial  Statements  ;  also  the  excel- 
lent report  of  the  .Home  Board  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

1 2th — We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  granted 
to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  attendance 
at  that   Department  this  year. 

13th — We  recommend  that  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal 
Of  Proceedings  be  printed  and  distributed  in  the  regular  way. 
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Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the 
year  :

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  paid  as  re- 
tainer by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  our  Solicitor. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  draw  a  warrant 
for  the  necessary  amount  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee. 

We  recommend  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $225.00  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  to  pay  for  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
reports  of  said  Assembly.  Said  reports  to  be  printed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Grand  Secretary!. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Grand  Master  for  expenses  during  the  coming  year,  this  amount  to 
include  the  cost  of  stenographer.  Also  that  the  sum  of  $150  to  be  appro- 
priated for  expenses  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  $100  for  the  Grand 
Warden. 

Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
re  grant  to  fitting  out  of  hospital  ship,  concur  in  the  resolution  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  same.

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
of  Rep.  A.  EL  Blackeby,  "Re  amending  Grand  Lodge  By-law  No.  101," 
beg  leave  to  report  : — That  this  amendment  concerns  an  error  that  has 
appeared  for  many  years,  and  one  that  should  be  corrected.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  and  that  the  said  By-law  No. 
101  be  made  to  read  as  follows,  viz.:  ♦ 

"No.  1 01. — Rebekah  Lodges  shall  have  power  to  receive 
into  membership  by  initiation  members  in  good  standing  in  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  and  their  wives,  female  relatives  and  such  other 
females  as  are  qualified  by  the  general  laws  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Degree  ;  and  also  to  receive  on  deposit  of  card  qualified  members 
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of  the  Rebekah  Degree  from  other  lodges.  All  applications  for 
admission  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Noble  Grand,  and  on  the  Committee's  report 
a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  if  less  than  three  black  balls  appear, 
the  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  admission."

Rep.  R.  J.  Elliott,  from  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
passed  by  StoufTville  Lodge,  No.  384,  beg  leave  to  report  thereon  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  payment  of  sick  and  mortuary  benefits  is,  and  always  has  been, 
a  prime  factor  in  the  work  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge.  To  pay  these  benefits 
it  is  necessary  that  the  funds  of  a  lodge  be  sustained  by  prompt  periodical 
payment  of  dues.  The  ability  of  a  lodge  to  pay  benefits  at  all  depends 
upon  these  payments  being  made  at  the  time  set  forth  in  the  Consti- 
tution. To  make  a  provision  in  our  laws  for  the  payment  of  certain 
benefits,  where  dues  are  in  arrears,  would  be  contrary  to  our  entire  system 
as  practised  for  nearly  a  hundred  years.  Your  Committee  cannot  see  its 
way  clear  to  recommend  any  such  drastic  change  in  the  method  of  carrying 
on  the  financial  part  of  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  ask  to  be  relieved  from 
further    consideration    of    the    question.

Rep.  W.  G.  Robinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  not 
approved  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  section  A, 
paragraph  18,  Grand  Master's  Report,  and  paragraph  13,  Grand  Secre- 
tary's Report,  both  dealing  with  the  same  subject,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows  : 

The  subject  dealt  with  is  the  advisability  of  having  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  or  some  substitute  for  it,  acting  in  the  interim,  so  as  to  pass 
upon  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  before  they  are  formulated.     It  is 
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obvious  that  such  a  plan  would  do  away  with  the  disturbance  that  occurs 
where  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  is  not  sustained,  although  it  may 
have  been  in  operative  force  for  eleven  months  before  being  reversed. 
It  is,  however,  clear  that  it  is  not  the  approval  of  the  Judiciary  Committee 
itself  but  the  ratification  of  the  approval  of  this  Committee  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  which  gives  final  foice  and  effect  to  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master.  There  would  be  an  added  safeguard  if  an  instruction  were  given 
to  the  Grand  Master  to  have  the  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee, 
and  one  other  member  thereof,  appointed  from  the  same  town  or  city, 
and  that  the  Grand  Master  have  the  privilege  of  submitting  any  decision 
to  these  two  for  their  opinion  thereon,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary be  appointed  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  named,  just  as  is  now 
done  in  the  case  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates.  We  re- 
commend that  this  be  done.

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  Section  C,  of 
paragraph  7,  and  Section  B  of  paragraph  18,  Grand  Master's  Report,  both 
dealing  with  the  same  subject,  viz.,  the  making  of  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows  : — 

We  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  these  officers  would  be  a  desirable 
acquisition  to  the  membership  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  question  the 
wisdom  and  doubt  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  dictate  to  any  subor- 
dinate who  shall  be  its  representative  in  this  Grand  Body.  The  Subordinate 
Lodge  must  be  left  free  to  elect  its  own  representatives,  and  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  interference  on  this  point  would,  we  feel 
assured,  be  resented,  and,  in  case  of  an  appeal,  their  rights  in  this  respect 
would  undoubtedly  be  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Legislature  of  the  Order. 

We  therefore  ask  to  be  relieved  from  further  consideration  of  the 
question.

The  question  here  raised  is  the  advisability  of  a  uniform  scale  of  dues 
and  benefits  in  a  district  where  lodges  have  concurrent  jurisdiction.     In 
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so  far  as  the  contributions  of  the  members  are  concerned,  we  already  have 
legislation  dealing  with  the  subject.  The  last  paragraph  of  Grand  Lodge 
By-law  No.  109  provides  that  the  District  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  enforce  a  uniform  scale  of  fees  and  dues  in  their  respective  districts. 
As  this  law  fairly  covers  the  point  dealt  with  we  are  of  opinion  that  no 
further  legislation  along  this  line  is  needed  at  the  present  time.

J.  T.  Hornibrook,  from  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Clauses  31-33, 
beg  to  report  as  follows  : — 

We  recommend  that  decisions  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12, 
14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33,  34,  35, 
37,  40,  41,  42,  43,  44,  45,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50,  51,  52,  53,  54,  55,  56,  57,  58,  59, 
60,  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66  and  67  be  approved. 

That  Decision  Ho.  13  be  not  approved.  Investments  of  funds  in  stock 
of  Banks,  Loan  or  Trust  Companies  are  not  authorized  by  our  Constitution. 

That  Decision  No.  20  be  amended  by  changing  the  dates  to  January 
27th  in  both  cases  instead  of  January  20th. 

That  Decision  No.  36  be  not  approved.  A  lodge  can  refuse  to  grant 
a  withdrawal  card  at  the  time  applied  for  but  cannot  keep  members  wait- 
ing for  any  time  the  lodge  may  suggest.  They  must  proceed  to  ballot 
forthwith.     See  Clause  82  Constitution. 

That  Decision  No.  38  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"Yes." 

That  Decision  No.  39  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "no," 
"but  should  be  in  the  custody  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  lodge." 

Clause  31,  Grand  Master's  Report.  Your  Committee  approve  of  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Master  as  stated  in  said  Clause. 

Rebekah  Decisions.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  all  of  the 
decisions  given  be  approved,  but  that  the  reference  in  answer  to  No.  3  be 
changed  to  2598  instead  of  2588.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  beg  to  report  as  follows  :— 

The  subjoined  questions  were  received  and  answered  by  the  Grand 
Master  after  his  report  had  been  printed. 

We  approve  of  the  answers  as  given  and  now  ask  Grand  Lodge  to 
confirm  this  report  and  the  decisions. 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  be  adopted. 

ALEX.  ABRAHAM. 

Question  :  In  the  case  of  absence  from  the  city  of  the  Noble  Grand, 
is  the  Vice  Grand  legally  entitled  to  give  the  Pass  Word  of  the  current 
year,  and  the  A.T.P.W.  to  a  brother  in  good  standing  ? 

Answer  :    Yes. 

Question  :  Should  a  brother  who  has  become  a  hotel  keeper,  be 
expelled  from  the  lodge  ? 

Answer  :  Yes.  See  Clause  52  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  also 
latter  part  of  Clause  46  ie  Covenant  Committee. 

Question  :  A  lodge  has  taken  a  vote  on  the  rescinding  of  a  by-law 
under  which  the  services  of  a  physician  have  formerly  been  engaged  by 
the  lodge,  and  after  giving  the  regularly  required  notice  the  motion  was 
carried,  but  not  by  a  two-thirds  majority.  On  this  point  a  ruling  was  given 
some  three  years  ago  by  the  D.D.G.M.,  supported  by  the  confirmation  of 
the  District  Committee,  to  the  effect  that  a  two-thirds  majority  was  neces- 
sary, and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  what  basis  it  was  given  on.  It  is  taken  for 
granted  that  the  lodge  has  no  restrictive  by-law  bearing  directly  upon  the 
case,  and  that  the  Constitution  must  therefore  be  relied  upon  to  cover  the 
case.  My  impression  is  that  Clause  152  of  the  Constitution,  1403  of 
White's  Digest,  invests  the  lodges  with  power  to  repeal  their  by-laws,  when 
such  repeal  does  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  and  if  there  is  no  clause 
bearing  upon  the  majority  required,  a  straight  majority  will  suffice.  The 
only  clause  in  the  Constitution  which  refers  to  the  necessity  of  a  two-thirds 
vote  is  158,  and  that  I  interpret  as  pertaining  to  Grand  Lodge  in  the  legis- 
lation of  that  Body.  Will  you  please  be  good  enough  to  favour  me  with 
your  advice  on  this  point,  and  I  may  then  feel  that  the  ruling  is  on  good 
authority  and  entirely  independent  of  the  former  ruling  and  the  source 
from  which  it  came  ? 

Answer  :  Re  amendment  to  by-law,  Clause  No.  159  gives  power  to  a 
lodge  to  amend  its  by-laws. 

Many  lodges  in  framing  their  by-laws  put  in  a  clause  dealing  with  the 
amendments  to  those  by-laws,  and  unless  this  lodge  had  such  a  by-law,  and 
if  there  is  no  such  clause  stating  to  the  contrary,  a  straight  majority  is  all 
that  is  necessary. 
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Report  No.  14. 

Rep.  S.  C.  Parks,  from  the  Committee  on  Mileage 
and  Per  Diem,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  beg  to  report  as  follows  : — 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  Per  Diem  allowance  for  this  Grand  Lodge 
Session  be  $3.00. 

2.  That  the  railway  allowance  be  at  the  rate  of  5c.  per  mile,  one  way, 
of  the  usually  travelled  route. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  issue  cheque  for  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  to  pay  the  above. 

4.  That  the  representatives  from  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  Rainy 
River  Districts  be  allowed  the  usual  grant  of  $6.00  extra  mileage,  because 
of  their  inability  to  get  reduced  fare  on  the  railway  for  the  district  west  of 
Port  Arthur. 

5.  The  table  of  mileage  and  per  diem  for  the  session  is  submitted 
herewith.

Your  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Correspondence  beg  to  report  as 
follows  : 

Re  Clause  2,  Grand  Master's  Report. — We  are  pleased  to  note  the 
care  exercised  by  the  Grand  Master  in  the  issuance  of  official  circulars, 
and  realizing  that  through  this  medium  only  is  he  permitted  to  place  his 
views  before  the  majority  of  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction,  we  desire  to  sug- 
gest that  all  circular  letters  from  the  Grand  Master,  after  being  read  by 
the  Secretary,  be  posted  in  the  ante-room  for  the  space  of  one  month. 

Re  Clause  26,  Grand  Secretary's  Report. — While  we  must  naturally 
expect  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  correspondence  pertaining  to  this 
office,  in  keeping  with  the  increased  membership  of  the  Order,  yet  we  view 
with  considerable  pleasure  the  expressions  of  approval  heard  from  every 
portion  of  the  Jurisdiction  regarding  the  efficiency  with  which  all  cor- 
respondence is  dealt  with  by  our  Grand  Secretary.  We  desire  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  service  rendered  this  Order  through  the 
Grand   Secretary's  Office.

Report  No.  16. 

Bro.  CI.  T.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Sire,  from  the 
Committee  on  Rebekah  Lodges,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Rebekah  Lodges,  to  whom  was  referred  Clause 
8  of  the  Grand  Master's  Report,  and  Clauses  11,  12  and  39  of  the  Grand 
Secretary's  Report,  and  the  statistical  table  included  therein,  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  they  have  given  these  matters  their  careful  consid- 
eration, and  desire  to  express  their  satisfaction  with  the  energy  and  enter- 
prise of  this  Branch  of  the  Order  and  the  consequently  prosperous  condi- 
tion which  it  shows.  During  the  time  that  these  lodges  have  been  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Assembly,  the  various  officers  seem  at  all  times  to  have 
devoted  a  great  amount  of  energy  and  enthusiasm  to  their  work.     Fifteen 
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lodges  have  been  instituted  and  one  resuscitated  during  the  year.  There 
has  been  a  net  increase  of  over  1,630,  making  the  total  at  the  end  of  19 13 
not  less  than  10,417.  Their  assistance  towards  the  maintenace  and  sup- 
port of  the  I.O.O.F.  Home  has  been  very  effective,  and  is  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  Trustees  of  that  institution. 

The  Grand  Master  refers  to  the  fact  that  some  lodges  had  to  be 
closed  and  their  charters  taken  up,  but  there  has  apparently  been  some 
difficulty  in  securing  the  rituals.  This  is  a  matter  of  gravest  importance. 
The  President  of  the  Assembly  should  exercise  the  greatest  diligence  in 
having  these  rituals  returned.  Wherever,  for  any  reason,  a  Rebekah 
Lodge  fails  to  continue  its  operations  and  there  becomes  necessity  for  the 
President  to  take  action  in  connection  with  it,  if  she  is  unable  to  assure  its 
continuance  in  active  operation  the  first  thing  to  be  done  should  be  to  take 
possession  of  the  rituals.  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  matter  will  be  promptly 
attended  to  so  that  future  Grand  Masters  will  not  have  to  report  any 
delinquency. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  that  he  has  discussed  with  the  President 
the  matter  of  decisions  and  interpretations  of  laws  by  the  President  of  the 
Assembly.  It  appears  that  of  late  years  the  action  of  the  President  has 
been  accepted  as  final.  This  is  not  proper.  There  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  legislation  by  our  Grand  Lodge,  giving  authority  to  the 
President  to  decide  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and  to  make  those  decisions 
binding  during  the  interim,  nor  would  it  have  been  lawful  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  give  any  such  authority.  (See  Digest  2321-2525.)  It  is  recom- 
mended that  in  future  all  decisions  of  the  President  of  the  Assembly  should 
pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee of  the  Grand  Lodge  before  becoming  final.  In  this  way  only  can 
there  be  uniformity  of  law  and  practice. 

The  loading  up  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  with  matter  from  the 
Question  Box  during  the  session  should  be  avoided.  There  is  no  reason 
why  these  inquiries  should  not  be  submitted  earlier  by  the  subordinates. 

The  following  resolutions  are  respectfully  submitted  : 

Resolved, — That  all  decisions  of  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Branch 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Master  for  his  consideration,  and  for 
reference  to  the   Grand   Lodge. 

Resolved, — That  matters  for  the  Question  Box  should  be  sent  in  to 
the  Assembly  Secretary  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  session  of  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  by  her  sent  at  once  on  a  printed  or  typewritten  sheet  to  the 
Grand  Secretary.

Report  No.  17. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Dennis,  from  the  Committee  on  O.F.R.A., 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  advisory  committee  on  the  work  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Relief 
Association  of  Canada  attended  the  annual  session,  which  was  held  in 
Kingston  on  the  22nd  of  July.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  at  this,  the  fortieth 
annual  session  of  the  members  of  that  organization,,  the  reports  of  progress 
were  so  substantial.     The  financial  stringency  and  consequent  slackness 
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of  work  affected  the  membership  to  some  extent,  the  net  increase  for  the 
year  being  397,  giving  a  total  membership  on  Dec.  31,  1913,  of  28,512. 
That  there  was  an  increase  at  all  speaks  well  for  the  attractiveness  of 
the  certificates  of  membership  in  the  Association. 

The  prediction  made  by  your  committee  last  year  that  19 13  would 
witness  the  largest  addition  to  the  reserve  fund  of  the  Association  was 
amply  fulfilled.  The  balance  transferred  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
Dec.  31,  1 9 13,  was  $158,292,  by  far  the  largest  amount  gained  in  any  one 
year  in  the  history  of  the  Association. 

The  reserve  fund  at  the  end  of  June,  19 14,  amounted  to  $1,342,838, 
of  which  $1,213,590  is  in  municipal  debentures. 

The  rate  of  interest  is  constantly  growing.  The  securities  purchased 
in  1913  yield  an  average  rate  of  5.67%.  On  all  securities  held,  including 
those  purchased  when  interest  rates  were  low,  the  average  rate  of  interest 
is  4.65%. 

In  Ontario  the  mortuary  payments  made  during  the  year  were  140, 
calling  for  an  expenditure  of  $175,345,  and  showing  a  death  rate  of  8.29%. 
In  addition  $1,500  was  paid  out  in  disability  claims  to  Ontario  members. 

Average  age  of  new  members,  enrolled  during  the  year,  was  29.35, 
and  the  average  age  of  entire  present  membership,  40.58. 

Your  Committee  cannot  help  but  call  special  attention  to  the  repre- 
sentative character  of  the  meetings  held  in  Kingston.  This  year  every 
Jurisdiction  in  Canada  had  one  or  more  of  its  prominent  members  in  at- 
tendance. From  the  far  east  to  the  terminal  city  of  Vancouver  there 
were  representative  Odd  Fellows,  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  and 
progress  of  this  important  and  valued  auxiliary  of  our  Order. 

In  view  of  the  above  outlined  conditions  your  Committee  have  much 
pleasure  in  recommending  a  continuance  of  the  recognition  so  cordially 
accorded  to  this  Association  during  the  past  twenty-four  years,  and  a 
favorable  endorsation  of  the  splendid  work  it  is  doing. 

Resolved, — That    the    foregoing    be    adopted.

Rep.  N.  R.  D.  Sinclair,  from  the  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Relations,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada, 

together  with  some  across  the  border,  were  visited  by  our  Grand  Master, 
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Grand  Secretary,  and  some  of  the  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  we  welcome  the  visitors  from  the  various  neighboring  juris- 
dictions. Such  interchange  of  visits  cannot  fail  to  strengthen  the  bond 
which    unites    us. 

We  note  also  in  the  Grand  Master's  report,  section  20,  an  expression 
of  a  desire  for  closer  fraternal  relations  with  the  Canadian  jurisdictions, 
and  with  this  we  are  heartily  in  accord. 

We  rejoice  also  in  whatever  part  we  have  been  able  to  take  by  our 
fellowship  with  jurisdictions  to  the  south  of  us  in  the  completion  of  a 
century  of  peace  between  Canada  and  the  United  States.

As  to  Clause  10,  Grand  Master's  Report — That  we  heartily  commend 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  visiting  and  holding  Lodges  of  Instruc- 
tion in  each  District  as  far  as  he  was  able,  and  his  encouragement  of  the 
instructions  in  the  unwritten  work,  and  the  suggestion  by  him  that  only 
one  degree  be  conferred  at  such  lodges,  and  only  the  unwritten  work  of 
the  other  degrees  given,  and  that  only  those  specially  qualified  to  confer 
the  degrees  and  give  the  unwritten  work  be  appointed  to  do  so. 

As  to  Clause  1 1  (excepting  the  last  paragraph) — We  recommend  that 
the  practice  of  conferring  degrees  at  Grand  Lodge  be  continued,  but  that 
a  different  degree  be  conferred  at  each  Grand  Lodge. 

This  Committee  wishes  to  congratulate  the  local  brethren  upon  the 
erection  of  the  handsome  building  in  which  we  are  assembled  here  to-day. 

We  also  recommend  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  method  of  holding 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  different  parts  of  the  Province.  The  indirect  benefit 
to  the  Order  counterbalances  any  saving  financially,  or  improvement  in 
the  physical  comforts  of  the  representatives  while  attending  Grand  Lodge, 
which  the  change  would  make.

Your  Special  Committee  No.  2,  to  whom  was  referred  Clause  14  of 
the  Grand  Master's  Report,  beg  to  approve  and  commend  the  action 
of  the  Grand   Master  in  reference  to  his  appointment  of   four  mem- 
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hers  of  the  Committee  re  Triple  Link  First  Aid  Association,  as  directed 
by  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  and  beg  to  report  that 
the  further  consideration  of  said  matter  is  provided  for  in  the  printed 
report  of  the  Triple  Link  First  Aid  Association. 

Regarding  Clause  23  of  the  Grand  Master's  Report,  re  the  Home, 
we  approve  of  the  commendation  extended  by  the  Grand  Master  therein, 
and  gratitude  expressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  Board,_the  Rebekahs 
and  Odd  Fellows  therein  referred  to  for  their  excellent  services  rendered 
and  donations  freely  given,  which  have  proved  so  effective  in  assisting  in 
making  the  Home  the  success  it  is  and  a  real  home  for  its  members. 

Your  Committee  also  heartily  recommend  the  approval  of  the  Report 
of,  the  Home  Board  (exclusive  of  the  financial  portions  thereof,  which  are 
not  referred  to  this  Committee),  and  congratulate  and  compliment  the 
Trustees  of  the  Home,  and  particularly  the  President  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  thereof,  for  their  splendid  services  rendered  during  the  past 
year. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  question  of  settling  the  value 
of  the  land  referred  to,  about  one  acre,  partly  expropriated  by  the  City 
of  Toronto  for  street  purposes,  and  the  completion  of  the  sale  and  price  to 
be  paid  for  said  acre  by  arrangement  or  by  arbitration,  as  well  as  power 
to  complete  the  sale  advantageously,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  Board  for  attention  and  final  action. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  approval  of  the  purchase  and 
placing  of  18  wardrobes  in  said  Home. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  Grand  Lodge  extend  its  thanks 
to  the  Rebekahs  for  the  magnificent  piano  and  to  the  Odd  Fellows  for 
the  donations  referred  to  in  said  report. 

Your  Committee  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Trustees  in  advertising 
for  and  engaging  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Buchanan,  as  superintendent  and 
matron  respectively,   of  the  said  Home. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year 
in  the  Home,  and  express  the  sincere  sympathy  of  Grand  Lodge  in  reference 
to  same. 

Your  Committee  commend  the  action  of  the  Trustees  re  the  Mahoney 
case,  and  recommend  in  future  that  the  rules  of  the  Home  be  strictly 
complied  with  in  reference  to  all  future  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Home. 

Your  Committee  approve  of  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  in  rendering 
assistance  to  the  children  residents  of  the  Home  in  securing  competent 
and  capable  education  and  instruction  and  knowledge  of  trades  for  which 
they  have  natural  bent  or  inclination,  and  we  feel  satisfied  that  thus  will 
the  wards  of  the  Home,  boys  and  girls,  as  they  leave  same  become  worthy 
citizens  and  a  credit  to  our  country  and  to  the  teachings  and  training  of 
true  Odd  Fellowship.

Rep.  A.  H.  Blackeby,  from  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject 
matter  of  the  investment  of  Lodge  funds  in  real  estate,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows  : 

(1)  We  recommend  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be 
amended  so  that  Sec.  13  shall  have  added,  in  the  eleventh  line  after  the 
word  Association,  the  words  "on  investments  of  Lodge  Funds." 

(2)  That  the  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  adding  a 
new  clause  between  Clauses  55  and  56,  to  be  numbered  55B,  said  clause 
to  read  as  follows  : 

"The  Committee  on  Investments  of  Lodge  Funds  shall  have  power 
to  deal  with  all  investments  of  Lodge  Funds  that  provide  for  the  purchase 
or  disposal  of  real  estate.  No  by-law  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  dealing 
with  investments  in  real  estate  shall  be  valid  until  it  has  received  the 
approval  of  this  Committee.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Lodge  Solicitor,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Laws  of  Subordinates." 

(3)  That  the  rules  of  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  adding 
in  Section  5,  "Reports  of  Committees,"  after  "Laws  of  Subordinates,"  the 
line,  "On  Investments  of  Lodge  Funds." 

(4)  That  the  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  be  amended  by 
inserting  in  Clause  130,  after  the  word  "Lodge,"  in  the  ninth  line,  the 
words  "where  incorporated,"  and  in  the  eleventh  line  of  clause  130,  after 
the  words  "meeting  place,"  the  words  "by  having  a  by-law  passed  dealing 
with  the  proposed  investment." 

(5)  That  clause  160  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates  be  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  clause  the  words,  "or  the  Committee  on  Invest- 
ments of  Lodge  Funds."

Bro.  John  Donogh,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee  on 
History  of  the  Order,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  History  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 
The  Historiographer  reports  to  the  Committee  that  during  the  year 
he  has  spent  considerable  time  and  correspondence  in  endeavoring  to 
secure  data  for  the  History  of  the  Order  in  the  Province.  Inquiry  has 
been  instituted  in  all  the  localities  where  the  original  lodges  were  instituted, 
and  considerable,  information,  documents,  old  rituals,  books,  etc.,  have 
been  obtained.  He  has  also  endeavored  to  secure  biographical  data  of 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Grand  Patriarchs,  and  other  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Order,  which  will  be  placed  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary's 
office  and  can  be  utilized  for  historical  purposes.  He  has  obtained  a  com- 
plete file  of  the  proceedings  of  the  old  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
officials  who  were  employed  in  the  establishment  of  lodges  in  this  Province . 
This  has  involved  considerable  labor,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in 
some  cases  he  has  not  received  as  prompt  a  response  from  some  parties 
who  were  able  to  give  information  as  might  have  been  expected . 

The  material  secured,  however,  would  seem  to  be  ample  for  any  pur- 
poses required  by  the  future  historian  of  the  Order.     Much  of  it  is  still  in 
the  possession  of  the  historiographer,  and  will  be  handed  over  in  due 
course  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  preservation. 
We  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  the  Committee  be  continued. 

2.  That  an  appropriation  of  $500  be  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  and  preparing  material. 

3.  That  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  have  all  historic  data  and 
material  put  into  narrative  form  for  preservation,  and  also  for  publication 
whenever  that  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  be  adopted.

Report  No.  26. 

Bro.  John  Donogh,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 
The  reports  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  show  that  in 
spite  of  financial  depression  and  the  general  slowing  down  of  all  manu- 
facturing establishments,  there  has  been  a  substantial  gain  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  Order  in  Ontario. 

On  June  30th,  19 13,  the  membership  was  51,343;  on  June  30th, 
19 14,  the  membership  was  53,579,  the  net  increase  being  2,236.  During 
the  same  period  the  losses  through  suspension  for  N.P.E).  were  1,607,  or 
about  3  per  cent,  of  the  membership.      Against  this  loss  there  were  143

reinstatements,  and  there  was  an  adverse  difference  of  149  withdrawals 
over  the  number  admitted  by  card. 

We  do  not  see  any  cause  for  discouragement  in  these  losses.  When 
we  take  into  account  the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  our  members  are 
wage-earners,  who  are  always  liable  to  suffer  through  unemployment  and 
who  for  that  and  other  reasons  frequently  change  their  place  of  residence 
and  perhaps  move  to  distant  and  remote  places,  it  is  surprising  that  the 
percentage  of  loss  is  as  small  as  is  shown. 

Still,  Lodge  Secretaries  should  be  vigilant  in  keeping  track  of  the 
members,  and  should  try  to  hold  them  to  the  Lodge  or  advise  those  who 
make  permanent  removals  to  transfer  to  another  Lodge,  and  so  retain 
connection  with  the  Order. 

There  have  been  9  new  Lodges  instituted  during  the  year,  and  3 
charters  have  been  recalled,  making  the  number  of  active  Lodges  at  present 
401. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  majority  of  the  new  Lodges  have  been 
organized  in  cities,  and  it  is  in  these  centers  of  population  that  we  must 
look  for  our  extension  during  coming  years. 

It  will  require  increasing  vigilance  on  the  part  of  Grand  Officers  and 
District  Deputies  to  conserve  the  rural  Lodges  and  hold  them  to  active 
work. 

The  new  form  of  reports  for  District  Deputies  issued  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  will  reveal  the  weak  spots,  and  it' will  be  expected  that  during 
next  year  the  weak  and  dormant  Lodge  will  receive  special  attention  and 
First  Aid  from  the  Grand  Officers. 

The  Statistics  of  the  year,  as  tabulated  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  show 
some  noteworthy  facts  which  should  be  carefully  pondered  by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

1st.  With  the  increasing  age  of  the  Order  in  Ontario,  the  sickness  and 
death  rates  are  keeping  pace. 

2nd.  The  expenditure  for  expenses  of  all  kinds  is  almost  50  per  cent, 
of  the  receipts  from  all  sources. 

3rd.  The  expenditure  for  Relief  shows  an  annual  increase. 

4th.  In  view  of  the  undisputed  fact  that  losses  through  sickness  and 
death  must  increase  with  the  age  of  the  membership,  Lodges  should  care- 
fully guard  their  funds,  see  that  economy  is  practised,  and  accumulate 
provision  for  the  future  so  that  all  obligations  may  be  discharged  as  they 
mature.  Lodges  are  chartered  in  perpetuity,  and  the  members  of  to-day 
must  not  forget  the  duty  they  owe  to  those  who  may  follow  them  in  the 
years  to  come. 

5th.  During  the  year  19 13  the  beneficent  work  of  the  Order  reached 
its  high  water  mark,  as  shown  by  the  following  statistics  : 

No.  of  Brothers  receiving  sick  benefits 4»322 

No.  of  Brothers  buried 415 

Amount  paid  for  Benefits  and  relief  of  all  kinds.  $172,169 

These  figures  relate  only  to  the  Lodges  in  Ontario,  and  to  get  an 
impression  of  the  magnitude  of  our  benevolences,  there  must  be  added 
the  benefits  and  charitable  gifts  of  the  other  branches  of  the  Order,  and 
also  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Odd  Fellows  and  the  orphaned 
children  of  Odd  Fellows. 

These  considerations  should  make  every  Odd  Fellow  resolve  to  work 
harder  than  ever  before  to  build  up  and  extend  the  influence  of  the  Order.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

Visitations  by  Grand  Officers 

The  itinerary  of  the  Grand  Master  shows  that  he  has  not  fallen 
behind  any  of  his  predecessors  in  the  matter  of  visiting  throughout  the 
jurisdiction.  We  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  zeal  and  energy  which 
the  Grand  Master  brought  to  the  service  of  the  Order.  These  visits  no 
doubt  result  in  giving  inspiration  and  stimulus  to  those  Lodges  and  Dis- 
tricts which  have  been  the  recipients  of  the  Grand  Master's  attentions. 

Your  Committee  especially  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master 
in  representing  Ontario  officially  at  the  Sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia.  These  visits 
cannot  help  but  cement  the  ties  which  bind  the  Canadian  jurisdictions  in 
a  close  affiliation  as  members  of  a  great  Dominion  and  partners  in  a  great 
Empire. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  from  the  reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
and  the  Grand  Warden  that  these  officers  have  upheld  the  Grand  Master 
and  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  him  during  his  term. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  now  is  the  time  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  ever  increasing  demands  upon  the  time  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

For  several  years  past  our  Grand  Masters  have  been  giving  freely  of 
their  time  and  means  to  the  ]abor  of  making  visitations  throughout  the 
jurisdiction. 
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Any  one  who  examines  the  Grand  Masters'  reports  must  be  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  the  Brothers  who  have  occupied  the  highest  office  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  have  been  making  tremendous  sacrifices,  not  only  in  the 
time  taken  from  business,  but  in  the  actual  expenditure  of  money  and 
nervous  energy  far  beyond  what  should  be  required. 

The  present  Grand  Master  has  actually  (as  shown  by  his  report) 
spent  in  time  taken  from  his  profession  the  equivalent  of  three  or  four 
months  consecutive  service.  This  involves  the  loss  of  business,  the  sacri- 
fice of  family  relations  and  injury  to  health,  all  without  any  reward  other 
than  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  consciousness  of  duties  well 
performed. 

Let  us  declare  now  that  the  Grand  Lodge  does  not  expect,  and  has 
no  right  to  expect,  that  the  Grand  Master  will  make  any  such  sacrifice 
upon  the  altar  of  office.  The  jurisdiction  is  too  vast  to  be  covered  in  one 
year  by  any  one  or  several  men.  Let  it  be  settled  now  that  the  Grand 
Master's  time,  as  Chief  Administrator  of  the  Order,  shall  be  given  first  to 
the  official  duties  which  demand  his  personal  attention  and  cannot  be 
delegated  to  others.  His  official  visitations  should  be  confined  to  attend- 
ance at  important  fraternal  functions  and  meetings  of  the  Order  held  at 
'central  points.  He  should  make  more  frequent  use  of  his  Grand  Officers 
and  his  District  Deputies,  and  by  placing  greater  responsibility  and  more 
work  on  these  officers,  compel  efficient  service. 

We  commend  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  Grand 
Master  should  convene  his  Advisory  Board  at  stated  times  for  purposes 
of  consultation  and  planning  for  the  supervision  of  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  reported  that  he  has  made  numerous  visits 
during  the  year,  and  although  he  does  not  submit  a  detailed  list;  it  is  well 
known  that  in  his  zeal  for  the  spread  of  the  Order  and  his  strong  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  weaker  Lodges,  he  has  given  more  freely  of  his  energy 
and  time  than  is  warranted  by  his  physical  resources. 

We  commend  the  value  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  but  believe  that  he  should  conserve  his  strength  for  the  more 
important  duties  of  his  desk,  and  only  respond  to  such  invitations  as  can 
be  accepted  without  trespassing  unduly  on  his  office  work  and  on  his 
physical  strength.

Three  districts  did  not  use  the  regular  report  forms,  but  sent 
in  written  reports.  The  following  is  a  tabulated  summary  of  work  done 
by  D.D.G.M. 's,  according  to  reports  received,  the  headings  or  questions 
being  taken  from  the  report  form  : 

Official  visits  aside  from  Installation  :  26  have  made  visits,  12  made 
no  visits. 

Instructions  in  unwritten  work  :  11  gave  instruction,  27  gave  no 
instruction.  . 

What  functions,  lodges  of  instructions,  etc.,  have  been  held  under 
D.D.G.M.  supervision  ?  23  have  held  functions  of  various  kinds,  15  have 
had  no  functions. 

Did  you  personally  install  the  officers  of  all  your  lodges  in  the  January 
term  ?     30  did,  8  did  not. 

Are  you  undertaking  this  work  for  the  July  term  ?  31  answered  yes, 
7  answered  no. 

Have  you  examined  the  books  of  all  lodges  ?     25  have,  13  have  not. 

In  what  lodges  did  you  find  a  lack  of  proper  officers'  books  ?  We 
find  only  a  small  percentage  of  lodges  using  proper  books. 

State  fully  and  to  what  extent  lodges  do  not  hold  regular  meetings  : 
50  per  cent,  of  lodges  hold  regular  meetings,  some  miss  only  a  few,  and 
others  meet  irregularly. 

Give  names  of  lodges  where  officers  are  not  prompt  and  punctual  in 
attendance  :     We  find  several  lodges  where  officers  are  not  in  attendance. 

Have  provisions  of  ritual,  constitution  and  by-laws  been  strictly  ob- 
served in  all  lodges  ?  We  find  all  districts  but  three  where  this  is  not 
carried  out. 

Have  you  satisfied  yourself  that  Semi-Annual  Returns  show  exact 
condition  of  affairs  in  all  lodges  ?  Find  that  six  D.D.G.M. 's  are  not 
satisfied  with  their  Semi-Annual  Returns.     Have  given  no  cause. 

We  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  shaU  make  use  of 
these  reports  in  preparing  his  instructions  to  the  incoming  D.D.G.M.'s.

These 
brothers  extended  the  warmest  and  most  cordial  greet- 
ings of  our  sister  jurisdiction,  and  made  reference  to  the 
strong  fraternal  relations  existing  between  us.  Their 
remarks  gave  every  possible  evidence  of  the  deeply- 
rooted  and  strong  friendship  between  the  two  great 
English-speaking  nations  on  this  continent,  and  their 
expressions  of  confidence  in  the  satisfactory  outcome 
of  the  present  troubled  conditions  of  Europe  were 
greeted  with  loud  applause.

Bro.  Thos.  Woodyatt,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  communication  re  Chesterville  Lodge,  No.  288,  dated  August  5th  inst., 
from  Bro.  O.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta, 
beg  to  report  : 

That  the  papers  were  received  by  our  Grand  Secretary  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  the  printing  of  his  annual  report,  which  accounts  for  the 
same  not  being  referred  to  in  his  report. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  Alberta  forwards  a  statement  of  fact  from 
the  General  Relief  Board  of  the  I.O.O.F.  of  Calgary,  Alberta,  in  reference 
to  the  action  of  Chesterville  Lodge,  No.  288,  of  Chesterville,  in  declining 
to  pay  amount  for  sick  benefits  and  nurse  hire,  which  had  been  expended 
by  the  Relief  Board  of  Calgary. 
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From  the  correspondence  it  appears  that  Chesterville  Lodge  denies 
any  liability  on  grounds  not  fully  before  your  Committee.  The  lodge 
has  not  been  notified  by  the  Relief  Board  of  their  intention  to  apply  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  in  regard  to  the  same. 

The  lodge  certainly  has  the  right  to  have  an  opportunity  to  present 
its  reasons  for  refusing  to  pay  the  amount  claimed,  and  it  is  not  possible 
for  your  Committee  to  adjudicate  upon  the  grievance  on  the  papers  now 
before  them. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Grand  Master  to  call  upon  Chesterville  Lodge  for  reasons  for  their  action.

Report  No.  42. 

Bro.  Thos.  Woodyatt,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  1:0.0. F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  complaint  of  Bro.  J.  D.  Vanstone  against  the  action  of  Highland 
Lodge,  No.  388,  of  Gravenhurst,  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

That  the  letter  of  complaint  to  the  Grand  Master  is  dated  August 
6th  inst.,  being  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  printing  of  the  Report  of 
the  Grand  Master. 

Statement. 

Bro.  Vanstone  submits  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  of  the  notification 
of  trial  by  the  investigating  committee  which  he  received,  both  of  which 
are  properly  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  notwithstanding  his  state- 
ment to  the  contrary  in  his  complaint. 

He  alleges  that  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Convener  of  the  Committee, 
asking  for  copies  of  certain  letters  received  and  written  by  the  Secretary 
and  members  of  the  lodge,  to  which  he  did  not  receive  any  reply,  and,  on 
that  account,  he. states  he  refused  to  attend  before  the  Committee  at  the 
time  appointed  for  hearing. 

The  Committee  met  in  regular  form  at  the  time  appointed,  and,  as 
the  accused  did  not  attend,  reported  him  to  the  lodge  for  contempt.  The 
accused  states,  in  his  complaint — 'to  use  his  own  language — ' '  that  he  was 
suspended,  or,  in  other  words,  'put  out'  of  the  lodge." 

We  have  no  evidence  of  the  action  taken  by  the  lodge  on  the  report 
of  the  Committee. 

The  lodge  has  not  been  notified  of  this  complaint.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  a  brother  who  has  been  connected  with  the  Order  since  1871 , 
and  evidently  has  been  an  active  member,  should  allow  himself  to  drop 
out  for  any  period  by  defiance  of  well-established  rules. 

We  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken  in  the  matter.

Bro.  Henry  White,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee 
on  Appeals,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  papers  purporting  to  be  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  Bro.  McConnell,  Moun- 
tain Lodge,  No.  315,  against  a  ruling  of  the  Grand  Master,  have  carefully 
examined  the  same  and  beg  to  report  : 

Statement  of  the  Case. 

A  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  .was  preferred  by 
Bro.  Van  Allen,  a  member  of  the  above  Lodge,  against  the  above-named 
Bro.  McConnell.  From  the  papers  submitted,  it  appears  that  the  charge 
was  referred  to  a  Trial  Committee,  whose  report  to  the  lodge  recom- 
mended that  Bro.  McConnell  be  required  to  apologize  to  Bro.  Van  Allen 
or  be  suspended  for  three  months.  This  recommendation  was  sustained 
by  the  lodge,  and,  in  default  of  such  apology,  Bro.  McConnell  was  sus- 
pended. Bro.  Anderson,  a  member  of  another  lodge,  South  Mountain, 
No.  428,  appealed  from  the  lodge  to  the  District  Committee,  which  sus- 
tained the  action  of  the  lodge,  and  further  appeal  was  then  made  by  Bro. 
Anderson  to  the  Grand  Master,  whose  ruling  also  sustained  the  District 
Committee's  Report. 

Your  Committee,  from  the  papers  before  them,  cannot  identify  Bro. 
McConnell  with  this  appeal  except  through  Bro.  Anderson,  and  the  docu- 
ments submitted  consist  largely  of  letters  from  Bro.  Anderson.  There 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  any  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  as  far 
as  the  official  documents  show.  The  Trial  Committee,  Lodge  and  District 
Committee  seem  to  have  acted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  usages 
of  the  Order,  and  did  not  exceed  their  respective  powers. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  ruling 
of  the  Grand  Master  be  sustained.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
notice  of  appeal  by  Bro.  F.  J.  Hamon,  for  Bro.  H.  W.  Doran  against 
Earnscliffe  Lodge,  No.  283,  I.O.O.F.,  and  District  No.  40,  beg  to  say  : 
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We  have  not  sufficient  evidence  furnished  the  Committee  to  deal  with 
the  matter. 

Your  Committee  have  no  correspondence  before  them  from  Earns- 
cliffe  Lodge  or  District  No.  40  ;  only  a  statement  from  Bro.  F.  J.  Hamon, 
which  is  not  sufficient  to  give  us  the  necessary  information  ;  and  Earns - 
cliffe  Lodge  has  not  been  notified  of  the  appeal. 

Your  Committee  asks  to  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of 
the  matter  at  this  session.

Report  No.  45. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Farewell,  P.G.M.,  from  the  Committee 
on  Necrology,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Necrology,  or  the  "In  Memoriam"  Committee, 
having  carefully  considered  the  various  matters  referred  to  them,  beg  to 
report  as  follows  : 

The  death  roll  for  the  last  year  is  413,  showing  an  increase  of  41  over 
that  of  the  previous  year.  This  small  increase  in  the  death  rate  was 
with  a  large  net  increase  of  2,564  in  membership.  The  number  of  deaths 
represents  a  percentage  of  7.70  per  thousand  members,  based  on  present 
membership,  which  percentage  is  lower  than  that  shown  by  the  Relief 
Association,  viz.,  8.29  per  thousand. 

From  the  above  it  may  properly  be  inferred  that  our  members  are 
leading  sober  and  well-ordered  lives. 

We  know  that  28  of  the  deceased  who  were  members  of  the  Odd 
Fellows'  Relief  Association  died  from  accidents  incident  to  the  twentieth 
century  modes  of  travel,  mining  and  building  operations.  For  example, 
Brothers  E.  S.  DeBow,  of  Toronto  ;  J.  J.  Caley,  of  Picton  ;  and  P.  Dick- 
son, of  Ottawa,  were  drowned  when  the  Empress  of  Ireland  was  sunk 
by  collision  with  the  steamship  Storstad,  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Relief  Association  furnish  much  information 
as  to  the  death  of  our  members.  In  19 13  there  were  16,621  members  of 
our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  belonging  to  the  Relief  Association  ;  139 
died  in  1913,  the  death  rate,  as  stated  above,  being  8.29  per  thousand. 
Their  families  received  $175,345  from  the  Association. 

The  city  of  Kingston  has  been  the  home  of  many  of  Canada's  greatest 
men — the  names  of  Sir  John  A.  MacDonald,  Sir  Alex.  Campbell,  Sir  Oliver 
Mowat,  Principal  Grant,  and  other  eminent  Kingstonians  are  as  familiar 
as  household  words. 

Away  back  in  the  sixties  Simon  Obendoffer,  an  Odd  Fellow,  came 
from  an  American  city.  He  was  not  an  educated  man  ;  his  English  was 
bad,  but  his  heart  was  large  and  good.  He  interested  himself  in  the 
establishment  of  a  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows.  When  this  was  done,  he  sought 
out  a  plan  for  assisting  the  families  of  members  on  their  deaths. 
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The  Relief  Association,  of  which  he  was  a  charter  member,  was 
founded  on  the  crude  plan  that  each  member  should  pay  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased  brother  $1.00  whenever  a  death  occurred.  Bro.  Oben- 
doffer's  certificate  was  No.  2.  He  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  sole  survivor  of  the  original 
Board. 

The  late  Bro.  T.  C.  Wilson,  also  of  Kingston,  was  also  one  of  those 
who  signed  the  application  for  the  Charter  of  the  Relief  Association,  and 
was  the  holder  of  Certificate  No.  8.  He  was  a  veteran  of  our  Order  much 
esteemed  in  Kingston. 

These  men  "builded  better  than  they  knew"  ;  they  evolved  the  plan 
by  which  Odd  Fellows'  families  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  19 13  had  received 
assistance  from  the  Association  to  the  extent  of  over  $3,428,500. 

Kingston  and  the  Order  are  entitled  to  call  our  brother  of  the  great 
heart  and  kindly  hand  one  of  Kingston's  great  men. 

Your  Committee  are  certain  that  the  kindly  and  appropriate  refer- 
ences as  to  deceased  members  contained  in  the  Grand  Master's  Report 
are  well  deserved. 

Men  like  Bro.  McKenzie,  of  Guelph,  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master 
as  Secretary  of  Royal  District  for  over  twenty  years,  deserves  special 
reference. 

The  secretary's  work  is  laborious  and  requires  promptness  and  in- 
telligent attention,  the  success  and  progress  of  the  subordinate  lodges 
depending,  as  we  all  know,  on  the  tact,  patience  and  industry  of  such 
officers. 

The  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Joliffe  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  Order.  A  man  of  great  ability  and  kindly  heart,  an  able  ad- 
ministrator as  Grand  Master,  and  devoted  to  the  Order.  His  last  public 
address  upon  Odd  Fellowship,  delivered  at  Bowmanville  on  Anniversary 
Day,  when  Bro.  Joseph  Powley  was  Grand  Master,  was  a  masterly  effort, 
instructive  and  forceful,  both  as  to  its  matter  and  its  delivery. 

Bro.  George  Hansman,  of  Durham  Lodge,  Port  Hope,  for  many  years 
was  one  of  its  most  active  members,  always  considering  how  the  Order 
might  be  advanced.  Some  years  ago  he  moved  to  New  Liskeard,  and 
he  and  his  son  were  active  in  establishing  the  lodge  there  and  in  other 
places  in  New  Ontario. 

Bro.  Wm.  McPherson,  of  Peaceful  Dove  Lodge,  Cannington,  formerly 
reeve  and  county  councillor,  was  another  influential  member  of  the  Order. 

Bro.  Wm.  Dickie,  of  Oshawa,  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of 
Corintian  Lodge.  He  and  his  wife,  who  predeceased  him,  took  an  active 
part  in  promoting  the  interest  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  for  many  years. 
By  his  will  he  gave  a  substantial  donation  for  promoting  Odd  Fellowship. 

Your  Committee  strongly  approve  of  the  suggestion  made  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  as  to  furnishing  the  Grand  Lodge  with  a  full  account  of 
the  services  of  brothers  holding  official  position,  and  of  brothers  active 
in  procuring  additions  to  the  lodges. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  to  remind  our  brotherhood  that 
we  are  living  in  times  which  may  call  for  aid  and  assistance  to  the  needy 
to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before. 

Our  Order,  requiring  loyalty  to  our  country,  as  well  as  fraternity  to 
our  brother  men,  will,  in  the  unfortunate  war  in  which  the  Empire  is 
involved,  furnish  its  quota  of  Odd  Fellows  for  its  defence. 
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There  will  be  many  of  our  brothers  enlisting,  and  death  or  wounds 
rendering  them  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood  will  be  the  lot  of  many 
of  them. 

Brothers,  we  must  see  that  Odd  Fellows  who  are  wounded  and  the 
families  of  those  who  are  killed  in  this  struggle  shall  receive  necessary  aid 
and  assistance.

Correspondence  indicates  that  there  is  a  growing  feeling  in  every 
Grand  Jurisdiction  that  something  should  be  done  to  increase  a  deeper 
interest  for  a  closer  knowledge  of  each  Province  for  the  welfare  and  exten- 
sion  of   Odd   Fellowship. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statement  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
efforts  of  the  Committee  should  be  retained  for  the  purpose  sought  to  be 
secured  by  their  re-appointment  to  continue  the  good  work  in  which  they 
are  engaged.

Clause  18.  Grand  Master's  Jewel.  Your  Committee  approve, 
and  trust  that  Grand  Master  Coupland  may  be  long  spared  to  wear  it. 

Clause  19.  Past  Grand  Master's  Jewel.  Your  Committee  approve 
of  this  clause,  and  feel  that  a  long-felt  want  has  been  rilled,  and  that  a 
uniform  Past  Grand  Jewel  has  been  selected  in  accordance  with  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year.  The  price,  we  think,  is  reasonable  from  the 
fact  of  140  being  supplied  to  the  Lodges  already.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  relating  to  the  bonding  of 
Officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  recommend  : — 

That  a  new  By-law,  to  be  inserted  between  By-laws  No.  64  and  65,  be 
provided,  to  read  as  follows  : 

"The  Grand  Lodge  Advisory  Board  shall  have  power  to  undertake 
the  bonding  of  Subordinate  Lodge  officers.  In  carrying  this  out  they  may 
accumulate  a  fund  until  it  shall  have  reached  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  from  this  fund  shall  pay  all  losses  sustained.  The  Subordinate 
Lodges  shall  continue  to  pay  the  present  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  hundred 
dollars  for  the  bonding  of  their  officers.  When  the  fund  shall. have  reached 
ten  thousand  dollars  the  interest  only  shall  be  used  in  payment  of  losses, 
and  further  assessments  shall  not  be  required  from  the  Lodges  unless  the 
losses  exceed  amount  of  said  interest-,  in  which  case  a  pro  rata  assessment 
on  the  amount  of  the  guaranty  carried  shall  be  made  upon  Subordinate 
Lodges  to  make  up  the  deficiency." 

If  requested  by  the  Grand  Encampment,  or  the  Executive  Officers 
thereof,  the  bonding  of  the  financial  officers  of  Subordinate  Encampments 
may  also  be  undertaken  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Resolved — That  the  foregoing  be  adopted.

Your  Special  Committee  on  "First  Aid,"  appointed  at  the  Session  of 
1 9 13,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report: — 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  was  authorized  to 
co-operate  with  committees  from. other  Grand  Bodies  in  this  jurisdiction, 
and  when  fully  constituted  was  composed  as  follows:

The  General  Committee  was  called  together  for  organization  on 
November  5th,  1913,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  purposes  of  the  work 
could  be  served  best  in  forming  an  association  to  be  composed  of  the 
appointees  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies. 

This  was  carried  into  effect  by  forming  the  Triple  Link  First  Aid- 
Association,  with  the  following  officers: 
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Patron,  The  Grand  Master;  Hon.  President,  Mrs.  Lillie  A.  Brooks; 
President,  John  Donogh,  P.G.M.;  Vice-President,  Dr.  G.  M.  Hermiston, 
P.C.P.;   Sec. -Treasurer,  Miss  Violet  Pearce,  P.D.D.P. 

Executive  Committee. — Dr.  CI.  T.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Sire; 
Wm.  Brooks,  Grand  Secretary;  Mrs.  Ryan,  Past  President;  Dr.  J.  W. 
Smuck,  D.D.G.M.;  S.  C.  Parks,  P.D.D.G.M. 

The  plan  and  objects  of  the  Association  were  fully  set  out  in  a  booklet 
addressed  to  the  members  of  the  Order,  and  from  which  the  following 
extract  is  taken: 

Objects 

The  Objects  of  the  Association  are: 

1.  (a)  To  provide  for  Odd  Fellows  and  Sisters  of  Rebekah  oppor- 
tunities for  instruction  in  First  Aid  to  the  Injured. 

(b)  To  educate  the  individual  in  how  to  prevent  accidents,  and  in 
cases  of  sudden  illness  or  injury  to  know  what  measures  to  adopt  to  give 
temporary  relief  or  assistance  while  waiting  for  skilled  aid  to  be  secured. 

2.  To  give  instruction  to  women  in : 

(a)  The  home  care  of  the  sick. 

(b)  The  preparation  of  rooms  for  the  reception  of  the  ill  or  injured. 

(c)  The  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the  courses  of  Lectures 
and  the  Examinations  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  and  these 
are  not  exacting  either  as  to  time  or  expense. 

Two  hours  a  week  for  five  weeks  will  give  the  full  course  in  each  branch 
of  study,  and  the  member  passing  an  examination  will  receive  a  certificate 
issued  through  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

These  Certificates  are  the  form  recognized  by  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  throughout  the  British  Empire. 

Courses  of  Study 
There  are  two  courses  of  study,  either  or  both  of  which  may  be  taken: 
1..    First  Aid  to  the  Injured.     (Five  Lectures  and  Examination.) 
2.     Home  Nursing.      (Five  Lectures  and  Examination.) 
There  are  also  supplementary  courses  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Sanita- 
tion, for  which  Certificates  will  be  granted. 

Classes 
Classes  of  five  or  more  persons,  up  to  thirty  in  number,  may  be  formed 
under  one  lecturer. 

Mixed  classes  of  men  and  women  are  not  permitted. 

Cost 
Assuming  that  the  lectures  and  examination  will  be  given  without 
charge  by  the  Lodge  Surgeon  or  local  physicians,  the  cost  for  each  class 
will  be : 

1.  A  class  fee  of  $5.00,  which  covers  the  cost  of  Certificates,  and 
should  be  paid  proportionately  by  the  class  members. 

2.  A  text  book  and  illustrative  triangular  bandage  at  a  cost  of  50c. 
for  each  member. 
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3.  A  Set  of  Anatomical  Diagrams,  $5.00  per  set,  or  if  hired  for  one 
course  of  lectures,  $1.00  per  set,  plus  express  charges  both  ways,  for  each 
class. 

4.  1  Set  of  Grooved  Splints,  $1.75  per  set,  or  for  hire  for  one  course, 
$1.00  per  set  for  each  class,  plus  express  charges  both  ways. 

The  total  cost  for  each  member  of  a  class  of  fifteen  to  thirty  need  not 
exceed  85  cents  to  $1.00  for  each  course  of  lectures. 

Organization  of  Classes 

The  Lodge  Surgeon  should,  if  possible,  be  the  lecturer  in  charge  of  the 
class,  and  if  he  is  not  available  the  services  of  a  local  physician  should  be 
enlisted. 

The  members  of  the  medical  profession  who  render  gratuitous  service 
in  the  work  are  especially  recognized  by  the  Grand  Priory  of  the  Order  of 
the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  also  by  this  Association. 

In  the  case  of  classes  formed  in  connection  with  Rebekah  Lodges  the 
services  of  a  local  Subordinate  Lodge  Surgeon  should  be  secured  if  possible, 
and,  if  not,  of  some  local  physician,  and  the  lectures  carried  on  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges. 

A  class  when  formed  should  be  organized  with  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Triple  Link  First 
Aid  Association  on  the  form  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  accompanied 
by  the  class  fee  of  $5.00  and  50c.  for  each  member,  who  will  be  furnished 
with  a  text-book  and  bandage  for  personal  use,  and  $6.75  for  set  of  diagrams 
and  splints,  or  $2.00  for  hire  of  same. 

Examinations 

At  the  conclusion  of  each  course  of  lectures  an  examination  will  be 
held  on  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The 
examination  must  be  conducted  by  some  physician  other  than  the  class 
lecturer. 

Any  further  information  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  classes  will  be 
promptly  and  cheerfully  given  by  the  officers  of  the  Association. 

Application  forms  may  be  had  from  the  secretary  of  any  Lodge, 
Encampment,  Canton  or  Rebekah  Lodge,  or  from  the  office  of  this  Associa- 
tion. 


The  decision  to  affiliate  with  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  was 
arrived  at  after  careful  consideration  of  all  the  known  plans  for  furnishing 
instruction  in  First  Aid  work. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  is  a  voluntary  philanthropic 
civil  organization  formed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction,  in  time  of 
peace,  to  men  and  women,  in  order  to  qualify  them  to  give  relief  in  case  of 
accident  or  sudden  sickness,  and  to  take  intelligent  charge  of  a  case  until 
a  physician  or  surgeon  arrives. 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaught  is  the  head  of  the  Asso- 
siation,  and  its  operations  extend  over  all  the  British  Dominions. 

The  Canadian  Branch  is  directed  by  an  executive  composed  of  some 
of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Canada,  and  the  District  Superintendent 
is  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  viz.,  Capt.  G.  R.  N.  Collins, 
P.G.  of  Ionic  Lodge  No.  447,  Toronto. 
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The  Association  entered  upon  a  campaign  of  education  by  sending 
out  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges,  Encampments,  Cantons  and  Rebekah 
Lodges,  copies  of  the  Association  Booklet  for  distribution,  accompanied  by 
a  request  for  information  as  to  names  and  addresses  of  all  Lodge  Surgeons 
in  the  jurisdiction. 

Circular  letters  were  also  addressed  to  all  Surgeons  whose  addresses 
were  obtained  and  to  all  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  through  the  indifference  of  many  Lodge 
Secretaries  the  Association  did  not  receive,  except  in  a  few  instances,  the 
desired  information  as  to  Lodge  Surgeons,  and  it  is  feared  that  in  many 
cases  the  Booklets  were  not  fully  distributed  to  the  Members. 

In  spite  of  these  discouragements  a  number  of  classes  were  formed, 
and  the  following  schedule  shows  the  results  attained  up  to  the  date  of 
this  report:

Wilton  Lodge,  No.  242,  Toronto,  7  passed;  Integrity  Lodge,  No.  373, 
Toronto,  examination  not  reported;  Canton  Toronto,  No.  7,  Toronto,  11 
passed;  Viola  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  53,  Toronto,  15  passed;  Wisteria 
Lodge,  No.  127,  Toronto,  6  passed;  Oriole  Lodge,  No.  104,  Toronto,  7 
passed;  Friendship  Lodge,  No.  95,  Toronto,  10  passed;  Princess  Lodge, 
No.  76,  Toronto,  not  yet  reported;  Mystic  Link  Lodge,  No.  102,  Toronto, 
14  passed;  Leona  Lodge,  No.  83,  Toronto,  9  passed;  Ravina  Lodge,  No. 
124,  Toronto,  10  passed. 

A  number  of  other  members  in  these  classes  have  qualified  but  have 
not  yet  taken  the  examination.

The  results  accomplished  so  far  have  not  been  commensurate  with  the 
time,  labor  and  money  expended,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  educational 
work  carried  on  will  bear  fruit  during  the  next  year. 

The  Rebekah  Lodges  have  shown  the  greatest  interest  in  the  work, 
and  it  may  be  expected  that  during  the  next  year  there  will  be  a  large 
number  of  classes  formed  in  the  Rebekah  Lodges. 

First  Aid  Work  is  being  taken  up  so  generally  by  large  manufacturing 
establishments  in  the  interest  of  their  employees  that  its  benefits  should 
be  well  understood. 
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Surely  it  is  worth  while  for  every  Odd  Fellow  and  every  Rebekah  to 
be  qualified  to  render  prompt  and  efficient  aid  in  cases  of  emergency  or 
illness,  and  so  fulfil  the  ideal  of  Odd  Fellowship — "Mutual  relief  among 
the  brethren,  and  service  and  protection  for  our  fellowbeings." 

Other  Canadian  Jurisdictions  have  been  interested  in  what  Ontario  is 
doing,  and  literature  and  information  have  been  supplied  in  response  to 
various  requests.

F.  E.  Galbraith,  from  the  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  not  approved : — 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  strongly  deprecate  the  practice  of  raising  money  for  spcial  enter- 
prises upon  the  sscurity  of  individual  members,  or  upon  lodge  security, 
as  was  done  by  Arthur  Lodge,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  to  finance  their  team 
delegation  to  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Winnipeg. 

Arthur  Lodge,  we  understand,  have  cheerfully  expended  considerably 
more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  making  fraternal  visits  to 
weaker  lodges  at  Bruce  Mines,  Little  Current,  Thessalon,  North  Bay,  etc. , 
and  we  believe  these  visits  have  produced  excellent  results  for  the  Order. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  exceptional  activity  that  has  always  been 
displayed  by  Arthur  Lodge  in  extending  the  influence  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
we  recommend  that  a  grant  of  $250.00  be  made  by  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
assistance  of  this  lodge,  but  this  action  is  not  to  be  taken  as  approving 
of  such  expenditures  on  the  part  of  Subordinate  Lodges.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F.: 

Your  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 
With  reference  to  the  request  made  by  Brunswick  Lodge,  No.  407, 
respecting  the  wearing  of  official  Past  Grand  jewels  instead  of  regalia  by 
Past  Grands, — We  recommend  that  this  request  be  forwarded  to  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  with  our  approval  of  the  suggestion  contained  therein. 
Resolved, — That  the  foregoing   be  adopted. 

F.  E.  GALBRAITH. 

In  accordance  with  notice  of  motion  given  last  year, 
and  being  set  as  a  special  order,  the  consideration  of 
the  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  was  next  taken  up 
and  dealt  with,  section  by  section.  It  was  pointed  out 
that,  in  addition  to  being  printed  in  last  year's  Journal, 
a  copy  had  been  sent  to  each  lodge  more  than  three 
months  ago. 

When  dealing  with  Section  5,  the  notices  of  motion 
as  set  out  in  Section  37  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report 
were  also  considered.  On  the  vote  being  taken,  both 
of  these  proposed  amendments  were  defeated  by  a  large 
majority. 

After  being  passed  section  by  section,  as  printed 
herewith,  the  Constitution  as  a  whole  was  adopted  and 
approved  as  the  Constitution  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario,  I.O.O.F. 

(assessment  system) 

CONSTITUTION    OF   THE   GRAND    LODGE   OF 
ONTARIO,    I.O.O.F. 

PREAMBLE. 

The  representatives  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  Ontario,  in  Grand 
Lodge  assembled,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  do  ordain,  declare,  and  establish  the 
following  articles  as  the  Constitution  enacted  for  their  govern- 
ment : — 

TITLE. 

Sec.  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  known  and  hailed  by 
the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows." 

POWERS. 

Sec  2. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  Odd- 
Fellowship  within  that  section  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
known  as  the  Province  of  Ontario,  being  the  Superior  Tribunal 
of  all  Subordinate  and  Rebekah  Lodges  in  the  said  Province,  and 
having  within  its  jurisdiction  the  sole  right  and  power  of  grant- 
ing, suspending  or  annulling  charters  for  proper  cause ;  of  enacting 
a  form  of  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order  for  the  government 
of  its  Subordinate  Lodges  ;  of  receiving,  hearing  and  deter- 
mining appeals  from  the  decisions  of  said  Subordinate  Lodges, 
and  the  officers  thereof,  and  of  redressing  all  grievances  arising 
therein  ;  of  framing  By-laws  and  Rules  for  its  own  govern- 
ment ;  of  regulating  the  means  of  its  own  support  ;  and  of  per- 
forming all  such  other  acts  and  things  as  shall  have  for  their 
object  the  promotion  of  the  true  and  best  interests  of  the  Order, 
or  shall  appertain  to  it  by  ancient  usage  or  custom,  and  are 
not  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land  or  the  regulations  of 
the  Order. 

Sec.  3. — In  the  event  of  any  dispute  arising  under  the  laws 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  or  of  any  doubts  as  to  the  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  any  part  of  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  Rules  or  Resolu- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  or  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  its  Subordinate  or  Rebekah  Lodges,  or  of  any  of 
the  laws  or  usages  of  the  Order,  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  power 
to  interpret  and  decide  thereon ;  and  its  decision  in  the  case  shall 
be  of  full  force  and  effect,  and  binding  upon  all  members  of 
the  Order  in  Ontario,  unless  the  same  should  be  at  any  time 
reversed  on  appeal,  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  whose 
judgment  therein  shall  be  final. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec  4. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  all  duly 
qualified  Past  Grands  within  its  jurisdiction,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  pertaining  to  their  rank,  as  pre- 
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scribed  by  the  usages  and  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  Elective 
Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  its  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  its 
Representatives  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  shall  enjoy  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  vested  in  the  representatives 
elected  or  appointed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  5. — Every  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  shall,  at  its 
last  meeting  in  the  month  of  May,  annually  elect  by  ballot 
from  amongst  its  Past  Grands  in  good  standing,  a  representa- 
tive or  representatives  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  :  One  repre- 
sentative where  the  number  of  members  to  be  returned  in  the 
semi-annual  report  of  the  current  term  shall  be  100  or  less  ; 
over  100  and  up  to  and  including  200,  two  representatives  ; 
201,  or  more,  three  representatives,  which  shall  be  the  maximum 
number  for  any  Lodge.  Any  lodge  not  having  in  membership 
a  properly,  qualified  Past  Grand  may  choose  one  so  qualified 
from  any  other  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  as  its  representative. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec.  6. — The  elective  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Warden,  Grand 
Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Past  Grands  in  good  standing  voting  in  their  several  subordinate 
lodges  as  provided  by  By-law. 

Sec.  7. — The  Grand  Representatives  to  represent  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  elected  in 
accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  said 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  the  form  and  manner  herein 
prescribed  for  the  nomination  and  election  of  Grand  Officers. 
They  shall  be  designated  as  Junior  and  Senior  Grand  Repres- 
entatives. The  Junior  Grand  Representative  shall  be  elected 
annually  to  serve  one  year,  and  the  Senior  Grand  Representative 
shall  be  elected  bi-annually  for  a  term  of  two  years,  both  com- 
mencing at  the  regular  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
next  succeeding  their  election.  The  Senior  Grand  Representative 
shall  be  elected  in  each  and  every  year  that  is  divisible  by  two. 

Sec  8. — The  appointed  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  Grand  Marshal,  Conductor,  Guardian,  Chaplain,  Herald, 
and  Messenger,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  at  the 
time  of  his  installation;  a  Sessional  Assistant  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  all  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Grand   Lodge. 
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Sec.  9. — The  Grand  Master  shall,  as  soon  after  his  instal- 
lation as  may  be,  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  each  District 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  within  which 
one  or  more  Subordinate  Lodges  may  be  in  operation. 

Sec.  10. — There  shall  be  two  Auditors,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  other  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall 
hold  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  ;  should  any  auditor 
during  recess  die,  resign  or  neglect  to  act,  or  become  incapaci- 
tated, his  place  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  arises,  be 
supplied  by  appointment  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec  11. — Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Grand 
Representative,  Grand  Warden,  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand 
Treasurer,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the 
recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a 
member  of  the  Order  to  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  remain- 
ing Elective  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives,  provided 
always  that  the  member  so  chosen  shall  serve  only  until  the 
next  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when,  in  the  event 
of  the  term  in  the  vacant  office  being  still  unexpired,  the 
Representatives  present  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  member  to  serve 
for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term.  Provided  that 
where  a  Grand  Representative  shall  find  himself  unable  to 
attend  any  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  he  shall 
notify  the  Grand  Master  forthwith,  and  if  the  time  limit  be 
not  sufficient  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Board,  the 
Grand  Master  shall  proceed  to  appoint  and  commission 
some  qualified  brother  to  serve  as  Grand  Representative  for 
the  then  ensuing  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

ADVISORY   BOARD. 

Sec  12. — The  Elective  Grand  officers  and  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Board,  who  shall  meet 
on  the  summons  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  of  the  Acting  Grand 
Master,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  render  assistance  and 
advice  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  to  the  Acting  Grand  Master, 
on  such  matters  as  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  submit  to 
their  notice  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Board,  and  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  decide  any  matter  that  may  be  left  to  their 
decision  by  the  Grand  Master  or  by  the  Acting  Grand  Master 
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during  such  recess,  and  their  decision  in  all  cases  shall  be 
binding  until  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec  13. — The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be 
appointed  from  among  the  Representatives  or  Past  Grands  by 
the  Grand  Master,  at  or  before  the  opening  of  each  annual 
session,  to  serve  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz. :  on  General 
Purposes,  on  Credentials,  on  Distribution,  on  Finance,  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances,  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  on  Legislation,  on  State 
of  the  Order,  on  Judiciary,  on  Election  returns,  on  Mileage 
and  Per  Diem,  on  Petitions  and  Correspondence,  on  Districts, 
on  Fraternal  Relations,  on  Rebekah  Lodges,  on  Necrology,  on 
Odd  Fellows'  Relief  Association,  on  Investment  of  Lodge 
Funds,  and  such  special  committees  as  may  be  needed,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  on  such  matters  as  may 
be  referred  to  them  under  the  by-laws  or  by  resolution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

TERMS. 

Sec.  14. — The  terms  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  annual, 
and  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

SESSIONS. 

Sec  15. — The  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the 
second  Thursday  in  August  in  each  year,  at  nine  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  at  the  city  of  Toronto  or  at  such  place  as  may 
be  appointed  at  the  preceding  session  thereof  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Representatives  present  ;  but  the  Grand  Master 
shall  have  the  power  to  convene  special  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  transaction  of  extraordinary  business,  which 
must  be  stated  in  the  call  ;  provided  that  two  weeks'  notice 
shall  be  given  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Representative 
cf  the  time  and  object  of  such  session  ;  and  at  such  session 
no  business  shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  stated  in  the 
call. 

Sec  16. — To  constitute  a  regular  or  special  session  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  there  must  be  in  attendance  a  majority  of  the 
Representatives  of  all  the  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  ;  and 
all  work  shall  be  transacted  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree. 
Thirty  representatives  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 
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REVENUE. 

Sec.  17. — The  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  each  Subordinate  Lodge  such  sum  per  capita  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  be  pay- 
able half  yearly,  for  each  unsuspended  member  on  its  books, 
as  shown  by  its  semi-annual  return.  Its  revenue  shall  be 
further  drawn  from  Charter  fees  of  Lodges  instituted,  which 
shall  be  :  for  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  $30,  which  shall  include 
three  rituals  ;  for  a  Degree  Lodge,  $5  ;  and  from  the  sale  of 
supplies  to  Lodges. 

Sec  18. — In  case  of  failure  or  deficiency  in  the  funds  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  required  may  be  supplied  by  an 
assessment  upon  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  apportioned 
according  to  the  number  of  unsuspended  members  in  each 
Lodge,  as  reported  in  its  last  semi-annual  return.  But  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  not  create  any  debt  or  incur  any  liability 
requiring  a  larger  amount  than  can  be  paid  out  of  its  funds  on 
hand,  without  the  sanction  previously  obtained  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 

LODGES. 

Sec.  19. — Upon  receiving  the  written  application  of  the 
requisite  number  of  properly  qualified  persons  and  the  Charter 
fee,  this  Grand  Lodge  will  grant  Charters  to  Subordinate 
Lodges,  Degree  Lodges  and  Rebekah  Lodges,  subject  to  terms 
and  conditions  imposed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Master  at  his  discretion  may  issue  dispensations  for 
the  institution  of  such  Lodges. 

Sec  20. — The  applicants  for  a  Charter  for  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  must  be  at  least  twenty  in  number ;  and  in  a  locality  where 
a  Lodge  already  exists,  not  less  than  ten  of  them  must  be  in 
possession  of  the  Third  Degree,  and  holders  of  unexpired 
withdrawal  cards.  For  a  Charter  for  a  Degree  Lodge,  there 
must  be  not  less  than  ten  applicants  of  the  Third  Degree,  two 
of  whom  must  be  Past  Grands  ;  and  for  a  Rebekah  Lodge  the 
applicants  must  not  be  less  than  five  brothers  in  good  stand- 
ing in  their  subordinate  lodges,  and  five  sisters  possessing 
the  Rebekah  Degree,  or  qualified  to  receive  the  same. 
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Sec.  21. — Where  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  Grand 
Master  to  constitute  a  new  Lodge,  in  a  locality  where  none 
already  exists,  he  or  his  duly  commissioned  deputy,  may 
initiate  and  confer  the  degrees  upon  a  sufficient  number  of 
the  applicants  for  a  charter  to  constitute  the  new  Lodge. 

Sec.  22. — The  funds  and  properties  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
are  by  the  provisions  of  their  Charters  and  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  held  only  in  trust  for  charitable  purposes  ;  donating 
them  for  other  than  such  purposes,  or  in  any  manner  dividing 
them  among  the  members  individually,  is  a  violation  of  such 
trust  and  the  law — the  penalty  for  which  is  expulsion  ;  and 
any  member  participating  in  such  illegal  diversion  of  Lodge 
property  from  its  legitimate  objects  will  be  held  personally 
responsible  for  the  money  or  effects  so  diverted  and  will  be 
liable  to  prosecution  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Civil  Courts. 
If  a  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  fail  from  any  cause  to  work,  all 
moneys  and  properties,  together  with  the  Charter,  shall  be 
surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  held  in  trust  and  applied 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  23. — Any  Subordinate  Lodge  failing  to  make  the 
returns  and  pay  the  dues  required  by  the  By-laws  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  twelve  months,  shall  become  liable  to  the  forfeiture 
of  its  Charter,  which  may  thereupon  be  recalled  by  the  Grand 
Master,  or  by  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  any  regular  session.  In 
the  event  of  any  Lodge  failing  to  meet  for  three  consecutive 
months,  it  shall  thereby  render  itself  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of 
its  charter  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  such  Lodge  to  transmit  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  when 
and  if  required,  the  Charter,  books,  funds  and  other  property  of 
said  Lodge. 

Sec  24. — The  Grand  Lodge,  or  in  its  recess  the  Grand 
Master  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  dispensations,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  any  Lodge  under  this 
jurisdiction,  to  exempt  it,  in  any  particular  case,  from  the 
operation  of  any  of  the  various  regulations  other  than  financial, 
by  which  it  is  governed,  or  to  enable  it  to  proceed  in  any 
matter  with  other  than  the  usual  and  prescribed  formalities 
whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Master  deem  it  for  the 
interest  and  welfare  of  the  Order  to  do  so. 
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Sec.  25. — A  Subordinate  Lodge  may  surrender  its  Charter 
and  be  merged  into  another  Lodge  ;  or  two  or  more  Lodges 
may  be  amalgamated  under  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed 
in  the  By-laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  26. — The  Grand  Lodge  shall  group  the  Lodges  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  into  districts,  making  such  arrangements 
thereof  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  may  suggest  and 
require,  and  as  shall  seem  most  fit  and  expedient. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  27. — Upon  the  investigation  of  any  appeal  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  full  power  and  jurisdiction  to  dismiss  the  appeal  ; 
approve  the  proceedings  ;  affirm  the  decision  appealed  from  ; 
reverse,  modify  or  change  the  decision  or  sentence  :  remove 
any  suspension  or  expulsion  ;  restore  any  brother  to  his  full 
rights  and  privileges  ;  inflict  a  penalty  where  the  Lodge  has 
failed  to  do  so  ;  set  aside  the  proceedings  for  informality  or 
irregularity  ;  remand  the  case  for  further  proceedings  ;  order 
a  new  trial,  or  give  such  directions  as  may  seem  proper. 

AMENDMENTS, 

Sec  28. — This  Constitution,  or  any  part  therof,  shall  not 
be  altered,  amended,  suspended,  or  annulled,  unless  by  the 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Representatives  present  at  an  annual 
session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  upon  notice  of  such  alteration 
or  amendment,  in  the  exact  terms  of  the  amendment  proposed, 
being  given  at  the  annual  session  next  preceding,  and  a  copy 
thereof  being  sent  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the  session  at 
which  the  vote  is  taken  ;  provided  that  all  changes  which  may 
be  required  to  make  this  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  conform  to  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  ordered 
and  made  at  any  annual  session,  without  previous  notice. 

Provided  that  where  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to 
revise  this  Constitution  and  is  instructed  to  report  at  a  subse- 
quent session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  revision  presented  by 
this  committee  may  be  dealt  with  and  adopted  at  the  session 
at  which  it  is  presented,  when  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
have  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  revision  at  least  two 
months  prior  to  the  holding  of  the  session.

Provided,  further,  that  where,  at  any  session,  an  amend- 
ment to  any  part  of  this  Constitution  is  properly  before  the 
Grand  Lodge,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  its  wording  may  be 
amended  or  altered  in  any  manner  which  shall  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Representatives  present 
and  voting. 


Resolution  No.  6. 

Moved  by  J.  T.  Hornibrook,  P.  G.M.,  seconded  by 
Jno.  Donogh,  P.G.M.,  that,  "Whereas  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Quebec  is  desirous  of  entering  into  some  agreement 
with  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  care  of  its  aged  and 
indigent  members  and  of  the  orphan  children  of  its 
deceased  members,  in  the  Ontario  Odd  Fellows  Home, 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved: — 

"That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ontario  Home  be  authorized  to 
enter  into  negotiations  with  any  committee  that  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  for  this  purpose,  and  provided  that  a  satisfactory 
agreement  that  shall  in  every  way  guard  the  rights  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
can  be  arranged,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  enter  into  and  proceed  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  so  mutually  arrived  at."

"and  providing  further  that  the  minimum  fees  for  initiation  and  degrees 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars  for  a  lodge  located  in  a  city  of  50,000 
to  100,000  population,  according  to  last  census  return,  and  twenty  dollars 
in  cities  of  over  100,000." 
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It  was  moved  in  amendment  by  Rep.  W.  H.  Skitch, 
and  seconded  by  Rep.  H.  B.  Shortt, 

That  the  consideration  of  changing  the  fee  for  entrance  into  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  be  deferred  for  one  year,  and  that  in  the  meantime  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  with  instructions  to  investigate 
and  report  upon  it. 

The  question  being  upon  the  amendment,  it  was 
declared  carried. 

Resolution  No.  9. 

The  following  was  moved  by  Bro.  John  Donogh, 
P.G.M.,  seconded  by  Bro.  CI.  T.  Campbell,  P.G.  Sire, 
and 

Resolved, — That  having  considered  the  communication  from  Grand 
Representative  Messervey,  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  asking  for  support 
for  the  18  year  amendment,  this  Grand  Lodge  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Order  if  the  minimum  age  of  candidates 
should  be  fixed  at  18  years  instead  of  21  years. 

And  our  Grand  Representatives  are  advised  to  support  any  such 
amendment  before  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 


Grand  Master  Millar,  of  Manitoba,  addressed  Grand 
Lodge,  and  extended  hearty  greetings  from  his  juris- 
diction. He  referred  to  Ontario  as  the  mother  juris- 
diction of  Canada,  and  said  that  all  the  others  were 
pleased  to  do  her  honor  in  any  and  every  possible  way. 
He  regarded  it  as  a  special  pleasure  to  be  the  official 
representative  of  Manitoba.  Bro.  Millar  was  very 
cordially  received  and  his  remarks  greatly  appreciated. 

Following  him,  the  Grand  Master  called  upon  Bro. 
Dr.  Cameron,  Grand  Warden  of  Saskatchewan.  He, 
too,  was  particularly  optimistic  as  to  the  future  of  the 
Order,  and  esteemed  it  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  be 
the  Representative  from  Saskatchewan.  He  spoke  of 
the  unique  feature  of  the  late  session  of  his  own  juris- 
diction in  that  they  had  representatives  from  all  or 
nearly  all  of  the  Canadian  jurisdictions,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  at  each  of  our  annual  gatherings  this

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES 
TO  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 
I.O.O.F. 


Session  of   19 13,  held  in  Minneapolis,  Minn. 
September  14th  to  19th. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.O.O.F. 

Your  representatives  who  had  the  pleasure  and  honor 
of  attending  the  1913  session  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
beg  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

For  the  third  time  in  the  history  of  this  governing 
body  of  the  Order  the  session  was  held  in  Minnesota, 
and  as  might  be  expected,  the  members  of  that  pro- 
gressive jurisdiction  were  fully  equal  to  the  occasion. 
The  Twin  Cities  are  ideally  located  amid  the  many 
beautiful  lakes  and  streams  of  Minnesota,  and  the 
innumerable  parks,  drives,  and  places  of  attraction 
were  never  seen  to  better  advantage  in  the  perfect 
September  weather.  This  year  it  was  Minneapolis, 
the  "Flour  City"  that  had  the  pleasure  of  being  "host" 
and  her  people  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  stay  of  her 
guests  an  enjoyable  one. 

Those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  reach  the  City 
on  Saturday  morning  were  taken  on  a  delightful  excur-

sion  to  Lake  Minnetonka.  After  a  trip  around  the  lake 
in  motor  boats,  the  party  proceeded  to  Lake  Harriet 
where  the  Rebekahs  of  Minneapolis  served  a  dainty 
banquet,  which  was  followed  by  a  band  concert  on  the 
roof  garden  of  the  pavilion.

"The  Brotherhood  of  Man,"  The  four  Ontario  re- 
presentatives with  their  wives,  Grand  Secretary  Brooks 
and  Mrs.  Brooks,  as  well  as  a  number  of  friends,  reached 
Minneapolis  on  Sunday  evening,  having  travelled  by 
special  car  from  Toronto.  We  were  all  comfortably 
located  in  the  West.  Hotel,  which  had  been  made  head- 
quarters. In  the  spacious  banquet  hall  of  this  hotel 
all  the  sessions  of  S.G.L.  were  held. 

On  Monday  morning  at  9  o'clock  a  general  reception 
was  held  in  the  Unique  Theatre,  which  was  crowded 
to  its  capacity  by  representatives  from  all  branches  of 
the  Order.  In  addition  to  the  officers  of  S.G.L.  and  those 
taking  part  in  the  formal  welcome,  the  following  Past 
Grand  Sires  had  seats  on  the  platform  :  Bros.  Conway, 
Pinkerton,  Campbell,  and  Kuykendall.  Bro.  A.  O. 
Eberhart,  Governor  of  Minnesota,  extended  a  welcome 
on  behalf  of  the  State.  Bro.  Wallace  G.  Nye,  Mayor 
of  the  City,  extended  the  civic  welcome,  while  in  equally 
eloquent  and  effective  speeches  the  Order  was  represented 
by  Bro.  A.  W.  Annis,  Grand  Master  ;  Bro.  S.  A.  Farns- 
worth,  Grand  Patriarch  ;  Bro.  August  Hohenstein, 
Dept.  Commander,  and  Sister  Mahala  McGillivray, 
President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  The  addresses  of 
welcome  were  fittingly  responded  to  by  Grand  Sire  Keller, 
after  which  Bro.  Castner,  P.G.M.,  who  officiated  as 
chairman,  made  some  announcements  as  to  arrangements 
made  for  the  different  departments  of  the  work  and  the 
representatives  proceeded  to  the  hotel  where  the  regular 
business  of  the  session  was  immediately  taken  up. 
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As  usual  the  Grand  Officers'  Reports  contained 
statistical  tables  and  other  records  indicating  very 
satisfactory  conditions  throughout  the  Order.  In  a 
limited  or  condensed  report  it  is  scarcely  possible  to 
summarize  in  a  way  that  will  do  justice  to  the  different 
features  which  should  be  emphasized.  The  immensity 
of  our  work  cannot  be  shown  by  quoting  figures  but  they 
will  to  a  reasonable  extent  guide  us  in  our  calculations 
and  survey  of  it.     The  Grand  Sire  said  in  part  : 

"With  pleasure  we  again  enjoy  the  hospitality  of  the  loyal  Odd  Fellows 
of  Minnesota  during  our  brief  sojourn  in  the  "Flour  City'  in  our  eighty- 
ninth  annual  session.  For  the  third  time  we  meet  within  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Minnesota  to  hold  our  annual  convention.  The  first  time  was  at 
Minneapolis  in  1884,  and  the  second  at  St.  Paul  in  1907.  Our  Order  has 
made  a  wonderful  growth  in  the  twenty-nine  years  since  our  first  meeting 
on  Minnesota  soil.  Then  we  had  8,002  subordinate  lodges  and  1,066 
Rebekah  lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  544,158  ;  now  we  have  18,089 
subordinate  lodges  and  9,725  Rebekah  lodges,  with  a  total  membership 
of  2,121,921.  Then  our  total  annual  receipts  were  $5,350,041.47  ;  now  it 
is  $18,922,758.38.  Then  our  total  annual  relief  was  $2,015,843.52  ;  now 
it  is  $5,917,323.15.  There  has  been  a  greater  change,  however,  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  this  Grand  Body.  But  few  of  the  members  who  attended  that 
session  are  now  surviving.  The  only  ones  that  have  attended  our 
sessions  in  recent  years  are  Past  Grand  Sire  Underwood,  Past  Grand  Sire 
Campbell,  Past  Grand  Representative  James  B.  Blanks,  of  Virginia,  and 
our  Grand  Treasurer,  M.  Richards  Muckle. 

"With  profound  feelings  of  love  for  my  brother  Officers  and  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  deepest  gratitude  for  the  honor  conferred  on  me  at  your 
last  session,  I  herewith  submit  an  account  of  my  stewardship." 

"The  statistical  tables  furnished  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  which 
will  be  printed  as  a  part  of  his  report  makes  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  go 
into  details  as  to  membership,  revenue  and"  expenditures. 

"He  who  desires  to  be  of  service  to  our  Order  and  to  his  fellowmen,  will 
do  well  to  carefully  study  these  figures  that  he  may  understand  the  many 
valuable  lessons  they  impart." 

"The  increase  in  both. Subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  has  been  sub- 
stantial, and  speaks  well  for  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  our  members. 
However,  for  several  years  the  Rebekahs  seem  to  have  been  doing  even  bet- 
ter and  more  systematic  work  than  the  brothers." 

"The  membership  in  these  two  branches  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
increase  in  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges.  Something  should  be 
done,  if  possible,  to  increase  the  attendance  and  interest  in  the  encamp- 
ment meetings,  and  if  this  could  be  done  a  substantial  increase  in  mem- 
bers would  speedily  follow.  The  cantons  are  dependent  on  the  encamp- 
ments for  members,  and  therefore  more  life  must  be  infused  into  the 
Patriarchal  branch  if  the  cantons  are  to  continue  to  prosper." 
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The  following  extracts  are  from  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  : 

"While  there  has  been  prosperity  and  growth  in  membership  in  each 
branch,  the  net  increase  has  not  generally  been  as  large  as  in  some  recent 
years,  on  account  of  causes  and  conditions  fully  set  forth  in  the  corres- 
pondence part  of  this  report  by  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  As- 
sembly Secretaries.  Still,  substantial  progress  has  been  made  and  the  Order 
is  generally  in  splendid  condition.  The  result  accomplished  will  be  given 
and  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  191 1.  Some  Jurisdictions 
have  had  gratifying  success  while  others  have  labored  under  difficulties 
mentioned  in  the  correspondence,  among  which  are  short  crops,  etc. 
In  most  cases  it  is  shown  that  the  difficulties  are  disappearing  and  pros- 
perous conditions  and  prospects  returning. 

"The  net  increase  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  in  1912  is  20,763 
compared  with  41,457  in  191 1.  The  net  gain  in  Rebekah  membership  is, 
Sisters  20,264  compared  with  15,726  in  191 1,  and  of  Brothers  of  this  branch 
4,570  compared  with  4,076  in  191 1.  The  total  membership  of  the  Order 
on  December  31,  1912,  was  2,121,921  of  which  the  subordinate  lodge  mem- 
bership is  1,645,369  and  476,552  Sisters  only  of  Rebekah  lodges. 

"The  net  increase  in  Encampment  membership  for  the  year  is  4,559 
compared  with  5,809  in  191 1.  While  the  Encampment  branch,  as  a  whole, 
shows  the  net  increase  above  stated,  it  happens  that  in  this  branch  26 
Jurisdictions  show  net  losses  and  the  net  increase  is  contributed  from  the 
other  29  Jurisdictions." 

"The  total  net  gain  for  all  branches,  therefore,  is  49,980  deducting 
a  loss  of  176  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  for  the  past  year,  compared  with 
68,253  for  1911." 

The  total  expenditure  for  relief  in  I9i2was  $5,91.7,323.15,  compared 
with  $5,854,271.64  in  1911.  The  receipts  of  subordinates  in  1912  amounted 
to  $18,922,758.38,  compared  with  $18,303,210.86  in  191 1. 

"The  total  reported  relief  expenditure  of  the  Order  since  1830  has 
been  $148,469,984.87. 

"The  total  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1913,  from  the 
sale  of  supplies,  Representative  tax,  and  interest  on  deposits  and  securities 
of  railroad  stock  and  city  of  Philadelphia  bonds  were  $103,597.42,  com- 
pared with  $100,264.08  for  the  preceding  year." 

"In  1884 — twenty-nine  years  ago— The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met 
in  Minneapolis.  The  writer  bears  personal  testimony  to  the  pleasant 
and  successtui  session  held  here  then,  and  to  the  fraternal  and  enthusiastic 
greeting  extended  by  the  Order  and  people  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minne- 
sota. Again,  in  1907,  the  session  was  held  in  St.  Paul  and  here  too  the 
loyal  membership  and  citizens  of  this  splendid  State  contributed  to  make 
the  occasion  a  most  successful  one.  With  this  history  and  experience  of 
the  past  we  come  to  the  present  session  knowing  that  our  deliberations 
will  be  under  surroundings  and  influences  of  encouragement  and  sympathy 
with  the  good  work  to  be  done  in  the  interest  of  humanity,  fraternity  and 
benevolence.  Since  the  former  meetings  with  you,  and  obedient  to  the 
will  of  civilization  and  commerce,  the  great  twin  cities  in  which  they  were 
respectively  held  and  your  noble  State  have  grown  and  prospered. 

"We  come  to  you  now  bearing  to  your  membership  and  people  the  greet- 
ings and  hearty  good  will  of  the  vast  body  of  Odd  Fellowship  throughout 
the  world."  > 
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"The  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  so  constant  and  steady 
for  many  years  past  that  any  other  result  would  be  surprising.  The  past 
year  was  no  exception,  and  in  the  matter  of  membership  all  branches  have 
made  gratifying  net  gains,  and  we  can  now  point  with  pardonable  pride, 
and  with  grateful  hearts  to  the  Giver  of  all  good,  to  the  highest  mark  ever 
reached — 2,121,921  ;  and  the  fraternal  and  relief  work  correspond  in  ex- 
tent with  numerical  growth  and  strength. 

"The  regular  relief  administered  through  the  organizations  of  the  Order 
aggregated  during  the  year  $5,917,323.15,  while  in  addition  to  this  over 
$69,000  was  contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  Ohio  flood  sufferers  in  the  early 
part  of  the  present  year,  besides  a  substantial  amount  to  the  relief  of  suffer- 
ers from  the  same  cause  in  Indiana. 

"As  an  advancing  and  worldwide  institution  our  beloved  Order  is  a 
great  factor  in  fraternal  and  benevolent  work,  and  in  the  uplift  of  human- 
ity, and  this  power  for  good  work  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  will  in 
crease  and  the  future  give  a  more  glorious  record  even  than  the  past."

DECISIONS. 
Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Sire  as  corrected  and  approved  : 

1 . — A  Lodge  cannot  vote  collectively  for  two  or  more  candidates  for 
the  same  degree. 

2. — A  Grand  Lodge  cannot  legislate  providing  for  voting  collectively 
for  same  degree. 

3. — Our  laws  do  not  prohibit  meeting  on  ground  floor,  but  proper 
precautions  should  be  taken. 

4. — The  transfer  law  does  not  apply  to  Quasi-Independent  jurisdic- 
tions, as,  for  instance  between  Manitoba  and  New  Zealand. 

5. — Statement  :  A  brother  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Louisiana  takes  a 
Withdrawal  Card  from  his  Lodge,  which  card  is  dated  November  12, 
1906,  and  his  Official  Receipt  shows  his  dues  paid  to  December  1,  1906, 
He  sends  for  the  card  with  the  intention  of  depositing  it  in  a  Lodge  in 
Kansas.  On  November  22,  1906,  he  is  killed  before  he  has  a  chance  to 
deposit  the  card  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  date  to  which  his  dues 
are  paid. 

Question  :  Is  his  widow  entitled  to  funeral  benefits  and  what  was  the 
brother's  standing  in  the  Order  at  the  time  of  his  death  ?  Of  what  Lodge 
if  any,  was  he  a  member  ? 

Answer  :  When  the  brother  took  his  Withdrawal  Card  he  severed 
his  connection  with  his  Lodge  and  stood  in  the  same  relation  to  it  as  with 
any  other  Lodge,  excepting  as  to  certain  control  over  him  for  one  year. 
Busbee's  Digest,  Art.  283. 
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6—  If  a  member  is  entitled  to  a  transfer  certificate  it  should  be  issued 
same  night  as  applied  for. 

7- — An  Odd  Fellow  paper,  regularly  observing  the  laws  of  the  Order 
is  not  committing  a  breach  in  the  use  of  the  emblems. 

8. — A  Lodge  or  Encampment  with  its  principal  officers  in  a  body,  may 
visit  another  Lodge  or  Encampment  in  the  same  jurisdiction. 

9- — An  applicant,  being  blind,  cannot  be  admitted  to  the  Order. 

10.— A  druggist  disposing  of  liquors,  not  to  be  consumed  on  the  prem- 
ises, is  eligible  for  membership. 

11. — Question  :  Do  not  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  re- 
quire the  funeral  expenses  to  be  paid  to  the  widow,  if  living,  no  matter 
whether  the  brother  was  buried  by  the  Order  or  not  ? 

Answer  :  The  funeral  expenses  are  to  be  paid  to  the  person  by  whom 
they  were  incurred,  whether  the  brother  was  buried  by  or  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Order  or  not. 

12. — When  a  Lodge  is  without  funds  and  benefits  are  due  to  members, 
the  Grand  Master  may  direct  the  Lodge  to  levy  a  special  assessment  to  pay 
same,  and  in  case  of  refusal  to  do  so  its  charter  may  be  revoked. 

13. — When  a  member  has  received  $300.00  sick  benefits  he  cannot  be 
limited  to  $1  per  week  for  any  subsequent  illness. 

_  14-15. — Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past  Grand  Patriarchs  may  wear 
their  jewels  in  lieu  of  regalia  in  subordinate  or  Rebekah  Lodges  and 
Encampments. 

16. — When  a  Lodge  takes  a  recess  and  retires  temporarily  to  a  supper 
room  for  refreshments  it  is  not  unlawful  to  smoke  in  such  room. 

17. — Where  a  Lodge  has  no  supper  room  and  a  recess  is  taken  to 
partake  of  refreshments  in  the  Lodge  room  it  is  unlawful  to  indulge  in 
smoking  at  this  time.     It  should  be  deferred  until  Lodge  is  finally  closed. 

18. — It  is  not  unlawful  to  smoke  in  carriages  in  returning  from  a 
funeral,  but  the  propriety  of  the  practice  is  doubted. 

19. — The  anniversary  may  be  celebrated  on  a  night  other  than  the 
actual  date  of  the  anniversary. 

20. — When  a  member  is  confined  in  an  asylum  as  a  public  charge  the 
Lodge  should  pay  benefits;  first  for  the  personal  needs  of  the  brother,  if 
any  ;  second,  for  the  relief  and  needs  of  wife  and  children,  if  any  ;  and  any 
benefits  accruing  and  not  thus  expended  should  be  kept  in  separate  fund 
and  accounted  for  to  him  in  event  of  recovery,  or  in  event  of  death  to  be 
paid  to  widow,  orphans  or  dependent  relatives  ;  if  there  be  none  such 
any  unexpended  benefits  will  revert  to  general  fund. 

21. — A  foreigner,  who  is  otherwise  eligible  for  membership  may  join 
the  Order  provided  he  has  complied  with  local  law  as  to  residence. 

22. — It  is  illegal  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  law  for  a  member 
of  the  Order  to  have  his  card  advertising  his  private  business  in  an  Odd 
Fellows'  paper,  with  "Bro."  prefixed  to  his  name. 

23. — Statement  :  Bro.  August  Bomke  was  recommended  by  Bro. 
John  Dehorty  and  Bro.  P.  S.  Bomke  (a  brother),  both  of  whom  in  enclosed 
signed  statements,  state  they  knew  he  had  been  an  inmate  of  an  insane 
asylum,  but  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  inform  the  Lodge. 

The  three  members  of  the  investigating  committee  reported  favorably 
on  his  application.  Of  the  three,  one  cannot  at  this  time  be  reached,  the 
other  two  members  in  enclosed  statements,  state  they  did  not  learn  before 
recommending  him  that  he  had  been  an  inmate  of  an  insane  asylum. 
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Bro.  August  Bomke  was  admitted  to  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum 
February  28,  1908,  suffering  from  melancholia.  Discharged  July  28,  1908. 
(Records  only  state  he  was  discharged.) 

He  was  recommended  for  membership  in  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  3, 
May  13,  1 9 12.  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a  qualified  doctor 
as  per  enclosed  blank  certificate.  Committee  reported  favorably  May  20, 
19 1 2  ;  initiated  June  3,  19 12  ;  received  the  third  degree  June  18,  191 2. 
Became  an  inmate  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum  November  6,  19 12, 
suffering  with  paranoia  with  mania  and  is  still  an  inmate  of  the  insane 
asylum. 

Question  1  :  Did  Bro.  August  Bomke  and  the  two  recommending 
brothers  by  concealing  from  the  Lodge  his  previous  detention  in  an  in- 
sane asylum,  render  his  application,  initiation  and  membership  illegal  ? 

Answer  :  No.  His  initiation  was  legal  unless  he  was  insane  at  that 
time.     Journal  1905,  pages  75,  299,  323. 

Question  2  :  Shall  Bro.  August  Bomke  be  expelled  from  the  Order  or 
shall  his  initiation  be  declared  void  ? 

Answer  :  You  cannot  expel  him  unless  he  was  guilty  of  some  fraud  in 
gaining  admission ,  and  you  cannot  declare  his  initiation  void  unless  he  was 
insane  when  admitted.  Busbee's  Digest,  995,  996,  997.  Journal  1905, 
pages  75,  299,  323. 

Question  3  :  If  his  entrance  was  illegal  is  he  entitled  to  any  reimburse- 
ment for  fees  and  dues  collected  to  date  ? 

Answer  :  No. 

Question  4  :  Was  Bro.  August  Bomke  and  the  brothers  who  recom- 
mended him  justified  in  concealing  from  the  Lodge  the  fact  of  his  previous 
detention  in  an  insane_  asylum,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  was  passed 
by  the  examining  physician  and  it  had  been  four  years  since  he  was  dis- 
charged from  the  insane  asylum  ? 

Answer  :  Unless  they  had  at  that  time  reason  to  believe  the  applicant 
was  still  insane  the  failure  to  tell  of  the  fact  of  his  previous  insanity  could 
hardly  be  called  willful  wrong,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  form 
of  the  examining  physician's  certificate  submitted  shows  that  the  doctor 
certified  that  he  had  made  an  examination  of  August  Bomke  and  found  no 
diseased  condition  of  the  skin,  eyes,  ears,  nose,  throat,  lungs,  heart,  ab- 
dominal viscera,  including  an  examination  of  his  urine,  and  general  nervous 
system,  and  recommended  him  as  a  good  risk  to  an  organization  paying 
risk  and  death  benefits. 

Question  5  :  In  the  event  of  a  decision  stating  him  a  member  in  good 
standing,  ishe  entitled  to  benefits — the  illness  having  originated  previous 
to  his  entering  our  Order  ? 

Answer  :  Yes,  unless  he  was  insane  when  initiated,  and  this  must  first 
be  determined  under  a  proceeding  for  that  purpose  of  which  he  must  have 
full  notice.     Journal  1905,  pages  75,  300,  323. 

24. — A  brother  holding  membership  in  one  jurisdiction  and  residing 
in  another  takes  his  withdrawal  card  and  applies  for  admission  at  place  of 
residence  by  withdrawal  card  in  date.  He  should  be  charged  the  amount 
provided  by  local  law  and  not  admitted  free  as  by  transfer. 

25. — A  brother  goes  to  hospital  for  serious  operation.  He  pays  $21.00 
per  week  for  nurse  hire,  and  $3.00  per  day  for  room,  as  well  as  other  ex- 
penses. Held  that  the  Lodge  should  pay  $10.50  per  week,  the  amount 
provided  by  its  By-laws  for  watchers. 
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26. — The  contingent  fund  cannot  be  used  for  donations  or  subscrip- 
tions for  public  uses. 

27. — An  Indian  or  a  person  of  mixed  Indian  and  white  blood  is  not 
eligible  for  membersip  in  the  Order.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  alone 
has  the  right  to  fix  the  qualifications  for  membership. 

28. — Our  law  prohibiting  smoking  in  the  Lodge  room  when  in  session 
does  not  deprive  brothers  of  the  privilege  of  smoking  in  any  side  room  not 
an  ante-room,  nor  in  the  Lodge  room  when  the  Lodge  is  not  in  session. 

29. — Statement  :  A  Rebekah  Lodge  having  elected  officers  according 
to  law,  on  the  night  directed,  the  Noble  Grand-elect,  who  has  been  advanced 
from  the  Vice-Grand's  chair,  finds  she  must  undergo  a  serious  operation 
before  installation  takes  place,  and  does  so,  not  being  present,  but  is  excused 
by  Lodge  to  be  installed  when  able,  as  per  Busbee's  Digest,  Art.  1443, 
middle  part.  All  officers  except  Noble  Grand  and  Conductor  and  one 
Supporter  were  installed  second  meeting  night  in  January  the  retiring 
Noble  Grand,  by  my  direction,  being  inducted  into  the  Past  Grand's 
chair,  and  by  virtue  of  the  first  part  of  Art.  1443,  directed  the  newly  in- 
stalled Vice-Grand,  after  the  installation,  to  occupy  the  Noble  Grand's 
chair,  temporarily  filling  Vice-Grand's  chair  with  some  Past  Grand, 
My  further  reason  for  such  decision  was  Art.  1449,  and  Vice- Grand  did 
appoint  subordinate  officers,  mostly  from  a  list  furnished  by  Noble  Grand- 
elect.  Now,  some  claim  according  to  the  ritual  in  installation  obligation, 
retiring  Noble  Grand  should  not  have  taken  the  Past  Grand's  chair,  but 
should  continue  to  serve  as  Noble  Grand  until  her  successor  is  installed. 
I  claim  terms  are  for  one  year  according  to  Rebekah  Code,  and  soon  as 
officer  qualified  to  preside  for  the  new  term,  as  the  Vice-Grand  is,  is  in- 
stalled, then  the  former  Noble  Grand,  who  was  not  elected  for  that  term, 
imust  give  way  to  such  qualified  officer.  I  claim  that  part  of  the  obligation 
ts  so  that  when  no  election  may  have  taken  place  or  when  there  has, 
the  old  officers  are  empowered  to  hold  office  legally  until  a  general  installa- 
ion  takes  place. 

Question  :  Was  my  decision  correct  ? 

Answer  :  No. 

30. — A  person  who  has  not  received  the  Rebekah  Degree  may  be  a 
petitioner  for  a  Rebekah  Charter. 

3 1 . — It  is  not  necessary  to  have  five  of  the  petitioners  for  a  Rebekah 
Charter,  holding  live  Withdrawal  Cards. 

32. — Persons  holding  expired  Withdrawal  Cards,  Defunct  Certifi- 
cates or  Dismissal  Certificates  may  join  in  petition  for  a  Rebekah  Charter. 

33. — A  Past  President  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  Out  on  a  Withdrawal 
Card  cannot  act  as  an  instituting  officer. 

34. — The  resolution  passed  by  S.G.L.,  in  191 2,  authorizing  the  Grand 
•Secretary  to  receive  reports  direct  from  Assembly  Secretaries  is  permis- 
sive, not  mandatory. 

35. — A  degree  staff  at  a  district  meeting  can  only  exemplify  the  degree 
and  cannot  confer  it  by  initiation.  Candidates  must  be  initiated  in  the 
Lodge  electing  them  to  membership,  but  such  Lodge  may  invite  the  degree 
staff  of  another  Lodge  to  confer  the  degree  in  the  Lodge  electing  the 
candidates. 

36. — An  Encampment  cannot  be  opened  without  some  member 
present  qualified  to  preside.  Where  no  such  person  is  present  a  legal 
meeting  cannot  be  held. 
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37. — Grand  officers  are  entitled  to  Grand  Honors  only  in  the  branch 
to  which  they  belong  as  such. 

38. — Where  a  Grand  Encampment  provides  for  beneficial  and  non- 
beneficial  members  an  Encampment  may  have  both  classes. 

39. — A  Grand  Encampment  may  appropriate  funds  as  an  inducement 
for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  to  participate  in  public  functions  incident  to 
Grand  Encampment  meeting. 

40. — An  Encampment  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
and  afterwards  becoming  blind  may  be  reinstated. 

41. — A  chevalier  is  not  entitled  to  wear  his  head  gear  as  part  of  his 
uniform  at  a  Grand  Encampment  session. 

42. — The  rule  providing  that  all  subheads,  captions,  and  other 
matter  in  parenthesis  shall  not  be  given  to  the  candidates  by  the  officers 
instructing,  applies  to  all  branches  of  the  Order. 

44. — When  a  Grand  Master  removes  from  his  jurisdiction  during  his 
term  in  office,  the  vacancy  or  otherwise  will  be  governed  by  local  law. 

46. — The  law  of  1912  requiring  P.G.P.  and  P.G.M.  jewels  to  be  pur- 
chased from  S.G.L.  is  mandatory. 

47. — Statement  :  The  agent  for  "The  Loyal  Protective  Insurance 
Company,"  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  claims  to  have  received  authority 
from  the  Grand  Masters  of  several  Jurisdictions  to  solicit  business  for  his 
company.  He  carries  very  flattering  credentials  from  Grand  Secretaries 
of  several  Jurisdictions,  and  asks  authority  to  solicit  from  Lodges  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  The  advertising  matter  does  not  contain  any  of  the  emblems 
of  the  Order,  but  advertises  "for  Odd  Fellows  only." 

Question  :    Can  such  a  permission  be  legally  given  ? 

Answer  :  Under  Sec.  478  of  Busbee's  Digest  is  would  be  illegal  for 
an  insurance  association  to  use  the  emblems  or  name  of  the  Order.  This 
the  Loyal  does  not  seem  to  do.  It  does  advertise  "for  Odd  Fellows  only," 
but  this  is  permissible  by  Art.  480  of  Busbee's  Digest. 

You  will  also  see  under  Sec.  848  of  Busbee's  Digest  that  such  companies 
are  not  recognized  by  the  Order  and  I  cannot  understand  what  right 
Grand  Masters  have  to  grant  any  permits  to  it  to  do  business.  It  is  but 
another  way  of  getting  an  illegal  endorsement  in  the  name  of  the  Order. 
See  Busbee's  Digest,  Sections  841  to  852.  See  also  Journal  1895,  pages 
76,  296  and  291. 

As  long  as  the  Loyal  uses  none  of  the  emblems  of  the  Order  and  does 
not  advertise  as  an  Odd  Fellows'  Insurance  Company,  though  it  may  ad- 
vertise "for  Odd  Fellows  only,"  it  does  not  seem  to  be  violating  the  law. 
but  it  has  no  right  to  solicit  insurance  in  a  Lodge  while  it  is  in  session, 
nor  has  any  Grand  Master  the  right  or  authority  to  recognize  it  by  giving 
permission  to  solicit  or  otherwise,  as  it  might  influence  members  of  our 
Order  to  join,  thinking  it  was  an  Odd  Fellows'  organization. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Indianapolis  passed  upon  a  decision 
of  the  Grand  Sire  in  relation  to  the  Loyal  Protective  Insurance  Company, 
Journal  191 1,  pages  293  and  313. 

You  will  find  on  examination  of  that  decision  the  Grand  Sire  holds 
that  it  is  a  private  enterprise  and  that  it  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  law 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  use  the  names  of  members  of  the  Order 
as  members  of  the  Order,  or  as  officers  of  the  Lodge,  to  promote  a  private 
business.  He  further  holds  that  it  is  unlawful  for  a  brother  to  act  as  agent 
or  promote  the  interest  of  an  insurance  company,  which  uses  in  its  adver- 
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tisement  matter,  circulars,  etc.,  official  endorsements  of  Grand  Officers  or 
Past  Grand  Officers,  using  their  official  titles.  It  can  make  no  difference 
whether  such  use  is  through  advertisements  in  publications  or  by  private 
distribution  of  cards,  circulars,  etc. 

83. — Statement  :  The  constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  Sec.  2,  Art.  4,  provides  : 

"Every  member  qualified  as  required  by  the  by-laws  of  this  Lodge 
shall,  in  case  of  being  disabled  by  sickness  or  bodily  accident  (not  occasion- 
ed by  drunkenness  or  other  immoral  conduct  on  his  part),  from  following 
any  occupation,  or  otherwise  earning  a  livelihood  be  entitled  to  and  may 
receive  such  weekly  benefits  as  may  be  fixed  by  By-laws,  from  the  funds 
of  the  Lodge  ;  provided  always,  that  such  benefits  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  of  ten  dollars  per  week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  contribution,  and 
provided  always,  that  no  Lodge  shall  continue  to  pay  the  above  rate  of 
benefits  for  a  longer  period  than  six  months'  continuous  sickness,  after 
which  time  it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  dollar  of  monthly  contribution  ;  and  further  that  after  the  expiration 
of  twelve  months'  continuous  sickness,  no  Lodge  shall  pay  greater  benefits 
than  at  a  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  contri- 
bution." 

Section  7  of  Art.  4,  provides  that  "Lodges  may  provide  by  By-laws 
to  employ  a  physician  to  attend  members  in  good  standing  when  sick,  and 
pay  a  stipulated  sum  per  annum  for  such  services  out  of  the  funds." 

Question  :  Is  it  lawful  for  any  Subordinate  Lodge  to  pay  sick  benefits 
of  $10.00  per  week  to  any  member  and  also  supply  a  doctor  and  medicine 
on  a  basis  of  $12.00  per  year  dues  ? 

Answer  :  It  would  be  lawful  to  pay  $10.00  per  week  sick  benefits 
and  furnish  a  physician  in  addition,  but  not  medicine. 

84. — Where  the  constitution  makes  provision  for  a  widows'  benefit 
the  Lodge  cannot  by  By-law  deprive  her  of  it. 

Grand  Lodge  may  determine  the  qualification  in  the  constitution. 

Grand  Lodge  may  provide,  that  in  the  absence  of  widow  or  children, 
the  mother,  sister  or  other  dependent  relatives  may  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit. 

Where  the  Lodge  provides  by  By-law  for  a  special  assessment  in  this 
respect  it  should  be  made  immediately  upon  the  death  of  the  member. 
Where  a  Lodge  provides,  by  By-law,  a  penalty  for  non-attendance  at  a 
funeral,  it  may  also  provide  that  attendance  at  the  house  or  church  shall 
be  considered  as  attendance  at  the  funeral. 

85. — Question  :  What  is  the  penalty  for  a  Lodge  taking  a  candidate 
who  resides  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Lodge  without  obtaining 
permission  ? 

Answer  :  That  depends  to  some  extent  on  your  local  law,  which  you 
have  not  furnished  me.  The  general  rule  is  that  no  person  can  be  ad- 
mitted to  membership  in  a  Lodge  other  than  the  one  nearestrhis  residence 
without  the  consent  of  such  nearest  Lodge.  Busbee's  Digest,  907.  The 
punishment  for  this  offense  is  the  forfeiture  to  the  Lodge  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  initiation  and  degree  fees  and  of  all  dues  received  from  said 
member  while  he  shall  retain  his  membership  in  such  Lodge.  See  Report 
137  of  Committee  on  Legislation,  1906.  Journal,  pp.  777  and  784. 

86. — Question  :   Can  a  man  of  Arabian  blood  become  an  Odd  Fjllow  ? 

Answer  :    Yes,  if  he  is  of  the  oure  white  Caucasian  race. 
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87. — An  Odd  Fellow  Lodge  room  may  be  leased  to  another  Order  or 
Society  using  beer  as  a  drink  at  its  banquets  and  suppers. 

88. — Where  the  wife  of  an  applicant  for  membership  into  a  subordinate 
Lodge,  is  admitted  into  a  Rebekah  Lodge  under  the. belief  that  her  husband 
will  be  initiated  into  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  she  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  her  Lodge  until  her  membership  is  legally  terminated. 

89. — It  is  permissible  for  members,  either  individually  or  collectively, 
at  their  own  expense,  to  place  a  memorial  window  in  a  church,  such  window 
bearing  some  of  the  emblems  of  the  Order. 

90. — A  Badge  of  pink  and  green  with  the  United  States  flag  is  not  a 
regulation  badge  under  the  Rebekah  Code. 

91-92. — 'The  regulation  as  contained  in  Clause  905  of  Busbee's  Digest, 
does  not  apply  to  the  Rebekah  Branch. 

93. — A  patriarch  who  has  not  filled  some  appointed  or  elective  office, 
is  not  eligible  for  election  as  Senior  Warden. 

94. — Statement  :  Section  1  of  Art.  4  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  provides  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  shall 
be  made  to  this  Constitution,  except  at  the  annual  session  and  unless  the 
same  has  been  proposed  in  writing  by  not  less  than  five  representatives  at 
a  previous  regular  session,  etc. 

Section  2  of  the  same  Article  provides,  "The  Grand  Lodge  may  adopt 
or  amend,  at  any  regular  session  such  By-laws  or  Rules  of  Order  for  the 
government  thereof  as  two-thirds  of  the  representatives  present  shall 
approve,  to  take  effect,  etc." 

At  the  1912  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  it  was 
voted  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Constitution  and  Gen- 
eral Laws,  this  committee  to  report  at  the  next  session.  Said  committee 
have  had  several  meetings  and  have  their  report  in  readiness. 

It  is  contended  by  some  that  the  report  of  this  committee  is  not 
subject  to  amendment  or  any  action  at  this  1913  session,  but  that  their 
report  must  be  accepted  as  offered,  and  lay  on  the  table  until  the  19 14 
session,  when  it  shall  come  up  for  acceptance  or  rejection.  Others  con- 
tend that  as  a  report,  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  1913  session  may  consider 
the  report  of  this  committee,  section  by  section,  and  amend  same,  the 
final  result  to  be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  year,  and  then  to  come  up  for 
final  adoption  as  amended,  at  that  time. 

Question  :  May  the  report  of  this  committee,  when  offered,  be  con- 
sidered section  by  section,  amended  and  approved  at  the  coming  session, 
the  final  report  as  approved  to  lay  on  the  table  one  year,  and  come  up  for 
adoption  in  19 14  ? 

Answer:   Yes.     See  Busbee,  610,  611. 

95. — Statement  :  Article  III.,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada  says  :  "The  elective 
officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  shall  be,  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  High 
Priest,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Scribe,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Junior  Warden  and  Grand  Representative." 

Question  :  Are  the  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada  officers  of  said  Grand  Encampment  ? 

Answer  :  Your  Constitution  makes  them  officers  of  your  Grand  En- 
campment. 
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COMMITTEE  APPOINTMENTS. 

Representatives  from  Canada  had  Committee  ap- 
pointments as  follows  : 

State  of  the  Order,  Oliver,  of  Ontario  ;  Legislation,  Thomson.  On- 
tario ;  Finance,  Hooper,  Maritime  Provinces  ;  Constitution,  Tucker, 
Saskatchewan  ;  International  Relations,  Kenny,  Manitoba  and  Pople- 
stone,  Ontario  ;  Patriarchal  Branch,  Clapp,  Ontario  ;  Rebekah  Degree, 
May,  Alberta  ;  Correspondence,  May,  Alberta ;  Petitions,  McCabe, 
Quebec  ;  Returns,  Webber,  British  Columbia  and  Rankin,  Manitoba  ; 
Unfinished  Business,  Walsh,  British  Columbia,  Lowe  of  Quebec,  and 
Dewart,  Manitoba  ;  Miscellaneous  Business,  Newnham,  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces, and  Simpson,  British  Columbia;  Grand  Bodies  not  Represented, 
Messervey,  Maritime  Provinces,  Oliver,  Ontario,  and  Beals  of  Alberta  ; 
Distribution  of  Officers'  Reports,  Russell,  British  Columbia  ;  Mileage 
and  Per  Diem,  Brown,  Alberta  and  Shaw,  Manitoba.  Bro.  A.  H.  Blacke- 
by,  P.G.R.,  was  appointed  Assistant  Grand  Guardian. 


.    THE  ORDER  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  consideration  of  a  recommendation  for  the 
establishment  of  our  Order  in  England  was  deferred 
until  next  session. 

A  report  on  above  from  Bros.  Geo.  T.  Clarke  and 
J.  C.  Smith  read  in  part  as  follows,  "In  view  of  the  some- 
what disturbed  state  of  Friendly  Societies  in  England 
at  the  present  time,  caused  by  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  we  beg  to  suggest  that 
the  actual  effort  to  establish  our  Order  in  that  country, 
should  be  delayed  for  about  a  year,  and,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  preparatory  work,  which  we  have  roughly 
sketched,  should  be  taken  in  hand,  fully  carried  out  and 
reported  on,  so  as  to  place  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
on  solid  ground  at  the  19 14  session,  and  thus  enable  it 
to  satisfactorily  decide  the  question."  Is  it  desirable 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  establish  the  I.O.O.F.  in 
England  ? 
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LEGISLATION. 

The  number  on  the  Committee  on  Printing  and  Supplies  was  increased. 
The  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  are  all  included 
on  it 

A  new  design  for  the  D.D.G.M.  and  P.D.D.G.M.  Jewels  has  been 
adopted. 

A  resolution,  that  when  in  the  judgment  of  a  Grand  Master  it  will  be 
to  the  interest  of  all  concerned  to  hold  a  dedication  of  an  Odd  Fellows' 
Temple  or  lay  a  cornerstone  of  a  hall  or  temple  of  the  I.O.O.F.,  on  the 
Sabbath  Day,  after  satisfying  himself,  that  there  shall  be  nothing  done  or 
attempted  that  will  tend  to  desecrate  the  Day,  he  may  grant  dispensation 
to  allow  such  ceremony  to  be  performed,  was  carried,  although  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  of  the  Order  deemed  such  permission  inadvisable. 

The  name  "resident"  is  hereafter  to  be  used  instead  of  "inmate" 
in  connection  with  our  Odd  Fellows'  Homes. 

Corporal  punishment  in  the  Homes  of  our  Order  is  abolished. 

In  the  event  of  distress,  consequent  upon  flood,  earthquake,  fire, 
famine  or  other  emergency  and  great  necessity,  the  Grand  Sire  is  authorized 
and  empowered,  in  his  discretion,  to  draw  orders  on  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
not  exceeding  $2,000,  for  immediate  relief. 

A  Grand  Body  may  provide  in  its  Constitution  that  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives shall  be  recognized  as  elective  officers  thereof,  but  this  shall  in 
no  wise  render  them  ineligible  to  any  other  elective  office  in  such  Grand 
Body. 

Grand  Bodies  are  now  given  the  right  to  amend  their  laws  to  provide 
for  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  by  duly  accredited  representatives  only, 
without  a  Past  Grand's  vote  as  heretofore. 

A  resolution,  that  after  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  has  become 
60  years  of  age  and  has  been  a  contributing  member  for  twenty-five  con- 
secutive years,  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  virtue 
of  his  or  her  being  more  than  one  year  in  arrears  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
but  he£>r  she  shall  be  retained  as  a  non-contributing  member,  and  as  such 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  pass-words,  and  fellowship  of  Lodges  and  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  of  active  members,  and  the  Rebekah  Lodge  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  pay  per  capita  on  such  members,  was  adopted. 

A  design  for  Jewel  for  Past  Grand  Sires  was  approved  and  an  appro- 
priation of  $750.00  made  for  jewels  for  those  now  entitled  to  them. 

A  resolution  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  to  have 
any  or  all  of  the  odes  now  used  and  controlled  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  sung  into  and  placed  upon  record  plates,  so  that  same  may  be 
obtained  and  used  in  the  Lodges  throughout  the  different  Jurisdictions, 
was  considered  and  adopted. 
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In  future  a  candidate,  before  being  advanced  to  the  next  Degree,  must 
memorize  the  obligation  and  secret  work  of  the  previous  Degree  taken, 
and  repeat  same  before  the  Noble  Grand  during  Lodge  in  session. 

It  was  decided  that  it  is  against  the  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  in 
violation  of  our  laws  and  customs  for  a  paper  using  any  of  our  titles,  em- 
blems or  mottoes,  or  claiming  to  be  an  Odd  Fellows'  paper,  to  discuss  in 
its  columns,  subjects  prohibited  in  the  Lodge  room,  and  that  the  penalty 
for  such  infraction  of  the  law,  by  an  Odd  Fellow,  shall  be  expulsion  from 
membership.    . 

The  transfer  law  was  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

"That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official  Certificate 
or  Visiting  Card  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction 

"of  his  Lodge  or  Encampment  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  another 
and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  at  his  new  place  of 

,  residence,  upon  making  application  for  membership,  accompanied  by  his 
Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid  in  advance, 
and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon  notice  being  sent  by  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe  to  his  Lodge  or  Encampment,  said  Lodge  or  encamp- 
ment shall,  unless  charges  are  pending  against  him,  without  ballot  and 
without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certificate  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the  same  ;  and  upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer 
Certificate,  the  member  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  be- 
come a  member  of  the  new  Lodge  or  Encampment  without  the  payment 
of  any  admission  fee  ;  provided,  that  if  a  physician's  certificate  is  required 
he  must  pay  the  expenses  for  the  same. 

"The  Secretary  or  Scribe  shall  immediately  report  to  the  Secretary  or 
Scribe  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  issuing  the  Transfer  Certificate  the 
date  or  signing  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Lodge  or  Encampment  and  he 
shall  make  a  record  thereof,  and  the  old  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  im- 
mediately refund  to  the  member  all  dues  paid  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
"■  signing  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Lodge  or  Encampment. 

"The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  sever  membership  in  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  issuing  it  ;  provided,  that  if  a  member  becomes 
sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  before  the  date  to  which  his  dues  are  paid 
and  before  completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  Constitution  of 
his  new  Lodge  or  Encampment,  then  said  Transfer  Certificate  shall  be  can- 
celled and  returned  to  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  issuing  the  same  and  said 
member  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in  his  old  Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment, the  same  as  though  the  Transfer  Certificate  had  not  been  issued. 

"If  the  member  fails  to  sign  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Lodge  or  En- 
campment within  three  months  after  the  date  of  his  election,  the  Transfer 
Certificate  shall  be  cancelled  and  returned  to  the  Lodge  or  Encampment 
issuing  the  same  and  the  member  shall  hold  the  same  standing  in  his  old 
Lodge  or  Encampment  as  though  the  Transfer  Certificate  had  not  been 
issued. 

Provided,  That  the  foregoing  shall  not  extend  to  or  affect  the  Quasi- 
Independent  Grand  Jurisdictions." 
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MATTERS  CONSIDERED  BUT  NOT  APPROVED. 

The  proposal  to  admit  members  at  18  years  of  age  was  again  indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

The  establishment  of  an  International  Rebekah  Assembly  is  also 
indefinitely  postponed. 

A  resolution,  to  make  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge, 
the  sons  of  Odd  Fellows,  who  are  eighteen  years  or  over,  was  not  adopted. 

A  resolution,  asking  that  Grand  Lodges  may  legislate  so  that  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  may  discontinue  the  One  Dollar  a  week  sick  benefits  after 
fifty-two  weeks'  illness,  was  not  adopted. 

A  proposition  to  allow  Third  Degree  members  to  vote  for  Grand 
Lodge  Officers  ;  Royal  Purple  Degree  members  to  vote  for  Grand  En- 
campment Officers  ;  and  Rebekah  Degree  members  to  vote  for  Rebekah 
Assembly  Officers,  was  not  approved. 

A  resolution,  requesting  the  privilege  to  allow  all  white  women  who  have 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or  over  to  become  members  of  the 
Rebekah  Degree,  was  lost. 

A  resolution,  to  the  effect  that  the  proper  officers  of  the  various 
Grand  Jurisdictions  be  authorized  and  directed  to  poll  the  membership 
in  their  several  Jurisdictions  on  the  question  of  the  reduction  of  the  age 
of  entry  into  our  Order,  and  report  the  result  of  such  vote  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  end  that  legislation  may  be 
enacted  in  accordance  with  the  sentiment  thus  expressed,  was  not  approved. 

A  resolution,  from  Rep.  Luchinger,  of  Wisconsin,  that  when  a  brother 
seeks  to  obtain  the  A.T.P.W.  in  a  Lodge,  other  than  his  own,  he  shall 
deposit  with  said  Lodge  an  order  from  his  own  Lodge  under  seal,  requesting 
the  Noble  Grand  of  any  Lodge  to  impart  such  A.T.P.W.  and  shall  also 
exhibit  his  official  certificate,  was  not  adopted. 

A  resolution,  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provide  proper  regalia 
for  each  Grand  Representative,  the  same  to  be  the  property  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  was  lost. 

A  resolution,  proposing  a  change  in  our  regalia,  was  not  adopted. 

A  resolution,  that  no  Subordinate  Encampment  shall  hereafter  be 
instituted  with  less  than  twenty  members  and  that  the  minimum  fees 
for  degrees  in  all  Subordinate  Encampments  shall  be  fifteen  dollars  at  the 
time  of  institution,  and  twenty  dollars  thereafter,  was  not  carried.,  - 

The  proposal  that  the  Transfer  Certificate  law  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  a  charge  for  admission  on  Transfer 
Certificate,  when  the  brother  desiring  transfer  is  above  the  maximum 
age  prescribed  by  the  various  Jurisdictions  for  ordinary  admission,  so  that 
such  form  of  admission  shall  be  in  conformity  with  extra  charges  for  ad- 
vanced age  as  levied  in  the  various  Jurisdictions,  was  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  to  the  effect  that  it  is  and  hereafter  shall  be,  unlawful 
for  any  of  the  Branches  of  the  I.O.O.F.  to  in  any  way  appropriate  any  of 
their  funds  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
or  its  members  or  visitors  thereof  in  attendance  at  the  place  where  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets,  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

A  resolution,  authorizing  a  Grand  Lodge  to  purchase  and  publish,  or 
to  procure  to  be  published,  a  paper  or  journal  devoted  exclusively  to  Odd 
Fellowship  and  sent  to  its  members,  was  not  adopted. 
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A  resolution,  from  Rep.  Thomson,  of  Ontario,  that  in  that  portion  of 
the  Book  of  Forms  devoted  to  the  Ceremony  for  Dedicating  Odd  Fellows' 
Halls,  a  suitable  form  of  words  be  embodied  to  connect  the  Patriarchal 
Branch  of  the  Order  with  this  ceremony,  the  words  to  be  spoken  by  the 
Grand  Patriarch  or  his  specially  delegated  representative,  was  not  adopted. 

A  resolution,  providing  that  the  Jewel  of  the  Grand  Decoration  of 
Chivalry  may  be  worn  in  lieu  of  regalia  in  any  body  of  Odd  Fellows,  was 
not  adopted. 

A  resolution,  requesting  that  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  prepay  all  charges  on  supplies  was  lost. 

A  resolution,  sent  in  by  Reps.  Emmons  and  Corn,  of  Ohio,  that  the 
General  Commanding  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  be  given  $1,500.00  for 
annual  travelling  expenses,  was  not  adopted. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
in  connection  with  the  Ohio  and  Indiana  Floods  was 
submitted,  the  following  being  a  summary  of  same :

NEXT  PLACE  OF  MEETING. 

The  cities  in  nomination  for  next  session  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  were  Hot  Springs,  Washington 
City,  Atlantic  City,  Chicago,  and  Cleveland.  Atlantic 
City  was  at  last  selected  for  19 14  communication. 

An  invitation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California 
to  hold  the  19 15  session  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  was 
ordered  spread  on  the  Journal. 

Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  moved,  that  if  the  Grand 
Sire  and  other  Executive  Officers  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  found  themselves  unable  to  make  suitable  ar- 
rangements, or  to  provide  proper  hotel  or  other  accom- 
modations for  the  members  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  Atlantic  City,  they  be  authorized  to  change  the  place 
of  meeting  to  some  other  City.  This  motion  was 
adopted. 
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SPECIAL  NOTES  OP  THE  SESSION. 

The  Special  Committee  considering  a  Temple  for  the  use  of  the  Sove- 
reign Grand  Lodge  and  its  sessions,  recommended  that  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed  to  ascertain  the  probable  cost  of  a  suitable  site  for  such 
building  and  the  cost  and  design  thereof.  Further,  that  said  committee 
investigate  as  to  the  most  suitable  location  of  said  building  and  make 
report  of  their  findings  at  next  annual  communication.  This  was  agreed 
to. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  recommended  that  the  Grand  Sire  be 
authorized  to  send  out  any  proclamation  that  may  to  him  seem  appropriate, 
calling  for  individual  contributions  for  the  erection  of  the  Peace  Monument 
at  the  Hague,  but  not  authorizing  appropriations  therefor  from  Lodge 
funds.  The  same  committee  recommend  that  Grand  Bodies  be  given 
authority  to  appropriate  from  their  Grand  Treasuries  as  they  deem  ex- 
pedient for  the  purpose.     The  above  was  adopted  after  consideration. 

The  mileage  and  per  diem  for  the  session  amounted  to  $31,280.50. 
The  largest  amount  drawn  was  $219.10  by  Rep.  Phelps,  of  California. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Codification  of  the  Laws  of  the  Order  was 
given  another  year  to  complete  its  work. 

Reps.  Sebastian  and  Spangler,  of  Texas,  laid  on  the  table  a  proposed 
amendment  to  Section  2,  Article  16,  of  the  Constitution,  to  lower  age  of 
admission  into  our  Order  to  eighteen  years. 

The  amendment  to  our  Grand  Lodge  constitution  passed  at  our  last 
session  was  approved. 

Ontario  still  leads  in  the  number  of  Veteran  Jewels  presented  in  the 
several  Jurisdictions. 

Rep.  Spangler,  of  Texas,  presented  the  Grand  Sire  with  a  gavel  made 
by  the  children  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans'  Home  of  Texas. 

There  seems  to  be  a  very  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  holding  the  ses- 
sion of  191 5  in  California,  and  Maryland  is  making  a  strong  bid  for  19 19, 
which  will  be  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Order. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Patriarchs  Militant  ritual. 

The  weather  was  ideal  and  all  visitors  had  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  visit  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Twin  Cities. 

Ontario  stood  third  highest  in  net  increase  in  191 2,  although  many 
other  Jurisdictions  are  numerically  much  stronger. 

Portage  la  Prairie  Lodge,  dressed  in  their  kilties  and  accompanied 
by  their  pipers,  were  quite  an  attraction. 

The  parade  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening,  and  was  quite  a  success, 
although  made  up  largely  of  local  members  and  friends. 
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The  Calgary  Canton  carried  off  First  Prize  in  its  class. 

Western  Canada  was  well  represented  by  a  large  attendance  in  all 
branches  of  the  Order.  It  is  estimated  that  between  500  and  600  were  in 
attendance. 

Queen  Esther  Rebekah  Lodge,  of  Winnipeg,  took  first  honors  in  the 
international  degree  contest.  They  also  carried  off  a  prize  for  their  float 
in  the  parade.  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  of  Edmonton,  took  third  prize  for 
degree  work. 

Eureka  Encampment,  of  Winnipeg,  carried  off  first  prize. 

A  proposed  new  constitution  for  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was 
submitted  and  laid  over  until  the  next  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant  recommended  a  large  number 
for  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  the  Ontario  members  being  : 
Major  S.  C.  Parks,  Toronto  ;.  Lt.-Col.  Jno.  Findlay,  Hamilton  ;  Lt.-Col. 
A.  T.  Lawson,  Ottawa  ;  Capt.  Jno.  Northcott,  Toronto  ;  Chevalier  H. 
E.  Terry,  Toronto. 

Grand  Secretary  Brooks  attended  all  the  sessions  of  S.G.L.,  as  well 
as  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Secretaries'  Association. 


ENTERTAINMENT. 

The  afternoons  and  evenings  were  given  over  largely 
to  entertainment  of  the  visitors  and  all  branches  of  the 
Order  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  did  themselves  credit. 
They  were  generous  and  whole-hearted  in  all  the  pro- 
visions they  had  made. 

On  Monday  evening  Bro.  Wallace  G.  Nye,  Mayor  of 
Minneapolis,  entertained  the  Grand  Scribes,  Grand 
Secretaries  and  members  of  the  fraternal  press  and  Past 
Grand  Representatives  at  dinner  at  the  Elks'  Club  at 
6  p.m. 

Later  they  adjourned  to  a  reception  which  was  given 
to  the  Officers  and  representatives  by  the  Minnesota 
Rebekahs  at  the  Radison  Hotel.  A  very  p  easant  social 
hour  was  spent  there.  The  Hostesses  were  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  have  their  guests  renew  old  acquant- 
ances  and  meet  new  friends.  The  refreshments  were 
excellent  and  the  arrangements  all  that  could  be  desired. 
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On  Tuesday  afternoon  there  was  an  automobile 
sight-seeing  tour  of  the  Twin  Cities,  parks,  lakes,  Fort 
Snelling,  State  University,  Old  Soldiers'  Home,  Minne- 
haha Falls  and  many  other  beauty  spots. 

Tuesday  evening  was  the  night  of  the  grand  ball 
given  in  the  Armories  by  the  Minnesota  Cantons.  It  was 
probably  one  of  the  most  successful  affairs  of  that 
kind  ever  given  at  S.G.L.  The  Grand  March  was  a 
most  impressive  sight.  The  posts  at  the  head  of  the 
line  were  taken  by  General  A.  R.  Stocker,  Commanding 
the  Order,  and  General  August  Hohenstein,  of  Minnesota 
and  the  officers  massed  according  to  rank.  There  was 
an  attendance  of  about  2,000  over  half  of  whom  took 
advantage  of  the  magnificent  floor  and  music  provided. 

Thursday  was  St.  Paul  day.  The  Committee  took 
the  representatives  and  visitors  in  chartered  street  cars 
and  automobiles  to  the  State  Capitol.  After  being 
shown  through  this  magnificent  building  they  were 
taken  to  the  St.  Paul  Hotel,  and  later  to  the  tea  rooms 
of  Field,  Schlick  &  Co.,  where  a  splendid  supper  was 
served.  This  was  followed  by  a  programme  of  music 
and  toasts,  Hon.  Oscar  Hallam,  Judge  of  Supreme 
Court,  being  toastmaster.  The  address  of  welcome 
was  given  by  Judge  Hanft,  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and 
was  responded  to  by  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Daniel,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Grand  Sire.     . 

On  Friday  evening  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
was  conferred  by  Gen.  A.  R.  Stocker,  General  Com- 
manding, and  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  by  Brig.  Gen. 
August  Hohenstein,  of  Minnesota. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  Patriarchs  Militant 
and  visitors  at  this  brilliant  function  in  the  National 
Grand  Armory.

The  Committee  on  Courtesies  placed  on  record  the 
appreciation  of  the  Officers  and  members  of  S.G.L., 
for  the  splendid  arrangements  made  for  the  session  and 
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for  all  the  attentions  bestowed  upon  representatives 
and  visitors  alike.  Special  and  appropriate  mention 
was  made  of  all  who  had  been  taking  an  active  part  in 
making  the  annual  session  a  pleasant  one.  We  are 
deeply  grateful  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  us.

In  conclusion  permit  us  to  thank  you  for  the  honor 
conferred  upon  us  in  selecting  us  as  your  representatives 
to  the  highest  tribunal  of  our  Order.  We  have  been 
privileged  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations  and  we  trust 
that  the  session  just  closed  will  be  abundantly  fruitful 
in  those  things  which  are  for  the  best  interests  of  all 
our  members,  not  only  in  the  matter  of  legislation  en- 
acted, but  in  the  broad  spirit  of  its  associations  and 
influence.

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RESOLUTIONS   OF   SOVEREIGN 
GRAND    LODGE 


Resolved, — That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  evidenced 
by  holding  an  unexpired  visiting  card,  issued  in  conformity  to  the  laws 
of  the  Order  by  his  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  having  the  A.T.P.W., 
being  in  distress,  or  pretending  so  to  be,  and  needing  money,  and  who, 
having  asked  for  and  received  from  a  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  a  member 
thereof,  a  sum  of  money  under  the  assurance  and  promise  that  he  will 
return  or  repay  the  same  within  a  given  time,  or  so  soon  as  he  returns  home, 
but  who  shall  neglect  so  to  do  after  a  reasonable  time  thereafter,  without 
a  satisfactory  excuse  being  rendered,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  conduct 
unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow ';  and  due  notice  of  such  facts  having  been 
officially  communicated  to  his  Lodge  by  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  so 
loaning  him  the  money,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  his  Lodge  to  notify  him  of 
such  indebtedness  or  loan,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  if  he  then 
refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  the  same,  his  Lodge  shall  prefer  charges  against 
him,  try  him,  and,  if  found  guilty,  and  without  sufficient  mitigating  cir- 
cumstances, to  expel  him  from  the  Order.  If  there  be  such  mitigating 
circumstances,  then  to  impose  such  penalty  as  the  Lodge  may  deem  best. 

Resolved, — That  the  respective  State  Grand  Lodges  cause  the  foregoing 
resolution  to  be  embodied  in  their  Proceedings,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  especially  called  to  it. 


I914  AMENDMENTS   TO    BY-LAWS  4 1 

AMENDMENTS    TO 
GRAND    LODGE   BY-TAWS 


No.  55A. — The  Committee  on  Investment  of  Lodge  Funds  shall  have 
power  to  deal  with  all  investments  of  Lodge  Funds  that  provide  for  the 
purchase  or  disposal  of  real  estate.  No  by-law  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge 
dealing  with  investments  in  real  estate  shall  be  valid  until  it  has  received 
the  approval  of  this  Committee.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  Solicitor,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Laws  of  Subordinates.     (1914.) 

No.  64A. — The  Grand  Lodge  Advisory  Board  shall  have  power  to  undertake 
the  bonding  of  Subordinate  Lodge  officers.  In  carrying  this  out  they  may 
accumulate  a  fund  until  it  shall  have  reached  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  from  this  fund  shall  pay  all  losses  sustained.  The  Subordinate 
Lodges  shall  continue  to  pay  the  present  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  hundred 
dollars  for  the  bonding  of  their  officers.  When  the  fund  shall  have  reached 
ten  thousand  dollars  the  interest  only  shall  be  used  in  payment  of  losses, 
and  further  assessments  shall  not  be  required  from  the  Lodges  unless  the 
losses  exceed  amount  of  said  interest,  in  which  case  a  pro  rata  assessment 
on  the  amount  of  the  guaranty  carried  shall  be  made  upon  Subordinate 
Lodges  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

If  requested  by  the  Grand  Encampment,  or  the  Executive  Officers 
thereof,  the  bonding  of  the  financial  officers  of  Subordinate  Encampments 
may  also  be  undertaken  by  the  Advisory  Board.     (1914.) 

No.  101. — Rebekah  Lodges  shall  have  power  to  receive  into  member- 
ship by  initiation,  members  in  good  standing  in  Subordinate  Lodges,  and 
their  wives,  female  relatives  and  such  other  females  as  are  qualified  by  the 
general  laws  to  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  ;  and  also  to  receive  on  deposit 
of  card  qualified  members  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  from  other  lodges.  All 
applications  for  admission  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  Noble  Grand,  and  on  the  Committee's  report 
a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  if  less  than  three  black  balls  appear,  the  can- 
didate shall  be  eligible  for  admission.     (1914.) 

CONSTITUTION    OF    REBEKAH    ASSEMBLY 

Sec.  3. — "This  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  composed  of  all  duly  quali- 
fied Past  Noble  Grands  of  Rebekah  Lodges,  and  Past  Grands  of  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  who  are  members  in  good  standing  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge  in 
Ontario,  who  have  received  the  Assembly  Degree,  and  its  Past  Presidents 
who  shall  have  the  right  of  debating  and  making  motions. 

' '  But  its  legislative  functions  shall  be  vested  in  and  exercised  solely  by 
such  representatives  as  shall  be  elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  this  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  of  this  Rebekah  Assembly." 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  be  empowered  to  pay  mileage  and  per  diem  to  its  past  presidents. 

{Grand  Lodge  Committee  on  Legislation,  1Q12.) 
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AMENDMENTS   TO 
CONSTITUTION    OF   SUBORDINATES 

Clause  127. — The  Contingent  Fund  shnll  consist  of  all  moneys  be- 
longing thereto  at  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  all  special  col- 
lections for  or  contributions  to  such  fund,  and,  if  provided  for  by  By-law, 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  receipts,  to  be  credited  at  the 
close  of  each  half  year.  Expenditure  from  this  fund  may  be  made  for 
the  purchase  of  a  suitable  collar  or  jewel  to  the  retiring  Noble  Grand  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  provided  the  cost  thereof  shall  not  exceed  $12.00  ; 
for  any  purpose  tending  to  promote  the  interest  and  objects  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship and  to  increase  its  membership  ;  for  the  payment  of  the  per  capita 
tax  required  for  the  maintenance  of  General  Relief  Committees  ;  and  for 
expenditure  along  such  other  lines  of  work  connected  with  the  Order  as 
may  be  sanctioned  by  this  Grand  Lodge  or  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(I9I3.) 

Clause  130. — Such  money  in  the  possession  of  the  Lodge  as  may  not 
be  required  for  immediate  use  may  be  invested  in  securities  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada,  or  of  any  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  or  in  mortgages 
which  are  a  first  charge  on  lands  held  in  fee  simple  ;  or  in  debentures  of 
some  municipality  or  incorporated  loan  company  in  Canada  or  by  deposit 
in  some  chartered  bank  or  loan  company  in  Ontario  ;  or  the  Lodge,  where 
incorporated,  may  invest  its  funds  in  land  and  buildings  where  the  same 
are  to  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  purpose  of  a  meeting  place,  by 
having  a  by-law  passed  dealing  with  the  proposed  amendment  ;  or  in  the 
shares  of  companies  or  associations  organized  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
or  erecting  buildings  that  are  to  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  Lodge 
purposes  ;  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  any  portion  of  a  building  in  which 
Lodge  funds  are  invested  be  used  for  the  carrying  on  of  a  traffic  in  intoxi- 
cating liquors  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  Lodge  funds  be  leaned  to  members 
of  the  Order  or  their  wives,  nor  shall  they  be  loaned  to  individuals  on  per- 
sonal security,  or  invested  in  private  enterprises  of  any  kind.     (1914.) 

Clause  99 a. — Every  member  on  the  sick  list  shall  furnish  to  the 
Lodge  a  medical  certificate  as  to  his  physical  condition  at  least  every  three 
months,  otherwise  his  illness  shall  be  considered  terminated  and  benefits 
shall  cease.     (19 14.) 

Clause  160. — All  such  By-laws  shall  be  immediately  forwarded  in 
duplicate  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge 
and  the  signature  of  the  N.G.  and  Secretary,  one  copy  to  be  retained  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  other  to  be  returned  to  the  Lodge,  certified  as 
approved,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  no  such  By-laws  shall 
be  operative  until  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or,  in  its  recess,  by  its 
Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  or  the  Committee  on  Investment  of 
Lodge  Funds.     (19 14).
